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Gentlemen of the City Council: — 

The oath of office we have just taken enjoins 
upon us a very high duty. We have sworn to 
be loyal to the Constitution of the United States, 
to bear true faith and allegiance to the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, and to obey its rules 
and regulations in discharging our duties as mem- 
bers of the City Government. 

All selfish demands of political parties and 
social classes should yield to our oath of office, 
which requires us to serve not only those who 
have elected us to office, but the entire community. 
Political parties are right in their proper field. 
Their true object is defeated when men seek to 
establish a partisan government. What we want 
is good government. A partisan government, or 
a government of classes, cannot be a just gov- 
ernment, which consists in serving all citizens 
alike. 

To satisfy our oath of office we should have 


but one great object before us. Forgetting per- 
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sonal preferences and interests, we ought to 
weigh our public acts and words by the honor 
and welfare of the good community we are 
called upon to govern. ‘lo serve the people of 
Boston well requires, on our part, great dili- 
gence and singleness of purpose. It is essential 
that we should work together in harmony. ‘The 
City Council and the Executive Department were 
separated by the Commonwealth that each might 
become more efficient, and that both together 
might do more for the public good. 

The School Committee and the County officers 
should not decline to codperate with the City Gov- 
ernment, for we are one. No branch of the public 
service can safely or honorably break away from 
the rest; no public department can live unto itself 
alone. Special harmony and concert of action are 
needed in the several departments subject to the. 
executive office. All servants of the people ought 
to avoid friction. Where the public laws speak, it 
is our duty to obey them to the letter. Where the 
laws are silent, a sense of duty toward the people 
should teach us to work together in harmony and 
mutual forbearance. 

It is common to seek a remedy for all ills in the 
body politic by new statutes or ordinances.. No 


doubt, many new enactments will be required in the 
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year just begun. But it is good policy to have as 
few laws as possible, because many laws occasion 
many transgressions. No law nor ordinance can 
ever take the place of good citizenship and official 
integrity. HEiven the best of laws leave something 
to the discretion and judgment of the public ser- 
vant and the private citizen. 

Where the written law is clearly insufficient, it is 
right to’ seek such additional legislation as will 
simplify and strengthen the public service. At 
present there is some doubt whether the School 
Committee may not incur debts which the City is 
required to pay. This doubt should be removed 
by law. Im any event, the School Committee and 
the City Government should work together in good 
faith, The duties of the County officers toward 
the City are not clearly defined, and the question 
has arisen whether the officers of the City, when 
acting as County officers, are subject only to the 
authority of the Commonwealth, and not also of 
the City that pays the County expenses and owns 
all County property. This question should be set- 
tled by law or by the good sense of the City and 
County officers. 

The law of 1885 (Stat. 1885, ch. 266), amend- 
ing the charter of Boston, vests all executive 


power in the Mayor, but retains, with very few 
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exceptions, all the boards, commissions, trustees, 
and separate departments or offices existing at 
that time or since established. The number of 
these separate bodies exceeds fifty, some of whom 
are not even required to publish regular reports. 
It is natural that, at times, these departments 
should conflict, to the detriment of the public. 
The entire Street Department, the Sewer, Bridge, 
and Lamp Departments, the Superintendent of 
Health, and the building departments, should all 
be united in one harmonious board of public 
works. It is thus that labor, a cause near to us 
all, can be best placed on a permanent basis. All 
charitable institutions and charity work of the 
City should be united under one board of not 
more than three salaried members, who should be 
required to devote their whole time to the public 
service. In this important branch of the Govern- 
ment it is desirable to invoke the aid of qualified 
women, and one woman should be a member of 
the board. 

The number of codrdinate departments should 
be diminished, and the number of annual nomi- 
nations to be made by the Mayor should be 
reduced. ‘hese nominations, instead of being 
many hundred, should not exceed a few dozen 


or score. Constables, for instance, should be 
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appointed by the Board of Police, and should 
serve as a special though unpaid police force, 
to be called upon in emergencies. Undertakers 
should be licensed by the Board of Health; all 
weighers and measurers by a good Department 
of Weights and Measures. Licensed minors, 
especially newsboys and _ bootblacks, should re- 
ceive their licenses as well as friendly supervis- 
ion and special care from the Board of Police. 
All such cases should come before the Mayor on 
appeal only, and the right of appeal should be 
granted to all citizens, including the subordinates 
in the several departments. These improvements 
of the public service cannot be achieved all at 
once; yet we may do something to simplify, con- 
solidate, and improve our municipal government. 

It is not necessary to commend our free public 
schools to your generous attention. The people 
guard them with jealous care, and are willing to 
bear what they cost. We should be ready to 
meet the School Committee in every proper de- 
mand for improving the public-school buildings, 
for enlarging the field of practical and industrial 
trainng, and for giving the best possible in- 
struction to the children, especially in the primary 
and grammar-school grades. 


The request of the national government for the 
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change of certain bridges across Charles river 
will be met in a spirit of friendly respect. 

Not including druggists, 1,561 places are now 
licensed in the City for the sale of intoxicating 
drink, or one to every 263 persons, the popula- 
tion of the City on January 1, 1889, being com- 
puted at 410,688. The law of 1888 (ch. 340) 
demands the reduction of these licenses to 781, 
or exactly one-half. It is not certain that such 
a law can be enforced. A law that cannot be 
enforced to the letter is not a good law. It may 
be right, therefore, to ask for a more gradual 
reduction in the number of licenses. All friends 
of good government should join in whatever will 
limit the evils of imtemperance. 

The new and greatly-improved balloting law, 
which will go into effect on November 1 of this 
year, requires the establishment of new voting 
precincts and other preparations that deserve your 
early and favorable attention. It would be well 
to revise at the same time our methods of reg- 
istering voters, and also the ordinances applicable 
to caucuses and ward meetings. 

The act of the State Legislature approved on 
April 17, 1885 (St. 1885, ch. 178), limiting the 
debt and the taxes of Boston, has not produced 
all the results intended. The City and the Com- 
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monwealth have repeatedly jomed in legalizing 
exceptions to both the debt and the tax limits. 
The funded debt of the City, on April 30, 1885, 
was $42,962,180.02. On December 31, 1888, the 
funded debt, including $240,000 authorized on that 
day, was $48,816,569.29,— being an increase of 
$5,854,389.27. The net debt rose in the same 
time from $24,596,579.91 to $26,850,901.99, not 
including the ten-year loan of $240,000 author- 
ized on the last day of 1888, for current ex- 
penses. The current calendar year begins with a 
ten-year loan of $529,000 for similar purposes. 
Yet, in the four fiscal years succeeding the law 
limitmg our city debt, a sum of $6,245,570.72 
has been required for interest, and $2,844,010 for 
sinking-fund purposes, being a total of $9,089,- 
580.72 taken in four years out of current taxes 
to meet our current debt requirements. To this 
might be added $4,099,557.69 required by the water 
debt, making a grand total of $13,189,138.41, or 
a tax of $3,297,284.60 each year for interest and 
sinking-fund purposes: —

Notwithstanding this very great burden, we 
have increased our gross and net debt since the 
law of 1885 went into effect. The prospect is 
that the current calendar year will bring another 
increase. ‘The outgoing government has author- 
ized an issue of $769,000 in ten-year bonds, — 
including the $240,000 approved on December 
3d1,—to meet current expenses. Among the im- 
perative requirements of the present year are 
Harvard Bridge, which approaches completion; 
the Court House, which has cost $1,976,907.40 
up to the beginning of this year, the prospective 
expenditure being about $1,500,000, or more; the 
parks, appropriations for which were made in 
1886 to be expended in 1889 and 1890; the new 
Public Library building, which has already cost 
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$176,841.19, and requires, in the opinion of those 
best qualified to judge, a loan for a few years 
to be paid out of the Boylston-street estate when 
sold; the water supply, and other public works. 

These obligations we inherit, and as we cannot 
throw them off, our municipal debt will be in- 
creased in 1889. This is not our fault. The 
Commonwealth has authorized the City to issue 
water bonds to an indefinite extent, and not less 
than $6,825,000 outside the limit set in 1885 
upon the ordinary City debt. It is a matter of 
record, also, that a large part of the funded 
debt issued since the Act of 1885, has been used 
in meeting current expenses, — for sewers, paving, 
and other petty improvements, common school- 
houses, engine-houses, police-stations, and similar 
structures that should be built out of current taxes. 
The City has latterly paid for such work, the re- 
paving and grading of streets included, by issuing 
ten and twenty year loans. For park construc- 
tion we have issued thirty and fifty year loans, 
—a course not to be considered as sound and 
conservative business. Outside the Water De- 
partment, the finances of which require special 
attention, the City has issued loans nearly or 
fully up to the limit prescribed by the law, and 


for a long time we have exceeded this limit. 
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The situation would be less serious were the 
public works all in good condition and the several 
departments properly supplied. According to the 
Auditor’s report for the first day of the current cal- 
endar year, the Paving Department had a total 
eash balance of $8,265.11 to carry it to April 30. 
The Superintendent of Streets calls for $135,400.40 
to keep his force employed on half time (see Ap- 
pendix). He has been relieved in part by a ten- 
year loan. The department of charitable Public 
Institutions calls for $52,000 to meet the deficien- 
cies of the current fiscal year (see Appendix). 
The Superintendent of: Health, whose business 
it is to keep the City clean, announces a probable 
deficit, and calls for further appropriations to 
bring his department up to current requirements 
(see Appendix). A similar demand is made 
with peculiar emphasis by the School Committee, 
which will be unable to pay its janitors, and 
meet other necessary expenses, unless it receives 
a further allowance. Only partial relief has been 
furnished out of borrowed money. ‘The appro- 
priation for the Police Department has _ been 
maintained by the same method. The City Hos- 
pital expects a deficit; and the Public Library 
will be crippled for a part of its work, unless 


relief is furnished by an additional allowance 
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(see Appendix). It is understood that judgments 
against the City have been paid out of funds 
otherwise appropriated, and that further judgments 
are to be expected. The City Treasurer is re- 
quired to pay such judgments out of any funds 
he may have on hand. It is our duty to make 
good such losses, either out of current taxes or 
by borrowing. The department reports (see Ap- 
pendix, and the Auditor’s exhibit for January 1) 
convey the impression that the amount of cash 
on hand, or likely to be collected during the re- 
mainder of the financial year, is not equal to 
the appropriations already made; that some of 
these appropriations are insufficient in the opin- 
ion of the respective departments; and that the 
financial condition of the City Government is not 
encouraging. I estimate that, in addition to the 
$769,000 just voted, the departments will require 
some $350,000 to do their work properly up to the 
beginning of the next financial year on May l. 
This is a conservative estimate. Citizens not in 
office are competent judges as to the condition of 
our streets, sewers, public buildings, and all our 
public institutions. 

According to the information I have been able to 
obtain, the actual situation includes: A great and 


growing debt incurred in part for current ex- 
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penses; immediate and seemingly imperative re- 
quirements in many departments for early appro- 
priations to do the work fairly required and 
expected ; and in some of the departments a 
decline, illustrated, for instance, by the condition 
of our streets and certain public buildings. 

If we insist upon low taxes, we ought to be sat- 
isfied with a corresponding service. If we desire 
a thoroughly good service, we ought to pay the 
corresponding price. ‘That means higher taxes. 
The policy of low taxes, coupled with loans for 
current expenses, including ordinary buildings, is 
wrong in theory and dangerous in practice. None 
but productive or permanent improvements should 
ever be paid out of funded loans. Current ex- 
penses should be met from current taxes. 

I do not complain. I report. I do not find 
fault with the law. I do not blame the depart-. 
ments. Least of all would it be gracious in me 
to censure my predecessor in office, whose fa- 
miliarity with the affairs of the City is unsur- 
passed. IJ report what I found out of office; I 
shall certainly report to you, faithfully and respect- 
fully, whatever I may find 2n office. 

Gentlemen of the City Council,—I submit these 
statements to you and to the people of Boston.

To His Honor the Mayor: — 


Sir, — On the dth of January last our Secretary, Benjamin 
Cushing, died. With great ability he served the city in this 
department for more than twenty-three years, twenty-one of 
which he was a member of the Board, and its recording officer. 
The valuation of Boston, as found by the assessors for the 
current year, was $764,452,548. Of this amount, the estimated 
value of the real estate was $563,013,275; and of the personal 
property, $201,439,273. The gain in valuation over that of 
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the preceding year was $15,842,100 on real, and $967,793 on 
personal, estate, —a ‘total gain of $16,810,073. The amounts 
ordered to be raised for the State, the County, and the City, 
for 1887 and 1888, were as follows: —

In this connection it may be of interest to note that of the 
city rate for 1887, $2.50 was for school expenditure, and that 
for the current year, $2.38 on each $1,000 of valuation raised 
the money needed for the public schools. The average rate 
of taxation in Boston for the past ten years is $14.05. The 
fact that the total rate for the taxes assessed upon the 
property and business of Boston was the same for 1888 as 
for 1887 affords an excellent opportunity to notice how 
quickly the tax-rate responds to an increased expenditure. A 
gain of over $16,800,000 in the valuation is met and neutral- 
ized by an addition of less than $135,000 to the amount of 
the tax warrants. During the settlement of the tax of 1885 
all the national banks of this city, with seven exceptions, 
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paid the taxes assessed upon their shareholders, under protest, 
and commenced suits in the United States courts for their 
recovery. In 1886, three banks, and in 1887, two, in addition 
to those who had refused to join, or who had previously with- 
drawn from the combination, paid in full, reserving no right 
to recover any part of the amount assessed. The remaining 
forty-seven banks pressed their suits to a conclusion. In March 
last, in the case of the National Bank of Redemption v. Bos- 
ton, the point at issue was decided by the Supreme Court of 
the United States in favor of the city. Accepting the result, 
all the banks of Boston have this year paid their taxes with- 
out protest. Since the law was passed granting the right to vote 
for School Committee to women, a few females have annually 
requested assessinent for the purpose of registration. The 
number in 1887 was 473. For the tax of 1888 this class 
appeared in unexpected numbers. Before the first day of 
October, which was the legal limit of assessment, had passed, 
over 23,000 women had applied and been registered for 
taxation. So large an- addition to the poll-tax payers for the 
year added largely to the work and the expense of the 
department. As more than 22,000 of these women requested 
to be assessed after the valuation of the year had been made 
up, and the rate of taxation had been fixed, their taxes, at 
fifty cents each, constitute a revenue in addition to that 
called for by the regular warrants, and may be considered as 
compensation for the cost and labor in the three departments 
of assessment, collection, and registration affected by the 
action of this large body of new voters.

The work done has been the usual and necessary repairs 
on the tide-water and inland bridges. Several of the old 
wooden bridges have been extensively repaired, in order to 
keep them safe for public travel, by having the foundations 
strengthened and partly renewed, waterways widened, new 
decks put in, sidewalks, fences, and gates built, guards put 
on, and new tracks and trucks put in. 

Several of the seventy-five small. bridges, or culverts, 
have been repaired, and some renewed. 

Many of the bridges have been thoroughly cleaned and 
painted, and all are now in a safe condition. 

As shown in the statement given, it will be seen that 
the department is in a fair condition financially. |The 
balance remaining of the regular appropriation is sufficient 
to meet the necessary current expenses, and with the help 
‘of the special appropriation for the building and repairs of 
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culverts, it is confidently expected that the bridges will be 
well cared for during the balance of the financial year. 

But each year the repairs required become more exten- 
sive, as old bridges are wearing out and new ones being 
added to the department, and to keep them safe for public 
use will require a larger expenditure of money. 

The repairs made have been by days’ labor, the lumber 
required having been furnished by John W. Leatherbee, Curtis 
& Pope, Proctor & Drummey, Pope & Paul, P. 8S. Huckins 
& Co., James & Abbot, C. E. Dearborn, and G. Fuller & 
Sons. 

The price paid to each was $17 per thousand B.M.

Berkeley-street bridge over the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road has been repaired by replacing the roadway floor-beams 
which were defective, and laying new under and upper 
floors, but it is not even now of sufficient strength to war- 
rant its remaining long in its present condition. a 

Charles-river bridge, from city proper to Charlestown, is an old 
wooden pile bridge, and I have this year made extensive repairs 
on the draw foundation, waterway, roadway, and guards, and it 
is now in fair condition, but will require extensive repairs each 
year to keep it safe for public travel, and it would be economy to 
rebuild it at once; and if Secretary of War William C. Endicott’s 
order to widen the waterway of the same is to be complied with 
by the city before Jan. 1, 1891, it would require a large ex- 
penditure of money, and the bridge should be rebuilt when the 
same is done. 

Federal-street bridge, over Fort Point Channel, is an old wooden 
structure. I have made repairs on the draws and sidewalks this 
year, and yet it is in poor condition, and will have to be rebuilt 
the coming year. 

Ferdinand-street bridge, over Boston and Albany Railroad. 
What the City Engineer said of it in his 1887 report fully ex- 
plained its condition then, and it is the same now. It is a poor 
bridge, a portion of it carried on posts, and the span over the 
railroad is composed of three iron trusses of two patterns, and 
two wooden trusses; it is narrow, inconvenient, and unsightly ;

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the portion supported on posts should be filled solid and a new 
bridge built over the railroad; and the retaining-walls are in 
very poor condition and should be rebuilt. 

Swett-street bridges, east and west of the New York and New 
England Railroad, are both old wooden bridges. I have made ex- 
tensive repairs on them this year, and they are now in fair condi- 
tion; but as they were intended, when built, to be temporary 
structures, age does not improve them, and therefore they should 
be rebuilt very soon. 

Mattapan bridge, from Ward 24 to Milton. I have made 
repairs on this bridge during the year, and yet it is not of suffi- 
cient strength to be long allowed to remain in its present condition. 
The city should rebuild its part the coming year. 

Longwood-avenue bridge, from Ward 22 to Brookline, is an old 
wooden trestle bridge, and I have made repairs on it this year, 
and each year will require extensive repairs to keep it safe for 
travel, and ought to be replaced by a stone arch bridge. 

The old wooden culverts that by age and wear become unsafe 
for travel ought to be rebuilt of stone. 

A report of the completion of Boylston-street bridge, over the 
Boston and Albany railroad, and the progress of the new Harvard 
bridge, will be found in the City Engineer’s report for 1888.

To His Honor the Mayor: — 
Dear Sir, — In compliance with your request for a brief state- 
ment of the work of this department the past year, and of its 
wants prospectively, I have the honor to submit the following : — 
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The efforts in this department in enforcing the provisions of the 
building laws have proved effective. To the demands made by 
the department there seems to be a general disposition to acquiesce 
in the benefits derived by such, in most cases a sufficient incen- 
tive. 


The duties of the department are constantly increasing, in part 
the result I believe of the practicability of the building law, it 


being so plain and simple that it enables all who have to do with 
it to understand each part or point under a concise system of con- 
struction, and has received hearty commendation. 

Of the department and the importance of its work there can be 
no question. It is the duty of all communities to protect them- 
selves, and this can only be done by a rigid enforcement of the 
building laws, that they may not only secure solidity and beauty 
of construction, equal to any demands of purposes or uses, but 
with safety against the contingencies of fire, and a positive pre- 
vention of swift destruction when on fire ; and it, therefore, means 
safety, durability, permanency, and to each and all metropolitan 
cities a prime necessity. 

The department, in the enforcement of its laws touching con- 
struction, alterations, or the additional means of egress, has en- 
deavored to settle all questions in dispute without recourse to 
expensive litigation, and in the majority of cases has been suc- 
cessful. 

There is also an amount of special work which does not appear 
upon its tabulated tables, and ofttimes calls for the immediate 
presence of an inspector to decide upon the question as to whether 
it is safe to proceed with the work under contemplation; these de- 
mands are made not only by day, but by night, where work is being 
pushed forward to a speedy completion where the mechanic in 
charge refuses to further assume the responsibility unless by the 
advice of an inspector. 

The methods and systems employed in accomplishing our work is 
most satisfactory, and is being adopted by many of the large cities 
in the United States, as their letters of commendation and ap- 
proval certify. 
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In the accomplishment of the work I regret to say that the de- 
partment, at the commencement of the year, was handicapped for the 
want of sufficient means to carry forward its work, and has labored 
strenuously to bring the expenses of the department within the 
appropriation made ; this forced the department to maintain three 
vacancies. 

The prospectus of the year 1889 indicates a large increase in 
building operations within the city proper as well as the outlying 
districts, and demands still greater service from the department ; 
plans now matured and presented, but for which permits have not 
yet been issued, are for some of the most palatial business struc- 
tures, which will rival, if not surpass, any now erected in this 
Union. 

The following is a summary of the number of permits granted 
for the erection of brick and wood buildings, alterations of build- 
ings, and additions thereto; boilers, engines, and furnaces erected ; 
plumbing performed, occupancy of streets for building materials, 
tar-kettles, hoisting and lowering of safes, and the projection of 
electric lights; also the number of brick and wooden buildings 
completed this year, and their estimated cost. 

In this conjunction I would respectfully state that there are a 
number of buildings in course of construction where permits have 
been granted this year, and do not form any part of the estimate 
of the new work, as they are uncompleted, and, therefore, no 
comparison can be made between buildings completed and permits 
eranted. 

There have been issued 381 permits for brick buildings. 

There have been issued 1,554 permits for wood buildings. 

There have been issued 2,095 permits for alterations. 

There have been issued 1,013 permits for boilers and heating 
apparatus. , 

There have been issued 3,575 permits for plumbing. 

There have been issued 2,222 permits for occupancy of streets 
for building purposes. - 

2,806 permits for tar kettles for repairs of roofs, etc. 
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60 permits for electric lights. 

The estimated cost of completed brick buildings, $4,494,350. 

The estimated cost of completed wood buildings, $4,455,515. 

On the matter of egress special attention, has been given: 
413 buildings have been examined in reference to safety and bhet- 
ter means of egress; 2,268 have been reéxamined and 288 requi- 
sitions have been made for better egress. This called for 198 let- 
ters to residences outside of the city, and but 37 cases have been 
submitted to the courts where parties failed to comply. 124 
buildings have been provided with additional means of escape the 
past year, occupied by 507 families, and embracing 15,207 per- 
sons. The cost of this additional means of egress has been 
$56,850. 

The number of boilers examined, 2,096. The total number lo- 
cated in the city, 2,482. The total horse-power, 84,774, — the 
average horse-power to each boiler being 34-++.

Drar Sir, — In compliance with your request for a brief state- 
ment of the work accomplished by this department the past year, 
also a statement of the wants of the same prospectively, I have 
the honor to submit the following : — | 

This department has in charge the maintenance of the public 
buildings, those in use for public offices, police-stations, fire depart- 
ment, ete. 

There has been expended on these buildings the past year for 
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rents, care and cleaning, fuel, alterations, furniture, and furnish- 
ing, the sum of $123,815.68. They number one hundred and 
thirty-two, four of which are leased. 

The repairs and alterations, together with the furnishing of the 
school buildings. is in charge of this department, the fuel, care, 
and cleaning of the same being paid from the appropriation for 
school expenses, and in charge of the School Committee. The 
amount expended by this department on school account has been 
$226,253.18. The buildings number one hundred and eighty-four, 
fourteen of which are leased for school purposes. 

The county buildings and county jail are also in charge of this 
department, together with the seven District-Court rooms. The 
amount expended on these buildings has been $50;828.57. 

The apropriation for armories is placed in charge of this depart- 
ment, and covers the rental, repairing, and furnishing of the 
various headquarters and armories of the militia located within 
the city limits. There has been expended the past year the sum 
of $41,016.31. Iam informed, but not officially, that one of the 
armories being erected by the State within the city will be ready 
for occupancy by October next; if such is the case, the next appro- 
priation for armories can be largely reduced, as the building will 
accommodate one regiment of the militia, the State then assuming 
the expense. 

The expenses of the department the past year have been extraor- 
dinary on county buildings, school-houses, and armories. 

The entire building numbered 380 Pemberton square, and rooms 
in 89 Court street, have been hired for court-rooms and adapted 
to the wants of courts of the civil session. 

The demands of the School Committee and Board of Health for 
improvements in our school buildings have been large, and many 
are still on file waiting for the means to perform the work. 

The armories of the city, in nearly every case, have been refitted 


_ and furnished by orders of the Board of Aldermen, which increases 


the expense for the year on that account. The annual report soon: 
to be submitted will give in detail all the expenses of the depart- 
ment. 
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As to the wants of the department prospectively, I can only 
say our situation is similar to that of last year, there being still on 
file many demands from the School Board and Board of Health for 
ventilating and sanitary improvements for school buildings that 
will require an increased appropriation for the coming year.

To His Honor the Mayor: 


Dear Sir, — In obedience to your request of the 17th inst. I 
herewith submit an abbreviated synopsis of the detailed workings 
of the Department of Common and Public Grounds during the 
past year. In doing so I trust I will not be considered in the 
light of an egotist seeking for vain and illusory glory, if I say 
very candidly, and without fear of refutation, that the work of this 
department has been conducted in a manner creditable alike to 
the Superintendent and to his efficient employees ; and, as I have 
tangible reason to believe, it has proved not only satisfactory, but 
a source of great pleasure, to the four hundred thousand tax-payers 
whose kind and cheering words have jong since convinced me that 
the ** mountain has not labored in vain.” Whilst we are conscious 
of the rectitude of our ways in leaving no stone unturned in the 
furtherance of the best interests of the department, I am quite 
well aware of its numerous imperfections, which time, patience, 
- and suitable appropriations can alone make perfect. In this con- 
nection I wish to call Your Honor’s attention to the recommenda- 
tions in my annual report of 1887 to the City Government, and I 
now beg to urge the necessity of their adoption, more especially 
that relating to the shade trees on our public streets, which, for 
want of suitable appropriations, have become, in many instances, 
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not only a disgrace, but absolutely dangerous to life and limb, 
rendering the city liable to heavy damages. 

A problem well worthy of elucidation by the new City Govern- 
ment will be, whether the expensive red gravelled walks, so 
frequently muddy during the spring, summer, and autumn, and the 
worn-out, dilapidated, patched-up (until they have no visible 
masterpiece) plank walks in winter, with their ever-recurring 
expense for material and labor, are preferable, or more economical, 
than clean, dry, permanent concrete walks. In my opinion a 
change in this direction would be appreciated by a patient public, 
and would be in strict keeping with sound economy. As a proof 
of the desirability of a change in this respect I beg to quote the 
somewhat idiotic stricture of an unknown correspondent : — 

‘¢ DEAR Sir, — Some idiot has ordered up the plank-walk on the 
Common about a month before the usual time, and the work of 
taking up has commenced, of course, upon the muddiest path. 
Having wallowed through the mud this morning, I am sure you 
would confer a benefit upon the public by using your influence to 
instil a little common-sense into the department.” 

In relation to the prospective wants of the city greenhouses 
and the improvement of the Roxbury canal land, permit me again 
to quote from my annual report of 1887, as follows : — 

‘¢JIn connection with the Roxbury canal land improvement, I 
trust I will be pardoned if I step a little out of my usual course to 
make a recommendation that is not wholly within my province. 
Some years ago the city sold about 20,000 feet of land, bounded 
by East Chester park, Albany and Northampton streets, and Har- 
rison avenue. It appears to me that the time is not far distant 
when this land will be required for city purposes. Indeed, with 
the increase and development of the new parks, additional green- 
houses will be required in some central location adjacent to both 
the old and the new gardens and parks alike, and at present I do 
not know of a more available or suitable piece of land, taken in 
connection with the present two and two-thirds acres now owned 
by the city. Without wishing to be considered.at all grasping, I 
am convinced that the Department of Common and Public Grounds 
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will, within two years, require every foot of this land for its in- 
creased business. Besides, I believe that the land can now be 
obtained for the same amount for which the city sold it, with the 
interest added. TI trust the City Government will give the sugges- 
tion a favorable consideration before the land passes into the , 
hands of speculators.” 

After two years’ experience of the merits and demerits of the 
above recommendation, I have no hesitation now in saying, that if 
this land be not secured by the city it will be an irreparable loss 
to the department, as we now stand sadly in need of every foot of 
the land to enable us to conduct the work of the department in an 
economical and business-like manner. A visit to the city nurse- 
ries and greenhouses by the opponents to the purchase of this 
land would, I am sure, convince them of the fallacy of their 
opposition. 

I have on several occasions endeavored to direct attention to 
the very poor condition of the five little parks of East Boston. 
These parks are mere gravel-beds, with so slight a covering of 
loam on top that it is impossible for either grass or trees to 
thrive. A complete renovation, such as have been accorded to 
many of the South-end squares within recent years, is much 
needed. It is not inappropriate here to remark that the im-* 
provements bestowed upon the South-end squares have greatly 
enhanced the value of the adjoining estates, thereby increasing 
the tax receipts of the city, and have also gratified the owners | 
and residents to an immeasurable degree. It seems to me that 
the same result may be obtained proportionately in East Boston, 
and that the tax-payers of that section of the city are entitled to 
some consideration of this matter from the City Government. 

The caterpillar subject looms up ‘‘ verdantly” each year as 
the sap becomes liquefied in the capillary cells of the craniums 
of Professor ‘*‘ Bug Day” and other luminous entomologists (?). 
In the meantime a suitable appropriation for the practicable 
destruction of these unsightly pests would, I have no doubt, 
be heartily approved by the public. . 

Many costly but imperative improvements, for which no provi- 
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sion was made in the annual appropriations, have been accom- 
plished, during the past year, at an aggregate expenditure of 
$15,680.68, viz. : — 

Commonwealth avenue, $3,296.76 ; Worcester square, $1,960.97, 
net; Independence square and Telegraph Hill, $1,320.91; street 
trees, $1,211.02; new greenhouse, $1,000; importation of valu- 
able rhododendrons, hollies, and yews, $1,003.87; repairs on iron 
fences at Rutland and Concord squares, $120.25 ; extra amount for 
labor for mowing, repairing walks, etc., in consequence of the 
unusually frequent rain-storms of the season, $5,526.90; amount 
paid to Jeremiah Driscoll in compensation for injury by fall from 
tree, $240. 

Owing to the above heavy, but unavoidable, expenses the appro- 
priation of this department has been reduced to a mere minimum. 

In my annual report I shall deal minutely with the general 
financial details of the department. In the language of our 
esteemed City Treasurer, ‘‘ all is here that ought to be here.”

abated, $79,944.91; and uncollected, $1,568,651.02. 

This amount committed includes the State, City, and County 
taxes of 1888, $10,315,807.49, of which to Dec. 31, 1888, $8,748,- 
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915.71 has been collected ; $73,530.86 abated, and $1,493,360.92 
remains unpaid; and the bank tax, $823,570.70, all of which has 
been paid.

Sir, — In compliance with your request, the Commissioners for 
the erection of a new Court-House for Suffolk County have the 
honor to submit herewith a statement of the progress of the work 
committed to their care : — 

The authority and direction for the construction of this long- 
needed public building, of which the statutes of the Common- 
wealth require this city to pay the entire cost, is contained in 
Chapter 377 of the Acts of the Legislature of- 1885, Chapter 122 
of the Acts of 1886, and Chapter 101 of the Acts of 1887. 

Twenty-seven estates on Pemberton square and Somerset 
street, containing 85,764 square feet, were taken for the site, and 
of this area the building will cover 65,346 feet, or about 12 acres. 

Work upon the foundation-walls was commenced in July, 1886 ; 
and since that time the construction of the building has been con- 
tinued with vigor and regularity. The walls of the main building 
have nearly reached their full height; while that portion of the 
structure known as the northerly end. and intended for the Mu- 
nicipal and Criminal Courts, is now under cover, and will be 
hastened to completion at an early date. The limit fixed by the 
Legislature for the cost of the building and furnishing, exclusive 
of the site, is $2,500,000, and the contracts thus far made indicate 
that this sum will be adequate, or nearly so, for that purpose.

Of the twenty-seven estates taken for the site, payment has 
been made for twenty-six. The one remaining unsettled for is 
now before the Supreme Judicial Court for adjudication on appeal 
from the result of a jury trial before the Superior Court, and a 
final result is expected at an early day. The award of the jury in 
the Superior Court as the value of this estate was $40,500 and 
interest. 

The contracts made on account of construction, and the miscel- 
laneous expenditures incurred to this date, amount to $1,408,386, 
on which there has been paid, as already stated, the sum of $970,- 
814, leaving a balance due on contracts in process of completion 
of $437,572. 

The contracts to be made during the municipal year of 1889 em- 
brace those for the heating and ventilation system, the plastering 
and carpenters’ work of the northerly building, the roof of the 
main building, and the construction of the central hall of the 
main building. To provide for these contracts an additional 
appropriation will be required during the year.

Dear Sir,—The following is a summary of the work of 
the City Engineer’s Department for the year 1888: — 


BRIDGES. 


The inspection of the city’s bridges and the superintendence 
of structural repairs upon them have been carried out dur- 
ing the year. 

Boylston-street Bridge. — The design and plans for this 
bridge were completed early in the year, and the bridge is 
now finished with the exception of a permanent iron fence. 

Quincy-street Bridge. —The New York and New England 
railroad bridge over Quincy street has been rebuilt, by agree- 
ment, the city to bear one-half of the expense. The city’s 
share is $5,421.17. 

Charlies and Neponset River Bridges. — The Legislature has 
ordered the widening of the water-ways of certain bridges 
over the Charles and Neponset rivers, six bridges in all, — 
four over the Charles and two over the Neponset. Estimates 
for doing the work required have been reported to the City 
Council. 

Federul-street Bridge. — This bridge is in a dangerous con- 
dition. A special report concerning its condition was made 
to the City Council, with an estimate for rebuilding it. The 
recommendation that this bridge be rebuilt is renewed. 

By order of the City Council, a special report was made 
on the condition of the various highway bridges in the city, 
including the results of a special examination of the piling 
by a diver (see City Doc. No. 117, 1888). 
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W ATER-—W orKS. 


The 30-inch and 16-inch mains to connect Charlestown with 
the Cochituate low and high service have been laid, with 
the exception of the section on Warren bridge; and the 24- 
inch main to supply East Boston has been laid through Charles- 
town and Chelsea, and the supply to East Boston has been 
greatly improved. 

The 48-inch main in Brookline was lowered for a length of 
1,190 feet, on account of the change in the grade of Beacon 
street. 

On the Cochituate division 175 hydrants have been estab- 
lished, and 61 abandoned; and in Charlestown 4 hydrants have 
been established and 2 abandoned. 

About 22.6 miles of pipe have been laid on the Sudbury and 
Cochituate divisions, and 2.6 miles have been abandoned, making 
a net increase of 20 miles in the main pipe system. On the 
Mystic division 1.3 miles have been laid, and 1.1 miles aban- 
doned. 

The water- pipe for the supply of Long and Moon Islands has 
been partly laid, but work was stopped on account of complica- 
tions with the authorities of the town of Quincy. 


Hicu SERVICE. 

The new high-service works are practically complete, and have 
been in full operation since May 8, when the Elmwood-street 
pumping-station was abandoned. 

During the season a portion of the business section of the city 
proper has been changed from low service to high service. 


STORAGE—BASINS. 


The work of improving Lake Cochituate has been continued. 
Surveys and investigations for an additional storage-basin have 
progressed as far as the means available have permitted. It is 
important that the studies for this basin should be proceeded with, 


= 
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in order that its construction may be commenced at an early day. 
The town of Framingham has made good progress with its system 
of sewage works, and will have them in operation during the 
coming season. These works will be of great benefit to our water. 
supply, and it is hoped the other towns will early proceed with the 
construction of approved sewerage systems. 

Works for the chemical treatment of Mystic-valley sewage 
have been completed, and the results obtained are satisfactory. 

The sea-walls at the south yard of the Water Department have 
been rebuilt. 

PARKS. 


The work done for the Park Department has consisted of the 
preparation of plans and specifications for the engineering struc- 
tures required, and the inspection and superintendence of the 
work. 

Seventeen spans of the iron pier at Marine park have been com- 
pleted, four additional spans have been contracted for, and plans 
are now being prepared for the pier-head. 

The bridge over the Boston, Revere Beach, and Lynn railroad, 
at Wood Island park, has been completed. 

The iron fence on the Charles River Embankment wall has been 
completed. 

In GENERAL. 

The work of building the South Ferry slips, East Boston, and 
north wharf of the Paving Department has been completed. 

A wooden bulkhead has been built on Boylston street near the 
railroad bridge. 

Estimates have been made for bridges on Leyden street, East 
Boston ; Camden street and Congress street, A street, First street, 
and Bolton street, South Boston.

The appropriation for this department for the year 1888-89 was 
$9,850, of which sum there has been expended, including the draft 
payable Jan. 1, 1889, $7,024.18, leaving a balance of $2,825.82, 
which will be amply sufficient to meet the wants of the department 
for the balance of the financial year. ‘The appropriation for the 
Market Department includes the amounts paid for salaries, gas, 
water, extra police, and sundry small supplies and repairs. The 
general repairs to the market buildings are under the direction, 
and at the expense, of the Department of Public Buildings; the 
portion of the buildings used for market purposes are in good 
repair; during the year many expensive improvements have been 
made by the lessees, all of which have been at the expense of the 
parties benefited. The rents are promptly paid, and the regula- 
tions of the market cheerfully complied with.

The property at the present time is in a fair condition, 
but will say that two new drops are needed at the North 
Ferry, to replace those that have been in use for over 
eighteen years, as called for in our annual report, and 
recommended by the City Engineer in a report made in 1887. 
The wharf on East Boston side of the North Ferry should 
be immediately repaired, as recommended in a special com- 
munication to the City Council of this year. 

A new head-house is also needed on East Boston side 
of the North Ferry, to replace one that was built thirty-four

To His Honor the Mayor: — ; 

Sir, — The department year, to date, has been a busy one. 
Since the 1st of May there have been 351 bell-alarms, and about 
190 still-alarms. Of the former, ten were for fires requiring a 
second call for apparatus, and four were for fires in which a third 
alarm was necessary. ‘The fire loss has probably been larger than 
for the corresponding months in 1887, because a greater pro- 
portion than usual of the working demands upon the department 
has been in the down-town districts, where buildings and contents 
are most combustible and most valuable. This is shown by the 
fact that a certain piece of apparatus in the city proper has 
responded to more than one alarm a day, on an average, since the 
year opened. With large lumber, oil, and wharf fires, the con- 
ditions have frequently involved great hazard, but the operations 
of the department, thus far, have seemed to be unvaryingly 
successful and satisfactory. 

The only new undertaking of special importance, this year, has. 
been the construction of a new fire-boat, to take the place of that 
now known as Engine 31, which has for some time been inade- 


quate to the service needed from such a piece of apparatus along 
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our water-front. The sum of $45,000 was placed in the Board’s 
estimates for this purpose. This was disallowed by the City 
Council, owing to the condition of the city’s finances at that time ; 
but permission was given to use the unexpended balance of last 
year, the proceeds of the sale of the old boat, and such further 
amount as might be saved from the regular appropriation, in 
making this very important addition to the protective strength of 
the city. The problem has not been an easy one; still the Com- 
missioners have not yet called for help, and they hope by the 
temporary sacrifice of minor department interests to accomplish 
what they have set out to do without making further demand 
upon the city treasury. The building of the boat will probably 
cost about $45,000, while the equipment and furnishing will require 
nearly, or quite, $5,000 more. ‘The boilers, engines, machinery, 
and pumps are now completed, and the hull is well along. The 
workmanship and material have been carefully and constantly in- 
spected, and are pronounced excellent. It is hoped that the boat 
will be ready for service by the 1st of February, and if she 
proves all that is reasonably expected of her, Boston’s twenty odd 
miles of water-front will have a much better protection than ever 
before. 

While it is a self-evident truth that the strength of the depart- 
ment needs to be constantly increased to correspond with the 
city’s growth, there is, nevertheless, no such organized demand 
from any particular section for new houses and companies as 
warrants the Commissioners in recommending an increase in this 
respect the present year. They do, however, urgently feel the ne- 
cessity of making a steady advance toward permanency, and their 
estimates will cover the amount required to put a ladder company 
and an engine company upon a permanent basis, and establish a 
new chemical engine company. No other city in the Union of 
equal risks has so large a proportion of its department upon a 
call basis as Boston. 

The discipline of the department is excellent. The relations 
subsisting between officers and men are healthy and gratifying. 


= er 
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Houses, horses, and apparatus were never before in so generally 
good condition as they are at the present time. 

The year’s experience with electric wires has shown that a 
formidable danger from this source existed, and that it requires 
vigorous, and yet careful, handling. The question of placing 
these wires under closer inspection is now before the City Council, 
with some prospect that the new duty will be turned over to this 
department. While, in such an event, the Commissioners are 
willing to accept the added responsibility, they feel that it should 
be accompanied by greater powers than exist or than can be given 
to them by ordinance, and to this end new legislation should be 
asked for, as soon as the new legislature opens its doors. 

The present location of the Fire Alarm Department is a danger- 
ous one, Attention has already been called to this matter at 
length, and it need not be enlarged upon here.

The total deaths for 1888 (estimating the next six days) will 
be about 10,198, against 10,073 in 1887. Estimating the popula- 
tion at 415,000, the death rate will be 24.57 for each 1,000 inhab- 
itants, against 25.18 per 1,000 in 1887. 

The percentage of deaths from preventable causes will be 18.00 
against 19.7 in 1887, and the percentage of deaths under five 
years of age will be 35.3 against 36.3 in 1887. 

There have been more deaths from diphtheria, but less from 
typhoid fever, scarlet fever, measles, and dysentery in 1888 than 
in 1887. Pneumonia was more prevalent than in any preceding 
year. 

The tenement-house and school-house inspections have been 
continued and some improvement in each made, while many of 
the older tenement houses have been condemned and placed be- 
yond future occupancy. Nearly eight hundred privy-vaults have 
been abolished, making over four thousand that have been de- 
stroyed by order of the Board in the last four seasons. 

The inspection of house drainage and plumbing varies but little 
from year to year, except in amount, which has gradually in- 
creased, and the fact that the improved condition found is in wide 
contrast with that found a few years ago. 

The disinfection of houses and streets by approved methods 
has been pursued with vigor. 

The inspection of live and dressed meat at the abattoir has been 
pursued with good results. 

The inspection of vessels in quarantine has been well done and 
without mistakes. 

The bathing department has presented no unusual feature, has 
been abundantly used by the public, and is in good condition. 

The public sanitary buildings and cemeteries are in fair condi- 
tion. 

Each of the several departments in charge of the Board will be 
administered within the appropriation, with a possible transfer of 
items. ; 

The Board would respectfully recommend that more sewers be 
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provided in the outlying districts, where the rapid growth of popu- 
lation and the consequent use of overflowing vaults and cesspools 
and the pollution of streams have made them necessary. 

We also earnestly recommend that the Board be allowed a small 
appropriation of money with which to abate nuisances under the 
law when other methods fail. |

Sir, — In reply to your request of the 17th inst., I respect- 
fully submit the following statement : — 

The work of the Health Department has been generally of the 
usual routine nature. There has been a large increase of work over 
last year, — nearly 10,000 loads. The number of loads of ashes, 
offal, dirt, and cesspool matter removed this year, 339,242. 

In the Roxbury, West Roxbury, Dorchester, and South Boston 
districts the collection of ashes-and garbage should be done with 
more regularity. To do this work properly, additional teams and 
men are needed. 

In the south district there should be added 4 offal teams and 8 
men, 10 ash teams and 20 men. At the west district, 2 ash 
teams and four men, 4 street-cleaning teams and 8 men. In the 
Roxbury district, 5 ash teams and 10 men, 2 offal teams and 
4 men. 

The cost of labor, horses, harnesses, feeding, and shoeing 
horses would be about $46,000, as indicated below. 

Street-Cleaning. — More work has been done in the past year 
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than ever before in cleaning the streets, but the result has not 
been satisfactory. The streets cannot be kept in a cleanly con- 
dition until a stop is put to the horse-railroad company distribut- 
ing gravel on their tracks; the sweeping of’ débris from the 
stores into the streets; and the distribution of advertising cards, 
handbills, and posters. These advertisements are handed to every 
passer-by, and by them thrown into the street; the result is a litter 
of paper in the street. 

An additional street-cleaning gang could be used to advantage. 
There is a call for more service of this kind in portions of the city. 
The gang necessary for this work should be 2 sweeping-machines, 
1 water-cart, 7 carts, and 85 men. This would cost about 
$28,000, as indicated below. 

The stalls at the South, West, and Roxbury stables are filled ; 
many horses are kept in wooden sheds, which are without drainage 
or ventilation. It is necessary that additional stable aceommoda- 
tions should be furnished at once. This department own three 
teams, which are employed in the conveyance of prisoners from 
the several station-houses to court-house and boat. The teams 
should be under the charge of the Board of Police. I would 
suggest that they be transferred to said Board. 

A. new offal depot is needed in the Roxbury district. The one 
now in use is adjoining the Marcella-street Home, and has been 
reported by the Directors of Public Institutions as being offensive 


to the home.

To His Honor the Mayor: — 

Sir, — In response to His Honor the Mayor’s request to fur- 
nish a brief statement of the work of this department during the 
past year, I have the honor to reply. 

During the year, Jan. 1, 1888, to date, there have been treated 
in the wards 5,800 patients. This is a much larger number than 
has ever been treated here during a year. 

The number of accidents have been 1,770, and 766 patients 
have died. 

Medically, the feature of the year has been the large amount of 
typhoid fever, 275 patients having been treated for that disease. 

The number of patients admitted for diphtheria is about 300, 
more than twice as many as have ever before been treated here. 
The character of the epidemic is unusually severe, and the mor- 
tality very large. Our two new wards for diphtheria and scarlet 
fever, accommodating in all 72 patients, have proved to be ad- 
mirably adapted for the peculiar and exacting work required for 
these diseases. 

Without these new and increased accommodations the public 
would have been much discommoded, and general health endan- 
gered. 
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No expenditure outside our routine wants has served so good a 
purpose as that given for these two new buildings. 

The general character of the diseases, otherwise, has been about 
as usual, and is only marked by reason of the great demand for 
room, and the limitation of accommodations to the severer classes 
of sickness and injuries. 

The out-patient department have done a largely increased 
amount of work under continued inconveniences and cramped 
space. This long-endured condition will be remedied during the 
coming year, when the new building for out-patient departments 
now in process of construction is completed. 

Our expenditures during the current year have been RCH 
$200,000. This amount is for the calendar, but not the fiscal, 
year. The appropriation asked for by the trustees for the run- 
ning of the hospital was $204,855; this was cut down to 
$196,200, or a decrease of $8,655. The amount appropriated 
has not been enough to meet our wants. 

It can be only by the strictest economy, limited to our actual 
necessities, that we can get through the fiscal year, and then with 
the possibility of a deficit. 

We have been compelled to expend an unusual amount on the 
alteration and extension of our heating system. 

Much of our plumbing was dilapidated, worn out, and unsafe. 

As to our wants, prospectively, I beg to suggest the follow- 
ing : — 

(1.) A liberal appropriation, based upon the amount of work 
to be done, and the probable number of patients to be treated. 

(2.) Furnishing the out-patient building, when completed, with 
furniture, furnishings, and apparatus for the medical and surgical 
treatment of out-patients. 

(3.) A new stable, which has been recommended for five or 
six consecutive years. 

(4.) An electric plant for lighting the wards and buildings. 
This demand is sanctioned by safety against fire in buildings oc- 
cupied by sick and helpless persons, better air in wards crowded 
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with persons giving off unhealthful emanations, and by economy, 
since we believe that our gas-bill for two years would repay us for 
our first expenditure in a plant. 

The hospital, in its various services and departments, is in an 
efficient condition. We believe the appropriation made for this 
department of public safety has been as wisely and economically 
expended as is consistent with the best care of the patients anda 
proper preservation of our buildings. 

We trust the City Government will continue to bestow upon the 
hospital liberal means for the competent and adequate care it has 
a right to demand of it for the sick poor of the city.

I have the honor to present a résumé of the year’s work 
and expenditures by the Board, together with a statement of 
its probable requirements for the coming year. 


INSTITUTIONS AT DEER ISLAND. 


The commitments to the House of Industry, for the year 
to date, number 12,434, and there are remaining 1,124 in- 
mates, against 1,065 on same date last year. 

There are remaining to-day, at the House of Reformation, 
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63 boys and 38 girls; commitments from January 1 to date, 
87 boys, 2 girls. There were committed to the Truant School 
to date, 109 boys, of whom 53 remain. 


HovusE oF CoRRECTION. 


This institution has received a large number of persons 
during the year, 1,482 having been committed to date, and 
there are 575 remaining. Repairs have been made at the 
institution proper, and a new piggery. built; the latter was 
not considered in the call for appropriations. 


Lunatic HOspiTaL. 


The commitments to this institution were 181, and there 
are 177 remaining, — 83 males, 94 females. Necessary repairs 
were made, and the hospital is in as good condition as_pos- 
sible, considering the ancient character of the building. 

The Board called the attention of the City Council to the 
great need of a new hospital a few months since, and will 
again refer to it in the forthcoming report. One hundred 
and thirty-six (1386) were removed to the retreat at Dor- 
chester since October, 1887. 


MARCELLA-STREET HomMk.. 


There are remaining 383 inmates here, not including 62 
infants, that at present are being cared for in families in 
the country. Necessary alterations and repairs have been 
made during the year. 


RETREAT FOR INSANE, DORCHESTER. 


The number of inmates remaining at this institution is 136,— 
males 69, females 67,— nearly all of whom were transferred 
from the Boston Lunatic Hospital; a few were from the 
State hospitals, and are chronic and mild cases of insanity. 
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Home FOR PAUPERS. 


At Long Island there are 379 female paupers, which num- 
ber will be increased considerably before the close of the 
year. It was expected that the city water-supply would have 
been extended to this island before this time; but legal diffi- 
culties, over which this Board had no control, intervened, 
which, with the lateness of the season, will prevent its being 
done until the spring. Under authority granted by the City 
Council, plans are being drawn for the erection of a new 
hospital at this place. 

The institution for male paupers at Rainsford Island is 
crowded, there being 489 inmates remaining to-day. Whole 
number of commitments, 837 men. 528 women; total, 1,365. 


ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN. 

At this institution there are 86 men and 1381 women, which 
is aS many as can be well taken care of properly in a build- 
ing of its size. 

STEAMER. 

The steamer ‘‘ J. Putnam Bradlee” has performed more 
service this year than previously, having made extra trips 
nearly every day, to furnish water to Rainsford and Long 
islands. The necessity for more frequent communication be- 
tween the city and the islands requires another steamer, which 
the Board will ask the City Council to allow. 

The institutions have been carefully and economically man- 
aged, but the failure of the City Council to appropriate the 
amounts asked for at the beginning of the year, the much 
higher cost of some articles of subsistence, the great increase 
of inmates, have caused a deficiency for which the Board 
will be obliged to ask special appropriations, as well as for 
deficiency in the appropriation for pauper expenses. 

The general physical health of the inmates at all the in- 
stitutions is excellent, as it has been during the year. 
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The Board will ask the City Council for special appro- 
priations for 1889-90 : — 

To build hospital and barn on Long Island; an extension 
of one wing at House of Industry; for telephone communi- 
eation between Deer, Long, and Rainsford islands, and for 
additional steamer service.

Sir, — In reply to the request contained in the communication 
from the Executive Department of the city, dated Dec. 17, 1888, 
addressed to the Trustees of the Public Library, to present a brief 
statement of the work of the library during the past year, and of 
its prospective wants, I have the honor to report as follows : — 

On the first of the present month the number of volumes in the 
library, including the branches, was 505,410, exclusive of unbound 
volumes and pamphlets. This shows a net increase, in eleven 
months, of 12,454 volumes. 

The circulation for eleven months shows an increase of 81,297, 
or about ten per cent. over the corresponding period of last year. 

The number of books catalogued during the same time is about 
36,000, an increase of about 2,000. 

The second and final part of the Barton Catalogue has been 
finished and printed, thus fulfilling the agreement made for the 
purchase of that collection. 

The work of the revision of the card catalogue has proceeded as 
fast as the limited force of the catalogue department has allowed. 

The number of books bound during eleven months is 12,486, 
showing an increase of 2,817. This is exclusive of the miscel- 
laneous work, the amount of which does not fall below that of 
previous years. 

The number of inhabitants who have registered, in order to 
enable them to draw books from the library, is 51,645, since May, 
1886, when a revision was begun in order to exclude all non- 
residents, or other persons not entitled to the privileges of the 
library. New names are being added at about the rate of 15,000 
-a year. 

A new reading-room has been established at Mt. Bowdoin, in 
connection with the delivery station already existing, so that there 
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are now eight branch libraries and seven delivery stations, three 
of which are fully equipped with reading-rooms. An additional 
reading-room will, as soon as possible, be set up at Allston. 

All this work has been done without any increase of the library 
force, which remains as it was last year, and with a reduction of 
the appropriation available for library purposes.: 


PROSPECTIVE WANTS OF THE LIBRARY. 


More room ought to be provided at once for the shelving of 
books, as all available space has already been occupied, and 
30,000 to 40,000 additional volumes must be taken care of before 
the new library building is ready for occupation. Very careful 
consideration has been given to this subject. Any arrangement 
that can be made will seriously interfere with the work of the 
library ; but the only option is between allowing the accumulation 
of books to fall into confusion, and making temporary accommoda- 
tion for them at an expense of about $5,000. This sum is in addi- 
tion to the ordinary appropriation for carrying on the library, and 
should be made at once. 

The trustees have been requested to report to the City Govern- 
ment the cost and advisability of opening the Bates Hall collection 
in the evening. Hitherto this hall has been closed at six o’clock, 
thus depriving of the privileges of the library many citizens whose 
occupation will not admit of study in the daytime. The trustees 
believe that a great deal of good will be accomplished by opening 
this part of the library in the evening, and have estimated the 
expense to be about $7,000. ‘This sum also must be added to the 
usual appropriation if the trustees are to do this work. 

The trustees desire to call the attention of your Honor to the 
fact that for some years past the amount of money appropriated 
for the current expenses of the library has been steadily decreased, 
while the size of the library, its use, and the public demands made 
upon it, and the service required of it have all steudily increased. 
The efficiency of the institution will be seriously impaired unless a 
larger sum of money is put at the disposal of the trustees, as it 
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will be impossible to keep the institution up to the standard of 
previous years with the present appropriation. 

Ten years ago the number of volumes in the library was 
345,734, and the number of persons employed was 141, and the 
appropriation for current expenses was $121,000. Since then 
there have been established five delivery stations and three reading- 
rooms, and the number of volumes has increased to 505,410. 
Notwithstanding this increase the force employed has had to be 
reduced to 135 persons, and the appropriation, not including the 
amount formerly paid by the city for rentals and repairs, has been 
reduced to $115,000. 


New Pusuic Lisprary BuIiILpine. 


As soon as an appropriation for the purpose of erecting the New 
Public Library Building was placed at the disposal of the trustees, 
contracts were entered into, and the work since has been pushed 
as rapidly as possible. Owing to the small amount of money 
appropriated, the trustees were able to contract only for the 
masonry work of the first story, which will be completed next 
summer. If funds were provided so that they could contract at 
once for the stone-work, the building would be hastened by at 
least a year, and a great deal of money would be saved to the city. 
During the year the City Council authorized the trustees to dispose 
of the present building at public auction for a sum not less than 
$700,000, the proceeds of the sale to constitute a special appro- 
priation for the new building. They have not yet availed them- 
selves of this power, because they believe that the value of the 
property is rapidly increasing, and that in a very few years it will 
be worth more by some hundreds of thousands of dollars than it is 
to-day. Under these circumstances they believe that the interests 
of the city will be best served by making some arrangement 
whereby it may borrow at once the money necessary for the new 
library, and authorize the old library building and lot to be turned 
over to the Commissioners of the Sinking-Fund to be sold, and the 
proceeds to be used for the payment of the debt thus contracted. 

More than thirty years ago, Edward Everett, in a letter to the 
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Mayor of Boston, advocated the establishment of a public library, 
on the ground that it ‘‘ would put the finishing hand to that sys- 
tem of public education which lies at the basis of the prosperity of 
Boston.” It is now performing that function, and vastly more. 
It ministers to every class of society; not only to the children in 
the public schools, but to the inmates of Deer Island, the firemen 
at the engine-houses and the fire-boat, and to the orphans at the 
Marcella-street Home. And in addition to the large number of 
people not connected with the schools or institutions mentioned 
above, it has become indispensable to the press, to students of 
literature, to those who invent as well as those who. use inven- 
tions, and to those engaged in any department of manufac- 
tures or arts, useful or polite. ‘These varied uses are beginning 
to show themselves in many ways in literature, in arts, and in 
science. 

But the best results of a great library will be reached only when 
the people are more fully informed of what it contains adapted to 
their uses, and proper facilities are afforded to avail themselves of 
its treasures. This will come when the new library is completed. 
In the mean time its resources should not be crippled. Generous 
as have been the means afforded the trustees, they have become in- 
adequate to meet the just demands of the public.

Sir, — The quantity of milk sold in 1888 shows an increase of 
915,867 gallons over the quantity sold in the preceding year, 
and an increase over the year 1886 of 1,689,311 gallons. The 
value of milk sold for the year, estimated at the price paid by 
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consumers, is $4,359,808, an increase of $405,485 over | the 
amount paid in 1886, being $1,110 daily. 

This increased demand for milk is directly traceable to the 
work of this department; but a few years since, the adulteration 
of milk in the city of Boston was carried to such an extent that 
60 per cent. of all samples were below the standard. Last year 
this department was able to report that this percentage had been 
reduced to 12.54 per cent., while the present year this has been 
still further lowered, so that the percentage of poor samples for 
the year 1888 has been only 8.37 per cent. Comparison of offi- 
cial figures. of milk adulteration of other large cities, both at 
home and abroad, shows that this figure is lower than has at 
any time elsewhere been reached. It is therefore claimed that 
in no large city in the world is the adulteration of milk suppressed 
to the extent which now prevails in Boston. 

Since the reorganization of this department in 1885, the work 
of inspection has continued steadily and systematically. The 
‘¢ Boston system” of milk inspection, so called, has attracted 
attention throughout the country, and the details of this work, as 
here practised, have been adopted in many places. 

The effort of this department to prevent the use of annotto or 
other coloring substances in milk, commenced in 1886, have been 
so successful that it is now only in rare instances that this fraud 
is practised. The construction placed by this department upon the 
statute under which complaints are made for the sale of colored 
milk, has been affirmed by the Supreme Court of this Common- 
wealth. 

The Massachusetts statutes relating to oleomargarine, requiring 
it to be sold on its merits and in marked packages, has been 
strictly enforced. In confirmation of this statement, it appears 
from the report of the United States Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue for 1888, that out of 1,181 samples purporting to be 
butter, examined by the United States revenue officers in Boston, 
and representing the stock of 595 dealers, only two were found to 
be oleomargarine. 
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The percentage of adulterated samples of vinegar for the year 
is 20.60; this is 3.50 per cent lower than the figures for 1887, and 
about 12 per cent. lower than 1886. It is still considerably higher 
than it should be, which is in part due to imperfect legislation. 

The expenditures of the department have been kept within the 
amount of the appropriation, and the balance unexpended will be 
sufficient for its requirements for the remainder of the financial 
year.

The work of this department during the last year, and its pros- 
pective wants, are as follows : — 

The usual force of men has been employed in the regular work 
of the department, viz., keeping the grounds of the cemetery in 
good order, 

This work includes the general cleaning up of the grounds in 
the early spring, and the employment of sufficient force during 
the season of keeping the avenues graded and in good condition. 
Frequent cutting of the grass in private lots and on the orna- 
mental grounds, care of trees and shrubs, planting on private 
lots and ornamental grounds, repairing and care of buildings, care 
of horses and wagons, and work performed in connection with the 


greenhouse department. 
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A regular force of men is also employed to attend to all work 
relating to funerals. 

In two of the departments of the cemetery arrangements will 
have to be made to procure additional accommodations. 

During the last few years the space devoted to the wants of 
Section C, which is reserved for the burial of the ‘‘ City Poor,” 
and Section D, which constitutes the department reserved for 
those who are possessed of sufficient means to pay only for the 
opening of a grave, —in both of these departments the ground is 
rapidly being encroached upon, and the city must give its imme- 
diate attention to the selection of further space for the use of 
these two important departments.

To His Honor the Mayor: — 


Str, —In reply to your request for a brief statement of the 
work done in this department the past year, to accompany 
the inaugural address of Mayor-elect Hart, I have the honor 
to report the following progress of the work of constructing 
the public parks under the act of the Legislature authorizing 
a loan of $500,000 a year for five years, which was accepted 
by the City Council of 1887. 

At Wood Island Park, East Boston, the only work under- 
taken was the completion of the bridge over the tracks of the 
Boston, Revere Beach, & Lynn Railroad, and grading the 
approaches, which bas been done, and provides a safe en- 
trance to the Park lands. 
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At Marine Park, City Point, the iron pier has_ been 
completed for a length of 1,050 feet, a granite curb placed 
on the street line, and a small amount of grading done 
along the line of the curb. 

At the Charles River Embankment the filling and grading 
have been completed, the areas for planting loamed and 
enriched with fertilizers, the walks and _ playgrounds laid 
out, the foundations for gymnastic apparatus placed, and a 
railing has been erected along the sea-wall. The fence to 
surround the gymnasium grounds is under contract, to be 
completed January 1. 

In the Parkway, Back Bay, Agassiz bridge and the roads 
bordering the Charles-gate entrance, and around the lower 
basin of the Fens, have been completed, and are open to 
the public. Andubon road, on the westerly side of the 
upper basin, has been filled to subgrade, and the slopes and 
banks along the Fenway for part of its distance have been 
formed, and are receiving the loam preparatory to planting. 
The foundations of the bridge for carrying the driveway 
and ride over the open Stony brook water, which enters 
the Fens through the Huntington entrance, are being built 
by the Sewer Department. The spaces prepared for trees 
and shrubs last year were planted, and all the plantations 
have been maintained in good condition. 

At the Arnold Arboretum, no new _ construction being 
undertaken, the only work done has been that of main- 
tenance. 

In Franklin Park, the Playstead district, with its entrances, 
the bordering roads, and the Overlook, has been completed 
and opened to the public. The Overlook shelter-house is 
practically finished, and a flag-staff has been erected on the 
green. The gateways to the Country Park and a part of 
the park wall on the line of Glen lane have been built, 
and the lane partially graded for half its length. The Cir- 
, cuit drive has been subgraded to the location of the EIlli- 
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cottdale arch, which is now being built. The drives and 
ride through the Wilderness have been laid out and cleared 
of trees. Much stone has been removed from the Ellicott- 
dale green, and the system of drainage has been extended. 

The plans of the system of parks are followed so strictly 
that it would be superfluous to undertake to detail the 
future work. ‘There is, however, one thing necessary for 
the completion of the Back Bay and of the Parkway, that 
is, more land is required to make the westerly outlet of 
the Fens to Brookline avenue conform to the width of the 
Muddy River Improvement. 

This is pecessary for a continuation of the work on the 
Back Bay, and will doubtless be provided for by the order 
now before the City Government authorizing a loan for the 
purchase of this and other lands.

To His Honor the Mayor: — 

Sir, —In response to the communication asking for in- 
formation concerning the Police Department, for use in the 
inaugural address, the Board of Police has the honor to submit 
the following : — 

The number of persons arrested during the year ending Nov. 
-30 — to which date the statistics of the Police Department are 
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made up — was 36,009, an increase of 5,328 over the preceding 
year. Of this number 33 per cent. were non-residents. The in- 
crease was principally in arrests for drunkenness, which were 
20,3; per cent. more than in 1887; and of the arrests for this 
offence 41,3, per cent. were non-residents. : 

The value of property reported stolen was $79,713.37, being 
$2,488.37 more than in 1887; and the amount recovered by the 
police, that was stolen in and out of the city, was $84,356.76. 

In the license year, beginning May 1, there were 1,822 places 
licensed to sell intoxicating liquor; and deducting licenses that 
have been cancelled, forfeited, etc., there are now 1,789 licensed 
places (including 228 druggist licenses), or one to every 223 of 
the population (population estimated at 400,000), and 140 less than 
in 1887. 

There were 119 officers appointed on the force (including 88 re- 
serve men), 18 discharged, 10 resigned, 6 retired on a pension, 
and 11 died. ° 

A new police division, numbered 16, was established and went 
into commission July 12. This division comprises the ‘‘ Back 
Bay ”’ district, the station-house being located on Boylston, near 
Hereford street. 

A House of Detention for Women was temporarily established 
in the city prison, and the necessary officers appointed. — ¥ 

Considerable progress was made in introducing the police-signal 
system. It is now in working order in Divisions 3, 4, 5, 6, 9, and 
15, and will be in Division 1 before Jan. 1. Lines have been 
built in Divisions 7, 10, 11, and 14, in readiness for the system. 
Buildings were hired from private parties and altered into wagon- 
houses in Divisions 2, 4, and 5. In Division 3 an estate was 
hired from the Overseers of the Poor, and a wagon-house erected. 
In Division 10a portion of the old pumping-station on Elmwood 
street was hired from the Water Board, and is now being con- 
verted into a wagon-house. In Divisions 9 and 15 the wagon- 
houses were built on the station-house lots, and in Division 14 an 
addition is being made to the station-house stable to accommodate 
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the wagon. No provision has yet been made for wagon-houses 
for Divisions 7, 12, and 13, and no steps have been taken 
towards putting the system in Division 16. The total payments 
to date, on account of the signal system, have been $85,459.75. 

The station-houses, with the exception of No. 1, are in a 
fair condition. ‘The Board and its predecessors have repeatedly 
asked for a new station-house in Division 1, but so far without 
success. The present building is totally unfit for the purpose. It 
is unhealthy, dark, illy ventilated, filled with vermin, and not 
large enough to properly accommodate the force, or to suitably 
transact the large amount of business which is done in that divi- 
sion. The accommodations in station-house 13 are insufficient. 
On account of increasing the force in that division, it was neces- 
sary to take a room that had been used as a guard-room fora 
sleeping-apartment, thus leaving no place for assembling the 
men. ‘The municipal court now occupies a room in the building 
which would make a good guard-room, and should be assigned for 
that purpose, and the court removed to other quarters. 

The appropriation for the financial year 1888-89 was $1,181,- 
972; the expenditures to date, including the January draft, were 
$759,859.61, and the balance, unless something unusual occurs, 
will be amply sufficient to carry the department through the re- 
mainder of the financial year.

Sir, — The expenditure of the printing appropriation proper 
is almost entirely controlled by the orders of the City Coun- 
cil and the votes of the Committee on Printing. The duty 
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of the Superintendent, so far as the different departments 
are concerned, is to fill such requisitions as are made on 
him, in a prompt and satisfactory manner, — the departments 
making the requisitions defraying the expense of the same. 

During the past year, in addition to the usual publications, 
there was issued and distributed five hundred copies of the 
Bromley Map of the City of Boston, at a cost of $657.93; 
two editions, in all four thousand six hundred and _ eighty 
copies, of the Paine-Burgess testimonial volume, bound in 
cloth, with some in full morocco, containing numerous plates, 
at an expense of $6,160.90; and five hundred copies of a 
volume of the ‘* Statutes Relating to the City of Boston, and 
General Legislation affecting Boston and other Cities of the 
Commonwealth,” at a cost of $2,719.57. 

There is now in press, to be issued during the first part 
of next year, another edition of one thousand copies of 
‘¢ Statutes Relating to the City of Boston, etc.;” fifteen hun- 
dred copies of the fourth volume of Suffolk Deeds, and fifteen 
hundred copies of a Digest of the Building Laws. 

The order of the City Council authorizing the printing of 
the edition of ‘* Statutes” directs the City Messenger to place 
the copies on sale, at cost price, when issued. The Register 
of Deeds controls the distribution of the volume of Suffolk 
Deeds, and the Committee on Printing the Digest of the 
Building Laws. 

It is anticipated that memorial volumes of General Sheridan 
and Crispus Attucks will be issued during the coming year, 
and, unless the expense of issuing the same is otherwise 
provided for by the City Council, provisions will have to be 
made for their publication in the department estimates. The 
probable appropriation for the ensuing financial year, exclusive 
of the memorial volumes noted, will be $46,000.

Sir, — The work of the Record Commissioners for the year 
1888 has been of the usual nature. One volume of Reports 
has been issued, and the Twentieth Report is nearly printed. 
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Progress has been made in completing the Church Records of 
Boston proper, and the City Council has ordered the transcripts 
to be made of the churches in the cities and towns annexed to 
Boston. ‘Those for Roxbury are nearly completed. 

According to a vote of the City Council, a fac-simile reprint 
of the Colonial Laws of 1660 has been begun, and will be 
finished by March next. The introduction of 120 pages is— 
in print, and represents much of the labor of the chairman 
for the past six months. The Laws of 1672, issued last year, 
has been welcomed by lawyers everywhere, and it is hoped 
that this new volume is still more valuable.

Sir, — The work of this department is one of a _ routine 
character, and, except in its increase, is unvarying from year 
to year. The extent of the increase in this particular may be 
understood when it is stated that the duties which were per- 
formed by the Registrar and a single clerk at the beginning 
of the Registrar's incumbency, in 1854, now require the constant 
employment of seven clerks. 

A few years ago the work of transcribing the records of 
deaths from 1810 to 1849, and making a classified index of the 
same, was commenced. Some time will elapse before this 
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necessary work will be completed. Its value to’ the public in 
the saving of time and labor will amply justify the expense of 
its preparation. 

There are other records in this office that require to be 
copied at the earliest moment. These are almost illegible 
from long-continued use. As the law of the State requires 
that cities and towns shall keep their records in proper condition, 
it will be necessary that the work alluded to should be attended 
to without unnecessary delay.

Sir, —In compliance with the request for a brief statement of 
the public schools, I have the honor to submit the following :— » 

The public-school system of Boston comprises a Normal School, 
two Latin Schools, eight High Schools, fifty-four Grammar Schools, 
four hundred and sixty-seven Primary Schools, and the following- 
named special schools: nineteen Kindergartens, the Horace Mann 
School for the Deaf, one Manual Training School, five Schools 
of Cookery, one Evening High School, thirteen Evening Ele- 
mentary Schools, and five Evening Drawing Schools. The whole 
number of different pupils registered in the public schools dur- 
ing the year 1887-88 was 65,7382. The average number of pupils 
belonging to the schools the same year was 57,999. The total 
number of instructors was 1,411. 

The total expense of the public schools for the financial year 
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ending April 30, 1888, was $1,907,536.78. Of this amount, 
$127,875.90 was for new school-houses, and $243,107.89 was for 
repairs and incidental expenses for school-houses. These amounts 
were expended under the direction of the Public Building Depart- 
ment of the City Council. The sum of $1,536,552.99 was ex- 
pended under the direction of the School Board. The income of 
the School Committee was $37,092.81, and the net expenditures 
of the School Committee were $1,499,460.18. The annual cost 
per pupil in the department of expenses under the control of the 
School Committee steadily decreased from $29.88, in 1876-77, to 
$23.37 in 1883-84. The passage of the free text-book bill, and 
the consequent addition to the expenses for this item, increased 
the rate per scholar in 1884-85 to $24.59. The rate per scholar 
for the years 1885-86 and 1886-87 were, respectively, $23.74 and 
$23.32. During the year 1887-88 it became necessary to replace 
a large number of text-books which had been worn out, and with 
the increase in the cost of fuel, occasioned by the condition of the 
coal market, the rate per pupil for the year 1887-88 was $24.10. 
In 1877-78 the rate per pupil was $27.54. In 1887-88 the rate 
per pupil was $24.10. 

During the year the Kindergartens have been added to the 
public-school system. Nineteen schools have been established, 
and it is the intention of the Board to extend these schools as rap- 
idly as possible. 

The subject of school accommodations is one that has attracted 
much attention of the School Board for the past few years. The 
rapid changes in the homes of the people from the crowded busi- 
ness-centres to the suburbs has occasioned an increased demand 
for additional school accommodations in the outlying districts. 

The condition of the public schools is generally satisfactory, 
and the continuation of the generous support and confidence of the 
people is all that is needed to insure to them their present high 


standard.

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SEWER DEPARTMENT, Boston, Dec. 20, 1888. 
To His Honor the Mayor: — 

Str, — Agreeably to instructions from His Honor Mayor 
O’Brien, I respectfully submit the following brief statement of 
the work done during the past year, and the prospective wants of 
the Sewer Department. 

The work devolving upon the Sewer Department has increased 
greatly during the past year. The care of the Main-Drainage 
Works was assumed Jan. 2, 1888. The cleaning and main- 
tenance of catch-basins was transferred from the Health Depart- 
ment to the Sewer Department last summer. 

The construction of the Stony-Brook Improvement and the care 
of Stony Brook has been placed in this department. 


ComMon SEWERS. 

There have been built by this department, during the year, 
36,235 lin. ft., or nearly 7 miles, of new sewers ; many repairs of 
old sewers have been made; 116 new catch-basins have been 
built, and 397 old ones repaired. 

The appropriation for the construction of sewers (for the year 
commencing May 1, 1888) was but $115,000, which, with the resi- 
due of special loans and $10,000 for catch-basins, made $147,- 
690.07 available for the construction of new work. 
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That we were able to supply but a fraction of the reasonable 
demands for drainage facilities can be realized from the fact that 
private parties have built sewers to the extent of 12,374 lin. ft., 
or nearly 24 miles, according to detailed plans furnished by this 
department and under our inspection, they paying the complete 
cost and releasing the sewers to the city when finished. 

The total length of sewers added this year is, therefore, 48,609 
lin. ft., or over 9 miles. 

The maintenance of sewers during the past year has been at- 
tended with peculiar difficulties on account of the frequent occur- 
rence of periods of excessive rainfall. This excessive rainfall has 
shown plainly the inadequate capacity of the sewers in the out- 
lying districts and the poor condition of the old wooden sewers in 
the city proper. 

An efficient force of engineers and assistants have been em- 
ployed during the year, and when not on the work of construction 
were making surveys and gathering the necessary data for laying 
down comprehensive systems of sewers for the different sections 
of the city. 

The work of levying assessments for the construction of sewers 
has always been allowed to accumulate to such an extent that it 
devolved upon this year’s Committee on Sewers, on the part of the 
Board of Aldermen, to make up assessments for many sewers 
constructed during the years 1884, 1885, and 1886. This work 
has all been finished up, except in the case of four sewers about 
which there are certain complications, and the recent work is up 
to date. ‘The satisfactory condition of this branch of the depart- 
ment is due to their perseverance and energy. 

The time and intelligent study that the committee have given to 
this matter has resulted in many improvements being made, par- 
ticularly the one of instituting the custom of giving hearings to 
parties about to be assessed, thereby allowing all interested to ob- 
tain what information they may desire and present any objections 
they may have before final action is taken. One hundred and 
thirteen assessments have been sent to the Board, calling for the

collection of $220,965.83, and representing sewers in 122 streets. 
Of this number, 97 assessments, amounting to $146,732.84, have 
been confirmed by the Board of Aldermen, and bills to that amount 
have been sent to the Collector. 

Assessments amounting to $23,433.62 are awaiting action by 
the Corporation Counsel on points raised at the hearings. 

Assessments amounting to $21,276.93 are before the committee 
awaiting their action. 

Their recommendations in regard to the needs of the depart- 
ment are briefly these : — 

First. That sufficient funds be provided for the rapid prosecu- 
tion of the surveys and studies now being made, in order that 
future work may be intelligently carried out, and with a view to 
the ultimate proper drainage of the city. 

Second. That the old wooden sewers, and other defective sew- 
ers, be replaced as rapidly as possible by sewers built in conformity 
with modern practice. The ultimate economy of this can be seen, 
as the money which it would be necessary to expend yearly on the 
proper cleansing of these sewers is equivalent to the interest on a 
much larger sum of money than would be required to build good 


sewers, which, when propery constructed, should be practically 
self-cleansing. 


Third. ‘The extension of intercepting sewers to districts now 
polluting natural streams, such as Brighton, West Roxbury, Dor- 
chester, and Milton Lower Mills. 

Fourth. That suitable provision be made for storm-water, either 
by storm sewers or by preserving old watercourses and building 
the culverts at road-crossings of sufficient capacity to satisfy the 
increased flow due to the development of the district. 

Fifth. Legislation should be obtained, looking to a revision of 
the laws governing the laying of sewer assessments. 


Marin—DRAINAGE WORKS. 


The working of the main-drainage system has been very satis- 
factory ; but the full benefit of the system cannot be obtained until 
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the common sewers are remodelled and the present excess of 
storm-water excluded. 

The pumping-machinery and works at Moon Island are, with 
some small exceptions, in good repair. 

Though not intended or designed in any way to provide for 
storm-water, the Main-Drainage Works have proved an important 
factor in preventing trouble from the excessive flow of Stony 
Brook. They have only been used for this purpose in emergen- 
cies; on account of the practical completion of the Stony-Brook 
Improvement, they will not have to be resorted to again. 

For the eleven months ending Dec. 1, 1888, the average 
amount of sewerage pumped daily has been 50,640,032 gallons, 
— showing an increase over that pumped last year of 7,012,097 
gallons daily. 

The maximum amount pumped was on Dec. 18, 1888, — 138,- 
133,231 gallons. 

The minimum amount pumped was on July 14, 1888, — 30,560,- 
904 gallons. 

The daily average for the stormy week ending Dec. 1 was 
114,852,389 gallons. 

As soon as possible money should be a daonnnertant to place the 
pumping machinery on the east shaft of the Dorchester-Bay 
tunnel. 

This machinery was purchased several years ago, and has been 
stored for want of sufficient funds to place it in position. 

That this is an absolute necessity can be seen when it is known 
that without it there is no way provided for draining the tunnel in 
case of accident. 

The cleaning of catch-basins has been carried on as rapidly as 
possible. ‘The assumption of this work called for the purchase of 
a number of horses, harnesses, etc., and the providing of suitable 
stable accommodations in the different sewer-yards. 

Experiments are being made with different designs of pumps 
and vacuum processes at one of the district-yards, with a view of 
doing away with the present cumbersome and expensive method of 
doing the work. 
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Stony—Brook IMPROVEMENT. 


The construction of the Stony-Brook Improvement has been 
pushed with great rapidity, having been commenced last winter; 
and although the weather this fall has been unusually bad, it will 
be in condition to receive the overflow of Stony Brook before the 
first day of January, 1889. 

This conduit is of brick, 154 ft. x 17 ft. most of the way, the 
remainder being twin conduits 12 ft. * 124 ft. each. ‘The struc- 
ture is completely underground, and has a carrying capacity 
of 15,000 gallons per second under the most adverse circum- 
stances. . 

The length is 4,600 feet, more than one-third of which was 
through rock, with an average cut of 30 feet, and a width of from 
20 to 24 feet. 


Tue Care or Stony Brook. 


During the entire year structures have been maintained at four 
favorable points in the Stony-Brook basin; these structures are 
necessary to the rapid placing of plank dams in case of storm. 

These dams cut off considerable drainage areas, and store vast 
quantities of water. 

A gang of men have been under instructions to report at the 
slightest indication of a storm. 

On six occasions during the year there were storms of sufficient 
magnitude to require the use of these dams. 

The storm of Nov. 25 to Noy. 29 was one of unusual severity, 
the rain-gauge at the Albany-street yard showing a precipitation 
of 5.36 inches. 

The damages caused by flowing the meadows was very slight. 

There are many places on the line of the brook, in and near 
Jamaica Plain, where the stone walls are in a dangerous condition, 
and should be repaired, or serious damage will result.

Fifteen hundred dollars of said balance must be reserved for the 
purchase of a stone-crusher, etc., for West Roxbury district. 

Of special loans, I had on hand at the beginning of the year 
1888 balances to the amount of $166,376.71, all of which has 
been expended in the execution of the work for which they were 
intended. 

Special appropriations, to the amount of $127,000, were made 
at the beginning of the present financial year, and the entire 
amount has been duly expended. 

It is in close connection to here submit that these loans were not 
sufficient to meet the purposes of their creation; and, in some 
cases — notably in that of Commonwealth avenue, Boylston-street 
bridge, Boylston street, and Bunker Hill street — the paving appro- 
priation was heavily drawn on to help complete the work of con- 
structing these avenues of travel. Some of the indebtedness 
incurred on their account still remains unsettled. The most rigid 
economy was practised in building those two grand avenues, viz., 
Commonwealth avenue and Boylston street ; and the Street Depart- | 
ment may be indulged in the pride with which it points to them in 
testimony of the good work it has done this year. Commonwealth 
avenue, from Arlington street to the Chestnut Hill reservoir, is 
at last open to travel its entire length, 42 miles; and it is not too 
much to say that there is not a better constructed roadway in 
America. 

The work of the Street Department, during the year now 
elapsing, has been carried on under the most exceptional conditions. 
Keenly appreciating the needs of my department, and mindful of 
the criticisms that have been heaped upon it, I calculated, with 
closest economy, how much was needed to do the work that would 
be reasonably demanded of me, and I sent in my estimates accord- 
ingly. I set them at the just figure of $1,903,800. The City 
Government allowed me only $675,000! Think of it! Why, I had 
estimated that I would require $748,300 for simply keeping the 
highways in repair and free from defect! This, I most respect- 
fully submit to your Honor, is a relatively insignificant sum of 
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money to give to a department so important, so vast, and so pro- 
gressive as the Street Department. You will have to go back 
twenty (20) years to find when this department was run on such a 
figure ; to the time when Dorchester and Roxbury stood knocking 
at our gates, asking for admission, — two (2) districts which now 
absorb almost more than a third of our appropriation, and are 
always clamoring for more. ‘The ratio is surely in the inverse, — 
the more streets, the less money to take care of them. Witness 
these figures : —

It was with much misgiving that I began the labors of the year. 
It was questionable how long the money would last, even under 
the exactest economy. Determined, as much as [I could be, not to 
undertake anything new, I proportioned the work of the year 
with a view single to my small appropriation, and yet in the expec- 
tation of getting additional means in the fall of the year; for I 
had received abundant assurance to that effect. All my efforts 
were directed to the keeping of the main avenues in good con- 
dition ; and never, I think, in the history of the department, has 
more work been done with the same amount of money. The 
amount of macadam laid in the city proper and its many suburbs 
is, perhaps, unprecedented. Expensive work, such as asphalting 
and block paving, I have studiously avoided. This macadam 
pavement may not show the face it ordinarily wears, for it has 
been severely tested. For proof of this it will be sufficient to 
recall the phenomenally wet weather which all of us have suffered 
from. It is safe to say, that the rains of this year have been the 
immediate cause of twenty-five per cent. (25%) of the repairs 
done by this department. I might almost sum up my account of 
the twelve months’ work in these words,— what I have done I 
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was obliged to do. It was not always optional with me, however, 
to define my labors. The same government which had seemed to 
propose the problem, whether or not the Street Department could 
be run on a minimum of $675,000, passed order upon order, di- 
recting me to grade and construct streets, to set edgestones, to lay 
sidewalks, ete., etc. ; and, while I freely admit that the enterprise 
which would open up new streets and erect magnificent buildings, 
thus adding so materially to the taxable property of our great 
city, should be encouraged in every possible way, I still most 
earnestly insist that I should not be expected to meet such enter- 
prise half-way, until my department has been treated more gen- 
erously by the City Council. Three miles of edgestone have 
been laid this year, —all of it paid for by my department, and for 
which I receive no return, the income from the assessments being 
deposited with the City Treasurer. The demand for such work is 
crowing; it is no longer considered a luxury. 

Now, to call attention to a great and growing evil; at least, as 
far as this department is concerned. It is the more to be dreaded 
from the fact that I am powerless to help it. I allude to the 
digging up of our streets by corporations. Who has not seen 
the yawning openings of the gas, the heating, the telephone, the 
telegraph, the electric-light companies? and the huge stretch of 
iron ramifications of the street-railway company? Do they not 
seem to possess the streets? Does it not appear idle for the 
Street Department to contemplate paving the streets through 
which these giant corporations intend to pursue their march? 
Would it not be more business-like to wait until they had passed ? 
Even then the evil is not obviated. Locations granted to these 
corporations mean everlasting digging,—sometimes to repair a 
pipe, now tv make a connection, here to supply some applicant for 
the luxury, and there to shut off some unfortunate debtor. The 
great benefits these companies bring with them should be their 
apology and excuse, no doubt; and I would not say a word de- 
rogatory to the enterprise which prompts them; but, at the same 
time that I would hope to see the city of Boston extend a weleome 
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to them, I would most urgently suggest that some equivalent should 
be given to the people who grant such valuable and, perhaps, not 
inappreciable franchises. During the time of the laying of these 
pipes the street is, sometimes, almost closed to ordinary travel. 
The clamor which reached City Hall from the merchants down 
town during the laying of the pipes of the Boston Heating Com- 
pany was constant and, to sensitive ears, exasperating. All 
seemed to seek relief at the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 
He is powerless; he can hardly mitigate, much less prevent, the 
evil. He would suggest, however, that, in the matter of restoring 
the street to the condition it was in before it was dug up, these 
companies should do more than fill in and cover their trench. 
To-day, nearly all the district passed over by these companies 
shows distinctly the line of their march. In paved streets where 
railroad tracks are laid, I would suggest that they should be com- 
pelled to repair the side of the street which they have opened, 
from the track to the curbstone. 

The railroad companies are another source of expense to this 
department. It is not possible to keep a macadam street in good 
condition where tracks are laid, — especially if there be a double 
track, — unless it is repaired every year; and, until such streets 
are paved, either with granite blocks or something equally durable, 
they will be constantly in need of repair. What would I suggest? 
That, in all future locations voted to railroad companies, a condi- 
tion should accompany the grant that, when required by the Super- 
intendent of Streets, they should pave any macadam streets in 
which they lay their tracks with granite blocks. Those macadam 
streets, which are already travelled over by these companies, must 
undoubtedly be paved at the city’s expense; and this leads me 
now to write about the prospective wants of my department. 

The wants of my department might be summed up in these 
words, — liberal appropriations. ‘The reason is almost obvious. 
To particularize: I judge that for the next three (3) years the 
sum of $500,000 should be set aside each year for paving purposes 
alone, because of the reasons I have already stated, and with a 
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view to the removal of the old cobble-stone pavement, which still 
obtains in many of our busiest streets, and from which the mer- 
chant is constantly petitioning to be relieved. The cobble pave- 
ment is objectionable, and many of the streets which are paved 
with it have become dangerous. 

Besides, it is very plain that traffic and travel are increasing, — 
they branch in every direction; trade is moving into our side 
streets even, where but afew years ago families resided in quiet 
seclusion, and where the ordinarily gravelled road preserved an un- 
broken surface for a long time, but which now shows wear and 
tear after a single season. Hence the necessity for more durable 
pavements, especially if these streets are occupied by horse-car 
tracks. 

A large amount of the repairing done this year was the work of 
my own pavers. Much desirable paving was thus accomplished ; 
and in this way, too, I was enabled to keep my men employed up 
to the present month. Permit me to add, in this connection, that 
my force is now splendidly organized, and capable of doing excel- 
lent work. If I had the means, I could work my entire force to 
good advantage during the coming winter; and I shall deeply 
regret the necessity of cutting down their number, — a contingency 
that is immediately probable, unless the City Government comes to 
my relief. 

G. W. Forristall, the Superintendent of Health, for whose de- 
partment the city stable on Highland street was erected, and 
which I partly cccupy for the stabling of my Roxbury-district 
horses, has frequently represented to me that he needs more room, 
and, consequently, I must include among the wants of my depart- 
ment that of a stable for my Roxbury district. 

My department is, at present, on half-time, and to carry it along 
on that basis until the lst of May I shall require for

To His Honor the Mayor :— 


Sir,—In reply to the circular of Nathaniel H. Taylor, 
Mayor O’Brien’s secretary, of the 17th inst., I would respect- 
fully submit the following statement : — 

A large portion of the work of this department is of a 
routine nature, and therefore does not differ materially from 
one year to another. The work of the past year has been 
fully equal to that of the previous one, there being a 
gradual increase from year to year, owing to the general 
growth of the city, and also to more calls being made on 
this department by other departments for certain plans and 
details which were not formerly required. 

Among other departments which require work to be done 
by this department may be mentioned the Board of Street 
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Commissioners, Paving, Public Building, Inspector of Build- 
ings, City Architect’s, Public Land, and Law departments ; 
and more or less work of a miscellaneous nature has to be 
done for several other departments. The two departments, 
however, which require the most work are the Board of 
Street Commissioners and the Paving Department. The work 
relating to these two departments will only be briefly men- 
tioned. 

By the amendment to the city charter establishing the 
Board of Street Commissioners, all plans used by that Board 
for laying out and widening streets are required to be fur- 
nished by the City Surveyor. The work for the Paving De- 
partment consists in the measurement of contract work, 
making estimates of work to be done, making plans and 
profiles of streets to be graded, giving lines and grades for 
building, paving, and macadamizing streets, making plans of 
new sidewalks for assessments, etc. 

The work for the public, where building operations are 
going on, has been of the usual nature, — giving lines and 
grades of streets, grades for cellar-bottoms, and for cutting 
off piles. 

No important surveys of street widenings and extensions 
in the city proper have been made during the past year, 
with the exception of Temple street and other streets in the 
vicinity of the State House; but a large number of surveys 
and plans have been made for laying out new streets in 
the outlying districts, for the use of the Street Commis- 
sioners. 

Among special surveys, plans, and profiles made during 
the year were a large, number (and modifications of the 
same) of streets in the vicinity of the State House, made 
with a view to certain proposed changes in the, lines of 
Mt. Vernon and Temple streets, and the lowering of the 
grade of these streets; also a plan and profile of the pro- 
posed extension of Ashburton place from Bowdoin to Temple 
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street. [These plans were made at the request of the Com- 
mittee on the sale of the Reservoir lot, to be used by them, 
in conferences with the Governor and Council, in connection 
with the proposed enlargement of the State House. 

Early in the year a plan was compiled, showing approxi- 
mately the flats, with the owners’ names, in South Bay, made 
for the use of the joint special committee appointed to con- 
sider the subject of filling a large portion of the South 
Bay, under a special order. Before any definite action can 
be taken by the City Council on this subject it will be 
necessary to make an accurate survey and plan of this ter- 
ritory, which would require considerable work and time to 
complete. 

Some progress has been made — as much as the other duties 
of the department would allow—on the sectional plans show- 
ing estates, etc., to be affected by a proposed system of 
streets through vacant land in the outlying districts. The 
sectional plans of the Dorchester and Brighton districts have 
been partially completed; but, owing to the pressure of other 
work, no similar plans of the West Roxbury district have 
yet been commenced. 

The two maps of Boston belonging to the city have been 
corrected to 1888, and printed during the year, —one being 
the large hanging map known as the Bromley map, showing 
the whole of Boston divided into wards, with the exception 
of Breed’s Island; and the other, on a larger scale, showing 
Boston proper, South Boston, Roxbury, and portions of Dor- 
chester, East Boston, and Charlestown. 

The average number of persons employed in this depart- 
ment during the year has been thirty-three, which is an 
increase of four over that of last year. These additional 
employees are ‘‘rodmen,” so called, who receive small pay. 

The appropriation for the present financial year is $33,500. 
The unexpended balance ($8,709.77) will be sufficient for the 
remainder of the fiscal year. 
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A detailed statement of expenses, and a classified list of 
surveys and plans made during the year, will be given in 
the Surveyor’s annual report in January.

Sir, —In response to your communication of the 17th inst., we 
have the honor to say that the work of this department consists in 
the preparation of the voting-list and the selection of jurors, 
together with the arrangement and care of voluminous records 
pertaining to the same. 

Increase of population generally augments the labor and responsi- 
bilities of the department, but during the past year our facilities 
were taxed to an extraordinary degree by the sudden movement 
of women who desired to have their names placed upon the voting- 
list. 

The number of men registered at the municipal election 
was 73,766, and the number of women registered, 20,216 ; 
making a total of 93,982, which is larger, by more than forty per 
cent., than the registration in any one year since the Board was 
organized. . 

Recent legislation, and the action of the City Council in relation 
to a re-division of the wards into new voting precincts, will involve 
a large amount of extra labor during the coming year; and should 
the number of women voters continue to increase, we would respect- 


ow 
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fully recommend that hereafter separate offices for registration be 
opened for their special accommodation, all of which will add 
materially to the current expenses of the department over that of 
previous years.

Sir, —In response to your request of the 17th inst., 
asking for information in relation to this department, the 
Board has to say that the ordinary work of maintenance has 
been carried on without interruption or friction. The exten- 
sion of mains has been nearly up to that of the previous 
year, about twenty-three miles of pipe of various sizes 
having been laid. The new main to East Boston and the 
work of connecting the Charlestown district with the Cochit- 
uate system has been carried as far as it can be until a 
license has been obtained from the Harbor and Land Com- 
missioners to cross Charles river with a syphon. 

The new high-service may be said to be practically com- 
plete. The finishing touches are being put upon the pump- 
ing-station at Chestnut Hill; the Gaskill high-duty engines 
have been accepted, and have been in operation for several 
months. 

The work of improving the shallow flowage of Lake Co- 
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chituate has been carried forward, about sixty thousand cubic 
yards of material having been removed from the Pegan and 
Hanchett meadows during the last three months. Some ex- 
periments have been made in relation to filtration, and the 
foundations of a new dam at the outlet of Lake Cochituate 
have been begun. 

The work of carrying water to Moon and Long islands, as 
authorized by the City Government of the present year, re- 
ceived a temporary check on account of a controversy with 
the authorities of the town of Quincy. An understanding has 
been reached, however, that will avoid further trouble, and 
the work will be completed in the early spring. 

New works for treating the Mystic-valley sewage have been 
erected during the year, and are in successful operation, and 
we feel justified in believing that excellent results will follow. 

Constant inspection of cases of pollution upon both the 
Mystic and Cochituate systems has been continued during the 
year, with good results. 

The independent high-service for Breed’s Island, at East 
Boston, is progressing rapidly toward completion, it being 
expected that the new pumping-station on Condor street will 
be ready for occupancy in the early spring. It is in con- 
templation to surround the water-tower on Orient Heights 
with a handsome wooden structure similar to that just erected 
on Mount Bellevue, West Roxbury. 

During the year the Board has purchased about two-thirds 
of the amount of land required for a new basin in the towns | 
of Ashland and Hopkinton, and they urgently recommend 
that the proposed basin No. 5 be begun at once. We feel 
that if this important work be longer deferred the water-supply 
of the city would be seriously imperilled in case of con- 
secutive dry years.

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The MunIcIpAL REGISTER was first issued in 1841, in which year it 
appeared as a City Document of 104 pages. Its contents were: Rules 
and Orders of the Common Council; Joint Rules; Ordinances of the 
City ; Statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City; City Govern- 
ment of 1841, with Committees; Departments (comprising at that time 
the Treasury ; Law; Police; Health; Public Land and Buildings, Lamps 
and Bridges; Fire; Public Charitable Institutions) ; Public Schools; and 
a list of the Ward Officers. From that date to the present time the 
MUNICIPAL REGISTER has been published annually. In 1848 a list of 
members of preceding city governments was added, with a necrologi- 
cal record. During a number of years it was also customary to publish 
in this volume the ordinances enacted during the year preceding, and 
the special statutes relating to the City of Boston. In 1876 statistics 
of registration and voting made their appearance, and since 1879 these 
have been given in tabulated form. In 18838 the custom of publishing 
portraits of the Mayor and presiding officers of the two branches of the 
City Council was established. The list of past city governments of Rox- 
bury and Charlestown was added in 1888. 


The establishment of the town of Boston dates 
from the passage of the order of the Court of 
Assistants on the 17th September (7th, O. S.), 
1630, “that Trimountain shall be called Boston.” 
The first city government was organized on the 
Ist of May, 1822 (St. 1821, ec. 110). Roxbury 
was first recognized by the Court of Assistants 
as a town on the 8th Oct., 1630. It was incor- 
porated as a city on the 12th March, 1846 (St. 1846, 
ce. 95), and annexed to Boston 6th Jan., 1868 
(St. 1867, c. 359; accepted 9th Sept.). Dorches- 
ter was named by the Court of Assistants in the 
same order in which Boston was named; and it 
retained its town organization until annexed to 
Boston on the 3d Jan., 1870 (St. 1869, c. 349; 
accepted 22d June). Charlestown was founded 
4th July, 1629; incorporated as a city in 1847 
(St. 1847, c. 29); annexed to Boston, 5th Jan., 
1874 (St. 1873, c. 286; accepted, 7th Oct.). 
West Roxbury was incorporated as a town on 
Behe 24th March, 1851 (St. 1851, ¢. 250); 
annexed to Boston on 5th Jan., 1874 (St: 
1873, c. 314; accepted, 7th Oct.). Brighton 
was incorporated as a town in 1806 (St. 1806, 
ce. 65); annexed to Boston on the 5th Jan.,

The first act of the Legislature of Massachusetts establishing the 
city of Boston was passed February 23, 1822, and adopted by the citi- 
zens of Boston, March 4, 1822. It is chapter 110 of the acts of 1821. 
The present city charter, being a revision of the former one, was 
passed April 29, 1854, and adopted by the citizens November 13, 
1854. It is chapter 448 of the acts of 1854. The charter herewith 
presented is a codification of the original enactment of 1854 and the 
general and special acts since then adopted. The numbering of the 
sections, up to and including section 65, is the same as in Stat. 1854, 
chap. 448, the principal features of the more important acts estab- 
lishing departments and institutions being given in sections num- 
bered from 66 onward. Marginal references indicate corresponding 
sections in the first charter of 1822. Where the provisions of the act 
of 1854 have been amended or supplemented by subsequent legisla- 
tion, the text gives the section as amended, with reference in the 
margin to the amendatory statute. The language of the original 
charter is retained as far as practicable. Sections 66-79 are marked 
‘¢ additional,” and are intended to show the variations made by special 
laws which have either suspended the general power to establish all 
necessary offices, or have treated of matters not included in the 
main charter. The changes made by Stat. 1885, chap. 266, are 
expressed in the text wherever possible; but that act covers so 
much new ground that itis also given entire; also the ‘‘ Act to limit 
the Municipal Debt and the Rate of Taxation in the City of 
Boston,” being chap. 178 of the acts of 1885. 

Sections in pica are unchanged from the text of 1854, except 
§§ 25 and 60. Words in italies show verbal changes. Sections in 
small pica give the presumed state of the charter as affected by sub- 
sequent legislation. 


Section 1. The inhabitants of the city of 


1s21,e.110, Boston, for all the purposes for which towns and 
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cities are by law incorporated in this common- 
wealth, shall continue to be one body politic, in 
fact and in name, under the style and denomina- 
tion of the city of Boston; and, as such, shall 
have, exercise, and enjoy all the rights, immuni- 
ties, powers, and privileges, and shall be subject 
to all the duties and obligations now incumbent 
upon and appertaining to said city, as a municipal 
corporation.

The annual meeting of citizens, for 
the election of municipal officers hereinafter men-

Chapter 299 of the acts of 1884 also provides 
that the governor shall, upon the petition in writing of ten qualified voters of 
the city, presented to him at least fourteen days before any election of state, 
district, county, or municipal officers, appoint, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the council, for each voting precinct named in said petition, two citizens, 
residents of said city, one from each of the two leading political parties, to act 
as supervisors at the said election, with duties prescribed by statute.

Sect. 27. The mayor, aldermen, and common 
councilmen, on the first Monday of January, or 
before entering on the duties of their offices, shall 
respectively be sworn, by taking the oath of alle- 
giance and oath of office prescribed in the con- 
stitution of this commonwealth, and an oath to 
support the constitution of the United States. 
And such oaths may be administered to the mayor- 
elect by any one of the justices of the supreme 
judicial court, or any judge of any court of record, 
commissioned to hold any such court within the 
said city, or by any justice of the peace for the 
county of Suffolk. And such oaths shall be ad- 
ministered to’ the aldermen and members of the 
common council by the mayor, being himself first 
sworn as aforesaid, or by either of the persons 
authorized to administer said oath to the mayor;

Seor. 76 (additional). The trustees of the city hospital 
shall be five in number. Inthe monthof April, annually, 
the mayor shall appoint, subject to confirmation by the 
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board of aldermen, one citizen as a trustee of said hospital 
to serve for five years from the first Monday in May in 
the year in which he shall be appointed. No member 
of the board of trustees shall be paid for his services ; 
and any member may be removed by the mayor for cause. 
Vacancies shall be filled in the same mode as the original 
appointment. The said trustees shall have the general 
care and control of the hospital, and have all other 
powers and be subject. to all duties devolved upon them 
by law. | 

Sect. 77 (additional). The police authority is vested 
in a board,' to consist of three citizens of Boston, who 
shall have been resident therein three years immediately 
preceding the date of their appointment, to be appointed 
by the governor, with the advice and consent of the 
council, from the two principal political parties. After 
the first appointment the term of office is to be five 
years, and the members may be removed by the goy- 
ernor, with the advice and consent of the council, for 
such cause as he shall deem sufficient and shall express 
in the order of removal. ‘The salary is fixed by law, 
and the city must pay the salaries and all incidental ex- 
penses of the administration of the police. The num- 
ber of patrolmen cannot be increased or the pay raised 
without the consent of the city. 

Sror. 78 (additional). Solomon B. Stebbins, Thomas 
J. Whidden, and Godfrey Morse are appointed commis- 
sioners to purchase or take land in Boston for a court- 
house and court-house yard, and to construct thereon a 
court-house for the county of Suffolk.? 

1 This power, as will be seen, is in derogation of the original charter, under 
which constables and watchmen were employed, and also of the amendatory act 
of 1838, chap. 123, which specifically allowed the city to appoint policemen.

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Secr. 79 (additional). The fire-marshal of the city 
of Boston, who must be a citizen of said city, is ap- 
pointed by the governor, with the advice and consent of 
the council, for a term of three years, and may be re- 
moved by the governor at any time. It is his duty to 
examine into the cause, circumstances, and origin of 
fires in Boston, and he may take testimony on oath in 
regard thereto, and if there is evidence sufficient to 
charge any person with the crime of arson, to cause his 
arrest. He may subpcena witnesses and compel their 
attendance before him, and may enter any buildings for 
purposes connected with his duties. He shall be paid 
$3,000 per annum and all expenses approved by the 
board of fire commissioners; but the state must refund 
to the city an amount not exceeding 25 per cent. of the 
state tax received on premiums paid for fire-risks in the 
city of Boston during the preceding year. 


CITY CHARTER. 


CHARTER AMENDMENTS — 1885. 
[Srat. 1885, Cap. 266. ] 
AN ACT TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON. 

Section 1. The mayor of the city of Boston shall 
appoint, subject to confirmation by the board of alder- 
men, all officers and boards now elected by the city 
council or board of aldermen, or appointed by him 
subject to confirmation, and all whose offices may here- 
after be established by the city council or board of 
aldermen, for such terms of service, respectively, as 
are or may be fixed by law or ordinance; and he may 
remove any of said officers or members of such boards 
for such cause as he shall deem sufficient, and shall 
assign in his order for removal. No appointment made 
by the mayor shall be acted upon by the board of alder- 
men until the expiration of one week after such appoint- 
ment is transmitted to said board. R 

Sect. 2. The foregoing section shall not apply to the 
city messenger, clerk of committees of the city council, 
or such other clerks and attendants as may be employed 
by the city council or either branch thereof, or any sub- 
ordinate officers in the several departments. The assist- 
ant assessors of taxes shall be appointed by the assessors 
of taxes, subject to confirmation by the mayor, and may 
be removed by the assessors for such cause as they shall 
deem sufficient and shall assign in their order for re- 
moval, and the city clerk shall be chosen by the city 
council by concurrent vote. 

Sror. 3. No member of the city council of said city 
shall, during the term for which he is elected, be ap- 
pointed to or hold any office included under the provi- 
sions of either of the preceding sections. 
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Secr. 4. Every officer included under the provisions 
of either section one or two shall, unless sooner removed, 
continue after the expiration of his term of service to 
hold his office until his successor is appointed or elected 
and duly qualified. 

Secor. 5. All officers and boards included under the 


‘provisions of section one shall appoint their respective 


subordinates for such terms of service respectively as 
are or may be fixed by law or ordinance. The said 
officers and boards may remove such subordinates for 
such cause as they may deem sufficient and shall assign 
in their order for removal. 

Srecr. 6. The executive powers of said city, and all 
the executive powers now vested in the board of alder- 
men, as such, as surveyors of highways, county commis- 
sioners or otherwise, shall be and hereby are vested in 
the mayor, to be exercised through the several officers 
and boards of the city in their respective departments, 
under his*general supervision and: control. Such officers 
and boards shall, in their respective departments, make 
all necessary contracts for the employment of labor, the 
supply of materials, and the construction, alteration, and 
repair of all public works and buildings, and have the 
entire care, custody, and management of all public 
works, institutions, buildings, and other property, and 
the direction and control of all the executive and admin- 
istrative business of said city. They shall be at all times 
accountable for the proper discharge of their duties to the 
mayor, as the chief executive officer, whose duty it shall 
be to secure the honest, efficient, and economical con- 
duct of the entire executive and administrative business 
of the city, and the harmonious and concerted action of 
the different departments. Every contract made as 
aforesaid in which the amount involved exceeds two 
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thousand dollars shall require the approval of the mayor 
before going into effect; and no expenditure shall be 
made nor liability incurred for any purpose beyond the 
appropriation duly made therefor. 

Sect. 7. The mayor shall, once a month or oftener, 
call together the heads of departments for consultation 
and advice upon the affairs of the city; and at such 
meetings and at all times they shall furnish such infor- 
mation as to matters under their control as the mayor 
may request. 

Sect. 8. The heads of departments, and all other 
officers and boards having authority to expend money, 
shall annually furnish an estimate to the mayor of the 
money required for their respective departments and 
offices during the next financial year. The mayor shall 
examine such estimates, and submit the same with his 
recommendations thereon to the city council. 

Sect. 9. When an ordinance, order, resolution, or 
vote of the city council, or of either branch thereof, in- 
volving the appropriation or expenditure of money, or 
the raising of a tax, and including separate items or 
sums, is presented to the mayor of the city for his ap- 
proval, he may approve some of the items or sums, and 
disapprove others; and in case of such disapproval the 
portion of the ordinance, order, resolution, or vote so 
approved shall be in force, in like manner, as if the 
items or sums disapproved had never been a_ part 
thereof; and the mayor shall return a statement of the 
items or sums disapproved, with his objections in writ- 
ing, to that branch of the city council in which the ordi- 
nance, order, resolution, or vote originated. The items 
or sums so disapproved shall not be in force unless 
passed in the manner provided in section forty-seven of 
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chapter four hundred and forty-eight of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and fifty-four. 

Secr. 10. All orders, resolutions, or votes of the 
board of aldermen of said city which involve the exercise 
of any of the powers conferred by law upon the mayor 
and aldermen, or the board of aldermen as a separate 
board; and all orders, resolutions, or votes of the school 
committee of said city, which involve the expenditure of 
money, shall be presented to the mayor for his approval, 
and thereupon the same proceedings shall be had by the 
mayor and the board of aldermen, or the mayor and the 
school committee, as are provided in section forty-seven 
of chapter four hundred and forty-eight of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and fifty-four, or in section nine 
of this act, to be had by the mayor and a single branch 
of the city council; but nothing in this section contained 
shall affect the powers or duties of said board in relation 
to votes cast at elections. The mayor shall not be a 
member, nor preside at any of the meetings, nor appoint 
any of the committees of either the board of aldermen or 
of the school committee. 

Secor. 11. The annual salary of the mayor of said 
city shall be fixed by the city council by concurrent vote 
at a sum not less than five thousand dollars, and he shall 
receive for his services no other compensation or emolu- 
ment whatever. 

Secor. 12. Neither the city council nor either branch 
thereof, nor any member or committee thereof or of 
either branch thereof, nor the board of aldermen acting 
in any capacity in which said board may act separately 
under special powers conferred upon it, nor any member 
or committee of said board acting in any such capacity, 
shall directly or indirectly take part in the employment 
of labor, the making of contracts, the purchase of mate- 
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rials or supplies, the construction, alteration, or repair 
of any public works, buildings, or other property, or the 
care, custody, and management of the same, or in the 
conduct of any of the executive or administrative business 
of the city, or in the expenditure of public money, ex- 
cept such as may be necessary for the contingent and 
incidental expenses of the city council or of either 
branch thereof, nor, except as is otherwise provided in 
sections one and two, in the appointment or removal of 
any officers or subordinates for whose appointment and 
removal provision is hereinbefore made; but nothing in State aia. 
this section contained shall affect the powers or duties of 
the board of aldermen in relation to state aid to disabled 
soldiers and sailors, :nd to the families of those killed in 
the civil war. 

Sect. 13. All ordinances, rules, orders, resolutions, Ordinances, 
and votes of the city council of said city and of either cea fib 
branch thereof, and of the board of aldermen acting in a "7° 
special capacity as a separate board, are annulled so far 
as they are inconsistent with the provisions of this act ; 
and nothing herein shall affect the enforcement of the civil service 
provisions of chapter three hundred and twenty of the ““ 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-four, being 
an act to improve the civil service of the commonwealth 
and the cities thereof, or of the rules made by the com- 
missioners appointed thereunder; and none of the pro- yenure of 
visions of this act, except those relating to the power 
removal, shail affect the tenure of office of any person 
now holding any office or position in said city.

AN ACT TO LIMIT THE MUNICIPAL DEBT OF AND THE 
RATE OF TAXATION IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Sporr0on. 1. The taxes assessed on property in the 
city of Boston exclusive of the state tax and county tax 
not exceeding four hundred and twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars and of the sums required by law to be raised on 
account of the city debt shall not exceed in any year 
nine dollars on every one thousand dollars of the average 
of the assessors’ valuations of the taxable property there- 
in for the preceding five years, the valuation for each 
year being first reduced by the amount of all abatements 
allowed thereon previous to the thirty-first day of De- 
cember in the year preceding said assessment. Any 
order or appropriation requiring a larger assessment 
than herein first above limited shall be void. 

Sect. 2. The limit of indebtedness of the city of 
Boston shall hereafter be two and one-half per cent. up 
to and until the first day of January in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-seven and thereafter shall be two 
per cent. on the average valuation prescribed in section 
one of this act, instead of three per cent. on the last 
preceding valuation as provided in section four of chapter 
twenty-nine of the Public Statutes. 

Secor. 8. Any court or justice having equity jurisdic- 
tion, sitting in the county of Suffolk, shall, upon the 
application of the mayor or of ten taxable inhabitants of 
the city, at all times, whether in term time or vacation, 
have power to issue injunctions, mandatory or otherwise, 
decrees, or other process against the city council or 
otherwise, which such court or justice may think needful 
to enforce the provisions of this act.or to prevent the 
violation thereof. 

Secor. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

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SEAL OF THE CITY. 


By Chapter 7, Section 1, Revised Ordinances, passed 
December 14, 1885, it is provided that “the seal of the city 
shall bear a view of the city and the inscriptions: ‘Srcour 
PATRIBUS SIT DEUS NOBIS. Bosronta conpiTta A.D. 1630. 
CIVITATIS REGIMINE DONATA A.D. 1822.’” A representa- 
tion of the seal as at present, and for many years past, in use 
is given below. [For penalty of unauthorized use of city 
seal, see Pub. Stat. c. 205, § 6. ] 


The “Ordinance to Establish the City Seal,” passed Jan. 
2, 1823, provided as follows: —“That the design hereto 
annexed, as sketched by John R. Penniman, giving a view 
of the city, be the city seal; that the motto be as follows, to 
wit : ‘SICUT PATRIBUS SIT DEUS NoBIS ;’ and that the inscrip- 
tion be as follows, to wit: ‘Bostonra conpiTa A.D. 1630. 
CIVITATIS REGIMINE DONATA A.D. 1822.’” The design by 
Mr. Penniman now appears on the treasury checks, and a 
fac-simile of the original sketch is given in the Municipal 
Register of 1883 and 1884. 
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CHAIRMAN. 


Ruxte 1. The chairman of the Board shall take the chair 
at the hour to which the Board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being pres- 
ent, shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meeting 
to be read; and, in the absence of the chairman, the senior 
member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Ruxe 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the Board; and no other business shall be in order till 
the question on appeal shall have been decided. | 

Rue 3. The chairman shall declare all votes ; but, if any 
member doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising 
vote to be taken; and when any member so requests, a 
verification shall be taken by yeas and nays. ) 

Rute 4. The chairman may read sitting, but shall rise 
to state a motion, or put a question to the Board. 

Rute 5. When the chairman of the Board or the chairman 
pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call any 
member to it; but such substitution shall not continue beyond 
an adjournment.

MOTIONS. 


Rute 6. Every ordinance, order, and resolution shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, both of which 
may take place at the same session, unless objection is made. 
Whenever the second reading immediately follows the first 
reading, the document may be read by its title only. Orders 
from the Board of Street Commissioners changing the names 
of streets, shall, however, have one reading only at the same 
session. 

Rute 7. The chairman shall propound all motions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in nam- 
ing sums and fixing times, the largest sum and longest time 
shall be put first. 

Rute 8. After a motion has been put by the chair- 
man, it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous con- 
sent. 

Rute 9. When a question is under debate, the chairman 
shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to lay on the table, to 
postpone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely ; which several motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they stand arranged. 

Rue 10. The chairman shall receive a motion to adjourn 
at any time, except on an immediate repetition, or pending 
a verification of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lay 
on the table, and the motion to take from the table, shall be 
decided without debate. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 11. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting; or 
he may give notice to the clerk, within twenty-four hours of 
the adjournment, of his intention to move a reconsideration 
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at the next regular meeting ; in which case the clerk shall 
retain possession of the papers until the next regular 
meeting; and, when a motion for reconsideration is decided, 
that vote shall not be reconsidered. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 12. Every member, when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the Chair; and, in debate, shall 
confine himself to the question, and avoid personalities. 

RuxtE 13. No member speaking sball, without his con- 
sent, be interrupted by another, except upon a point of 
order. 

Rute 14. No member shall be permitted to vote on 
any question, or serve on any committee, where his private 
right is immediately concerned, distinct from the public 
interest. 

Rute 15. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the Board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the Board is divided, or before the 
calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate.

Every motion shall be reduced to writing if 
the chairman shall so direct. 

Rute 17. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit it. A motion to strike 
out and insert shall be deemed indivisible; but a motion to 
strike out being lost shall not preclude amendment, or a 
motion to strike out and insert. | 
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Rute 18. No motion or proposition of a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

Rute 19. Motions and reports may be committed or re- 
committed at the pleasure of the Board. 

Rute 20. When a vote is doubted, the members for and 
against the question, when called on by the Chair, shall arise 
and stand till they are counted.

STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 23. The following standing committees of the 
Board, to consist of three members each, and the members 
of the joint standing committees on the part of this Board, 
named in the Joint Rules and Orders of the City Council, 
and all other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or 
speci: ah directed by the Board, shall be appointed by the 
Chair : 


Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — Bonds — 
County Accounts— Electric Wires — Faneuil Hall and County 
Buildings, to be composed of the Committee on Public Build- 
ings on the part of this Board — Lamps — Licenses — Markets 
— Paving and Repairs of Streets — Railroads — Sewers and 
Drains — Streets — Steam-Engines and Furnaces. 
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ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rue 24. Atevery regular meeting of the Board the order

ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


RvuxuE 25. Each committee elected on the part of this 
Board shall organize at its first meeting by the choice of a 
chairman, and shall report the same to this Board ; and in all 
cases where the Chair appoints a committee, unless otherwise 
provided for, the member first named shall be chairman, and 
in his absence the member next in order who shall be present 
shall be chairman pro tempore. 

Rute 26. The chairman of the Board shall be a 
member of, and also chairman of, the Committee on 
Finance. 

Rue 27. Committees of the Board, to whom any matter 
is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask 
for further time. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 28. No money shall be drawn from the City 
Treasury, for the purpose of paying the expenses of any 
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committee, or any portion of the same, while absent from 
the city of Boston, unless authorized by special vote of 


the Board. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rue 29. No person, except a member of the Board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Board is in session. 

Rute 30. No person or persons, excepting members of 
the City Government and reporters, and those invited by 
members of the Board of Aldermen, shall be allowed in the 
chamber of the Board of Aldermen, or in the anteroom of 
the same, while the Board is in session. The City Messenger 
shall enforce this rule. 

Rute 31. The foregoing Rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed at any time, except by the 
vote of two-thirds of the members of the Board present and

Rue 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement 
of the municipal year the following Joint Committees, the 
members of which shall be appointed by the respective 
branches in such manner as they may determine. Said 
committees shall respectively examine, as often as_ they 
deem necessary, the accounts of public moneys received and 
expended by the several departments. To the said com- 
mittees severally shall be referred all estimates and appli- 
cations for appropriations of the respective departments, 
and said committees shall, from time to time, report on all 
matters which may be referred to them, namely : — 


1. A Committee on Architect's Department, to consist of 
two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

2. A Committee on Assessors’ Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

3. A Committee on City Auditor's Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

4, A Committee on Bridges, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

5. A Committee on Public Buildings, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

6. A Committee on Cemeteries, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 
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7. A Committee on the City Clerk’s Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

8. A Committee on the City Collector’s Department, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

9. A Committee on Common and Public Grounds, to 
consist of three Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council.

34. A Committee on Water, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

All departments not above specified shall for these pur- 
poses be in charge of the Joint Standing Committee on 
Finance. 
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Rute 2. There shall also be appointed annually, in 
like manner, the following Joint Standing Committees to 
perform the duties assigned them : — 


1. A Committee on Appropriations, to consist of seven 
Aldermen and seven Councilmen, to whom shall be referred 
the estimates of the departments prepared by the Auditor in 
February annually, and also any suggestions thereon from 
His Honor the Mayor. 

They shall, on or before the fifteenth day of March, report 
an order appropriating such sums as they deem necessary for 
the lawful public uses, and setting forth in detail, as far as 
convenient, the purposes. 

2. A Committee on Claims, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five Councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report monthly the number and 
nature of the claims approved by them, and the amount of 
money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

38. A Committee on the Contingent Expenses of the City 
Council, to consist of three Aldermen and five Councilmen, 
to whom shall be referred all matters involving expenditures 
from any appropriation for such purposes. They shall ex- 
amine all bills and vouchers for expenditures chargeable to 
such appropriation, and, if the same are correctly certified 
to, shall authenticate them, if correct, by the signature 
of their chairman, and send the same to the City Auditor on 
or before the twentieth day of each month, to be paid in 
accordance with the provisions of the Revised Ordinances of 
1885. 

They shall report in print to the City Council, on the first 
of every month, the Auditor’s statement of expenditures from 
said fund, in reasonable detail, and the amount remaining 
unexpended. ‘They shall have the supervision of City Hall 
and the .Clerk of Committees’ Department and the City 
Messenger’s Department. 
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4, A Committee on Finance, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five Councilmen, to whom shall be referred all appli- 
cations for expenditures which involve a loan, or a transfer 
of any part of an appropriation named in the general appro- 
priation order, or from the Reserved Fund. 

5. A Committee on the City Hall Reference Library, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three Councilmen, to have 
charge of said library, and to expend any sums appropriated 
therefor. 

6. A Committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of two 

Aldermen and three Councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the General Court 
and represent the interests of the city ; provided said com- 
mittee shall not, unless directed so to do by the City Coun- 
cil, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding 
City Council. It shall report in print to the City Council 
all bills, resolves, and petitions presented to the Legislature 
affecting the City of Boston or any department thereof. 
Such printed report shall be made at the next meeting 
of either branch after such application is made, or earlier, 
at the discretion of said committee. 
7. A Committee on Ordinances, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five Councilmen, to whom shall be referred all or- 
dinances introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them 
by vote of any standing committee. Unless specially in- 
structed they shall merely pass upon the question of the 
form and legality of the ordinance so referred, but they may 
append an order that such ordinance “ ought not to pass,” 
and give their reasons therefor. Such reports shall be 
made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which the 
reference was ordered in the ordinance received from a 
committee. 

To them shall be referred all requests of the Corporation 
Counsel for additional legal assistance, as provided in the 
Revised Ordinances of 1885, Chap. 25, § 3. 
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They shall also constitute the Standing Committee on the 
Law Department. 

8. A Committee on Printing, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five Councilmen, who shall have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising; or publishing ordered by or for the City 
Council, or either branch, as one of its contingent or inci- 
dental expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding 
for the same purpose. They shall annually appoint an agent 
to transact the business, and, unless otherwise ordered by 
vote of the City Council, they shall employ the person ap- 
pointed as Superintendent of Printing under the provisions 
of Chap. 33 of the Revised Ordinances of 1885. When so 
employed he shall receive for both positions only the salary 
fixed by ordinance for the Superintendent of Printing. 

The committee shall fix the number of copies to be printed 
of any document printed as above, the minimum, however, 
to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make 
rules and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution 
of the same by the City Messenger. 

They shall constitute the Standing Committee on the De- 
partment of the Superintendent of Printing, provided in 
Joint Rule No. 1. 

9. A Committee on Underground Wires, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 38. The member of the Board of Aldermen first 
named on every Joint Standing Committee shall be its chair- 
man; and, in case of his resignation or inability, the other 
members of the same Board in the order in which they are 
named, and after them the members of the Common Council 
in the order named, shall act as chairman. The chairman 
shall call meetings of the committee at his discretion, or at 
the written request of « majority of the members. Every 
Joint Special Committee may choose its own chairman. 
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Rutz 4. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records of their proceedings to be kept in books provided for 
that purpose; and at all meetings of committees the records 
of the previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of com- 
mittees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be 
taken by yeas and nays and recorded. 

Rue 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the 
consent of all the members thereof, be called upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

Rute 6. Any Joint Committee may expend from the ap- 
propriation for Contingent Expenses an amount not exceeding 
two hundred dollars in any one year, for purposes con- 
nected with the duties of said committee for which no pro- 
vision has been otherwise made, except for refreshments or 


carriage-h ire. 
CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rue 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the City Council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
branch shall also appoint such a committee. Both commit- 
tees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their chairmen, 
meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective 
branches in relation to the matter in controversy, shall con- 
fer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 8. No report of a Joint Committee shall be received 
by either branch of the City Council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. 

Rute 9. Either branch of the City Council may commit 
or recommit to a Joint Committee; the reference of a 
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matter by either branch to its successor, or to the next City 
Council, or a reference with instructions, shall require con- 
current action. The report back upon a matter so referred 
to a Joint Committee, and the action of the branch thereon, 
shall be noted on the record, but shall not require action 
by the other branch. The report of a committee upon any 
subject referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the 
City Council or by the committee, be presented to the branch 
in which the order of reference originated. It shall be the 
duty of every Joint Committee to which any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within four weeks, or to 
ask for further time. } 

Ruxe 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
City Council shall be written or printed, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch. 
Every report of a committee shall be signed by a member 
belonging to the body to which it shall be presented, unless 
otherwise directed by the committee. very order and no- 
tice of reference shall have indorsed upon it the name of the 
member offering it or making the motion. Such member 
shall be informed, by the clerk of the committee to which 
the matter is referred, of the time fixed for its consideration, 
if he give notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request 
of the chairman of any committee of which he is clerk, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by it, and he shall notify 
each member of the City Council of all public committee 
hearings. He shall post daily in the corridor of the City 
Hall, and in the chamber of the Board of Aldermen, and in 
the City Messenger’s office, a list of the committee meetings 
to be held that day. 
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ORDINANCES, ORDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rue 12. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, originat- 
ing in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice shall 
be given, under the signature of the clerk, to the branch in 
which the same originated. 

Rute 13. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “ Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 14. Whenever the City Council shall order an ex- 
penditure by any committee, board, or officer, either in 
addition to the estimates on which the appropriation was 
made, or for an object not included in such estimates, it 
shall provide for the payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the Reserved Fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new 
appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for 
Incidentals excepting the amounts necessary to pay judg- 
ments, or to settle claims against the city, and transfers. 

Ruve 15. When application shall be made for an addi- 
tional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application 
has been referred to, and reported upon, by the Committee 
on Finance. 

Rue 16. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the City Council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay. 
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Rute 17. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGES. 


Rute 18. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
members to whom such refreshments or carriages are fur- 
nished, and the dates of furnishing the same. No member 
of the City Council shall incur any such bills, unless the 
same be furnished while performing some duty with which 
he has been charged by a committee of which he is a 
member, and by the vote of such committee authorizing such 
special expenditure. All bills for refreshments shall be pre- 
sented at the time incurred, and shall be approved by the 
members of the City Council incurring the same; provided, 
however, that all bills contracted by sub-committees shall be 
submitted to and approved by the full committee. , 

All carriages shall be ordered through the City Messenger, 
who shall examine and audit the bills therefor within twenty 
days from the date they are incurred, and the Clerk of 
Committees shall furnish the City Messenger a copy of the 
vote, in each case, authorizing the use of such carriages. 

All bills for refreshments, or carriages, shall be paid from 
the appropriation for the Contingent Expenses of the City 
Council, and, if containing items incurred more than three 
months previous to the date of their presentation to the 
Auditor, shall go before the City Council for approval. The 
prices paid for all carriages hired under this rule shall be in 
eonformity with the rates established by the Board of Police. 


NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH. 
Rute 19. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the City Council to the 
_ other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
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with the action of the branch sending them indorsed there- 
on, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
ef such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
shall be transmitted to the other branch, signed as herein- 
before directed. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 20. <Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 

- Rute 21. Any member of a Joint Committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation 
for Printing. 

REPEAL. 

Rute 22. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 

amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 


the votes. of two-thirds of the members of each branch of 
the City Council present and voting thereon. 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE

Roxie 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
the regular meeting of the Common Council shall be held 
on every Thursday, at half-past seven o’clock P.M., and, 
on the appearance of a quorum, the Council shall be called 
to order. In the absence of the President the eldest senior 
member present shall take the chair, and a President pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not 
effected on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote 
shall elect. 


PRESIDENT. 


RuuE 2. The President shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the Council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment ; and members so appointed shall take rank ac- 
cording to the date of their appointment. 

Ruue 3. The President may at any time call another 
member to the chair; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. In all cases the President may vote. 

Ruut 4. The President may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the Council Chamber during ses- 
sions of the Council, and he shall forbid smoking in the 
Council Chamber during a session. 
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CLERK. 


Rue 5. The Clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the Common Council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of the Chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the City Council; and shall prepare a 
schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the President may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the Board of 
Aldermen; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
after such notice he shall keep the papers pertaining thereto 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


Ruie 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the Council so vote. No member shall speak a 
second time on a question, if another member, who has not - 
spoken, claims the floor. 

Ruiz 7. No member shall interrupt another while speak- 
ing, except by rising to call to order, in which case the 
speaker shall not lose his right to the floor. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
Council except by a respectful designation; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
President. 


QUORUM. 


Rute 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or on a roll-call, a 
quorum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the 
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doubt of a quorum being present, the Chair shall ascertain 
and declare whether a quorum is present. If there is no 
quorum present he shall immediately declare the Council 
adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. All matters relating to the elections of members 
shall be referred to the Standing Committee on Elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a Standing Committee on 
Judiciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the 
power to obtain the opinion of the Corporation Counsel on 
all matters that shall be referred to them. 

Ruut 11. All committees of this Council shall be noti- 
fied of their meetings by the Clerk of Committees. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the Council without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours 
from the time the notices are mailed by the clerk or de- 
spatched by special messenger, unless all the members con- 
sent; and they shall keep a record of their doings. The 
member first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee, in which case the Council shall 
be notified of the change; and the same rule shall apply 
to the members serving on Joint Committees. 

Ruxe 12. Special Committees of this Council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Rue 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee ata duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. 

Rute 14, Committees of this Council, to whom any mat- 
ter is referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask for 
further time. 
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COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rute 15. When the Council shall determine to go into 
a Committee of the Whole the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Rute 16. The rules of proceedings in the Council shall 
be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous question shall not be 
moved. 


COURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Rute 17. At every regular meeting of the Council the 
order of business shall be as follows : — 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by any member. 

Second. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

Third. Reports of Committee on Finance. 

Fourth. Reports of Committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Fifth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. They shall be 
read once, and may be referred or specially assigned, and, 
if no objection is made and no suspension of the rules is 
necessary, they may be given a second reading and passed. 

Sixth. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Seventh. Communications and reports from city officers. 

Highth. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and 
memorials. 

Ninth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Tenth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 


- Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shal] 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the fifth 
order of business. Papers shall be called for by divisions 
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in numerical order, and only one member in a division shall 
be recognized until each division has been called. 


Rue 18. All papers addressed to the Council shall be 
presented by the President, or by a member; and, unless the 
Council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
President, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented. | 

Rute 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first the document may be read by its title only, 
unless objection is made. 

Rute 20. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
money, shall have more than one reading on the same day ; 
but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document 
or to provide refreshments during a session. 


MOTIONS. 


Rue 21. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

Rue 22. In naming sums and fixing times the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

Ruie 23. When a question is under debate the President 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others : — 


1. To adjourn. 

2. The previous question. 

3. To lay on the table. 

4. To close debate at a specified time. 

5. To especially assign to a time certain. 
6. To refer to a committee. 
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7. To amend. 
8. To refer to another Board. 
9. To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rute 24. When a matter has been especially assigned 
to be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of pro- 
ceedings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Rue 25. Whena motion is made to refer any subject, 
and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be 
put in the following order :— 


A Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Special Committee of the Council. 
A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Special Committee. 


Rue 26. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Rute 27. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a mo- 
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tion to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not 
exceed ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than 
three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the 
miain question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 28. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Ruue 29. When the previous question is ordered the vote 
shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon 
the main question. 

Rue 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once, with- 
out leave of the Council. 

Rue 31. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 


APPEAL. 


Rute 32. No appeal from the decision of the President 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. The question shall be put as follows: “ Shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of the 
Oouncil?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 

VOTING. 


Rute 33. If the President is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the President shall cause a rising vote 
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to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
President shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
Council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Rue 34. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no 
debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by 
the assent of one-fifth of the members present. 

Ruue 35. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted ; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RuitEe 36. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the Clerk, before ten 
o'clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 
weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsider- 
ation at the next meeting at which said motion is reached in 
the order of proceedings. 

RuuE 37. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rute 38. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
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decided that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions : — 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rue 39. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the City of Boston, who are primarily elected by the City 
Council, shall be chosen in this branch by ballot, at a meet- 
ing subsequent to the one at which they are reported as 
nominated by a committee, or as elected by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Rue 40. - In all elections by ballot the number of blanks 
cast shall be reported, but shall not be counted in the returns. 
Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted and re- 
ported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole 
number of ballots cast. Where a plurality elects, if an in- 
eligible person receive a plurality there shall be no choice. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 41. No person, except a member of the Council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Council is insession. The seats of the members of the 
Council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of members 
and the numbers of the seats simultaneously ; and each member 
shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number 
so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except 
by the permission of the President. 
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SPECTATORS. 


Rute 42. The City Messenger shall allow no person upon 
the floor of the Council Chamber, or in either of the anterooms, 
except members of the City Government and reporters, with- 
out the permission of the President; and, while the Council 
is in session, no person except members of the City Govern- 
ment and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side. The President shall order such 
accommodations on the floor for reporters’ and spectators 
as he shall deem proper; provided, however, that no specta- 
tors shall be seated behind the members of the Council. 

Rue 43. The Council Chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the Council only, unless by special vote of the Com- 
mon Council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
President may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the Council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules; except that the 
President may allow committee-meetings to be held therein 
at times when the Council is not in session. The Clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the Clerk of the Common Council 
for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the Council 
Chamber and the Clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the Council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and such other purposes as the President may direct ; 
provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the City Messenger, subject to the 
direction of the President; but no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the Common Council. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGE—HIRE. 


Rue 44. No bill for refreshments or carriage-hire shall 
be incurred by any member of the Common Council, ex- 
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cept in the discharge of official duty, and all bills for 
refreshinents, after being duly certified to by the mem- 
bers incurring the same, shall be submitted to the audit- 
ing committee as hereinafter provided. All carriages shall 
be hired through the City Messenger, who shall obtain and 
verify the bills within twenty days from the date when they 
were incurred, and the Clerk of Committees shall furnish to 
the City Messenger a copy of the vote, in each case, author- 
izing the use of such carriages. When the Common Council 
is in session at eleven P.M., the City Messenger is directed to 
provide carriages to convey members to their respective homes, 
if they so desire. The President is hereby authorized to 
incur bills for refreshments or carriage-hire while in the dis- 
charge of his official duties. The prices paid for all carriages 
hired under this rule shall be in conformity with the rates es- 
tablished by the Board of Police. All bills so incurred for 
refreshments and carriage-hire shall be charged to the 
Contingent Fund of the Common Council, and all bills 
for refreshments shall be audited, before presentation to 
the City Auditor, by a committee of three members of the 
Common Council. Said committee shall satisfy themselves 
of the correctness of such bills, both as to authority and 
amount, and may require evidence before approving them 
for payment; such audit shall be completed monthly, on 
or before the twenty-fifth day of the month, and no bill 
shall be considered unless presented within three months 
of the date of incurring the same. 

The City Auditor shall report in print every three months, 
giving in detail the bills allowed and the votes authorizing 
the same. 


SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT, AND REPEAL. 


Rue 45. No rule or order of the Council shall be dis- 
pensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds of the 
members present consent thereto.

Under the provisions of the statutes relating to buildings in the City of 
Boston, and under provisions of the City Ordinances relating to build- 
ings, the department has supervision over the following matters : — 


The erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under statute provi- 
sions, throughout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited dimensions and 
range, outside of the building limits, under the provision of the city 
ordinance. 

Additions, alterations, and repairs on all classes of buildings, with 
especial reference to their compliance with the present requirements 
of the building law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full power to 
require the securing or removal of the same, and in cases of immediate 
danger, where the security of the public is imperilled in life and limb, 
authority to enter upon, secure, or take down the same, as the exi- 
gencies of the public safety, in the opinion of the Inspector, may 
require. ] 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, with authority 
to enter upon the premises and investigate the orgin of fires. 
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The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe flues and 
heating apparatus. 

The supervision and the protection of the building limits ; the district in 
which the erection of independent wooden buildings is prohibited by 
statute law, with certain limitations as to wharves, market buildings, 
and elevators for grain and coal. 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to issue permits 
for wooden and frame sheds: for special purposes, within the building 
limits of the city. 

The examination for approval of plans and specifications of all proposed 
buildings. 

The examination for approval of plans of proposed tenement-houses, 
public and family hotels, with especial reference to their compliance 
with special statute provisions, regulating area for light and ventilation, 
material of construction of water-closets, drainage, cesspools, height 
of habitable rooms, window openings, hall-ways, construction of stair- 
ways, fire-escapes, and the height of the buildings as regulated by the 
width of the street upon which they are proposed to be erected. 

The enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire-escapes upon cer- 
tain buildings in which operatives are employed, in factories, mills, 
or manufactories, tenement-houses and hotels, ete. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, under the act relating 
to the inspection and construction of buildings in the City of Boston 
in buildings used for public purposes, to regulate the entrances, door- 
ways, passage-ways; their width, construction, and number, and 
obstructions that may be placed therein; the arrangement of the 
seatings, and the use cf combustible materials, draperies, scenery, 
properties, ete. 

The inspection of all hoist-ways and elevators in buildings, with reference 
to their construction and use in conformity with the requirements of 
the Public Statutes, authority being invested in the Inspector of Build- 
ings to prohibit their use if unsafe or dangerous, or not conforming 
to the requirements of law, a notice of said action to be placarded on 
the door or entrance of cab or car. 

Compliance with the requisitions of the Board of Health. 

The setting of steam-engines and boilers. The building of furnaces for 
melting iron, glass, or other metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, etc. The setting of heating apparatus in 
all classes of buildings. 

The examination of the grade of cellar-bottoms of buildings built upon 
filled land ; reporting violations of the same to the Board of Aldermen. 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied in whole or 
in part as dwellings, situated within the building limits of the city. 
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Buildings authorized by the Board of Aldermen to be used for stables 
are licensed to be occupied for this purpose, under the direction of the 
Inspector of Buildings. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to regulate the number 
of watchmen, red lights, gongs, etc., and require any further provi- 
sions he may deem necessary for the protection of life in hotels, board- 
ing and lodging houses. 

Examination for approval of the construction of bay-windows and other 
projections over or into the highways, for which the Board of Alder- 
men may grant licenses. 

The examination of buildings, with reference to their being provided 
with ample and sufficient means of egress, and their compliance with 
statute requirements, upon petition for license to occupy the same as a 
place of public amusement. 

Examination of private signs, druggists’ mortars, etc., located in the 
public highways, upon a petition to the Board of Aldermen to main- 
tain the same, if secured satisfactory to the Inspector of Buildings. 

Authority to apply to the Supreme Judicial Court for an injunction re- 
straining the erection or alteration of a building which does not con- 
form to the requirements of law, and the construction of windows, steps, 
and porches, etc., projecting into or over any public highway, without 
a license from the Board of Aldermen. 

The inspection of all steam-boilers, so that the facts and returns relative to 
them, required to be made, may be returned to the Tax Commissioners. 

The projection of electric and gas lights throughout the entire city. 

The construction, management, and inspection of hoist-ways and eleva- 
tors throughout the entire city. 

The occupancy of streets for building purposes, for setting tar-kettles, 
and for hoisting and lowering safes. 

The regulation of plumbing. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, on complaint of any 
officer empowered to serve criminal process, to enter and inspect any 
building which is believed to be resorted to for gaming purposes, and 
to cause any obstructions of unusual strength to be removed. 


BUILDING LIMITS. 


[Stat. 1885, Chap. 374. Rev. Ord., Chap. 48, § 1.] 

Among other restrictions imposed by the law and ordinances on the 
erection of buildings, it is provided that no wooden building shall be 
hereafter erected within the following limits : — 

Beginning at the intersection of the centre lines of Dover and Albany 
streets, and thence running east through the centre of said Dover street 
to the Harbor Commissioners’ line; thence by the said Harbor Commis- 
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sioners’ line around the northerly portion of the ‘‘ City Proper” to a point 
on Charles river at the intersection of said line with the boundary line 
between Brookline and Boston; thence along said boundary line to the 
centre of Longwood avenue; thence through the centre of said avenue 
to the centre of Bumstead lane; thence through the centre of said lane 
to the centre of Ward street; thence through the centre of said Ward 
street to the centre of Parker street; thence through the centre of said 
Parker street to the centre of Ruggles street; thence through the centre 
of said Ruggles street to the centre of Washington street ; thence through 
- the centre of said Washington street to a point opposite the centre of 
Palmer street; thence through the centre of said Palmer street and 
through the centre of Eustis street to the centre of Hampden street; and 
thence through the centre of said Hampden street and the centre of 
Albany street to the point of beginning. 


CITY CLERK’S DEPARTMENT.

The City Clerk, chosen annually in January by concurrent 
vote of the two branches of the City Council, has the care 
and custody of the City Records, and of documents, maps, 
plans, and papers of the city. He also records chattel 
mortgages, assignments of wages, liens upon vessels, and 
performs other duties imposed by statute. 

The City Clerk is, ex officio, clerk of the Board of Alder- 
men, and attends in the same capacity all meetings of both 
branches of the City Council when met in convention. 

The Assistant City Clerk is appointed annually by the City 
Clerk, subject to the approval of the Mayor, and discharges 
the duties of the City Clerk in his absence or in case of a 
vacancy in that office [Rev. Ord., Chap. 8, §§ 3, 4]. By Stat. 
1869, Chap. 72, the certificate or attestation of the Assistant 
City Clerk has equal validity with that of the City Clerk.

A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, night and 
day, by the operators. Each operator has assigned to him certain hours 
of duty, during which time he is responsible for the correct working of 
the apparatus in giving alarms, and all testing of the circuits and other 
details pertaining to the service. An automatic arrangement is con- 
nected with the receiving apparatus, by which assistance may be called 
from the sleeping apartments, if at any time the operator should be 
suddenly incapacitated by illness from performing his duties. No 
operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless expressly re- 
lieved by some one else, and by consent of the Superintendent. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each alarm, and of 
the station from which it originates, and all other necessary informa- 
tion. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Signal Stations, 
or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the box. The police-officers and one 
other person resident near each station have keys to the boxes. There 
are 466 fire-alarm boxes in connection with the head-quarters, num- 
bered variously from 2 to 874. 

ALARMs are sounded by striking the number of the box upon the 
alarm-bells, and upon the gongs in the engine-houses, for three 
rounds. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows, followed by box 
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number. Third Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows twice, fol- 
lowed by the box number. 

In cases where the entire department is required, alarms are sounded 
by striking twelve blows twice, followed by the box number. 

In cases where Hook and Ladder Companies only are wanted, the 
signal is given by striking fifteen blows once, with the number of the 
Company struck twice, thus: Hook and Ladder No. One, 15 —1—1. 
Hook and Ladder No. Four, 15— 4 —4. 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the signal is 
given thus: Hook & Ladder One and Three, 15 —1—1—3—28. Hook 
& Ladder Two and Four, 15 — 2—2— 4— 4. 

Of other signals given on the fire-alarm bells, 189 indicates a fire 
at Deer Island; 198 indicates a call from Chelsea for assistance; 22 in- 
dicates no school; eleven blows indicates Police call. 

MERIDIAN BELLS, at their various locations on churches, school- 
houses, in engine-houses, are struck from the Fire-Alarm office pre- 
cisely at noon (Standard time), every day. Correct time is furnished 
by telegraph from Cambridge Observatory, so that absolute accuracy 
is secured. 

All bells in the city proper north ef Dover street, except the Faneuil 
Hall bell, have been cut out from sounding public alarms. 


FIRE—MARSHAL. 


[Stat. 1886, Chap. 354; 1887, Chap. 231; Charter, § 79.] 


The Fire-Marshal is appointed by the Governor, to hold office for 
three years from the date of his appointment, or until his successor is 
appointed, with the duty of examining into the cause, circumstances, 
and origin of fires in the City of Boston, for which purpose he is 
vested with certain judicial and police powers. The Board of Fire 
Commissioners makes rules and regulations for the performance of the 
duties of the Fire-Marshal, and supervises his investigations and pro- 
ceedings when in its opinion the public interests will be subserved 
thereby. The salary and expenses of the Fire-Marshal are repaid to the 
City of Boston from the treasury of the Commonwealth, to an extent not 
exceeding 25 per cent. of the State tax collected on premiums for writing 
fire risks in the City of Boston during the preceding year.

1New Lisprary BuILDING. — By Chap. 222 of the Acts of 1880, amended 
by Chap. 141 of the Acts of 1883, the Commonwealth granted to the City of 
Boston a lot of land on the southerly corner of Dartmouth and Boylston 
streets ‘for the purpose of erecting and maintaining thereon a building for 
the use of the Public Library of said city.” By Chap. 148 of the Acts of 
1882 said city was authorized to take, by purchase or otherwise, land ‘for 
the erection thereon of a Public Library, and for a yard for the same,” with 
_ authority to ‘appropriate and use therefor any land now owned by it.” Under 
the provisions of the last-named act, by an order approved April 17, 1883, 
certain lands adjacent to the land granted by the State were taken, and 
by order, approved April 14, 1883, loans were authorized as follows, viz.: 
$180,000, to pay for the land taken as above, and $450,000 for the erection 
of a Library building. By Chap. 60 of the Acts of 1887 the construction of the new 
building was placed in the hands of the Board of Trustees of the Public Library; and 
by Chap 68 of the Acts of 1889, and by order of March 11, 1889, a further loan of 
$1,000,000 was authorized for the completion of the building. The architects are 
Messrs. McKim, Mead & White. 
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CENTRAL LIBRARY.

‘~POLICE DEPARTMENT.

By Chapter 323 of the Acts of 1885, all the powers vested 
in the Board of Police Commissioners of the City of Boston 
by Stat. 1878, Chap. 244, are conferred upon a Board of 
Police appointed by the governor, with the advice and consent 
of the Executive Council.! This Board is composed of three 
citizens of Boston, chosen from the two principal political 
parties, and the full term of office is five years from the first 
Monday in May. The present Board assumed office July 
23, 1885.

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The Board of Police has authority to appoint and establish 
and organize the police force of the city of Boston, and make 
all needful rules and regulations for its efficiency ; to grant 
licenses for the sale of liquor, and to license and regulate 
billiard-tables, bowling-alleys, auctioneers, hawkers and 
pedlers, carriages, wagons, and other vehicles, intelligence 
offices, itinerant musicians, pawnbrokers, and dealers in 
second-hand articles and old junk.

Accord- 
ingly, the following persons were selected by the Mayor for such com- 
mission: E. S. Chesborough, of Chicago, Moses Lane, of Milwaukee, 
and Charles F. Folsom, M.D., of Boston, who submitted their report 
(City Doc. No. 3 of 1876), recommending the construction of intercept- 
ing sewers, at a cost of over $6,000,000. On July 17, 1876, the sum of 
$40,000 was appropriated by the City Council for the purpose of making 
preliminary surveys for routes to Moon Island and to Castle Island. 

In 1877 the Joint Special Committee upon this subject reported (City 
Doc. 70), recommending the immediate undertaking of this project; 
and on August 9, 1877, a loan of $3,713,000 was authorized to meet the 
expense of constructing a large intercepting sewer from Charles river 
across the city, in a southerly direction, to Moon Island. <A further” 
sum of $1,500,000 was appropriated for this object in May, 1882, and 
$200,000 in June, 1885. On the first of January, 1884, construction was 
sufficiently advanced to permit the works being put in operation.

NEW COURT—HOUSE. 


By Chap. 877, Acts of 1885, Messrs. Sotomon B. Stressins, THOMAS 
J. WHIDDEN, and GODFREY MorsE, Commissioners previously appointed 
by the Mayor to make preliminary arrangements for the erection of a 
new Court-House, were authorized to select and take land on behalf of 
the city for that purpose, subject to the approval of the Mayor, and to 
erect a suitable building thereon. Under this authority, 67,208 feet of 
land has been taken on Pemberton square and Somerset street. By 
Chap.122, Acts of 1886, authority was given this commission to take ad- 
ditional estates on Pemberton square and Somerset street, aggregating 
17,854 feet, for the purpose of accommodating the Registry of Deeds 
and the Registry of Probate. George A. Clough, formerly City Archi- 
tect, has been chosen by the Commissioners to be the architect of the 
new building. ‘The Commissioners receive a salary of $2,000, each, per

WARDS AND PRECINCTS, 


In conformity with the opinion of the Supreme Court (Mass. Rep., 
Vol. 142, p. 601), the redivision of the city into twenty-four wards, as 
made by ordinance of Dec. 23, 1885, and the division of the new wards 
into voting precincts made by the Board of Assessors of Taxes, Jan. 
25, 1886, were set aside by Act of the Legislature (Stat. 1886, chap. 
283), and the wards and precincts as before existing were reestablished. 
(See Municipal Register of 1886 for the redivision above mentioned.) 
Under authority of Stat. 1888, chap. 437, the Board of Aldermen, March 
11, 1889, made a new division of the wards into precincts. The ward 
and precinct boundaries, as thus established and now existing, are given 
below. The number of voters is that of the registration of the year 
1888. 


WARD ONE. 
Thirteen Precincts — 3,269 Voters. 


Precinct One. — All that part of said ward lying within the following- 
described line: Beginning at the intersection of the centre lines of 
Porter and London streets ; thence by the centre lines of London, Marion, 
Bremen, and Porter streets to the point of beginning — 287 voters. 


Precinct Two. — All that part of said ward lying within the following- 
described line: Beginning at the intersection of the centre lines of 
London and Porter streets; thence by the centre lines of Porter street, 
Central square, Border, Lexington, Meridian, Princeton, Marion, and 
London streets to the point of beginning — 291 voters.

By Chapter 299, of the Acts of 1884, the Mayor appoints, with the 
approval of the Board of Aldermen, between the first and twentieth 
days of September, annually, a Warden, a Deputy Warden, a Clerk, a 
Deputy Clerk, two Inspectors of Elections, and two Deputy Inspectors, 
for each precinct, who serve for one year from the first day of November 
following their appointment. ‘These officers are paid at the rate of 
$5.00 per diem for actual service, with the exception of the Clerks of 
Precincts, who are paid at the rate of $7.00 per diem on condition that 
their records are kept to the satisfaction of the City Clerk.

Prior to the date when the seven Selectmen became regular offi- 
cers, similar officials had served. The earliest entry preserved in 
the ‘Town Records is dated Sept. 1, 1634. We cannot, therefore, 
Jearn when the custom began of choosing selectmen, or townsmen. 
We find at that date, however, a board o* ten c*tizens in office, —

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The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested 
than in any former year. ‘There were not less than eight several 
ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first 
of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the meantime, from January to February 27, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
nealth, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second 
of November he died, being the only Mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. Ben- 
son Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman of 
the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alder- 
man of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said 
year. At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
baHotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the 
meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. 
Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, in 1872, William Gaston was certified, 
by the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been 
elected Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But, upon 
charges of alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the 
city, a recount of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded 
and made; and, it appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had 
79 plurality, he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873. 

In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a mem- 
ber of the 43d Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in 
place of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office 
as Mayor on November 29, and occupied his seat 1n Congress on 
December 1, 1873. 

The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘* Acting Mayor.”

In 1828 Robert Fennelly died while in office. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organization. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

In 1845 William Parker resigned. 

In 1848 George E. Head resigned, and was chosen one of the 
Principal Assessors. 

In 1853 Lyman Perry, who had been elected, died before his 
qualification. 

In 1855 John M. Clark resigned, and was appointed Sheriff of 
Suffolk County. 

In 1856 Levi B. Meriam died while in office. 

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner resigned, on account of illness, 
and soon afterwards died. 

In 1878 Samuel C. Perkins died while in office. 

In 1879 Benjamin Pope died while in office. 

In 1880 George E. Bell died while in office. 

In 1885 Edwin F. Leighton died while in office. 

In 1888 William P. Carroll died while in office. 

At the municipal election, in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots; but, in accordance with the statute, the eight who had 
the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The municipal government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 14, 1880, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a 
plurality of fifteen votes over James J. Flynn, and a very slight 
difference in the number of ballots cast for other candidates who 
failed of election. A recount of the ballots cast for Mayor 
and Aldermen was thereupon demanded in legal form. A com- 
mittee of the Board of 1880, having made the recount, 
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reported, Dec. 27, that Mr. Flynn was elected, having received 
a plurality of votes over Mr. Frost; and Mr. Flynn took the 
seat at the organization of the Board of 1881. Mr. Frost gave 
notice of his intention to contest the seat of Mr. Flynn, and also 
of Mr. Haldeman who had received the next greatest number of 
votes. A committee of the Board of 1881 was appointed to con- 
sider the matter, and reported, March 14, 1881 (City Document 
No. 38, of 1881), the majority declaring Mr. Frost entitled to the 
seat held by Mr. Flynn, with two minority reports. The majority 
report was accepted, March 21, and Mr. Frost took the seat. One 
peculiar incident in this case was the reception of a numerously 
signed petition asking the Board to examine and recount the bal- 
lots for Messrs. Woolley, Haldeman, and Flynn, sitting members, 
and Messrs. William Frost, John Thompson, and George 8S. Dexter, 
standing next highest on the precinct returns; another was the 
fact that many ballots were either mislaid or stolen, in Precinct 3 
of Ward 13, on election day. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 13, 1881, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a 
plurality of 154 votes over Charles V. Whitten. On petition, in 
due legal form, a committee of the Board of 1881 made a recount 
of the ballots cast for Mayor and Aldermen, and reported that Mr. 
Whitten was elected over Mr. Frost, and Mr. Whitten took the 
seat. Mr. Frost contested the seat of Mr. Whitten, and called 
for a reéxamination of the ballots cast. Such examination was 
made by a new committee, which reported, January 17, that 
William Frost had 19,861, and Charles V. Whitten had 19,825. 
On January 19, 1882, the seat was awarded to Mr. Frost. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen see 
City Document No. 7 for 1861, and City Document No. 16 for 1862, 

At the municipal election, Dec. 12, 1882, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed Edwin F. Leighton to be elected Alderman by 
a plurality of 102 votes over Joseph Caldwell. On petition in due 
legal form a committee of the Board of 1882 recounted the ballots 
cast for these two candidates, and reported, Dec. 26, that Joseph 
Caldwell appeared to be chosen by a plurality of 14; and that in 
addition there were found 3 ballots for * Caldwell,” 1 for 
EK. F. Leighton,” 18 for ‘‘ F. Leighton,” and 11. for‘' Leigh- 
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ton ;” also, that, ‘* with the exception of the name‘ E. F. Leighton,’ 
which was written, the abbreviated names above recited were plainly 
legible beyond the edges of ‘ stickers,’ or ‘ pasters,’ which covered 
and concealed the Christian names of Messrs. Caldwell and Leighton, 
those stickers having been pasted upon an adjoining name, but being 
of such length as to partly cover the names in question.” The com- 
mittee further reported that there was plainly no intent to cancel the 
names over which the stickers extended. Mr. Caldwell, who was 
a member of the Board of 1882, thereupon stated his intention of 
not appearing to claim a seat in the Board of 1883, and introduced 
an order, which was passed, declaring that, in the opinion of the 
Board, the abbreviated ballots should be credited to Mr. Leighton. 
The Board of 1883, on petition of Mr. Leighton, awarded him the ~ 
seat at the first meeting, Jan. 1.

William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; also, 
‘Holmes Hinkley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organi- 
zation. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, reélected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the 
intermediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle omitted 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1856, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, Ward 11, resigned in May, 1861, and was 
elected a Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and was 
appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to families of soldiers in 
the United States service from Boston. 

Daniel Dowd, a member from Ward 13, died in office, September, 
1872. 

Thomas H. Doherty, of Ward 2, died in office, August, 1873. 

Hillman B. Barnes, of Ward 11, died in office, September, 1874. 

Edward J. Long of Ward 8, died in office, November, 1875. 

Stephen G. Jones, of Ward 4, resigned in March, 1876. 

Thomas J. Fitzpatrick, of Ward 13, died in office, March, 1876. 
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Joseph Healy, of Ward 10, died in office, April 18, 1880. 

George T. Perkins, of Ward 17, died in office, December 7, 1880. 

Daniel J. Sweeney, Porter street, Ward 2, East Boston, and re- 
elected to the Common Council of 1881, died in office, Dec. 19, 1880. 

Eugene B. Hagar, of Ward-10, resigned June 16, 1881, and was 
appointed Assistant City Solicitor. 

Andrew J. Bailey, of Ward 4, resigned Oct. 27, 1881, and was 
chosen City Solicitor. 

Nahum M. Morrison, of Ward 23, resigned March 16, 1882, and 
was appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

Abraham T. Rogers, of Ward 22, resigned July 13, 1882, and 
was appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

William L. Harding, of Ward 3, died in office, March 4, 1882. 

James J. Flynn, of Ward 13, resigned in June, 1883, and was 
chosen Superintendent of Streets. 

Cornelius F. Doherty, of Ward 2, resigned in July, 1883, and 
was appointed in the Service Division of the Water Department. 

Michael J. Houghton, of Ward 6, resigned in July, 1883, and 
was appointed Assistant Superintendent in the Inspection and 
Waste Division of the Water Department. 

Eugene D. Sullivan, of Ward 12, resigned in September, 1883, 
and was appointed clerk in the City Collector’s Department. 

George KE. Bacon, of Ward 4, resigned March 6, 1884. 

Francis P. Maguire, of Ward 8, resigned February 20, 1884. 

William J. Kilduff, of Ward 19, died in office, Dec. 7, 1884. 

William M. Osborne, of Ward 21, resigned Aug. 27, 1885, and 
was appointed a member of the Board of Police. 

Neil J. Gillespie, of Ward 7, died in office, Nov. 28, 1888. 

Charles J. Brooks, of Ward 10, died in office, Jan. 21, 1889. 

There have been the following successfully contested elections : — 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘‘ closing the poll before the hour at 
which the voters were notified it would be closed was a violation 
of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceed- 
ing, to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the high- 
est number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket, ad- 
journment of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, and 
other irregularities, at the annual election, December 8. 
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The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, 
sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, 
December 14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident can- 
didates (after having been first thrown out by the ward officers)' 
were counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby pre- 
venting the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the 
said four votes, were by the decision of the Council declared 
elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members 
from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting, which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the 
same members were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three members 
of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting, which was illegally held. | 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual election, and before the organization of 
the government-elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question 
were conducted doné fide, and no other informality was apparent, 
and as this custom of supplementary elections had been in vogue 
for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the vote of the 
Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report of 
the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, on the ground that at the time of his election he was not 
an inhabitant of that ward. Before a decision was reached on this 
point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delega- 
tion from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned 
than there were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal. 
election, — occasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of the 


1 This fact was admitted, though not stated in the report of the committee. 
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ballots, — the variation being so great as to affect the election of 
the whole delegation. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account 
of a tie-vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground 
that the polls at said adjourned meeting were not kept open the 
same number of hours as were required by the original warrant. 
At a subsequent election the same member was returned to the 
Common Council. [See City Doc. No. 12 for 1867.] 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 10, because by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member re- 
turned from Ward 13, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows: — 

At the annual municipal election in 1871 Frederick S. Risteen 
was declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election 
was contested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original 
ballots showed that said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one 
ballot over F. S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly de- 
clared by the Common Council of 1872 to be entitled to the seat. 
Subsequently Mr. Risteen contested this decision, on the ground 
that his name was erased from a number of ballots by some one of | 
the ward officers after said ballots were deposited by the voters. 
After a protracted inquiry the Common Council sustained this 
view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again returned to his former 
seat, and was again duly qualified on February 1, 1872. [See 
City Doc. No. 18 for 1872. ] 

The sixteenth, January 4, 1874, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 13, because, by the count of the original bal- 
lots cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The seventeenth, January 14, 1875, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber from Ward 1, because, by the count of the original ballots cast 
in said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 
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The eighteenth, January 4, 1877, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The nineteenth, January 10, 1878, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
that ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twentieth, Dec. 27, 1880 (see records of Board of Aldermen 
of said date), vacated the seats of one member from each of the 
following-named wards, viz., 8, 18, 16, and 19, because, from an 
examination of the original ballots cast in said wards, it appeared 
that other persons were chosen. From an examination made at the 
same time of the original ballots cast in Ward 5, it appeared that, 
instead of there being a tie vote fora third member from said ward, 
three members were duly chosen. Peculiar features of the case in 
Ward 13 are, tuat some of the ballots undoubtedly deposited by 
the voters of Precinct 3 of this ward were either mislaid or stolen at 
the polling place ; and that the Committee of the Board of Aldermen 
of 1880, who examined the ballots for Common Council in that 
ward, erroneously reported that the sitting member had been duly 
elected. [See City Doc. 54 of 1881.] 

In 1887, one seat in the representation of Ward 4, and one in 
that of Ward 15, were vacated, and the contestants declared 
elected, the Council exercising its discretion as to the intent of 
the voter in certain cases of technical irregularity. [See City 
Docs. Nos. 6, 11, of 1887. ] 

In 1889, one seat in the respresentation of Ward 3, and one in 
that of Ward 12, were vacated, and the contestants declared 
elected, the intent of the voter in cases of technical irregularity 
being considered.

To the Honorable City Council : — 


In compliance with the City Ordinance, the Board of 
Directors of the East Boston Ferries have the honor to 
submit their report for 1888. 

The property is in a fair condition at the present time, 
with the exception of the two drops at the North Ferry, the 
ferry-boats “Ben Franklin” and “Hugh O’Brien,” and the 
wall at the East Boston side of the North Ferry. 

The drops at the North Ferry have been in use for over 
eighteen years, and should be replaced, as recommended to 
the City Council of 1887; also by the City Engineer in a 
special report. 

The ferry-boat “ Ben Franklin” was built seventeen years 
ago, and will need extensive repairs the coming year. 

The ferry-boat “ Hugh O’Brien ” needs extensive strength- 
ening, as she shows weakness at each end, and should be put 
in order the coming year; and we shall be obliged to ask for 
a larger appropriation than was granted last year, in order 
that this work may be done. 
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The wall under the coal-shed at the East Boston side of 
the North Ferry is in a dangerous condition, and we earnestly 
call attention to the same. 

We will also renew the following recommendations made 
last year : — 

A new head-house on East Boston side of the North 
Ferry. 

Increased facilities at the North Ferry, in order that four 
boats may be run, to accommodate the increased travel, which 
has nearly doubled in eleven years. 

We will call your attention to the annexed statements by 
the Clerk of the Board, showing, in detail, the receipts, 
appropriations, expenditure, and travel.

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A New DEPARTURE. 


For some years past there has been a progressive sentiment 
prevailing among the people in Massachusetts that in the 
administration of criminal jurisprudence “it is better to 
reform than to punish;” in consequence of which numerous 
reformatory institutions have been established, where the 
less vicious can be separated from the influence of the more 
hardened criminals, and where opportunity and encourage- 
ment for reform can better be given— in part, taking the 
place of the old-time prison; and during the year 1878 the 
assembled wisdom of the Commonwealth prepared the way 
for a system of probation, whereby the presiding magistrate — 
in a criminal court can suspend the sentence of an offender 
to give an opportunity to reform without punishment. By 
provision of the Statute of 1878, the Mayor and Aldermen 
of the city of Boston were authorized to appoint one proba- 
tion officer for the county of Suffolk; and after a two years’ 
experiment in Boston, other cities and towns in the Common- 
wealth were granted like powers. 

In the year 1882, the experiment had met with such success 
in Boston that the Mayor and Aldermen were further author- 
ized to appoint two additional officers for Suffolk County, — 
one for duty at South Boston, and one for Roxbury ; and the 
county was then divided into three Probation Districts, — the 
Central District, including the county, except South Boston 
and Roxbury ; the South Boston District; and the Roxbury 
District ; each officer in charge of his respective district, and 
to hold offige “ until a vacancy occurred.” 


Court RULES. 


As now in practice by the courts, when probation is 
granted, the offender is required to give bonds for good be- 
havior, and to appear at court from time to time, until his 
case is finally disposed of, the probation officer becoming 
surety. He is also required to report to his surety at 
stated times, and is visited at his home by the officer as often 
as practicable. 

If, at a proper time, the officer can make a favorable report 
of the offender’s conduct, he may be discharged by court 
with or without payment of costs, as the court decides. But 
if he shows no disposition to reform after fair trial, he may 
be surrendered by his surety and sentenced for his offence, 
at the discretion of the court. 

This experiment has now been on trial on the Central Pro- 
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bation District In my charge for the last fen years, and I 
herewith submit a report of my work during that time. 

The accompanying reports of the faithful and painstaking 
officers at South Boston and Roxbury will show the good 
work done in their respective districts during the last seven 
years, — a service well worthy of an additional consideration.

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REPORT OF PROBATION OFFICER. 1? 


INVESTIGATIONS. 


The design of probation is to give an, opportunity for 
reform without punishment to one who has criminally vio- 
lated the rules of the community in which he lives; and that 
dangerous criminals may not again be let loose upon that 
community, on his recommendation, it becomes the impor- 
tant duty of the officer to make a thorough investigation — 
into the reputation and true character of the offender. It 
is not enough to learn what people say; but the ofbcer 
should have a personal interview with the prisoner, study 
his disposition, his intentions, his constitutional make-up, 
and, as far as possible, learn the probabilities of reform. It 
is well understood that every case is an experiment. Of 
the 27,052 cases investigated during the 10 years, 7,251 
were placed on trial for reform, and 580 of these were lost. 
But when the officer has made bis recommendation, and 
become bondsman for the prisoner’s good behavior, his 
responsibilities have but just begun. He must see to it 
that the conditions imposed by court are properly complied 
with, aid his protégé in securing and engaging in some use- 
ful employment (a most important item in reform), visit 
him at his home, require him to report at stated times, and 
spare no time or pains in endeavoring to aid and encourage 


in leading a temperate, industrious, and honest life. 


TIME AND Cost oF IMPRISONMENT. 


What would have been the sentence, had not probation 
intervened, is readily ascertained at the time of trial. For 
some offences the statute requires imprisonment. In the 
Superior Court the sentence in the lower court is usually 
confirmed. The shortest time of imprisonment at Sherborn 
is one year. The term of imprisonment for non-payment of 
fine is established by law. A continuous following of prece- 
dents, where offences of like character and magnitude receive 
like sentence, is in common practice by the courts ; and if at 
any time a doubt arises in relation to what would have been 
the sentence, correct information can be readily obtained. 
Every case is carefully examined, and correction made, if 
necessary, when the case is disposed of. 

By careful analysis, I find that about 25 per cent. of 
the persons placed on probation in my care would have been 
sent to prison direct, not more than 10 per cent. of the 
whole number could have paid fines, and the remaining 65 
per cent. for non-payment of fine and costs would have re- 
mained in prison (virtually for their poverty) until released 
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by the law of limitation. The large percentage where fines 
would have been imposed is explained by the fact that a 
large majority of the cases recommended are for first and 
minor offences; offences of larger magnitude, which are 
placed on probation in the Superior Court, are mostly minors 
under mitigating circumstances. 

The actual cost of imprisonment has been taken from the 


annual printed reports of the several institutions. 


DISCHARGED. 


The number of persons recorded in the table as discharged 
or dismissed by order of the court were nearly all residents 
of the city, and the costs paid to court clerks by persons 
when discharged were mostly of this class; it being a rule of 
court that offenders placed on probation shall pay the cost 
they have made the county when discharged, although in 


many cases these costs are remitted on account of poverty. 


Cuariry HomeEs. 


During the ten years, 759 females who had been convicted 
of various offences (a large majority for drunkenness) have 
been taken on probation and sent to charity homes at the 
request of the managers of these institutions. Many of the 
offenders were homeless and destitute. These homes are in- 
corporated as a refuge for intemperate females, where they 
are properly cared for, taught to work, and places of employ- 
ment for wages are secured for them, when practicable. Re- 
ports of their conduct is made to this office monthly, and a 
large majority have been reported doing well. If they 
prove vicious and incorrigible, they are surrendered back to 
court for sentence. 


SENT TO SEA. 


Of the 176 sailors sent to sea, their cases have been 
placed on file, and they are rarely again heard from. . 


SENT TO CountTRY HomEgs. 


During the ten years, 1,657 persons have been sent to their 
homes in the country. A majority had been convicted of 
some minor offence, were without money or friends in the city, 
would have been sentenced to pay fines, and gone to prison 
at the expense of the Government. 

This class are usually convicted in the Municipal Court, 
where, by a rule in practice, at a specified time a default is 
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recorded on the warrant held against them, and the case is 
virtually on file, unless they again appear in court charged 
with some offence. 

Among the number sent to country homes were 567 
females (many of them minors hardly out of their girlhood) 
who had been convicted of night-walking or some act of 
lewdness. Many of them had left good homes, had been in 
Boston but a short time, and in their i inexperience had fallen 
victims to the temptations so often to be met in a great city ; 
when practicable, parents have been sent for, or they were 
placed in the charge of some responsible person to be sent 
home. ‘They were frequently without means, and the ex- 
pense of sending them home was sometimes paid by their 
friends, sometimes free passes were furnished by generous 
railroad or steamboat officials, and sometimes by the fund 
provided by the city for that purpose. They are placed 
under bonds for good behavior, the probation officer becom- 
ing surety. 

If they again return to the city and to their vicious ways, 
they are surrendered for sentence. 


SURRENDERED AND Ran Away. 


Of the 6,939 persons whose cases have been disposed of 
during the ten years, 473 showed no disposition to reform, 
and were surrendered back to the custody of the court and 
sentenced. Add to these the 107 who ran away to escape 
surrender and sentence, and we have a total of 580 counted 
lost, showing a loss of only about 8 per cent. ; while 6,359, or 
92 per cent., have been favorably disposed of by the courts at 
the end of their terms of probation, either by discharge, dis- 
missal, or having their cases laid on file, not to be again 
called up unless for a second offence. Runaways are arrested 
if found. 


RECORDS AND REPORTS. 


A detailed account of every case taken on probation is 
kept on the books at this office, giving the name, age, sex, 
residence, offence, court where éonvicted; and the result, 
the name of the arresting officer, an account of visits, the 
general conduct of the offender while on probation, and 
all other matters of interest in the case. From these records 
reports are made to the Board of Prison Commissioners of 
the Commonwealth each month, to the Superintendent of 
Police each quarter, and to the Mayor and City Council at 
the end of the year.

About 93 per cent. of persons placed under my care the 
past year have done well, and have been discharged from 
court, after being under my charge from term to term, while 
most of them would have gone to prison — on account of their 
poverty — for non-payment of fine, if they had been sentenced 
on day of trial; but as probation was intervened in their 
behalf, many of them have since lived good, orderly lives, 
and have been a blessing to their families, kept their homes 
from being broken up and their children sent to charitable 
homes; so we cannot but think the workings of probation in 
great many cases have been twofold; viz., reformed the 
parents and saved the children.

REPORTS. 


Reports containing age, sex, residence, offence, court 
where tried, and the results have been submitted to the 
Board of Prison Commissioners at the end of each month, and 
to the Superintendent of Police at the end of each quarter ; 
and no pains have been spared in investigating all cases out 
of court, visiting them at their homes, visits made upon me 
by probatéd persons at my home, and encouraging all those 
whom the court have placed in my charge to give them an 
opportunity to lead a better life. 

Under authority of chapter 220, section 69. of the Public 
Statutes of 1880 and 1881, and at the request of the Board 
of Directors for Public Institutions, 68 applications for 
release from prison have been investigated, 41 of which were 
reported favorably ; and on the concurrence of court the pris- 
oners were released, and most of them are now doing well. 

_ In reviewing the record of the past seven years in this 
district, the officer does not attempt to say how much has 
been saved to the county by probation; but that quite a large 
sum has been saved by probation work, we are not .left to 
uncertainty, as almost all that have come under my care would 


have gone to prison; while the moral improvement in many 
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cases has been gratifying when they were discharged from 
court, as they have changed from lives of vice and crime 
and become good citizens, “and are now trying to make their 
homes peaceful and happy. 


In CONCLUSION. 


Permit me to say that the work of probation in my dis- 
trict during the past seven years has brought me into many 
homes of intemperance, destitution, degradation, depravity, 
and crime, and many heart-chilling scenes I have witnessed 
where innocent children suffer more than the real offender ; 
and in many of these cases I have felt it a duty to be instru- 
mental in providing a home for the children of such families, 
and then put out unceasing effort to reform the parents; and 
in many of these families we have been very successful in 
our work, so much so, that we have caused many a husband 
and wife to come together again after months of separation, 
causing them to take care of their children as they should, 
and making no trouble in the community where they live ; 
and in many cases the officer can review his work with pleas- 
ure, as most of them are now trying to lead a correct life 
and be useful citizens in our community.

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PROBATION. 


The practice in the Roxbury District Court has been to con- 
tinue all cases that are taken on probation for three months, 
and at the expiration of that time, if the conviction was for 
simple drunk, and I can give a good report in the case, the 
fine is one cent without costs. For other minor offences the 
cases are continued to three, six, and nine months; and if at 
the expiration of that time they have complied with all of 
the requirements, the cases are laid on file, and in some in- 
stances they are required to pay the costs. Cases of a more 
serious nature, as second, third, or common drunkards, 
larceny, assault and battery, and shop-breaking, are con- 
tinued from time to time for twelve or fifteen months. These 
cases are called every three months, and I report on them to 
the judge, until they are finally disposed of. Those who 
do not improve, and fail to comply with the requirements, I 
surrender to the court for sentence. Persons on probation 
report to me at stated times, and I visit them when conven- 
lent, or whenever it becomes necessary to do so. I also 
learn through the police, and other sources, how they are 
conducting themselves. Among those who are put on pro- 
bation there are some habitual drunkards, with large families 
dependent upon them for support. It is not expected, proba- 
bly, either by the court or any one else, that there will be a 
complete reformation in these cases; but we do hope fora 
partial one, that there will at least be a change for the better 
on his former practices; and if I succeed, as I have in quite 
a number of instances, in keeping such a one sober, and at 
work supporting his family for six or nine months, thereby 
relieving the city from their support as well as his, I have 
accomplished all that was expected. 

Probation has also saved many of both sexes from expos- 
ure, shame, and loss of situation, in cases where they had 
committed their first offence ; and not only saved for the time 
being, but many of them for all time; they will never forget 
their experience in the cell and prisoners’ dock. Of this I 
am satisfied, from my knowledge of them while on probation, 
and from their general conduct since that time. 

Frequently persons are taken on probation who cannot be 
restrained or properly controlled at their homes, by their 
consenting to go to some one of the charity homes, and 
remaining there until such time as the court thinks it safe to 
discharge them. Should they refuse to remain until such 
time, I can surrender them for sentence. 

The larger boys are usually taken at the House of the 
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Angel Guardian, and some have been taken by the Children’s 
Aid Society ; the smaller ones by Mr. Duggan, of the Home 
on Harrison Avenue. The females are received at the House 
of the Good Shepherd. All of these institutions have been a 
help to me, and quite a saving of expense to the city ; for the 

cases they have received and cared for would otherwise neces- 
sarily have been sentenced to some one of the city or State 
institutions. 

To the managers of the House of the Good Shepherd I 
wish espect ally ‘to express my gratitude for their kindness in 
receiving every one I have taken to them. All were received 
kindly and without any objection whatever as to. their con- 
dition, ability to earn, or any question as to paying anything 
towards their support ; they agreeing to keep them for such 
time as the court might think ] proper for them to remain. 

T also desire to tender my thanks to the court officials, and 
to the many members of the Police Department, who have so 
kindly given me their aid and assistance in the discharge of 
my duties.

In addition to above, the Commissioners have sold, by 
order of the City Council, for account of Public Buildings, 
the old chemical engine-house building at Roslindale, for 
which $1,400 was obtained. 

The lease to Charles J. Whitmore, at a rental of $150 a 
year, of land at the corner of East First and L streets has 
been extended for one year from October 1, 1888. The 
lessees of the old Fire Department repair-shop on Harrison 
avenue and Wareham street under the lease given them 
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of that property by the City for a term of five years from 
March 1, 1887, having failed and surrendered their lease, 
the Commissioners have again leased the property to their 
successor for a term of four years from March 1, 1888, at 
a sufficient advance of rental to cover the amount owing to 
the City by the original lessees at the time of their failure ; 
and the estate in question now stands under lease to a re- 
sponsible person for a term of four years from March 1, 
1888, at a rental of $900 a year. The City is receiving 
$1,502 yearly rental from lands and buildings in charge of 
the Street Commissioners, let to tenants-at-will. 

By an order of the City Council, approved by the Mayor 
February 18, 1888, the wharf property belonging to the 
City at 730 Albany street opposite the City Hospital was 
transferred from the charge of the Street Commissioners to 
the custody and uses of the Water Board. 

During the year there has been placed in charge of the 
Commissioners, by orders of the City Council, land left from 
the estate set apart for the erection of the Joshua Bates 
school, on Harrison avenue, containing 4,740 square feet, 
and the following taken by the City Collector for the non- 
payment of taxes; 20,814 feet on Bailey street, at Dor- 
chester: 10,890 feet of marsh land near Western avenue, 
at Brighton; and a lot of 5,000 feet on Parkman street, 
also at Brighton.

THIRTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


1889. 


The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston 
have the honor to present to the City Council their thirty- 
seventh annual 


REPORT. 


The Trustees cannot present to the City Council their 
customary report without being deeply sensible of the 
loss that they, in common with all the citizens of Boston, 
have sustained in the death, during the past year, of 
the eminent scholar and divine whose name has been ap- 
pended to so many of their previous reports. Dr. James 
Freeman Clarke served the city as one of the Trustees of the 
Public Library from the time of their incorporation until his 
death in June last. His great wisdom, his good judgment, 
his remarkable knowledge of books, and his clear compre- 
hension of the wants of the people, were of inestimable value 
in the government and building up of the library. His gen- 
tle dignity and unfailing kindness and sympathy so endeared 
him to those who were so fortunate as to be thrown with him 
as associates or employees, that his death was a personal 
bereavement to all connected with the Library. The Trus- 
tees have placed upon their records the expression of their 
appreciation of his character and services.

Another name that will be missed is that of William W. 
Greenough, Esq., who for twenty-two years, as President of 
the Trustees, prepared their annual reports. The value to 
the city of his faithful services cannot be overestimated. 
For thirty years, as trustee without pay, be daily devoted 
to the work of the Library as much time and labor as most 
men devote to their private affairs. His connection with the 
library began in its infancy; and to his wisdom and energy 
are due, perhaps more than to any other one cause, the won- 
derful growth and success of the institution. Mr. Greenough 
felt compelled, by considerations of health and private affairs, 
to lay down the cares and responsibilities of a position that 
required so large a share of his strength and thought, and 
that he had so long filled with credit to himself and advan- 
tage to the public. On the records of the City Council and 
of the Trustees are to be found expressions of the appreci- 
ation of his distinguished services. 

During the year Mr. William H. Whitmore resigned his 
position as Trustee. In the departments of literature in 
which he was a confessed master the Library will suffer from 
the loss of his valuable services, which were always dili- 
gently, faithfully, and cheerfully rendered. 

The Trustees are required by the city ordinances to ap- 
point “annually an examining committee of not less than 
five persons, not members of the board, who, together with 
one of the board, shall examine the library and make to the 
board a report of its condition.” 

They performed this duty by appointing early in the 
year an examining committee consisting of the Honorable 
Frederick O. Prince, chairman; Mrs. Abba Goold Woolson, 
Mrs. Ellen S. Hale, J. Wingate Rollins, Esq., the Reverend 
Theodore A. Metcalf, Charles Henry Parker, Esq., Dr. 
Harold Williams, Rev. 8S. E. Herrick, D.D., George W. 
Evans, Esq., Harvey N. Shepard, Esq., Arthur B. Ellis, 
Esq., John Heard, Jr., Esq., Philip H. Doherty, Esq., Dr. 
C. Ellery Stedman, and the Honorable John F. Andrew. 

This committee gave much time and thought to the per- 
formance of their duties, and made to the Trustees a report 
which they have the honor to transmit herewith to the City 
Council. 

For some years past the Trustees have endeavored to 
increase the efficiency of the Examining Committee by 
appointing upon it persons who had acquired experience 
from previous service, and by appointing it early enough in 
the year to afford time for a thorough examination of the 
condition of the Library. The duties of the committee are 
arduous ; but, when as well and faithfully performed as they 
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have been the past year, their reports contain many sugges- 
tions that are of great assistance to the Trustees. Previous 
to 1884 it had not been the custom to appoint any person who 
had served on a previous committee; but in that year a 
change was made in this respect, and since that time many 
members of examining committees have been reappointed. 
The present committee report that they “felt themselves 
handicapped, first, by the fact that they were entirely new 
to the service, and second, by the narrow limits of time 
to which their work was necessarily restricted.” They 
recommend that “there be some radical change in the con- 
struction of the committee.” The Trustees have been im- 
pressed with the weight of this recommendation and have 
decided to reappoint at once all the old committee. They 
hope by this means to secure a committee of experience, and 
to give the committee so formed ample time to make a 
thorough examination. 

The report of the committee contains an interesting and 
valuable discussion upon the circulation of the books of the 
Library, and the conclusions reached are in accordance with 
those arrived at by the Trustees. The circulation for the past 
year shows an increase of 79,254 volumes over that of the 
previous year, and the Trustees have every reason to believe 
that this increase means an increase in the use of books of 
higher character than the average of those circulated in years 
past. For the details of the circulation the Trustees refer 
to the report of the Librarian, which will be found in ap- 
pendix “B.” 

The Trustees would gladly follow the recommendation of 
the Examining Committee to enlarge the accommodations of 
the North End Branch and to change the quarters of the 
South End Branch were they able to do so within the limit 
of their annual appropriation. They recognize the fact that 
the room of the South End Branch is not what it should be; 
but it was the best that could be found at the time the Library 
was installed there, and there are at present no funds avail- 
able with which to procure a better one. 

The Trustees agree with the Examining Committee that 
“an application be made to the courts for a modification of 
the terms of the trust under the will of Charlotte Harris, so 
that the income from that fund may not be limited to the 
purchase of books published prior to 1850.” Such an ap- 
plication, however, can be properly made only by the City 
Council or by some citizen of Charlestown ; but the Trustees 
respectfully recommend that some action be had in the 
matter. 

They also agree with the Examining Committee in their 
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remarks upon the Catalogue Department, and trust that they 
may be able to carry some if not all of their recommenda- 
tions into effect during the present year. It is to be hoped 
that before many years a catalogue of the collection in Bates 
Hall may be printed in book form, so that the books con- 
tained in that collection may be more easily accessible to the 
public. By the aid of such a catalogue the circulation and 
use of the Library would be greatly extended. 

The Trustees have given the most careful consideration to 
the recommendation of the Examining Committee in regard 
to the relation of the Library to the public schools. The 
subject presents great difficulties, and, as yet, they have ar- 
rived at no satisfactory conclusion in regard to the matter. 
It has been their endeavor always to be as liberal as is 
consistent with the welfare of the Library; but it may be 
fairly questioned if it would be right to grant one class of 
people in the city, — whether they be scholars or teachers, — 
privileges superior to those enjoyed by other classes. The 
Library does not pretend to be able to furnish text-books for 
students ; and, indeed, the idea of the founders seems to have 
been that it should be a place in which to complete the edu- 
cation of the citizen after leaving schools and colleges. 

The report of Mr. Heard to the Examining Committee in 
regard to the collection of works on science and technology 
is a very valuable one. One of the great difficulties in keep- 
ing up the Patent Collection of the Library has been the 
indifference or slowness of the officials charged with the 
distribution of such publications. The Trustees will do all 
in their power to secure the establishment of some such 
bureau of exchange as is recommended by Mr. Heard, 
“whose duty it should be to distribute to foreign govern- 
ments a certain number of official publications in exchange 
for the same number of their own publications of a similar 
nature.” 

The other suggestions made by Mr. Heard are valuable 
and will receive the careful consideration of the Trustees. 

Full details of the library work of the present year will be 
found in the report of the Librarian, which, with its accom- 
panying documents, is transmitted herewith. 

The Trustees respectfully call the attention of the City 
Council to the fact that for some years past the amount of 
money appropriated for the current expenses of the Library 
has been steadily decreased, while the size of the Library, 
its use and the public demands made upon it, and the service 
required of it, have all steadily increased. The efficiency of 
the institution will be seriously impaired unless a larger sum 
of money is put at the disposal of the Trustees, as it will be 
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impossible to keep the institution up to the standard of the 
previous years with the present appropriation. 

Ten years ago the number of volumes in the Library was 
345,734, the number of persons employed was 141, and the 
appropriation for current expenses was $121,000. Since 
then there have been established five delivery stations and 
three reading-rooms, and the number of volumes has in- 
creased to 505,410. Notwithstanding this increase the force 
employed has had to be reduced to 135 persons, and the ap- 
propriation, not including the amount formerly paid by the 
city for rentals and repairs, has been reduced to $115,000. 

The Trustees are of the opinion that most of the persons 
employed in the Library do not receive a fair compensation 
for the skilled services they render. Probably in no other 
branch of the City Government and in no business establish- 
ment is the same grade of work so poorly paid as in the 
Library. They therefore respectfully recommend that 
means to remedy this injustice be placed at their disposi- 
tion. 

During the year the Trustees were requested by the City 
Council to report to the City Government the cost and advis- 
ability of keeping Bates Hall open in the evening. Hitherto 
this hall has been closed at six o’clock in the afternoon, so 
that many citizens whose occupation does not admit of study 
in the daytime have been deprived of the privilege of the 
use of what is by far the most important part of the Library. 
The Trustees believe that the use of the Library would be 
ereatly extended and much good would be accomplished if 
this hall were kept open in the evening. The annual ex- 
penditure for this purpose would be about $7,000. 

In August, 1887, the whole force employed in the bindery 
was discharged, and for the remainder of the year the binding 
was done outside of the Library. After a trial of this system 
it did not prove satisfactory, and in the early part of the last 
vear the Trustees determined to have the more valuable 
books bound in the Library bindery, and the cheaper books 
bound by contract by outside binders. Mr. Louis F. Gray, 
the office secretary, was appointed inspector of binding, and 
was given full charge of this department. The result has 
been entirely satisfactory. The cost of binding has been re- 
duced, a much larger number of volumes has been bound and 
repaired, and the work has been kept well up to the demands 
of the Library. 
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THe New Lisrary BuILpING. 


Last spring the Trustees were able to present to the City 
Council the general plans for the new building to be erected 
on Copley Square. These plans were the result of a year of 
unremitting and faithful study and work on the part of the 
architects, “Mesérs. McKim, Mead, & White, during which 
time they were in constant communication with the Trustees. 
There were many difficult problems to be solved in prepar- 
ing the plans. Owing to the unique position that the Boston 
Public Library occupies, very little help could be had from 
the study of the buildings of other great libraries. The 
Trustees have insisted that convenience and usefulness should 
not be sacrificed to show, and that the internal arrangements 
of the building should be first considered. They did not, 
however, lose sight of the fact that the building was to be a 
“palace for the people,” and, as such, should be a monu- 
mental building, worthy of the City of Boston. 

The question of economy was kept steadily in view; and 
the work already done on the Library lot was to be utilized 
as far as possible. Working upon these lines, the architects 
succeeded in producing plans which the Trustees could pre- 
sent to the City Council with confidence that they would 
successfully bear all criticism. After a long and careful ex- 
amination of the plans, models, and estimates of cost, the 
City Council almost unanimously authorized the Trustees. to 
begin the erection of the building, and placed at their dis- 
posal, for this purpose, the sum of about $350,000. The 
plans and estimates, as presented, did not include any of the 
platforms, approaches, sculpture, or adornments necessary 
for a building of this importance, or any of the furni- 
ture or shelving required in it, but during the year 
‘the plans for some of these items have been completed. 
As soon as possible after being authorized to proceed with 
the erection of the building, the Trustees gave to Messrs. 
Woodbury & Leighton a contract for the construction of the 
building up to the Bates Hall floor, this being as far as the 
work could proceed within the limits of the fund at their dis- 
posal. On the 28th of November the work was so far ad- 
vanced that His Honor Mayor O’Brien, assisted by the City 
Council, laid the corner-stone of the new building with ap- 
propriate ceremonies. On December 24, the Trustees decided 
that it would be prudent to discontinue all stone setting and 
brick laying until spring. The work thus far has been satis- 
factory. The Trustees transmit herewith, copies of the plans 
and elevations of the proposed building. There will of 
necessity be some slight changes made from time to time as 
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the work progresses, but a fair idea of the completed build- 
ing is presented by the drawings. 


CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion the Trustees would say that the work of the 
Library in all its departments has been uniformly satisfactory 
during the past year. Its usefulness as one of the educational 
institutions of the city becomes each day more manifest. The 
citizens of Boston have just cause for pride that by their fos- 
tering care and liberality they have, within a comparatively 
few years, built upa library that is second to none in America. 
and ranks among the great libraries of the world ; but it should 
at the same time be remembered that this end could not have 
been attained except by the aid of the devotion and skill of a 
trained body of officers and employees many of whom have 
passed the best years of their lives in the Library service.

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REPORT OF EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


The Committee appointed by the Trustees of the Public 
Library to examine the administration of that institution in 
its various departments for the year 1888, respectfully pre- 
sent the following

In the performance of its work, a majority of the members 
of the Committee have felt themselves handicapped ; first, by 
the fact that they were entirely new to the service, and 
second, by reason of the narrow limits of time to which the 
work of examination was necessarily restricted. While pos- 
sessed of a general knowledge of the work of the Library 
and its relations to the community, but few of the members 
of the Committee had any adequate apprehension of the real 
magnitude of the institution, — of the extent, intricacy, and 
effectiveness of its work; of the variety and difficulty of 
the problems connected with its administration. The time 
has hardly been more than sufficient to produce an impression 
of these things, and a correlative conviction of the modified 
value which any suggestions must have that are based upon 
a hasty or superficial inspection. The relations of the Library 
to all the highest interests of the community are too im- 
portant —too vital —to be subjected to the tampering and 
tinkering of novices. The value of examination is, of course, 
proportionate to the knowledge and opportunity of the ex- 
aminers. Under this conviction, the Committee have felt 
grateful for the appointment to its number of Mrs. Hale and 
Mr. Evans from the committee of last year, and for the 
knowledge and experience which they have brought to its 
counsels. But the conviction remains, that for the annual 
examination to be of much practical use, either to the 
Library-administration, or to the public at large, there 
should be some radical change in the construction of the 
Committee. That the Committee might have time to do 
something more than merely discover its own functions 
before it becomes extinct, it is suggested that it might be 
well to appoint the next committee for a term of two or 
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three years. Or, perhaps, the same results might be secured 
with less room for objection, by appointing a committee in 
three divisions or classes to serve, respectively, for one, two, 
and three years, — one class, say of five new members, being 
appointed every year. Thus, after the first year, a majority 
of the committee would always have had the advantage of 
experience, and the incoming members would have the benefit 
of an intelligent introduction to their work. The Committee 
make this suggestion with the greater confidence, because it 
is found that former committees have labored under the 
same difficulties, without suggesting any measures of relief. 

First in its importance as vindicating its name by bringing 
the Library most extensively and closely in contact with the 
public, your Committee regard the administration of the 
Lower Fall. 

The general character of the books supplied ; the method 
of their selection, including the rules governing the adoption 
and rejection of books; the causes which control the demand 
for books; the people who take them; the qualifications 
prerequisite to the use of the library ; the methods of issue ; 
and the general reading taste of the persons using the Lower 
Hall, have been thoughtfully considered; and your Com- 
mittee report that the detail of the management is of so high 
a standard as to leave little to be desired. Difference of 
opinion must, of course, exist as to the eligibility of any 
particular book; but if those who have such decisions in 
charge err, they unquestionably err on the side of conserva- 
tism, which is undoubtedly wise when we consider the ulte- 
rior object of a public library. As to the rules and reg- 
ulations governing the home use of books, the Committee 
find them as liberal as is consistent with the welfare of the 
Library itself. 

Another question, however, has presented itself to your 
Committee, which is attended with greater difficulties ; 7.e., 
how the number of persons using the Lower Hall may be 
increased, and its usefulness consequently extended ? 

Since 1879, there has been a yearly decrease in the circu- 
lation of Lower Hall books for home use, the circulation in 
1887 being 196,514 volumes less than in 1879; and a corre- 
sponding decrease is noticed in all the branch libraries, with 
the single exception of the Dorchester Branch. On the other 
hand, the opposite is true with respect to hall use, with the 
exception of the Brighton Branch. In this context, it should 
be said, however, that the present year will show an improve- 
ment in these figures when the statistical report is completed. 
The cause of this decrease is, at first sight, hard to compre- 
hend, when we consider that it is in no wise due to the 
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establishment of branch libraries, and when. we further bear 
in mind that the population of the city was 369,832 in 1880, 
as compared with 425,000 (estimated) in 1888. Your Com- 
mittee have seriously endeavored to determine the cause of 
this decrease in the home use of books, and, if possible, to 
suggest a remedy. If the public is not availing itself of 
the Library, the chief object of the Library is, of course, 
defeated. In the opinion of the Committee, this decrease is 
due to a multiplicity of causes, among which may be men- 
tioned the cheap editions of books now offered for sale, the 
cheap rates and greater convenience of circulating-libraries, 
the establishment of subscription libraries, the withdrawal of 
works of fiction of the more highly colored and sensational 
sort from the Library, the delay which must necessarily 
exist In issuing works in popular demand, in consequence of 
a limited supply; causes which detract from the desire for 
reading on the part of the general public, among which may 
be mentioned the increasing interest in out-door sports ; 
and lastly, business encroachments. Your Committee be- 
lieves that the decrease in home circulation of books from 
the Lower Hall is due to a combination of the above causes ; 
and would further say that, while it believes the exclusion 
of books by certain popular authors to be a powerful factor 
in causing this decrease, it, nevertheless, applauds the mo- 
tives which have prompted such exclusion, and wishes to 
place itself on record as believing that the usefulness of the 
Library is not to be estimated by the mere numbers of its 
general circulation. After careful study, we find but one 
thing to recommend in the matter; viz., that certain books 
of a somewhat higher character, and which are now only 
found in Bates Hall, should be provided for general use in 
the Lower Hall. 

The examination of Bates Hall discloses similar facts. 

The number of volumes in Bates Hall at the close of 1888, 
in approximate figures, was 300,000, of which about 50,000 
are in the special collections, — Barton, Ticknor, Bowditch, 
etc. The circulation of this library for 1888 has been 228,574 
volumes, while that of the previous year was 200,053, showing 
an increase of 28,521 volumes for the year just closed,—a 
little more than 14 per cent. Comparing the year 1888 with 
1878, we find that there has been during the decade an in- 
crease of nearly 50 per cent. in the number of volumes in the 
Library, while during the same time there has been an increase 
in the circulation of nearly 56 per cent. 

Upon examining the details of this increase in circulation, 
which is a very gratifying one in view of the character of 
this noble library, the Committee are impressed with the 
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fact, that during the decade the home use of these volumes has 
been diminishing almost constantly from year to year, while 
the hall use has immensely increased. Thus in 1878 we find 
the home use to have been 80,326 volumes, and the hall use 
66,670; while in 1887 the home use was only 61,183 
volumes, and the hall use 138,870. 

These figures show that the Bates Hall library is becoming 
more and more a consulting library ; and it is perhaps not to 
be regretted that this is so, when the character of the books 
is taken into account, and also the fact that a very large 
number of the volumes are not allowed to go out of the hall, 
and were given upon that condition. 

The causes which have already been mentioned as account- 
ing for the decrease in the circulation from the Lower Hall, 
have doubtless operated here also, to a greater or less extent ; 
while to these causes must be added the fact that the pos- 
session of large private libraries has rapidly increased in the 
community during the period under consideration. In his 
little monograph, “ A Glance at Private Libraries,” published 
thirty years ago, the Rev. Luther Farnham says, “ There are 
within ten miles of the State House private libraries of one 
thousand volumes and upwards each, that will count up from 
two hundred thousand to three hundred thousand volumes.” 
If an estimate were to be made to-day, covering the same 
area, another cipher certainly would have to be added to the 
total. And this may be legitimately taken as one of the benefi- 
cent results of that love of good literature which Bates Hall 
has fostered among the people. It has done much to make 
a library in the home one of the necessaries of life. Whatisa 
natural and legitimate consequence — a state of things indeed 
which a great library is designed to bring about — seems 
scarcely to call for correction or criticism. Bates Hall will 
probably become more and more a library of reference. 

In the branch libraries, the system now in operation 
seems to be efficient in answering the wants and needs of the 
public. The branches generally seem to be well supplied 
with the necessary conveniences, the attendants are obliging 
and interested in their various duties, and the patrons of the 
Library are well served. 

If any exceptions are to be*’made to this statement, per- 
haps the North and South End Branches in the city proper 
may be regarded as not fully sharing in the benefits enumer- 
ated. The North-End Branch has accommodations for the 
public — for reading only — in the comparatively narrow 
quarters afforded by the library-room. An average attend- 
ance of one hundred persons in the evening would seem to 
indicate that if opportunity for a more frequent and liberal use 
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of the library were permitted, it would be taken advantage of; - 
and the question arises whether the circulation of books 
might not be allowed in this branch as in the others. Your 
Committee would suggest, under the rules, that such circula- 
tion be added to the privileges now offered by this branch. 

The room occupied by the South-End Branch is_ badly 
ventilated, and, your Committee think, detrimental to the 
health of the employees, who must remain from morning 
till night breathing a vitiated atmosphere, with no ventila- 
tion, other than open windows, for relief from steam-heat, 
so difficult to regulate; and they recommend a change of 
quarters, or the adoption of some other method of ventilation. 

In the general administration of the Library and _ its 
branches, your Committee find little matter for unfavorable 
criticism, and much to commend. ‘The devotion to their 
work, and to the best interests of the Library, shown by 
many of the employees, greatly adds to the value of their 
service. The constant and gratifying growth in the demand 
for books of a higher character has been undoubtedly stimu- 
lated by the personal efforts of the librarians in advising and 
assisting, especially the younger readers, in the selection 
of their books. None of the salaries paid seems too high ; 
but inequalities exist, and in some instances it would seem 
that the intelligence, education, and the character of the 
service demanded, should be entitled to greater compensa- 
tion. As it is understood that an effort is to be made to 
classify the employees and equalize the salaries, the Commit- 
tee refrain from making a more detailed statement. 

Your Committee would suggest that an application be 
made to the court for a modification of the terms of the 
trust under the will of Charlotte Harris, so that the income 
from that fund may not be limited to the purchase of books 
published prior to 1850, as the changed conditions of the 
Charlestown Branch Library make such a modification very 
desirable. And the Committee would further reiterate the 
suggestion of the committee of last year touching the sale of 
duplicates. (Vide Thirty-sixth Annual Report of the 
Trustees, p. 13.) 

Your Committee have endeavored to “ take in some of the 
difficulties which surround the catalogue department,” and 
feel that no words of praise could do justice to the quality of 
the work done in that department. It recognizes the restric- 
tions under which even its most necessary work is often 
accomplished, owing to limited appropriations. It would, 
nevertheless, venture the following suggestions for the con- 
sideration of the Trustees : — 

First. That the system of cataloguing the books in the 
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branch libraries be enlarged or improved by issuing printed 
catalogues more frequently; and that, if possible, in the 
bulletins, separate pages be given to the books in the re- 
spective libraries. 

Second. Whether some arrangement could not be made 
with the Congressional Library, or with other libraries, 
whereby the large expense involved in cataloguing the 
United States Public Documents by our Library might he 
shared by one or more of them. 

Third. Whether, in view of the removal to a new build- 
ing, it is expedient to provide better means of access to the 
card catalogue in Bates Hall; if so, that some architect or 
other skilled person be consulted with a view to securing, if 
possible, some other arrangement of the drawers, perhaps by 
placing them in a gallery built for the purpose. 

Fourth. That some means be taken to provide better 
ventilation for the catalogue-room. 

Fifth. That catalogues already printed in book form, 
together with class-lists to be hereafter published, should 
be used in connection with a supplementary card catalogue, 
the full catalogue being still continued for occasional refer- 
ence when a necessity for such reference arises. 

The most considerable effort of the Library to bring itself 
into relation with the public schools has been the pupil-card 
system, in connection with the two upper grades of the gram- 
mar schools. These cards are granted to pupils who are not 
old enough to have cards of their own, are kept in the cus- 
tody of the Library, can be used only for books bearing on 
some subject of school work, and are revoked when the pu- 
pil leaves school or becomes old enough to have an ordinary 
citizen’s card. In using these cards the pupils apply for a 
book under some topic upon which the class is engaged. The 
librarian finds a suitable book, taking into account the aptitude 
of the pupil and the resources of the Library, and often goes so 
far as to indicate the very page and line where the pupil should 
begin to read. It is also possible for a grammar-school teacher 
to take out a dozen or more books at a time for illustrative read- 
ing in her class. The number of books, as well as the period 
for which they are lent, is a matter of personal agreement 
within the discretion of the librarian. The policy of the 
Library at present is to grant teachers every reasonable 
privilege within the limits set by the just demands of the 
public ; and the Committee finds much to commend, not only 
in the cordiality of that attitude, but in the willing and in- 
telligent personal service of the officials whose duty it is to 
attend to these matters. It seems desirable, however, that 
there should be some formal action taken by the Trustees to 
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give to the public a distinct understanding of what the 
Library is ready to do in codperation with the public schools. 
A meeting of the high-school teachers of Boston, suggested 
by the inquiries of this Committee, was held on Dec. 20, 1888, 
and a plan was formulated by them for codperation with the 
Library. The plan is as follows : — 

A. The high-school teacher’s card. This card would be 
issued to any public high-school teacher, should not pre- 
clude the possession and use of an ordinary citizen’s card for 
miscellaneous reading, and would entitle him to take out 
four books at a time and keep them four weeks; if the book 
borrowed should not be called for during that period, it should 
be subject to one renewal. This card would be used, under 
such further regulations as the Trustees might prescribe, for 
books treating of pedagogy, or for any other books which 
the teacher may need to use in his private study, with the 
ultimate aim of improving his teaching work. 

BL. The high-school pupil’s card. One card of this kind 
should be issued to each pupil, to enable him to take out, 
and to keep for two weeks, a book which bears upon some 
subject of school-work. Its possession should not interfere 
with the possession and use of an ordinary citizen’s card for 
miscellaneous reading. ‘The card should be in the custody 
of the teacher, and its use subject to his direction. 

Your Committee feel that these suggestions are entitled to 

careful consideration, and would be olad to see the proposed 
plan tried by the Trustees. 

The subject of the relations of the Library to applied 
science and technology was committed to our fellow-com- 
mitteeman, John Heard, Jr., Esq., whose report, too valu- 
able to be abridged, is subjoined entire as an appendix, 
and with this report of the General Committee is respectfully 
submitted.

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To the Examining Committee: — 


Hitherto the branch of the Library devoted to the literature 
of science and technology has not been considered as a special 
library in itself, but only as any other of the lesser subdivisions 
of the whole. No especial efforts have been made to round 
it out, or complete it in any definite direction. This year, 
acting upon the principle that a defective technical depart- 
ment merely suggests new questions and problems, without 
explaining them, the Trustees have determined upon a more 
thorough investigation of this department, inviting such sug- 
gestions as would enable them to fill out and complete the 
excellent skeleton already on hand. 

Owing to inadequate means, the acquisition of a complete 
collection of works on science and technology is impossible ; 
it therefore seems reasonable to limit acquisitions for the pres- 
ent to such works as will fill out each subdivision of the 
department in such a way that the whole ground may be covered 
with the least possible repetition or duplication, and that any 
subject may be studied through all its developments down to 
date. It is obvious that, for general purposes, books and 
references relating to technical applications of science will 
prove of greater value to those consulting the Library than 
books of pure science; and that, therefore, the Patent Room 
should be considered as the starting-point of this department. 

After the United States, England, Canada, Germany, and 
France are well represented. In the case of France, printed 
specifications only reach the Library, in their present form, 
some four years, or thereabouts, after the issue of the patent. 
It would seem as though there must exist some publication 
other than the ones at present received, and furnishing infor- 
mation of more recent date. 

Spain, Italy, Russia, Mexico, Chili, and Spanish America, 
generally, are not represented in any way. Considering the 
large proportion of American energy, enterprise, and capital at 
present invested in the development of both Russia and Spanish 
America, it would seem advisable to have some record of 
their official recognition and protection, especially in the 
case of the adjacent Republic. 

Australia is very imperfectly represented; and, as the 
conditions of its development are very similar to those 
governing the development of our Western States and Terri- 
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tories, it would seem as though the official publications at 
least should be within our reach for comparison and refer- 
ence. 

It is respectfully submitted that the Trustees of the Library 
petition the proper department in Washington for the estab- 
lishment of a special bureau of exchange, whose duty it 
should be to distribute to foreign governments a certain num- 
ber of United States official publications, in exchange for the 
same number of their own publications of a similar nature ; 
that the number of such publications be so adjusted that, 
after satisfying the Government offices in Washington, there 
remain a sufficient number of copies for distribution through- 
out the United States to large libraries, and the more important 
universities ; and that this bureau be instructed to notify for- 
eign correspondents of non-arrival of documents, when such 
shall be delayed beyond a certain limit. This system of in- 
ternational exchange is admitted in principle, and the Smith- 
sonian Institute receives a certain number of documents for 
distribution ; but the returns are certainly very incomplete, 
and prove a lack of systematic organization, which would be 
obviated by intrusting all such transactions to a single bureau 
under one competent head. 

As a room of reference, the Patent Room in its present 
arrangement cannot be said to be satisfactory. It may be 
sufficient for a lawyer looking up a reference to have access to 
the official record, only for the sake of the wording of a 
specification ; but the technical man must follow the patent 
down through its practical applications, and the records of 
these are scattered through many scientific and technical 
periodicals which he must consult one after another, often 
being obliged to turn to one hundred volumes in developing 
a single reference. To do this without having the volumes 
within easy reach is out of the question, and the undersigned 
could mention many who would not on any account consult 
the Library, on the plea that they cannot afford the time. 
With the present lack of room this evil cannot be remedied ; 
but it is to be hoped that in the new building this important 
branch of the Library will be so arranged as to be easily acces- 
sible. With comparatively moderate additions, it could be 
made one of the very first special libraries in this country ; 
and to all who have been able to appreciate its resources it 
must be a matter of regret that at present its usefulness should 
be so seriously impaired. 

A list of the more important books required to round out 
this department is being prepared, and for the sake of 
guiding the Committee on Acquisitions they are numbered 
in classes, according to their importance. <A few of the more 
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useful periodicals are wanting on the present list in the Lower 
Hall, but as they are few in number it is to be hoped they 
may speedily be procured. 

It is also suggested that periodicals be divided into 
two large classes, —the popular and the special; and that 
some steps be taken towards inviting the better class of 
artisans to consult these special periodicals regularly. The 
prosperity of this country depends largely on its technical 
development, and the ingenuity of the American artisan is 
proverbial: he is ambitious, intelligent, and eager for infor- 
mation; but asa rule he is not qualified for the proper under- 
standing of special books or treatises. Accustomed to tools, 
he is afraid of books, though he takes readily to periodicals ; 
and through these he could be educated up to those. Except- 
ing to a comparatively small proportion, the importance of 
the Library is awful, and they hesitate to try the experiment. 
Most of them do not even know that the information they 
lack is within their reach; and the undersigned is of the 
opinion that the Library might do much to extend its sphere 
of education in this direction. The best method of carrying 
out this project he does not pretend to suggest or know ; 
but he believes the subject to be one of suflicient importance 
to warrant the consideration of the Trustees, and also some 
discussion and correspondence with other libraries that have 
endeavored to put some such plan into operation. 

The simple subdivision of periodicals, as suggested above 
(the hall being equally divided), would class the readers of 
special papers by themselves, and give them at the very out- 
set the feeling of being among fellows, put them at their ease, 
and this first step gained, the rest would follow. 

The inadequate funds at the disposal of the Trustees render 
the extension of this scheme of education to the branches 
impracticable at present. Yet it seems probable that if 
special periodicals could be procured for them, — and, in cer- 
tain cases, these periodicals could be taken away overnight, 
the branches might prove better channels for the dissemina- 
tion of information of this character than even the Central 


Library itself.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees : — 


It is the duty of the Librarian, at the close of each Library 
year, to report to the Trustees, in writing, upon the condi- 
tion, management, and increase of the Library and _ its 
branches, and to recommend such measures as will, in his 
judgment, extend its usefulness. Agreeably thereto, I here- 
with respectfully submit my report for the year ending 
December 31, 1888, together with tables of statistics in 
detail : — 


GROWTH OF THE LIBRARY. 


At the beginning of the year 1888 the Library and its 
branches contained 492,956 volumes. Since then 14,760 
volumes have been added by purchase, and 3,192 by gift, — 
in all 17,952 volumes. After deducting the books con- 
demned and lost, the net increase remains 12,916 volumes ; 
so that at the close of the year the Library contains 505,872 
volumes. For the purchase of books there was appropriated 
$17,000; the permanent funds yielded $7,148, and J. Inger- 
soll Bowditch, Esq., as for the ten preceding years he had 
done, gave to the Trustees $500 for the purchase of books 
to be added to the mathematical library of the late Nathaniel 
Bowditch, LL.D. 

The sum appropriated by the city is applied chiefly to the 
purchase of books of a popular character, and the proceeds 
of the funds to purchase such classes of books as were indi- 
cated by the donors. No difficulty has arisen except in 
respect to the fund established by Charlotte Harris, who 
restricted the purchase of books for the Charlestown Branch 
to those published before 1850. As in all the branch 
libraries, so at Charlestown, the books most in demand are 
popular books in the English language; but to find such 
works published before 1850 has been difficult, if not im- 
practicable. The result is, that that library is filling up with 
literature that nobody calls for. This difficulty grows with 
the years, and will prove to be serious unless some modifica- 
tion of the will can be obtained. 

The additions for 1888, although large in number and 
important in strengthening the general collection, include 
less than the usual number of monumental or extraordinary 
works. The subjoined list, as furnished by Mr. Griffin, the 
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custodian of the shelves, is typical of the most noteworthy 
accessions: The MHunterian club publications, comprising 
the complete works of Lodge, Rowlands, and other seven- 
teenth- century writers, —a timely purchase, as the club has 
ceased its work, and after supplying copies to subscribers 
will withdraw the remainder from sale; the collections of 
the “Ayrshire and Galloway archwological association,” 
comprising charters of abbeys, burghs, etc.; “ Annuaire de 
la Société frangaise de numismatique et d’archéologie,” 1866- 
88; Burns’s “Coinage of Scotland,” 3 vols. quarto, sumptu- 
ously illustrated ; Cockerill, J., “ Portefeuille de J. Cocker- 
ill,” 8 vols. folio, containing descriptions of machinery 
constructed at Seraing-on-the-Meuse, the most extensive 
iron-foundry and machine manufactory on the Continent, or 
perhaps in the world; Collinot and Beaumont, “ Encyclo- 
pédie des arts decoratifs de lOrient,” 6 vols. folio, devoted 
to the art of Persia, Arabia, Turkey, Japan, China, Venice, 
respectively ; Delisle, “ Album paléographique ”; Dieulafoy, 
“L’art antique de la Perse,” 4 vols. folio; “Espafia; sus 
monumentos y artes,”— a collection of 19 volumes descriptive 
of various districts of Spain, finely illustrated ; “ Les grands 
maitres de la Renaissance,” containing engraved reproduc- 
tions from the Italian masters; “ Ladies’ cabinet of fashion” 
for 1832-46, valuable for its costume plates; Martini and 
Chemnitz, “ Systematisches Conchylien-Cabinet,” 64 vols., 
still in course of publication; “ Mittheilungen des Deutschen 
archeeologischen Instituts in Athen,” 1876-87, devoted to 
classical archeology ; ‘“ Mittheilungen aus der Sammlung der 
Papyrus Erzherzog Rainer,” 4 vols.; Morandicre “ Traité de 
Ja construction des ponts et viaducs en pierre, en charpente et 
en métal,” 3 vols. folio, with large plates of details of rail- 
road engineering ; Racinet, “Le costume historique”; Revil- 
lout, “ Corpus Papyrorum Eeypti” ; “ Sociéte de I’ histoire du 
protestantisme francais,” Bulletin, 36 vols. The library has 
also acquired during the year a valuable collection of geneal- 
ogies of Scottish families, comprising 24 volumes in quarto. 
They were in most cases published privately. 

The expenditure of the income of by far the greatest part 
of the funds for the purchase of books for Bates Hall is re- 
stricted by their several donors to books of ‘“ permanent 
value,” and in one case, preferably, to “books on govern- 
ment and political economy ”; and there are three collections, 
which grow from the increase of funds or by donations, 
strictly applied to prescribed classes of literature. The first 
is the Ticknor fund, for the purchase of “ books in Spanish and 
Portuguese, five years old in some one edition”; the second, 
the Bowditch gift for pure and applied mathematics ; and, 
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thirdly, the Green fund for books relating to American his- 
tory. Mr. Ticknor’s restriction was intended to prevent 
the inadvertent purchase of any book which has not given 
evidence of vitality by survival for a half decade; and it has 
also allowed such an accumulation of the income of his fund 
as enables the Trustees to purchase some of the more costly 
works of which he had been unable to find copies, but which 
are now from time to time appearing in the market. Of such 
works he left a considerable list. Eighty-seven volumes have 
been purchased, the rarest being the “ Tratado de re militari,” 
by Diego de Salazar, 1536; the Dialogos de la phantiastica 
philosophia, of Francisco Miranda Villafafie, Salamanca, 
1582; Las quatorze decadas de Tito Livio, Zaragoza, 1520; 
the Refranes of Hernan Nunez de Guzman, Salamanca, 
1578; and the Historia de la fundacion y discurso de la 
provincia de Santiago de México de la orden de Predicadores, 
by Augustin Davila Padilla, Brusselas, 1625. Several inter- 
esting Mexican and South American books have recently 
been acquired by the Library; also, the new translation of 
Don Quixote by H. E. Watts. The Bowditch collection has 
been increased by numerous purchases, including that of 
eighty volumes of the British Nautical Almanac, making 
the set nearly complete from the year 1769. 

The Green collection of “Frankliniana” has received a 
notable addition. William S. Appleton, Esq., who has in 
many ways been serviceable to the Library, and especially 
in adding many rare engraved portraits and prints of Franklin 
to it, in January, 1888, wrote to the Librarian from Paris as 
follows : “ There is a small collection for sale here which ought 
to be in America, and nowhere better than in our Public 
Library. It comes from the family of Dupré, the artist of 
many of our medals. It consists of some of his original 
drawings, models, dies, and essays relating, if I am not mis- 
taken, wholly to the work done on medals for the United 
States, and more, in fact, to the medal of Franklin than per- 
haps any other.” The Librarian lost no time in laying this 
communication before the Trustees, and, with their per- 
mission, before Dr. Green, who not only readily consented, 
but approved of the application of the income of the fund he 
had established to the purchase of this collection. It was 
purchased, and may be described as follows, though without 
the skill of a medalist : — 

Two white metal proofs, obverse of a Franklin medal by 
Dupré. Bust of Franklin facing the left ; legend, Bensamin 
FRANKLIN NATUS Boston xviI JAN. MDCCVI. Diameter, 2 
centimetres. With these proofs is the steel die from which 
they were struck. One of these proofs is enclosed in a small 
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black frame, and with it is a proof of the reverse of an oval 
medal, bearing the arms of the Franklins, having for a crest 
a temple, with a rod drawing lightning from a cloud ; legend 
on the shield, Ln stmplict salus, and another below, Dieu et 
la Liberté; a palm-branch on the left of the shield, an olive- 
branch on the right. Size: height, 3 centimetres ; width, 
2.3 centimetres. 

The Franklin medals, with differing reverses. These are 
described in J. F. Loubat’s “ Medallic history of the United 
States,” pages 93 and 95, and figured in plates 15 and 16. 
These measure 4.5 centimetres in diameter. 

Bronze medallion portrait in profile of Franklin, facing the 
right; height, 7.5 centimetres. This bust shows the shirt- 
frill and five buttons on the coat. It is fastened upon an oval 
piece of fine marble, enclosed in a gilt-bronze frame, 12.3 
centimetres high, 10 centimetres wide. Above the bust is 
a gilt crown, with seven stars on the band, and sprigs, one 
each, of oak and olive. Below the bust is a gilt scroll, bear- 
ing the word Franklin. ‘This profile portrait resembles no 
one of the Franklin portraits in the collection belonging to 
the Public Library, but it has a marked resemblance to the 
medallion portrait in “ bisque” described below. 

Bisque medallion portrait of Franklin. The portrait faces 
the right ; height 5.3 centimetres ; it shows the shirt-frill and 
four buttons on the coat. It has a close resemblance, although 
reduced in size, to the bronze medallion portrait described 
above. ‘The medallion is round, with a diameter of 9 centi- 
metres. It is gilded on the edge, and has two gilt bands on 
the raised border. On the back, apparently put on before 
baking, is a mark like the following : —

The original design in pencil by Aug. Dupré, for what 
is generally known as the Franklin Medal. Obverse : — bust 
of Franklin facing the left; legend, Bens. FRANKLIN, MINIS. 
PLEN. DES Erats UNIS DE L’AMERIQUE. MDCCLXXXIII. 
Reverse : winged flying figure, with a rod surmounted by a 
Phrygian cap in his right hand, pointing with left to a temple 
in right background, on which arod is dr awing lightning from 
a cloud, his right foot spurning a broken crown and sceptre ; 
legend, Je vole d Vimmortalité. The size of the design is 9 


centimetres. Stamped in blue ink below, A. Dupré, fecit. 
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Duprés Franklin medal appears in two forms, in which 
the obverse is the same, but the reverse differs. These dif- 
ferences have been noted in describing the copies in this col- 
lection. The above design for the reverse was modified 
somewhat before the die was cut. On the medal the figure 
is representing as standing, instead of flying, and for the 
legend, Je vole, etc., was substituted the Latin verse by Tur- 
got, Hripuit, etc. 

Proofs in white metal of the obverse and reverse of the 
medal given to Washington, in commemoration of the evac- 
uation of Boston, the gold original of which by Du Viviet 
is in possession of the Public Library. The legend of the 
obverse proof differs from that on the gold medal in having 
U’s instead of V’s; for instance, DUCI for DVCI, ete. 
These proofs are enclosed in a black frame. Above them is 
a proof struck in thin white metal, bearing a head of 
Washington facing the left, with the legend, Grorerus 
Wasuineron. Its diameter is 4 centimetres. 

A copy in bronze of the medal by Dupré, struck in com- 
memoration of Gen. Daniel Morgan’s victory at Cowpens. 
Described by Loubat, in his “ Medallic History of the United 
States,” page 40, and figured in page 8. With this are the 
raised steel dies for both the obverse and reverse. There is 
also in wax on a plate of slate an enlarged copy of the 
reverse, with a diameter of 12 centimetres. 

The dies for the obverse and reverse of the Diplomatic 
medal, with the legend, Zo Peace and Commerce. This is 
described by Loubat on page 115, and figured in plate 19. 
The die for the obverse is damaged, the edge bearing the part 
“To P” of the legend being broken off. With these is the 
raised die with the figures of America and Mercury, for the 
obverse. There is also a round medallion in plaster with 
these same figures and in intaglio. Its diameter is 28 centi- 
metres. 

A copy in bronze of the medal voted to Gen. Nathaniel 
Greene for the victory at Eutaw Springs, described by 
Loubat on page 50, and figured in plate 11. 

A bronze medal struck in commemoration of the surrender 
of the British armies at Saratoga and Yorktown, with legend, 
Lipertas Americana. This medal is fully described by 
Loubat on page 86, and figured in plate 14. With this 
medal are copies of the obverse and reverse in plaster, the 
figures and legends gilded, enclosed in gilt-bronze frames. 

A copy in bronze of the medal voted to Com. John Paul 
Jones. Described by Loubat on page 97, and figured in 
plate 17. 

With this is a bronze medallion portrait of Com. Jones. 
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The bust faces the right; height, 7.5 centimetres. The 
diameter of the medallion is 9 centimetres. On the back is 
scratched, Dupré f. It need not be said that this collection, 
as such, as well as in many particular articles of it, is unique, 
and of great historical and artistic value. Also, what is 
scarcely of less interest in Boston, the original of the pencil 
sketch of Dupré’s Franklin, and a bronze ‘medallion portrait, 
apparently unknown to medalists. These, with the other 
medals, dies, essays, etc., above described, lay the founda- 
tion for a collection of American medals which cannot be 
equalled. 


ACCESSIONS BY GIFT. 


The accessions to the Library by gift have been 3,192 vol- 
umes, and 9,166 pamphlets, from 1,065 different persons 
or associations, the more considerable being as follows: 
from the Rev. C. D. Bradlee, 86 volumes, 896 pamphlets ; 
Estate of Mrs. J. J. Dixwell, 274 volumes, 148 pamphlets ; 
J. P. Earwaker, of Pensarn, North Wales, 6 volumes of the 
* Court Leet records of the Manor of Manchester;” Dr. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, 238 volumes, 32 pamphlets ; Abbott 
Lawrence, 6 volumes, 214 pamphlets; Estate of Charles E. 
F. Lyon, 170 volumes, 116 pamphlets; Mrs. R. Anne 
Nichols, 86 volumes; Mrs. Otis Norcross, 144 volumes, 34 
pamphlets; the Duke of Northumberland, 2 volumes of the 
“ Annals of the House of Percy;” the City of Paris, 2 vol- 
umes of the “Histoire générale de Paris;” Estate of Na- 
thaniel G. Parker, 74 volumes, 121 pamphlets; the Dowager 
Lady Vernon, Lord Vernon’s edition of Dante, in 4 volumes ; 
E. H. Ware, 98 volumes, 326 pamphlets. 

Of these gifts, that of Mrs. R. Anne Nichols is of great 
value. She, and her sister, Caroline Coddington Thayer, 
from time to time have added to the donation of their sister, 
Eliza kh. Thayer, making what is now called the Thayer col- 
lection, one of the most important gifts yet made to the 
library. 

Samuel H. Russell, Esq., has given two volumes of more 
than ordinary interest, one of which is entitled “ Prodigiorum 
ac Ostentorum Chronicon . . . conscriptum per Conradum 
Lycosthenem, Basileae, M.D.LVII.” The other is “The 
Censor,” a periodical which began to be published in Boston, 
though not so stated in the volume itself, Nov. 23, 1771, 
and was discontinued with the number dated May 2, 1772. 
In its complete form this copy is thought to be unique. It 
was an organ of the loyalists, and among its contributors 
were Lieutenant-Governor Oliver, and Dr. Benjamin Church, 
a reputed Whig, but, probably, at that time a sympathizer 
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with the prerogative party. Some of the papers are written 
with great ability, and state the principles of the loyalists 
at their best. 


THe Barton CATALOGUE. 


The printing of the catalogue of the miscellaneous part of 
the Barton Library was completed just before the close of 
the year, and the volume is now ready for delivery to the 
public. The first part, published in 1880, contained the 
works of Shakespeare, and printed matter relating to him, 
including all similar works in the general collection of the 
Public Library. This catalogue of 227 pages and 2,400 
titles was well received by Shakespearian scholars, both here 
and abroad. The catalogue of the remaining or miscel- 
laneous part of the Barton Library, now finished, is a volume 
of 631 pages. It is rich in dramatic literature, and the his- 
tory of the stage, including plays of the early English 
dramatists separately published, or in the best collections, 
together with fugitive tracts upon the stage, particularly 
those issued during the Jeremy Collier controversy ; reprints 
of early mysteries and miracle plays in English and French, 
Spanish autos sacramentales, and representative works of 
the German, Spanish, and Italian dramatists. In history will 
be found early English chronicles, French memoirs, tracts 
printed during the French revolution of 1789, with works 
upon the discovery and settlement of America. Among 
books of voyages and travels are the collections of Harris 
and Hakluyt, a fine copy of De Bry’s voyages. Of 
poetry there are first editions of many separate poems by 
English poets, their complete works, and the standard col- 
lections, the works of the classic poets of France in fine 
editions, with many examples of the early French and 
Provencal poets. In the classical portion, the Greek and 
Latin authors appear in the best critical editions attainable 
when the collection was made. Many examples of fine 
typography, of exquisite illustrations, and of tasteful as well 
as of quaint bindings give a distinctive character to the 
collection. 

CATALOGUE DEPARTMENT. | 


Mr. Whitney, the chief of the Catalogue Department, 
reports that during the past year 37,028 volumes and pam- 
phlets have been catalogued [25,098 volumes, 8,396 pam- 
phlets, 2,451 parts of volumes, 1,083 Congressional docu- 
ments]. Of these, 7,929 volumes were sent to the branch 
libraries. Ninety-six thousand four hundred and seventy- 
nine cards have been added to the various card catalogues. 
Satisfactory progress has been made in preparing special 
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card catalogues at the branch libraries for the use of the 
public. For this purpose 35,929 cards have been copied, 
mostly by the officers at these libraries, during the past 
eighteen months. 

The completion of the catalogue of the miscellaneous por- 
tion of the Barton collection by Mr. J. F. Carret, assisted 
by Mr. Arthur M. Knapp, has already been mentioned. 
Mr. Griffin’s Index of articles on American local history 
contained in historical collections, which has been issued 
serially in numbers of the “Bulletin,” will soon be pub- 
lished in a separate volume. A Supplementary printed 
catalogue of the East Boston branch library is nearly ready 
for the press. The Bulletins of new books have been 
printed as usual, and the Index of Congressional documents 
has been continued. 

Mr. William H. Foster died November 2, 1888, after a 
faithful service of nearly thirty years in this library. The 
catalogues of the Lower Hall and branch libraries give 
proof of his painstaking and accurate work. His uncom- 
pleted work of a historical catalogue of the Lower Hall has 
been taken up and will be carried forward by the regular 
force of the department. 


THE ALCOVES. 


The custodian of the shelves, Mr. Griffin, has been driven 
to many expedients for some years past to find room for new 
accessions to the Library ; and when it became apparent that 
relief in the new building would be available in not less than 
three years, it became necessary to resort to radical meas- 
ures, which have been approved. 

It is proposed to transfer the Patent Library to the Fine 
Art Room, and shelve the present Patent Room for Bates 
Hall books; to make use of the gallery of the Lower Hall, 
now occupied by the pamphlets, and to place a book-stack 
in the room over the Lower Hall delivery room, used for 
the storage of duplicate periodicals. To make practica- 
ble the use of this gallery it becomes necessary to arrange 
for the pamphlets, and, to accomplish this, the custodian 
recommends that the practice of making up pamphlet vol- 
umes be abandoned, and that each pamphlet should have 
a separate binding, so as to obviate the necessity of keeping 
the collection until a sufficient number of a certain subject had 
been gathered, and he gives it as his opinion that the additions 
to the library for the next two or three years will be pro- 
vided for at a comparatively small expense, and with the 
least interruption of the scheme of classification. Of course 
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this will delay the delivery of books called for. owing to the 
remoteness of the above-mentioned rooms. The appropria- 
tion of the Fine Art Room for the Patent Library may interfere 
somewhat with the use of that room by ladies, but it is hoped 
that the inconvenience will not prove serious. The transfer of 
the newspapers in the work-room to some other locality, and 
the use of that room for the Bowditch collection, may become 
necessary, but there would be great difficulty in providing 
another convenient place for them. The sections most 
pressed for space are those devoted to American, English, 
and Oriental history, social science, and the natural sciences. 
The late additions of American and English works already 
occupy alcoves originally assigned to other subjects, but so 
arranged that when transferred to the new building they may 
be placed in their proper position, with the main part of the 
works on their respective subjects. These and the pro- 
spective disarrangements of the books, on account of the 
insufficient room in the present building, will cause some 
difficulty in the prompt delivery of books, but the effort will 
be made to reduce the necessary delay to the smallest limit. 


CIRCULATION. 


The highest circulation of the whole Library was in the 
library year 1877-8, when it reached the number of 1,183,- 
931, and the lowest for the year 1887, when it fell off to 
934,593, —a loss of 249,398 volumes. The circulation of 
Bates Hall, on the other hand, has increased, in the same 
period, from 146,996 to 200,053. These figures show that 
the loss has been in the popular part of the Library, and, in 
general terms, may be accounted for in the policy of the 
Trustees of not replacing a class of literature which fell below 
what seemed to them the proper standard for a public 
library. This seems to be justified by the increase of the cir- 
culation during the last year, in both departments of the Li- 
brary, of 79,254, as appears from the following figures : —

The whole loss from 1877-8 has not yet been made up, 
but at the rate of increase for the last library year (which 
has been continued since the date and the writing of this re- 


port), it will soon be, and the standard of books circulated 
kept up. 
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Jn connection with this subject I call attention to what 
seems to me a very encouraging fact, viz., the increased hall- 
use of books reported from nearly all the branches, as well as 
in the Central Library. This indicates a growing disposition, 
among young people especially, to give less attention to 
reading which is merely attractive, and more to consulting 
encyclopeedias, dictionaries, and books of reference. The 
Trustees must look with great satisfaction upon every fact 
which indicates a disposition on the part of the patrons of 
the Library to make original investigations. 


REGISTRATION. 


May 1, 1886, the Trustees directed a new registration 
(being the fourth) of the borrowers of books from the 
Library. This had become necessary from the crowded state 
of the cases, which would be relieved by the removal of all 
slips of those who have in any way lost the privileges 
of the Library, since the beginning of the last registration, 
eighteen years ago. The work has gone on as rapidly 
as the nature of it allows, but not without some embar- 
rassment. There is a considerable number of persons 
who object to re-registration; some on the ground that 
it gives what seems to them unnecessary trouble, and 
others because an examination of the record shows unpaid 
fines of long standing. It has been found impracticable to 
devise any scheme which will protect the Library from impo- 
sitions by parties not entitled to its use, without at the same 
time giving annoyance to those who are; but the registration 
clerk is directed to make it as easy as possible for all to 
comply with the rules established by the Trustees. 

The following table shows the results of the new registra- 
tion to Dec. 31, 1888, and the figures represent the actual 
number of those availing themselves of the privilege of taking 
books from the Library on their own cards : —

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Brancu LIBRARIES. 


The reports of the branch librarians, as well as the results 
of their work, show activity and devotion to the service. In 
all there has been an increase of circulation over that of the 
last year, and, what is even more gratifying, an increase of 
the hall use of books. This indicates that young people are 
forming the habit of studying subjects for themselves in what 
may be called original sources of information. ‘This often 
relates to their school-work and supplements it. 

In connection with this, I ask the special attention of the 
Trustees to the recommendation of the Examining Committee 
on the subject of the codperation of the Library with the 
public schools. 

Monthly meetings of the branch librarians at the Central 
Library, adopted in 1887, continue, and with marked advan- 
tage to the service. At these meetings, points of library 
economy and policy are considered, and whatever has been 
found to be useful to one is made known to all.

Note. — The expenditures for books cover the cost of those chargeable to the trust-funds 
account, as well as those charged to the annual appropriations from the City, and also include 
such as are bought with the balances with the foreign agents at the close of the previous 

ear. 

Bills accruing subsequently to the middle of March (when the last requisition of the 
year, payable April Ist, is approved) will be audited in the subsequent year’s account, 
beginning nominally May Ist. In this way books added between March 15th and May Ist 
may be counted in one year, and paid for in the subsequent year. The cost of maintaining a 
branch after the first year makes part of the general items of the several appropriations. 

‘The money for books bought on account of the Fellowes Athenzeum is spent under the 
direction of the book committee of the trustees of the Fellowes fund. 

Before June 10, 1887, the amount received from fines and sales of catalogues was paid into 
the City Treasury ; at that date an ordinance of the city went into effect, which authorizes 
the trustees to retain this money and expend it for the general purposes of the Library.

TRUSTEES FOR THIRTY-SEVEN YEARS. 


The Honorable Edward Everett was President of the Board 
from 1852 to 1864; the late George Ticknor in 1865; 
William W. Greenough, Esq., from 1866 to April, 1888. 
Samuel A. B. Abbott, Esq., is the present incumbent. 

The Board for 1852 was a preliminary organization ; that 
for 1853 made what is called the first annual report. It 
consisted of one alderman and one common councilman, and 
five citizens at large, till 1867, when a revised ordinance 
made it consist of one alderman, two common councilmen, 
and six citizens at large, two of whom retired, unless re- 
elected, each year, while the members from the City Council 
were elected yearly. In 1878 the organization of the Board 
was changed to include one alderman, one councilman, and 
five citizens at large, as before 1867 ; and in 1885, by the pro- 
visions of the amended city charter, the representation of the 
city government upon the Board by an alderman and a 
councilman was abolished, leaving the Board, as at present, 


consisting of five citizens at large.

The Board of Health respectfully submits its seventeenth 
annual report, covering the work of this department for the 
year 1888. 

The sanitary condition of the city, so far as this is indi- 
cated by the statistics of mortality for the past year, is good. 
A glance at the statistical tables embodied in this report will 
show that during the year the number of deaths was 10,197, 
as against 10,073 for the year previous, an increase of 124 
deaths, and making a death-rate of 24.57 on an estimated 
population of 415,000. The increase of deaths is principally 
in the respiratory class, and more particularly due to pneu 
monia, which accounts for a greater number of deaths than 
in any previous year since the Board of Health was organ- 
ized. The deaths comprehended in the respiratory class 
alone make 28.9 per cent. of the total mortality. 
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On the other hand, the deaths from the zymotic diseases 
show a falling off, and the percentage of deaths of this class 
to the total mortality is lower than for seventeen years, 
making the record of Boston, in this respect, better than 
that of any other large American city excepting Philadelphia. 
The deaths from zymotics numbered 1,841, making 18 per 
cent. of the mortality from all causes. 

Another important factor in determining the sanitary con- 
dition of the city is the death-rate of children under five 
years of age, as the weak and the young are the first to be 
affected by unhealthy surroundings, and to become the victims 
of disease. During the past year 3,598 children died under 
five years of age, a decrease from 1887, and making the per- 
centage to the total mortality 35.2. This is very favorable 
when compared with former years, as it is the lowest, with 
the exception of one year, since 1871. 

At the commencement of the year scarlet fever had ob- 
tained a more than usual prevalence, and called for prompt 
action. ‘The Board found it necessary to make a careful in- 
spection of every case reported, isolating the patients when 
practicable, and fumigating the premises immediately after 
death or recovery. The result was a speedy decrease in the 
number of deaths, so that from the end of May the deaths 
from this cause averaged but about one per month to the end 
of the year. 

Diphtheria was the only preventable disease that assumed 
an uninterrupted prevalence during the year, and being of the 
severest type since 1882, the number of deaths was consider- 
ably greater than last year. Its attack on adult life was 
greater than for a number of years past, and its suppres- 
sion jn one locality was the signal for a fresh outbreak in 
another. The number of deaths from this cause was 470, or 
4.6 per cent. to the total mortality.

CHOLERA—INFANTUM. 


There has seldom been such an opportunity offered for 
observing the effect of the weather in the promotion of 
cholera-infantum, as during the past cool summer. 

By a reference to the table appended it will be observed 
that the mean temperature for the month of July last was 
68.3, the lowest since 1871, with one exception. It will 
also be observed that there was a marked decrease in the 
total number of deaths as compared with other years. 
Taking the deaths from cholera-infantum for three months, — 
June, July, and August of the past year, — the percentage 
to the total mortality was 3.21, the lowest for the same 
period during seventeen years. 
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ConTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


The number of cases of contagious diseases reported to the 
Board of Health for the year 1888 was 4,500, against 5,815 
in 1887. 

The total number of deaths from the same diseases was 
734, against 813 in 1887. 

Small-pox has been discovered in 8 cases, and there 
have been 2 deaths, — one in the city and one in quaran- ° 
tine. 

In 1887 there were 4 cases and no deaths. 

Scarlet Fever was less prevalent. 

There were 707 cases reported and 65 deaths, against 1,549 
cases and 195 deaths in 1887. 

Measles was also less prevalent. 

There were 1,517 cases reported and 27 deaths, against 
2,227 cases and 119 deaths the year before. 

Typhoid Fever was reported in 924 cases,— 67 of which 
came to the hospitals from other towns, — and there were 
170 deaths, against 940 cases and 185 deaths in 1887. 

Diphtheria has been endemic in Boston for nearly thirty 
years. 

The first death was reported in 1859, and the deaths re- 
ported thereafter are given in the following table : —

The distribution of the disease has been quite general 
throughout the city, but the proportion of cases to popula- 
tion has been greater in the outlying districts than within the 
older and denser parts of the city. On the annexation of 
Brighton, Charlestown, and West Roxbury in 1874, it will 
be seen by the table that the number of deaths immediately 
increased from 72 to 420. 

The deaths from 1870 to 1875 were 249, and from 1875 to 
1880, 2,200. 

The number of cases of this disease was not known until 
1878, when the Board of Health called for the report of 
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cases. The percentage of deaths to the whole number of 
cases reported each year, for the eleven years, has varied 
from 26.44 to 35.7. 

It will be seen by the table that the disease reached its 
height in 1881, and then gradually decreased from 601 deaths 
to 316 in 1887. 

The question has been asked, Why does not the Board of 
Health stop diphtheria as it did small-pox? and it has been 
more than suggested that nothing was being done to suppress 
this terrible disease. 

The efforts of the Board to diminish the number of cases 
of diphtheria have been as great as they were with small-pox, 
but they have been made under grave difficulties, with a less 
. tractable disease to deal with, and, consequan tly) with less 
favorable results. 

Diphtheria, like small-pox, is a contagious disease, and 
will spread from person to person and from things which 
have become infected by the sick person. Being without the 
advantage of vaccination as in small- -pox, it requires at least 
thorough isolation, disinfection, and the quarantine of ex- 
posed or infected persons; but again, we are without the 
means for practical isolation or quarantine in cases of diph- 
theria. Effectual isolation of the sick and infected persons 
presupposes immediate information of all cases, which we 
can never get, and a place to put them, which we have not 
got. Diphtheria, unlike small-pox, is oftentimes difficult 
to distinguish from several other processes in the throat and 
nose, may remain unrecognized, or be called by some other 
name, until the disease has paved the way for many other 
cases. 

Many people, including some physicians, do not believe 
diphtheria to be contagious, and therefore isolation and disin- 
fection seems to them unnecessary. 

Diphtheria, unlike small-pox, prevails chiefly among young 
children, whom it is difficult or unwise always to separate 
from the mother or some other member of the family in going 
to the hospital. 

With regard to small-pox we have every necessary means 
for the isolation, comfort, and safety of patients, their ex- 
posed friends and necessary attendants, and we are enabled 
to isolate. 

They are not visited while in the hospital, nor can they 
leave until all danger of communicating the disease to others 
has passed. 

We are enabled thus to perfectly isolate in hospital 99 per 
cent. of all the cases of small-pox, while not over 20 per cent. 
of the cases of diphtheria have ever been treated in hospital, 
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and then without authority to detain the patient when he 
chooses to leave. 


ConTaGious DisEASES AMONG ANIMALS. 


The only contagious diseases reported among animals for 
the past year were glanders and hog cholera. 

This former was Say to exist in three cases, and the 
animals were all killed. 

Hog cholera was found to exist in a herd of swine in 
South Boston. The animals were killed, disinfectants freely 
used, and no trouble followed. 

A controversy arose as to the existence of glanders in 
certain horses where minute cicatrices in the membrane of 
the nose were looked upon as symptomatic of the disease. 

The veterinary of the Cattle Commissioners and the veteri- 
nary employed by the West End Street Railway held oppo- 
site views, and the Board of Health, being in doubt, employed 
Dr. T. S. Very to investigate the subject by autopsies and 
otherwise, and to give an opinion, which we hereto subjoin :-— 


To the Board of Health of the City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, — Concerning the existence of the disease known as ‘ glan- 
ders” among the horses of the West End Railway Co., I have to report as 
follows: — 

The history of the reported outbreak is given in detail in the annual 
report of the Cattle Commissioners of the State of Massachusetts for 1887, 
which can be referred to. 

In that report it is stated by the veterinarian of that Board that a form of 
the disease known as ‘‘dry glanders” exists among these horses to an 
alarming extent, and his opinion is verified by two other well-qualified veter- 
inarians, who refer to standard veterinary works, which associate the symptoms 
shown by the animals said to be affected with the form of disease to which 
the above name has been given. 

The lesions indicating the disease are confined principally to the mucous 
membrane of the nostrils, and consist of ulcers, cicatrices, granular tubercles, 
epithelial lesions, pin-hole ulceration, and leaden colored or congested sur- 
faces. In some cases the intermaxillary glands are tender or enlarged, or 
both. 

Upon receiving your order to make an investigation to determine whether 
any action on your part was necessary, on the 28th March I examined 
several horses suspected, at the Newcomb-street (Metropolitan) stable. 

On the 29th March I examined between 60 and 70 horses at the Murray- 
street (Cambridge) stable. 

On the 30th March I examined about 100 horses at the Broadway and South 
Point (South Boston) stables. 

On the 2d April I examined about 40 horses at the west city stable, be- 
longing to the Health Department of the City of Boston. 

On the 6th April I examined about 25 horses at the Winthrop Junction 
(East Boston) stables. 

On the 19th April I attended, with several other veterinarians, a post-mortem 
examination of what was selected as a typical case of ‘dry glanders,” — the 
subject being chosen by the veterinarian of the Cattle Commissioners. 

At the Metropolitan (Newcomb-street) stable there were only horses that 
had been picked from the various other stables to be sold on account of dis- 
abilities and old age. 
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At the South Boston stables there had been a recent outbreak of glanders 
and farcy, and some 50 horses had been killed. 

At the Cambridge (Murray-street) stable there were kept all the horses that 
had been suspected and quarantined by the Cattle Commissioners about six 
months previous to the time of my examination. During this time the death- 
rate and the percentage of sickness among them was largely in favor of this 
stable, as against other stables of the railway company; and there had 
been no occurrence, except so far as the disputed symptoms appeared, of 
glanders or farcy. 

At the stable where the city (Health Department) horses are kept, there 
has not, to my knowledge, been a case of glanders or farcy for the past 25 
years. The examination of these horses was made to detect, if possible, any 
of the symptoms said to indicate dry glanders in animals known to be free 
from any such disease, and was made on Fast Day, when they were resting 
from their work, and the conditions favorable. 

The result of my examinations was, that I found a greater or less per- 
centage of horses in all these stables presenting symptoms of the so-called 
‘¢dry glanders,” but in no case any undoubted case of glanders, and only 
one of farcy, —that being in one of the South Boston stables, where the out- 
break referred to had recently occurred. 

The result of the post-mortem examination was not at all convincing, I 
believe, to any one present that it was a case of glanders,—I feel certain 
that it was not. 

Judging from these facts, I am led to believe that many of the symptoms 
in dispute having been observed, heretofore, only in connection with an out- 
break of ‘‘glanders,” have been magnified or misunderstood and misapplied, 
as indicating any form of that disease. 

For the following reasons, as well as others, my opinion is that the cases I 
have seen are not cases of glanders :— 

Ist. In all these cases, where there are cicatrices, the uniform, unvarying 
stage of the healing process cannot be disputed. It is complete, — free from 
inflamed or ulcerating surfaces, or any appearance, to my view, of active 
disease. What has been shown to me as pin-hole ulceration I do not regard 
as ulceration of any kind. 

2d. In no case is there positive, undisputed evidence of acute or chronic 
glanders or farcy (except one, and that in an infected stable), and there has 
been none occurring during the past six months, — which, to say the least, is 
remarkable, where any form of the disease is said to exist among a large 
number of horses. 

3d. Many of the same symptoms may be found in any stable of perfectly 
healthy horses, where the disease known as glanders has never been known 
or suspected. 

The subject of ‘‘ dry glanders,” I think, needs revision. 

I see no requirement for action on the part of your Board in the cases re- 
ferred to.

The following supplementary report was subsequently 
made by Dr. Very. 


To the Board of Health of the City of Boston : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have to-day examined a large number of the horses at the 
Murray-street stable of the West End Railway Co. 

There are 120 horses now there, of those that were quarantined, suspected 
of having ‘‘ dry glanders,’” — the whole number originally being about 160. 

Some of these have been sent to other stables, some have been sold and 
otherwise disposed of. Of the 120 remaining, most all are old horses, but in 


general they are in good flesh, and,so far asI can see, present no evidences 
of ‘‘ glanders ” or ‘* farcy.” 
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For about a year there have been in this stable among some 200 horses only 
3 deaths, and those were from other causes. 


Iam, from these facts, still further confirmed in my opinion that the 


symptoms shown in these cases did not, and do not, indicate any form of 
‘* clanders.”

PuBLic SCHOOL—HOUSES. 


The public school-houses have all been examined once, 
and some of them several times, during the year, with the 
following result : —

One cellar was found wet from a recent rain. 

The inspector notes an improvement in the ventilation of 
the “ Dearborn” and “ Eustis,” and in the basement of the 
“Martin.” He also notes a small degree of improvement in 
the general sanitary condition of the school-houses. 

We should fail to do our duty if we neglected again to 
call attention to the fact, that in most of our school- “houses 
we fail to supply that frequent change of air which is 
absolutely necessary for the health of the children, and 
therefore for the best performance of their duties. 

The fact that the means used to ventilate our school-, 
rooms fail, in the majority of cases, to remove the foul 
air, has been repeated in our reports almost annually for the 
last fifteen years. | 

To make ourselves certain as to the condition of the air 
of these rooms, in 1874 we caused to be made a chemical 
analysis of the atmosphere of every room in ten school- 
houses. The selection of the houses and the methods 
pursued were such as to give a fair average of the condition 
of the air in all of the school-houses of the city without 
needlessly extending the expense. The purity of the air is 
measured by the amount of carbonic-acid gas it is found to 
contain, and when the amount of this gas exceeds 4 volumes 
in 10,000 volumes of air, the air ceases to be fresh; and 
when it exceeds 7 in 10,000, the air ceases to be fit for 
respiration. 

The result of this examination showed that in only 1 room 
of the 111 rooms examined was the impurity as low as 5.7 
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to 10,000, and from this it ranged as high as 30 volumes to 
10,000 volumes of air. 

The average of all the rooms in the best house examined 
was 8.3 to 10,000; and the poorest one, the average amount 
of the impurity was 18.1 volumes to 10,000 volumes of air. 


DISPOSAL OF WASTES. 


The disposition of garbage, ashes, and the miscellaneous 

mass of débris which is gathered up about the city is the 
same as for many years past. The garbage is sold to 
farmers who come for it and use it in feeding swine in the 
suburbs of the city. Some of the ashes and street- sweepings 
are used in raising streets and low lands, and the remainder, 
which is of a miscellaneous character, is taken by the dump- 
ing-boat to a distance of ten miles in the harbor. 

We have witnessed the operation of several crematcries 
for this material in other cities, but the cost attending the 
process is such as to be a serious hindrance to its general 
adoption. 

A new process has recently been put in operation in 
Buffalo, N.Y.; called the “ Merz Extractor,” by which garb- 
age alone is treated. This process extracts or separates the 
water, oil, and ammonia, and leaves an inoffensive powder. 
The oil and ammonia being separated have a commercial 
value, and aid in paying the cost of the process. The 
difference between this latter process and our present method 
of treatment of garbage would involve an additional annual 


expenditure of about $80,000. 


SEWERAGE. 


The uninterrupted success of our new system of sewerage 
for five years proves the wisdom of the undertaking and 
the skill of its projectors. 

The report of the Superintendent of Sewers in 1888 con- 
cerning the bad condition of many of the old sewers is of 
the greatest interest. It gives trustworthy information 
touching a matter of vital importance in its relation to public 
health, and we trust it will arrest the serious attention of the 
City Council. 

It now remains to adopt and construct that portion of the 
Metropolitan System of Sewerage which embraces Cambridge, 
Somerville, Charlestown, Chelsea, East Boston, and other 
towns on the Charles and Mystic rivers, and which was in- 
cluded in the original scheme. 

The need for building this remaining portion has become 
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patent to every one who has given the subject careful atten- 
tion, and who seeks the highest interest of the community. 

A complete plan of this work has been decided upon by 
the State Board of Health, after a most extensive investiga- 
tion into the merits of the different methods which had from 
time to time been suggested. 

The plan is one which commends itself to the highest engi- 
neering skill, covers the entire territory consider ed in former 
plans, ‘delivers the sewage at the most favorable point in the 
harbor, and reduces the cost to a small half of former esti- 
mates. This plan will be reported to the Legislature in 
January, 1889, and we hope that there will be no delay in 
its adoption. 


STREETS. 


Our streets are swept frequently, and there seems to be no 
lack of energy displayed by the Superintendent of Health in 
his efforts to make the streets clean ; but the broken and un- 
even surface, the holes, ruts, and depressions to be found 
nearly everywhere, but particularly in the thoroughfares, 
defy the brooms and sweepers in the ordinary effort to re- 
move the filth. This condition of the streets, with which 
you cannot disassociate uncleanliness, also renders the streets 
hard for horses, destructive to carriages, noisy and uncom- 
fortable to ride over. They should have an even, clean 
surface. 

It happens thus fortunately that whatever contributes to a 
substantial and good sanitary condition of a street, contrib- 
utes alike to its pleasurable, safe, and economical business 
use. 3 


Hovusk—-To—Housr INSPECTION. 


The house-to-house inspection of blocks selected in differ- 
ent parts of the city, including some of the newest and best 
dwellings as well as some of the poorest, has been continued 
as usual, and with the result of finding very many bad condi- 
tions where they were not expected by us, or suspected by 
the occupants of the houses.

TENEMENT HOUSES. 


The inspection of tenement and lodging houses has been 
followed up during the year as thoroughly as the force of 
inspectors has permitted. In order to see to it that all the 
statutes and regulations concerning tenement houses are 
rigidly enforced, it would be necessary to keep officers 
constantly employed on this work exclusively, so careless 
are the habits of certain classes of tenants in and about their 
homes. Many of these tenants, as well as those to whom 
the care of some premises is intrusted, spread more filth 
than they ever think of caring for, and repeated and explicit 
instructions as to the proper care of their surroundings are 
not heeded. These, among other faults of our tenement-house 
system, have been pointed out by Prot. Dwight Porter, of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology , under whose 
intelligent direction an independent inspection of the tene- 
ment and lodging houses of the city has been undertaken the 
past year. The work done by Professor Porter and his assist- 
ants had the earnest codperation of this Board, and wherever 
violations of the health laws were pointed out, the Board lost 
no time in correcting the faults thus uncovered. Professor 
Porter notes an evident improvement in the sanitary condi- 
tion of the dwellings of the poor during the past few years, 
and acknowledges the efficiency of the work of the Board of 
Health, so far as it goes; but he concludes that the force 
of inspectors under the Board is inadequate for the work they 
are expected to perform, and he recommends that the num- 
ber of inspectors be increased, and that a system of sanitary 
police be established for the better enforcement of the 
tenement-house laws, similar to that which has given such 

satisfactory results in New York City. Professor Porter’s 
suggestions are of value as coming from one who has made a 
pr actical study of the subject of which he treats. 

A number of tenement houses have been permanently 
vacated during the year by order of the Board, on account 
of their bad condition, while others have been partially re- 
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constructed, as a condition of continued occupancy. ‘These 
include houses in Green’s alley, Kingston place, and Kingston 
court, Keith’s alley, Foundry street, and Silver street. In 
Quiet alley, so called, extensive alterations have been made 
in the large tenement house located there, in order to afford 
better light and ventilation in the sleeping-rooms, but it is not 
yet in an altogether satisfactory condition. It is gratifying 
to be able to note the multiplication of new and improved 
tenement houses in various parts of the city, which are taking 
the place of some of the worst class of tenement and lodging 
houses. ‘The latest structure of this sort has been erected on 
Second street, near its junction with Athens street, in South 
Boston. ‘The houses that formerly oecupied this site had 
been pronounced by the Board of Health unfit for habita- 
tion, and in place of these structures the Improved Tenement 
Association has erected a large tenement house with accommo- 
dations for seventy-two families. The interior arrangements 
of the building are very complete, and it is admirably suited 
for small families of moderate means. It is to enterprises of 
this sort that Boston must look for the best solution of the 
tenement-house problem, — at least until poor families can be 
persuaded that it is for their interest to find homes outside 
the built-up sections of the city,

DISINFECTION. 


Disinfectants have been used for the same purposes and to 


about the same extent as last year. 


Their use in the streets 


has become a necessity, and has been continued through the 


watering-carts daily throughout the warm season. 


The disinfection of houses by householders, where conta- 
gious diseases are reported, is called for by statute law, but 
it is done principally by this department.

REMOVAL OF VAULTS. 


Under the provision of “ An Act in Relation to the Pres- 
ervation of Health in Buildings in the City of Boston,” it is 
provided that every building in the city, used as a dwelling, 
tenement, or lodging house, or where persons are employed, 
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and situated on a street in which there is a sewer, shall have 
water-closets, and shall not have a cesspool or privy con- 
nected with it, except where, in the opinion of the Board of 
Health, it can be allowed to remain for a longer time, and 
then only as said Board shall approve. Acting under the 
provisions of this act, the Board, early in the summer of 
1885, began to order the abolition of offensive vaults, and 
the following table shows the number and locations of these 
nuisances which have been abolished during this time : —

PROSECUTIONS.

Thirteen of the cases, the defendants having complied 
with the law, were disposed of on the payment of small 
fines, amounting in the aggregate to $110; in one case 
the defendant was sentenced to the House of Correction for 
two months, and in another case the defendant was dis- 
charged without costs.

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PERMITS FOR BURIAL. 


A change in the method of approving death certificates has 
taken place during the past year, and has given eminent sat- 
isfaction. On May 1, 1878, an act passed by the Legislature 
went into effect giving to the City Registrar the power of 
granting all permits for burials, and at the same time em- 
powering the Board of Health to approve the physician’s 
certificate of the cause of death prior to the issuing of the 
permit. The result of this act was that the undertaker or 
other person applying for the permit was obliged to go to 
both of these departments in order to comply with the law’s 
requirements. Considerable dissatisfaction and consequent 
agitation on the part of the undertakers caused a committee 
of the Legislature to give their attention to the subject, 
and an act was passed last year which resulted in con- 
ferring the right on the Board of Health to grant the 
necessary permit for burial, to countersign the return, and 
transmit it to the Registrar for registration. This act 
relieved the undertakers of their former burden, and they 
now receive the permit on application to the Board of Health. 
It also has another advantage, that when there is a slight 
technical error in the return “the permit is still issued and the 
return afterwards amended. Since the introduction of this 
act it has worked well; the undertaker or other person 
receives the necessary permit, nee in cases of some grave 
errors in the return, and the City Registrar is empowered to 

call on the undertaker for such further information as will 
enable him to complete his records. 


The following is a copy of the act referred to :— 


AN ACT 


RELATING TO THE CERTIFICATES AND REGISTRY OF DEATHS, 
AND THE BURIAL AND REMOVAL OF BODIES OF 
DECEASED PERSONS. 


Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows :— 


SEcTION 1. Section three of chapter thirty-two of the Public Statutes, 
requiring attending physicians to furnish for registration certain facts 
relating to deceased persons, is amended so as to read as follows: 
Section 3. A physician who has attended a person during his last ill- 
ness shall, when requested, forthwith furnish for registr ation a certificate 
stating, to the best of his knowledge and belief, the name of the deceased, 
his age, the disease of which he died, the duration of his last sickness, 
and the date of his decease. If a physician neglects or refuses to make 
a certificate, as aforesaid, he shall be punished “by a fine not exceeding 
fifty dollars. 

SECTION 2. Section five of said chapter, prohibiting the burial or 
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removal of a human body until a proper certificate is furnished, is 
amended so as to read as follows: Section 5. No undertaker, sexton, 
or other person shall bury ina city or town or remove therefrom the 
body of a deceased person until he has received a permit so to do from 
the board of health or its duly appointed agent, or, if there is no board 
of health in such city or town, from the city or town clerk. No such 
permit shall be issued until there has been delivered to such board, or 
agent or clerk, as the case may be. a satisfactory written statement con- 
taining the facts required by this chapter to be returned and recorded, 
together with the certificate of the attending physician, if any, as re- 
quired by section three of this chapter, or in lieu thereof a certificate as 
hereinafter provided. If there is no attending physician, or if the cer- 
tificate of the attending physician cannot be obtained, for good and 
sufficient reasons, early enough for the purpose, the chairman of the 
board of health or any physician employed by a city or town for the 
purpose shall, upon request of said board, agent, or clerk, make such 
certificate as is required of the attending physician ; and in case of death 
by violence, the medical examiner shall, if requested, make the same. 
When such satisfactory statement and certificate are delivered to the 
board of health orto its agent, the board or agent shall forthwith counter- 
sign and transmit the same to the clerk or registrar for registration. The 
person to whom the permit is so given shall thereafter furnish for regis- 
tration any other information as to the deceased or to the manner and 
cause of the death, as the clerk or registrar may require. Any person 
violating any of the provisions of this section shall be punished by a 
fine not “exceeding fifty dollars. Approved May 4, 1888.

CEMETERIES. 


The cemeteries of the city have been in the care of the 
same superintendents who had them last year, and there has 
been the usual expenditure for painting, whitewashing, trim- 
ming of trees, cultivating, grading, etc. Where the trees 
were too thick, it has been deemed advisable to cut down a 
few. All the grounds are kept in a neat and attractive con- 
dition; those who appreciate beauty and taste in such things 
will have noticed particularly the Granary burying-eround, 
which is in the skilful hands of Mr. John Reardon ; and if they 
choose to wander from the heart of the city, Mr. Fowler’s 
work at the Dorchester North, and Mr. Waugh’s at the Ever- 
green, in Brighton, will well repay a visit. 

Of the extra work this year may be mentioned the raising 
and grading of the Dorchester South burying-ground, and 
the putting in of a water-pipe to about the centre of the 
Copp’s Hill ground from the main in Hull street. During 
the severe storm of Sept. 17, 1888, four trees were blown 
down at the Phipps-street grounds, and three more at the 
Bunker Hill grounds. Among these latter was a magnificent 
tree, which was observed and admired by every visitor to the 
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ground; it had been grown froma slip brought from Na- 
poleon’s place of exile at St. Helena. These accidents caused 
some additional expense for repairs of fencing and of the 
ground torn up. 

There is a sentiment in regard to these graveyards which 
is sacred; but the reverence which is due to the memory of 
those who rest there need not conflict with reasonable and 
proper regulations for the health and comfort of the city 
to-day. 

It has been the opinion of this Board since its organization, 
that such burying-grounds as are located in the heart of the 
city should be closed against further burials. For such a 
concession on the part of owners in these grounds, the city 
might offer an equivalent, and should guarantee that these 
tombs should suffer no neglect, injury, nor desecration. 

In the years that the city has had charge of these grounds, 
they have been better cared for than when in private hands. 
The injuries and neglect of former years have been remedied, 
and in one or two cases the grounds have been used as parks. 
This is the case at Copp’s Hill, where troops of little chil- 
dren, whose crowded homes are hemmed in by the gas-house, 
the coal-wharves, and a swarming business section, which 
formed their scanty share of air, and sun, and play-room. 
The ground is far better consecrated in the happiness of these 
little ones, than in the gloom and decay which were once the 
order there.

No fatalities from drowning were reported at any of the 
bathing-houses during the year. The appropriation for 
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bathing was $18,000, which is $2,000 in excess of the sum 
appropriated for the previous year. It is proper to add, 
that this additional appropriation was not asked for by the 
Board of Health, and a balance of $2,000 will remain after 
paying all the necessary expenses of the bathing department. 
The Board will ask for the transfer of this amount from the 
bathing department to the general appropriation of the 
Board of Health. During the bathing season, from June 1 
to October 1, twelve men and nine women were employed 
to superintend the bath-houses, and seven men as special 
officers. During the winter months the work of repairing 
the old houses and building a new house has been in progress, 
but the work has been suspended until spring, when it will 
be resumed. 


Pustic URINALS. 


When this Board was established, in 1872, there were eight 
public urinals in different parts of the city. The need of 
more accommodation was at once perceived, and application 
was made to the City Government, in 1874, for permission to 
provide for five or six new locations, designated by the Board 
as in great need of such a privilege. After this permission 
was eranted, and several urinals had been erected, including 
the two cottages for women, it was found that the city had 
no right to authorize the building of such structures, either in 
the streets or on the Public Garden, — a defect which was 
remedied by Chap. 65 of the Acts of 1876. 

Permission, under this statute, was granted in September, 
1878, to erect ten new urinals on sites selected by the Board. 
They were accordingly built and ready for use in the summer 
of 1879, and seven of them placed in position. In regard to 
the others, a new difficulty arose. The occupants of premises 
adjacent to the proposed sites objected strenuously, and, in 
deference to their wishes, three were reserved for future use. 
The same obstacles arose the next year, when the City 
Council, in answer to a petition signed by many residents of 
East Boston, requested the Board of Health to erect two 
urinals in that section, and granted locations in Maverick and 
Central squares. Hardly was the first one completed before 
the neighbors petitioned the City Council for its removal, 
and although at the hearing it was shown that their grievances 
were more fancied than real, the Board of Health was ordered 
“o remove the structure. After this unsatisfactory experience 
the Board has refrained from putting urinals in places 
where there was likely to be serious opposition from the 
residents. One, however, has been placed at the junction 
of Tremont and Pynchon streets. All the urinals throughout 
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the city have been put in thorough repair. The one on 
Chandler street was one of the most expensive jobs, espe- 
cially as it had to be raised up with underpinning, and new 
plumbing-fixtures furnished. The building at Causeway and 
Merrimac streets was in a badly dik apidated condition, and 
had to be almost entirely rebuilt. So complete has been this 
system of repairs, that further alterations will not be required 
for some years. There has been no complaint of any kind 
against the management of the public urinals, and the Board 
is convinced of their utility and of the need of extending 
their benefits to other sections of the city. The citizens of 
South Boston, through their representatives in the City 
Council, asked for additional conveniences; and the Board 
selected a site at the corner of Broadway and Dorchester 
avenue ; but the objections of the neighbors stood in the 
way, and this location was abandoned. “A less desirable site 
is on city property, at the corner of Foundry street and 
Dorchester avenue ; and here the Board has arranged to 
locate a urinal in the early spring.

During the twelve years of inspection-service at the abat- 
toir, many hundreds of animals and many tons of meat have 
been found and condemned as unfit for human food, and the 
need for such inspection has been amply demonstrated. 

The question of causing a more scientific examination of 
animals and meat, with a view of excluding the possibility of 
danger from tuberculous meat, is being considered by the 
Board. 


QUARANTINE. 


No incidents of special note have occurred in quarantine 
since our last report. 

The order calling for the inspection of all vessels arriving 
from ports on the Mediterranean Sea throughout the year, 
passed Nov. 27, 1887, was rescinded Dec. 1, 1888. 

On April, 1888, an order was issued to inspect all vessels 
coming from ports in Cuba, on account of the prevalence of 
small-pox. 

The work in the quarantine department has been faithfully 
and well done, and there has been no fear of an introduction 
of disease from abroad through this channel. 

The report of the Port Physician is appended. 


THE PROTECTION OF GALLOP’S ISLAND 


The continued washing away of the south-west corner of 
Gallop’s Island has been “the subject of frequent comment in 
our previous reports, and it is gratifying to be able to state 
that at last it is to be remedied by the extension of the sea- 
wall. 

In the latter part of May, 1888, Mr. Taylor, of this Board, 
was delegated to go to Washington, with a view of interest- 
ing the Government authorities in the matter. 

“Mr. Taylor visited Washington and had an interview with 
the Secretary of War. 

That official was convinced that something should be done 
for the protection of that part of the island, and decided to 
consult Colonel Gillespie, United States Engineer, in. charge 
of the Massachusetts district. 

At his request Mr. Taylor prepared and left with him the 
following memorandum : — 


MEMORANDUM FOR THE HONORABLE SECRETARY OF WAR, IN THE MATTER OF 
THE EXTENSION OF THE GALLOP’S ISLAND SEA- WALL, BOSTON HARBOR. 


Colonel Gillespie, the local engineer, recommended an appropriation of 
$7,500 for this object. The River and Harbor Bill, as it passed the House, 
and was reported from the Senate Committee, makes a reduction of fifty per 

cent. in the general appropriation for Boston Harbor improvements.

A very serious, and possibly an irreparable, injury will be done if Gallop’s 
Island should not, in the discretion of the War Department, be excepted 
from this general reduction. 

This island is the site of the Quarantine Hospitals of the city of Boston. 
During the past year over eleven feet of the south-west corner of the island 
was carried away by the tides. This destruction will surely continue until 
the sea- wall is extended at least one hundred and fifty feet, as recommended 


by Colonel Gillespie. 
No island in the harbor is more important, and no improvement is more 


urgently needed.

On the 24th of July, 1888, His Honor the Mayor trans- 
mitted to the City Council, for thetr consideration, a com- 
munication from Colonel Gillespie requesting the city of 
Boston to cede to the United States Government a suitable 
site for the extension of the sea-wall at Gallop’s Island. 

On Aug. 13, 1888, the following order was passed by the 
Board of Aldermen : —

portion of Gallop’s Island, in Boston Harbor, bounded and described as 
follows: Commencing at a stone monument marked on the top ‘‘ U.S.,” 
said monument being near the westerly extremity of said island, and 
about 65 feet east from the face of the present sea-wall; thence running 
south 21° 23’ east, 300 feet to a stake; thence south 38° 49’ east, 325 feet 
to a stake; thence south 67° 58’ east, 225 feet 6 inches to the western 
inner end of the wharf; thence south 15° 44: east, along the western 
edge of the wharf to low-water line; thence following the low-water 
line west to a point due west from the stone monument first above 
mentioned; thence due east to said monument; all said bearings 
referring to the true meridian; said parcel to be used as a site for the 
extension of the sea-wall on said island.

mentioned; thence due east to said monument; all said bearings 
referring to the true meridian. 

To have and to hold the above-released premises, with the privileges 
and appurtenances thereto belonging, to the said United States of 
America, to its own use and behoof forever, to be used as a site for the 
extension of the sea-wall on said island. 

In witness whereof the said city of Boston has caused its corporate 
seal to be hereunto affixed, and these presents to be signed, acknowl-

HEARINGS. 


The following hearings were given by the Board during 
the year : — 

February 25.— At request of Mr. Robert Treat Paine e¢ 
als., a conference was had witha committee of the Associated 
Charities respecting certain tenement houses in the district 
known as South Cove, the object being to aid the Board in 
its efforts to improve the condition of the people living in 
that section of the city. Among those present were several 
owners and agents who explained some of the difficulties 
with which they had to contend in dealing with the class of 
people who occupied some of the tenements, many of whom 
not only paid no rent, but abused the premises by neglecting 
the common decencies of life. At the close of the hearing 
the matter was taken under advisement. Subsequently the 
Board required alterations to be made in a number of the 
buildings complained of, so as to admit a greater quantity of 
light and air, and three of the houses were permanently 
vacated by order of the Board. 
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On petition of Jacoh Norton e¢ als., who made complaint 
that the smoke from the chimney of premises 171 Pleasant 
street, used as a cork factory, was a source of great annoy- 
ance and discomfort, a hearing was granted by the Board, 
April 4, at which the petitioners and tenants were heard. 
The owner of the building was required, by the Board, to 
extend the chimney so that the smoke could be carried off 
without offence to the neighborhood. 

May 21.— A hearing was given to petitioners for the 
abatement of a nuisance caused by stagnant water on a 
vacant lot, 209 Maverick street, East Boston. 

At conclusion of the hearing the owner, through his coun- 
sel, assured the Board that the land should be filled at once, 
which assurance was fulfilled. 

A hearing was had May 25, on the petition of M. C. Haz- 
ard et als., for the abatement of a nuisance caused by stag- 

nant water on land situated on the line of the Shawmut 
branch of the O.C. R.R. near Mather street. 

June 1. —A hearing was had on a petition of D. S. Bill- 
ings et als., for the abatement of a nuisance caused by stagnant 
water on vacant land situated between Creek, Commercial, and 
Pleasant streets, and Dorchester avenue. The matter was 
left with the Superintendent of Streets, who was present, and 
it was subsequently abated. 

July 2.— A hearing was had on the petition of H. Daloz 
et als., tor the abatement of a nuisance caused by a pond of 
stagnant water on Dorchester avenue, between Jackson and 
Washburn streets. At conclusion of the hearing, the owners 
agreed to accept the offer of one of the petitioners to drain 
the lot, which was attended to without delay. 

July 19.— A hearing was had on the petition of Eliza J. 
Hammond e¢ als., for the removal of cows kept on premises 
763 Centre street, Jamaica Plain. At conclusion of the 
hearing, the owner was notified by the Board to remove the 
COWS. 

August 10. — A hearing was had on the petition of J. J. 
Cuddihy et als., for the abatement of a nuisance caused by 
pond of stagnant water on land near Waumbeck street. 
Notice was served on the owner and the nuisance abated. 

October 5. — At request of persons passing through 
Rogers avenue, a private way, the abutters were called be- 
fore the Board, and an attempt made to have them agree to 
pay their proportional part of the expense for putting the 
street in order. 

As the abutters refused to do anything, the matter was 
dropped. 

October 9. — A hearing was had on the petition of J. J. 
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McNamara ef als., for the abatement of a nuisance caused by 
a pond of stagnant water on a vacant lot bounded by Weston, 
Grinnell, and Sarsfield streets. The matter was left with the 
owner, upon his agreement to drain the pond in accordance 
with a plan submitted to him by the Board, and which he 
subsequently carried out, and the nuisance abated.

CITY PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 


Crry Puysicran’s Orrice, Boston, Jan. 1, 1889. 
To the Board of Health: — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report of this office for the year ending Dec. 31, 1888. 
There have been 3,677 persons vaccinated, and certificates 
of vaccination have been given to 1,743 children for their 
admission to the public schools. In every instance where a 
case of small-pox has occurred, all in the immediate vicinity 
exposed to the disease have been vaccinated. There has 
also been a careful medical supervision of the infected locali- 
ties, until all danger of an outbreak of this disease had passed. 
A table is appended showing the number vaccinated from 
the year ending April 30, 1873, to the year ending Dec. 
31, 1888. 

Three hundred and seventy-seven men have been exam- 
ined at the request of the Civil-Service Commission for 
appointment in the Police and Fire Departments. At the 
request of the Board of Police six men have been examined 
for retirement, and two cases of supposed injury or disease 
investigated. At the request of the Board of Fire Commis- 
slioners three men were examined for retirement, and one 
case of injury investigated. 

The bodies of 463 persons dying without a physician in 
attendance have been examined. These cases comprise, prin- 
cipally, those who die of chronic diseases, where there has 
been no medical care for months previous to death, and those 
who die suddenly from natural causes. In these cases a 
careful external examination is made, the symptoms learned, 
and a diagnosis, sufficiently accurate for all practical pur- 
poses, reached. The law requires a medical certificate of 
death before a permit for burial is granted, and these exami- 
nations are made to conform to the law, as well as to collect 
statistics for the bills of mortality. A tabular statement is 
appended. 

Seventy-two cases of eruptive diseases, reported as small- 
pox, have been examined. Eight of these were found to be 
small-pox. One death has occurred from this disease during 
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the year. The statement of the remaining 64 reported cases 
is as follows: Varicella, 23 cases; measles, 18; scarlet 
fever, 6; eczema, 2; acne, 3; vaccinal urticaria, 4; lichen 
tropicus, 2; erythema multiforme, 2; irritation due to the 
bite of the cimex lectularius, 2; impetigo, 1; scabies, 1. 


City PRISON. 


A visit has been made every Sunday morning to this insti- 
tution. The following diseases have been treated: Delirium 
tremens, 19 cases; fractures, 3; incised wound, 1; abscess, 
1; scalp-wounds, 5; contusions, 4; lacerated wound, 1; 
burn, 1; sprains, 10. 


SUFFOLK COUNTY JAIL. 


In this institution there have been 802 patients treated dur- 
ing the year, requiring 2,396 visits. Two men have died. 
Pneumonia caused the death of one; phthisis caused the 
death of the other. <A tabular statement is appended. 


Ciry Temporary Homer. 


At this institution eight cases of confinement have been 
attended; six of the children were born alive, two were still- 
born. One death has occurred during the year. The dece- 
dent was a foundling, and was moribund at the time of 
admission. The following diseases have been treated: Bron- 
chitis, cholera-infantum, diarrhea, gastro-enteritis, marasmus, 
ophthalmia neonatorum, phthisis, puerperal condition, puer- 
peral fever, scarlet fever, uterine disease. 

Dr. Morton Prince, Assistant City Physician, and Dr. 
Wiliam G. Macdonald, Medical Inspector, have been prompt 
and efficient in the performance of the duties pertaining to 
their respective departments.

REPORT OF THE PORT PHYSICIAN, 


QUARANTINE STATION, 
Boston Harpsor, Jan. 1, 1889. 


To the Board of Health : — 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the Quarantine Department for the year endin 
Dec. 31, 1888: 

Quarantine a been enforced for the entire year on vessels 
bringing foreign immigrants or rags. Vessels coming from 
Mediterranean ports were inspected up to December 1. 
April 6, on account of the epidemic of small-pox in Cuba, 
quarantine was ordered for all vessels arriving from any port

on that island, in order that all persons on board such vessels 


might be examined as to their protection from small-pox. 
From the Ist of June to the Ist of November all vessels 
arriving from the following ports were stopped at quarantine 
for inspection: From any port in Europe, Western Madeira, 
Canary or Cape de Verde Islands; from the Mediterranean 
or straits thereof, the west coast of Africa, or around the 
Cape of Good Hope; from the West India, Bahama, or 
Bermuda Islands; and from any American port south of 
Virginia. 

February 19, the schooner “Laura A. Smith,” twenty- 
three days out from Cienfuegos, with a crew of five men, 
cargo molasses, stopped at quarantine, on account of a death 
from small-pox during the voyage. The man died on Feb- 
ruary 14, after an illness of seven days. It was the only case 
that appeared. All the crew were revaccinated, the cloth- 
ing and bedding were steamed, the cabin and forecastle fumi- 
oated for six ‘hours, and then washed with a solution of 
corrosive sublimate. The vessel and crew were discharged 
February 24. 

February 20, the bark, “ Neptune,” twenty-four days out 
from Cienfuegos, with a crew of eleven men, cargo sugar, 
anchored at quarantine. The second mate was found sick 
with varioloid, and removed to the hospital on Gallop’s 
Island; the crew were all vaccinated, eight being revaccina- 
tions ; the clothing and bedding were ‘steamed, the cabin, 
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carpenter-shop, and forecastle fumigated for eight hours, and 
afterwards washed with a solution of corrosive sublimate. 
The vessel and crew were discharged February 24, previous 
to which the first mate was revaceinated, as the first did not 
seem to have taken. He reported having been vaccinated 
four times before, none of which operations were successful. 

On the 28th of February, as this same mate was not feeling 
well, he was removed from the bark, at her dock in the city ; 
to Gallop’s Island, for observation, and the cabin fumigated 
for twelve hours. He had small-pox. 

April 24, a case of measles was removed from the steamer 
“Catalonia;” two other children in the same family were 
also taken to Gallop’s Island for observation. The ship’s 
hospital had been fumigated by the surgeon, so the steamer 
was not detained. 

April 27, two cases of measles were removed from the 
steamer “ Marathon,” and one case for observation. The 
steamer’s hospital was fumigated for eight hours, and the 
ship allowed to proceed without any detention. 

May 7, the steamer “ Pavonia” arrived, having had a case 
of measles on the trip over. As the child was convalescent 
it was not taken off. The apartment in which the case had 
been isolated was fumigated, and the ship allowed to pro- 
ceed. 

May 22, the fishing schooner “ William Matheson,” with a 
crew of thirteen men, anchored at quarantine, having a case 
of small-pox on board. The captain gave the following histor Ver 
On the 6th of Muay he landed his steward at Cape Breton, 
sick with small-pox, and then started for the Grand Banks. 
On the 17th another man was taken sick, so he put back to 
Provincetown, which port the schooner hailed from; on his 
arrival there the authorities would neither allow the captain 
to land the sick man, nor would any doctor from the town 
come on board to give him medical attendance. After two 
days’ delay he decided to come to Boston. The sick man 
was removed to the quarantine hospital and the crew vacci- 
nated, — nine being revaccinations ; the clothing and bedding 
were steamed, the cabin and forecastle fumigated for eioht 
hours, and setae ards washed with a solution of corrosive 
sublimate. The vessel and crew were discharged May 29. 

June 1, on boarding the steamer “ Lorenzo D. Baker,” 
eight days out from Jamaica, a stowaway was found to havea 
temperature of 104°; he had been sick but one day, so he 
was removed for observation. The case proved to be of a ma- 
larial type, but the man was kept for ten days at the request 
of the State Emigrant Inspector. 

June 10, a case of measles was removed from the steamer 
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* Pavonia;” June 19, two more cases of measles were re- 
moved from the steamer “Samaria.” In both cases the 
hospitals were fumigated by the ships’ surgeons, so nothing 
further was done. 

June 25, four children were removed from the steamer 
“ Cephalonia,” three sick with measles and one for obser- 
vation. The hospital was fumigated and the ship allowed to 
proceed. 

June 28, the steamer “Kansas” came into quarantine, 
having had a case of measles on board during the trip; but 
as the child was convalescent, it was not taken off. 

July 9, a case of varicella was removed from the steamer 
“ Catalonia ;” the mother and four children were also taken to 
Gallop’s Island, the ship’s hospital was fumigated, and she 
was allowed to proceed without any delay. 

August 27, a case of measles was removed from the 
steamer “Samaria ;” three children of the same family were 
also taken off for observation. The ship’s hospital was fumi- 
gated and the steamer allowed to proceed. 

September 2, a cabin-passenger was removed from the 
steamer “ Cephalonia,” sick with typhoid fever; all the bed- 
ding used by the patient was taken off for disinfection. 

October 7, the brig “ Hardi,” with a crew of seven men, 
cargo sugar, forty-four days out from Guantanamo, an- 
chored at quarantine. ‘There had been four cases of yellow 
fever, with two deaths, on board during the voyage, but all | 
were well when they arrived here. The clothing and _ bed- 
ding were steamed, the cabin and forecastle fumigated for 
eight hours and washed with a solution of corrosive subli- 
mate. The vessel and crew were discharged from quarantine 
October 9. 

October 31, a cattleman, sick with typhoid fever, was 
removed from the steamer “ Prussian.” The bedding of the 
patient was also removed for disinfection. 

October 24, the steamer “ Kansas,” and December 1, the 
steamer “Lake Huron,” reported having had, each, a case 
of measles on board during the passage ; both had been 
isolated during their sickness, and‘had fully recovered when 
they arrived at quarantine; so the apartments in which the 
cases were confined were fumigated, and the ships allowed 
to proceed without any delay. 

In all instances where a child has been removed from a 
vessel, the mother also has been taken to nurse it. 

In view of the epidemic character which yellow fever 
seemed to have assumed in Florida, it was deemed best to 
disinfect all baggage, clothing, bedding, and vessels arriving 
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from Florida ports after August 16. Under this regulation 
the following vessels were thoroughly fumigated : — 

September 15, bark “ Henry Norwell,” twenty-three days 
out from Pensacola, cargo lumber. September 23, bark 
* Stephen G. Hart,” twenty-four days out from Appalachicola, 
cargo lumber. October 12, bark “Joe Reed,” twenty-three 
days out from Appalachicola, cargo lumber. October 15, 
bark “Tremont,” sixteen days out from Pensacola, cargo 
lumber. October 17, schooner “L. B. Wiley,” seventeen 
days out from Appalachicola, cargo lumber. October 17, 
bark “ Clotilde,” twenty-two days out from Pensacola, cargo 
lumber. October 20, bark “Nellie Rumball,” thirty-one 
days out from Appalachicola, cargo lumber. October 24, 
schooner “M. G. Trundy,” twenty days out from Appa- 
lachicola, cargo lumber. This fumigation was discontinued 
after October 31. 

In the above cases, where fumigation has been carried out, 
it has been by means of burning sulphur, three pounds of 
roll-sulphur being used to one thousand feet of air-space. 
The solution of corrosive sublimate used has been of the 
strength of one to five hundred. The process of steaming 
bedding, clothing, etc., has been to place them in an apart- 
ment constructed for that purpose, and raising the temper- 
ature, by means of superheated steam taken from the 
quarantine steamer “ Vigilant,” to 250° F., and maintain- 
ing it at that point for twenty minutes. 

The following steamers were detained on account of not 
having certificates accompanying the rags in their cargoes, 
the time of detention varying from two to twenty-four 
hours ; — 3 

April 15, steamer “Santiago” from Hull. April 16, 
steamer “ Kekrweider” from Antwerp. April 25, steamer 
“ Colorado” from Hull. August 6, steamer “ Buffalo ” from 
Hull. August 27, steamer “ British Queen” from London. 
September 20, steamer “ Waldensian” from Glasgow. 
October 18, steamer “Santiago” from Hull. December 1, 
steamer “ Lake Huron” from Liverpool. 

The following vessels ran by quarantine, and were either 
passed by the Board of Health, or compelled to return to 
the quarantine grounds : — 

April 12, steamer “ Peconic” from Mediterranean ports, 
general cargo. 

April 21, steamer “ Balder” from Baracoa, cargo fruit. 

May 10, schooner “ Elbridge Souther” from Matanzas, 
cargo sugar. 

May 24, bark “ Colorado” from Hyeres, cargo salt. 
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October 5, schooner yi Eom F. Hart” from St. Simons, 


cargo lumber.

Bills to the amount of $489, for board and medical at- 
tendance of patients in the quarantine hospitals at Gallop’s 
Island during the year, have been sent to the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts and city of Newton; as yet no returns 
from them have been made. 

The number of immigrants inspected this year was 45,422, 
making nearly as many as last, when more were inspected 
than on any previous year; 85 per cent. of the immigrants 
came in in the months of April, May, June, July, Sep- 
tember, and October. The “ Catalonia,” of the Cunard line, 
on April 24, passed through quarantine with 1,364 pas- 
sengers on board, being the largest number that has ever 
been inspected on one vessel at this station. 

The sanitary condition of the different emigrant ships has 
been very satisfactory. 

During the year various improvements have been made at 
Gallop’s Island. Two brick cesspools, with a capacity of 
about two thousand gallons, were built, one for each hospital. 
New headboards were placed over the graves in the cemetery, 
to replace the old ones, the names on which had become 
nearly effaced by the action of the weather. A room fifteen 
feet long, eight feet wide, and nine feet high, was fitted up 
at the end of the wharf to be used in disinfecting by steam ; 
so that now, if it becomes necessary, we shall be able to 
thoroughly disinfect a large amount of personal baggage, or 
the bedding of an emigrant ship, ina very short time. New 
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flooring was put in the carpenter and blacksmith shops, and 
some needed repairs were made at the barn. 

The severe storm of last November washed away the road 
running from the small-pox hospital to the carpenter-shop, 
on the south side of the island. This shows the necessity of 
protecting that part of the island by a sea-wall, or a rip- 
rap at least. At the northern and eastern ends some little 
damage was done, which would have been much greater had 
it not been for the rip-rap at that part; as it is, the sand is 
gullied to such an extent as to indicate that, without the pro- 
tection of the stone- work, that part of the island on which 
the rag-shed stands would have been cut off from the rest. 

The produce of the island was about the same as _ last 


year : — 


Potatoes, 150 bushels. Hay, 12 tons. 
Barley, 20 ye Corn-fodder, 1 ton. 
Onions, 15 c. Barley, Pe 


And enough garden vegetables in their season to supply the 
island and quarantine steamer. All the milk, and eggs also, 
used by both were supplied from the island. 

The live-stock, at the present time, consists of one horse, 
three cows, two hogs, and seventy-five hens and chickens. 
Besides these, six hogs, twenty chickens, and one cow have 
been killed, and used as subsistence for the boat and island. 

I here give a tabular view of the record of cases treated in 
the quarantine hospitals at Gallop’s Island : — 
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The quarantine steamer “ Vigilant” is in good repair, with 
the exception of the packing in the cylinders, which will 
have to be renewed this spring. 

In the past year the “ Vigilant” has been away from 
quarantine duty fifty-five days; twenty-seven of these were 
in the month of May, when she did the work of the “J. 
Putnam Bradlee,” the boarding being done in the water-boat 
“LL. Osborne,” furnished by the Directors of Public Institu- 
tions. The rest of the time was spent in towing bath-houses, 
and when she was hauled off for painting and repairs. 

On the Ist of May Dr. Thos. B. Shea assumed the duties 
of Assistant Port Physician, to which position he had been 
appointed by the Board of Health. 

I wish to take this opportunity to extend to Col. John C. 
Whiton, Superintendent of the House of Industry, my sincere 
thanks for the many favors done this department during the 
past year, and also to thank each member of the Board of 
Health forthe kindness and consideration shown me.

THIRTIETH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


INSPECTOR OF MILK AND VINEGAR, 


From Jan. 1, 1888, to Dec. 31, 1888. 


OFFICE OF THE INSPECTOR OF MILK AND VINEGAR, 
1151 WaSHINGTON STREET, Boston. 


To His Honor the Mayor and the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston: — 

The quantity of milk sold in 1888 shows an increase of 
915,867 gallons over the quantity sold in the preceding year, 
and an increase over the year 1886 of 1,689,311 gallons. 
The value of milk sold for the year, estimated at the price 
paid by consumers, is $4,359,808, an increase of $405,435 
over the amount paid in 1886, being $1,110 daily. 

This increased demand for milk is directly traceable to the 
work of this department; but a few years since the adultera- 
tion of milk in the city of Boston was carried to such an ex- 
tent that 60 per cent. of all samples were below the standard. 
Last year this department was able to report that this per- 
centage had been reduced to 12.54 per cent., while the 
present year this has been still further lowered, so that the 
percentage of poor samples for the year 1888 has been only 
8.49 per cent. Comparison of official figures of milk adul- 
teration of other large cities, both at home and abroad, shows 
that this figure is lower than has at any time elsewhere been 
reached. It is, therefore, claimed, that in no large city in the 
world is the adulteration of milk suppressed to the extent 
which now prevails in Boston. 
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Since the reorganization of this department in 1885, the 
work of inspection has continued steadily and systematically. 
The “ Boston system ” of milk inspection, so called, has at- 
tracted attention throughout the country, and the details of 
this work as here practised have been adopted in many 
places. 

The effort of this department to prevent the use of annotto 
or other coloring substances in milk, commenced in 1886, 
have been so successful that it is now only in rare instances 
that this fraud is practised. The construction placed by this 
department upon the statute under which complaints are 
made for the sale of colored milk has been affirmed by the 
Supreme Court of this Commonwealth. 

The Massachusetts statutes relating to oleomargarine, re- 
quiring it to be sold on its merits and in marked packages, 
have been strictly enforced. In confirmation of this state- 
ment, it appears from the report of the United States Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue for 1888, that out of 1,181 
samples purporting to be butter examined by the United 
States revenue officers in Boston, and representing the stock 
of 595 dealers, only two were found to be oleomargarine. 

The percentage of adulterated samples of vinegar for the 
year is 20.60; this is 3.50 per cent. lower than the figures 
for 1887, and about 12 per cent. lower than 1886. It is still 
considerably higher than it should be, which is in part due to 
imperfect legislation. 

The expenditures of the department have been kept within 
the amount of the appropriation, and the balance unexpended 
will be sufficient for its requirements for the remainder of the 
financial year. 

The details of these results, together with other matters of 
interest, and suggestions having in view the still further pro- 
tection of the citizens from fraud and imposition may be 
found in the pages which follow. 


LICENSES. 


The Inspector is required on the first day of May, or 
within thirty days thereafter, to license all persons who con- 
vey milk in carriages or otherwise for the purpose of selling 
the same within the city, the license fee being fifty cents, 
and renewed annually. 

To keep a record of the name, residence, place of business, 
number of carriages or other vehicles used, the name and 
residence of every driver or other person engaged in carry- 
ing or selling milk, and the number of the license. 

To require the owner’s name, number of his license, and 
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place of business to be legibly placed on each outer side of 
all carriages or vehicles used in the conveyance and sale of 
milk. 

To register the name of every person selling or offering 
milk for sale in a store, “booth, stand, or market-place ” 
within the city; the license fee, fifty cents, not being re- 
quired to be renewed. 

To register in like manner the name of every person sell- 
ing or offering for sale oleomargarine, or butterine, within 
the city. This license fee, being fifty cents, is required to 
be renewed annually.

It is the duty of the Inspector to enter all places where 
milk is stored or kept for sale, and to take samples, which he 
shall cause to be analyzed, or otherwise satisfactorily tested. 

To take samples of butter, oleomargarine, and cheese for 
the same purpose. 

To examine samples of vinegar, for strength, purity, and 
freedom from deleterious substances.

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COMPLAINTS AND PENALTIES. 


The Public Statutes provide penalties : — 


For neglecting or refusing to license or register for the sale 
of milk: in the case of a milk peddler, a fine of not less 
than thirty nor more than one hundred dollars; in the 
case of a store-keeper, a fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars. 

For selling, exposing for sale, or having in possession with 
intent to sell, adulterated milk, or milk not of good stand- 
ard quality, or milk to which water or any foreign sub- 
stance has been added, or milk from sick or diseased cows, 
or cows fed on the refuse of distilleries: for a first 
offence a fine not less than fifty nor more than two hun- 
dred dollars; for a second offence a fine not less than 
one hundred nor more than three hundred dollars; and 
for a subsequent offence a fine of fifty dollars and by 
imprisonment in the house of correction for not less 
than sixty nor more than ninety days. 

For selling, exposing, etc., as pure milk, milk from which any 

part of the cream has been removed. Penalties as above. 

selling, exposing, etc., skimmed milk except from cans or 
other vessels marked as required by statute. Penalties 
as above. 

For selling, exposing, etc., skimmed milk containing less than 
nine rand three-tenths per cent. of milk solids exclusive 
of the fat. Penalties as above. 

For obstructing in any manner the Milk Inspector or his 
assistants in the performance of their duties: a fine 
of not less than one hundred nor more than three bun- 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment for not less than thirty 
nor more than sixty days. 

For neglecting or refusing to register for the sale of oleo- 
margarine: a fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 

For selling, exposing, etc., oleomargarine unless marked as 
required by statute: for a first offence a fine of one 
hundred dollars, and for a second and each subsequent 
offence a fine of two hundred dollars. 

For erasing, cancelling, etc., any marks provided by statute, 
or in any manner falsely labelling any packages so 
marked. Penalties as above. 

For selling, exposing, etc. , any oleomargarine marked with the 
words “ dairy” or “creamery.” Penalties as above. 

For selling, exposing, etc., as cider vinegar, vinegar not 
made “exclusively ‘of apple cider: a fine not exceeding 
one hundred dollars. 
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For selling, exposing, etc., vinegar containing any artificial 
coloring matter, or containing any preparation of lead, 
copper, sulphuric acid, or any ingredient injurious to 
health: a fine not less than fifty nor more than one 
hundred dollars. 

For selling, exposing, etc., any vinegar not of standard 
quality, z.e., containing less than four and one-half per 
cent. of absolute acetic acid, or, in the case of cider vine- 
gar, containing less than two per cent. by weight of 
cider-vinegar solids: a fine not exceeding one hundred 


dollars. 


The Public Statutes provide that it shall be the duty of 
the Inspector to make complaint for any of the offences thus 
enumerated which may be brought to his notice, as the 
result of his analyses of samples, or upon the information 
of any person who lays before him satisfactory evidence 
upon which to sustain such complaint.

Of the milk sold in Boston daily only about 15 per cent. 
is actually raised by the milkman supplying it. From the 
statements of milk-dealers at the time of issue of their annual 
licenses, it appears that of the 49,769 gallons daily sold, 
7,686 gallons are produced by the milk-peddlers, the remain- 
der being collected, in small part, from farmers who supply 
the peddlers direct, while the largest portion is brought into 
the city by the railroads from an area of 75 to 100 miles 
radius.

Previous to the year 1885 no exact percentage record of 
poor samples of milk was kept by this office; but from the 
figures as given in the annual reports of the Massachusetts 
State Board of Health, it appears that the percentage of 
adulterated samples in Boston, in 1884, was over 40 per 
cent., while in the year 1883 it was more than 60 per cent.

Tue Boston System oF MILK INSPECTION. 


The protection of the citizens of any large city from the 
frauds and still greater evils arising from the sale of adul- 
terated milk can only be secured by a plan of inspection and 
control which is systematic, thorough, and sufficiently exten- 
sive to reach every dealer, whether store-keeper or peddler, 
many times during the year. To be of much effect, inspec- 
tion should be so extensive that every dealer should be made 
to feel that he is liable to have his milk tested on any day 
(including Sundays), and at any hour. No reliable tests of 
milk, except in instances of considerable adulteration by 
water or by skimming, can be made on the premises where 
the milk is sold or the wagons from which it is delivered. 
Such tests can only be properly made in a laboratory pro- 
vided with suitable facilities for chemical analysis. This in- 
volves the collection of samples and their removal to the 
laboratory for examination. Certain data, which can only be 
obtained at the time of collection, are necessary, and must ac- 
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company each sample, and the samples must be so marked 
that mistakes or confusion of samples is impossible. The so- 
called “Boston system” of milk inspection, the result of 
thirty years’ experience (Boston was the first city in the 
United States to establish a system of milk inspection), has 
been extensively copied, and more or less of its details 
adopted in various cities throughout the country; and 
demands are received from all quarters for the reports of this 
department containing an account of our system. The de- 
scription which follows contains portions which have been 
printed in previous reports, but as now given exhibits in a 
more complete form than heretofore, the full details of every 
step in the inspection of milk as followed by this department 
from the time of collection of the sample to the final disposi- 
tion of each case, whether the sample be “ passed” as good, 
“ warned,” as in the case of a store-keeper, or “ reported” to 
the court for prosecution. 

Collection of Samples. — Collectors of samples, employed 
by the Milk Inspector, subject to the approval of the Mayor, 
and sworn to a faithful performance of their duties, are author- 
ized by the statute to enter all places where milk is stored or 
kept for sale, and all carriages used for the conveyance of 
milk, and to take samples for analysis from all such places or 
carriages. Samples taken by the collectors are put into 
clean and dry cans, each can being provided with a wooden 
stopper. Each can is numbered by being stamped upon the 
handle, and contains one pint when filled. At the time of 
collection a tag is filled out with the date, hour, name 
of dealer, locality, and all other necessary particulars, and is 
securely fastened to the handle of the can by means of a 
twisted wire. Specimens of the various cards used, showing 
the manner of filling out, are given on succeeding pages. 
Each collector is provided with a small leather hand-bag 
holding ten cans, which is the number of samples procured at 
a single trip. As the statute requires that return sealed 
samples shall be given, if requested, it is necessary that 
the collectors shall carry materials for this purpose. The 
sample bags are accordingly provided with compartments 
holding small glass bottles, ete. 

The full list of articles which must be carried by the 
collectors on every trip is as follows : — 


Ten sample cans with stoppers. 

Ten three-ounce bottles with corks. 
Bunch of tags for marking cans. 

Bunch of tags for marking sealed samples. 
Wires for fastening tags to samples. 
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Seal, sealing-wax, spirit-lamp, and matches. 
Lead-pencil and receipt-book for return samples. 


The sample bottles have attached to their necks twisted 
wire, so that this may be passed through the eyelet of the 
tag and over the cork, and the whole sealed. 

Thus provided, the collectors visit different sections of the 
city at an early hour of the morning, sometimes starting out 
at 2 o’clock A.M., and await the arrival of the milk-peddlers 
supplying the locality. When the collectors have obtained 
the requisite number of specimens they report at the office, 
and deliver their samples to the Inspector or his laboratory 
assistant, by whom the necessary examinations and analyses 
are made. ‘The person receiving the sample is required to 
place his initials upon the tag attached to the sample. 

Each collector is required to make a daily report of the 
number of trips made, time of commencement and finishing 
each trip, number of samples obtained, expenses, etc.

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All samples brought to the office are submitted to a prelim- 
inary examination, by which many of these specimens are 
shown to be of undoubted good quality, and are set aside; 
all doubtful ones are submitted to chemical analysis. 

The results of the analysis are recorded by the record 
clerk, being copied from the figures placed by the analyst 
upon the back of the tag accompanying each sample. No 
tag is removed from the sample can until the examination or 
analysis is completed. 

The tags after removal furnish original memoranda from 
which, in case of complaints in the courts, the witness, whether 
collector or analyst, may refresh his memory. All tags are 
eventually filed away in suitable drawers, where, arranged 
alphabetically according to the names of the various dealers, 
they furnish a card-catalogue which will at a glance show 
what sort of milk each dealer is carrying, and during any 
period of time. There is now in this office a card-catalogue 
of this description, containing the results and all the details 
of more than 40,000 inspections. This catalogue at the same 
time shows the names of all drivers, license numbers. amount 
of milk sold by every dealer, section of city supplied, and 
many other particulars.

If the specimen of milk on examination proves unsatisfac- 
tory, the card is stamped by the analyst with a W (warning) 
in the case of a store, ora C (complaint) , in case it Is in- 
tended to report the case for prosecution. 

Under our statute a store-keeper is equally liable with a 
milkman for the possession or sale of adulterated milk, but it 
is thought best to send warnings, because, while there are 
doubtless some store-keepers who adulterate their milk, the 
larger number of them sell it as delivered to them. The ef- 
fect of this notice, in almost all instances, is to produce an 
immediate improvement of the milk sold. 

After two or more warnings are thus sent to the same 
store-keeper, if the milk is found, within a reasonable time, 
to be below the standard, and the proprietor continues to 
purchase milk of the same milkman, he is complained of ; 
this has been necessary, however, in but a few instances. 
These warnings are not sent to milkmen.

PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION OF MILK FOR THE APPROXI-— 
MATE DETERMINATION OF Fat AND ToTAL SOLIDS. 


It is well known that the higher the percentage of fat in 
any sample of milk the lower is the specific gravity. On the 
other hand, the greater the percentage of the other constit- 
uents of the milk, — caseine, sugar, etc.,— the higher the 
specific gravity. It is possible, therefore, if we know the 
weight percentage of fat and the specific gravity, to deter- 
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mine, within a very small margin of error, the total solids 
which the milk contains. 

Feser’s Lactoscope. — This erence in its operation 
depends upon the fact that, under ordinary conditions, the 
richer the milk in fat the greater is the number of fat globules 
in a given space, and hence a greater opacity. The instru- 
ment consists of a small glass cylinder, in the lower part of 
which is a small rod of white glass, ruled with a few black 
lines. Upon the outer cylinder is a scale, indicating the 
percentage of fat. Four cubic centimeters of milk are put 
into the cylinder, and then water is added until the black 
lines upon the white glass at the bottom can be distinguished, 
without being too distinctly visible. The level of the water, 
as shown upon the scale on the large cylinder, gives the per- 
centage of fat by weight. 

The Specific Gravity. — The specific gravity is determined 
by a delicate Pile’s hydrometer, 1 I 
for the temperature, and the specific gravity reduced to 15° C. 
(59° F.) The specific gravity being required at 59° F., a 
correction is necessary, because, if the milk be colder than 59°, 
the readings of the hydrometer and lactometer are too high ; 
while, if the milk be warmer than 59°, the readings of these 
instruments are too /ow. Instead of warming or cooling the 
milk to the exact degree required, it is more convenient to 
take the specific oravity at any temperature and reduce it to 
the proper gravity at the standard temperature. It is ap- 
proximately correct to deduct } degree from the specific 
gravity for each 5 degrees of the thermometer beow 59°, and 
add 4 degree to the specific gravity for each 4 degrees of the 
tevin mn ate above 59°. This method, Hocerecu is correct 
only for a limited range; but the following tables give the 
corrected specific gravity for each of the degrees from 1.027 
to 1.035 for temperatures from 40° F. to 80° F. 

To make use of these tables the specific gravity indicated 
by the instrument is found in the left-hand column, and at a 
point in the same line and immediately below the figures 
indicating the temperature will be found the figures which, 
placed after the figures 1.0, will give the correct gravity at 
59°. Hxample: Suppose the specific gravity at 68° F. to 
be 1.0285. To find the correct gravity, look in the line of 
1.0285 in the left-hand column and follow it along until the 
column indicating the temperature (68°) is reached. The 
figures 297 are the last three figures of the specific gravity, 
and by placing them after the figures 1.0, 1.0297, the correct 
gravity, 1s obtained. 
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The readings of the lactoscope, taken in connection with 
the corrected specific gravity, make it possible to determine, 
with very reasonable certainty, whether the milk is above or 
below the legal standard. This method shows also, within 
certain limits, whether the milk has been skimmed or watered, 
or whether, as in some cases, both of these frauds have 


been practised.

THe CuHeEmiIcAL ANALYsIS OF Mitk For TotraL SOLIDS, 
Far, ASH, ETC. 


In all cases where the preliminary tests of milk indicate 
that the milk is below the standard or doubtful, a chemical 
analysis is made. 

The methods adopted are the following : — 


. Determination of Milk Solids.—To ascertain the per- 
centage of milk solids, 5 grammes of milk are weighed ina 
flat-bottomed platinum dish 24 inches in diameter and about 
4 inch in depth. The weight of the dish being first ascer- 
tained, 5 grammes are added to the weights balancing the dish, 
and the milk (about 5 cubic centimeters ) added until the 
equilibrium is restored. Each dish has a figure stamped 


upon its side, so that any number of samples may be 
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analyzed at the same time without confusion. The dish con- 
taining the milk is placed upon a water-bath, the bath being 
closed at the top by a flat metallic plate. After about two 
hours the dish is transferred to a Weissneg drying oven, 
where for an hour it is heated to a temperature not exceed- 
ing 105° C. It is then quite dry and is weighed. The 
weight of the dish with the milk solids being ascertained, 
the original weight of the dish is subtracted, giving the 
weight of the total solids in 5 grammes of milk. The percent- 
age (or grammes of milk solids in 100 grammes of milk) is 
ascertained by multiplying the weight of solids found 
by 20. 

Determination of Milk Solids exclusive of Fat. — The 
platinum dish with its contents is then filled with petroleum 
benzine (75° to 80° Buumé), and heated on the water-bath 
as before. The benzine being raised to the boiling-point 
rapidly dissolves the fat (butter). The benzine is then 
poured off, and more benzine added, boiled, and poured off 
as before. The benzine is added and poured off three 
times ; the platinum dish is then thoroughly washed by means 
of a wash-bottle containing benzine, and after careful drying 
is weighed. The weight of the dish and contents less the 
weight of the dish gives the weight of the mzlk solids exclu- 
sive of the fat, the fat having been dissolved and removed 
by the benzine. This weight multiplied by 20 gives the 
percentage of solids not fat in 100 grammes of milk. 

Determination of Fat. —'The percentage of fat is ascer- 
tained by subtracting the percentage of solids not fat from 
the percentage of total solids. It may be determined directly 
by washing the total solids with benzine, as in the determina- 
tion of the solids not fat, and carefully evaporating the 
solvent, weighing the residue. 

Determination of Ash. —The dish in which the sol¢éds and 
solids not fat have been determined is, with its contents 
(solids not fat), heated to a dull-red heat till the organic 
portion of the milk is consumed and the residue is quite 
white. The dish and the ash are weighed and the percent- 
age determined as before. 

Determination of Milk Sugar. — It is frequently of advan- 
tage to determine the amount of sugar of milk in the sample 
under examination. Thisis effected by aid of the polariscope. 

The instrument employed in this department is that known 
as the Ventzke-Scheibler polariscope. The sugar determina- 
tion is made by weighing 65.36 grammes of milk in a flask 
holding 100 cubic centimeters; 5 cubic centimeters of solu- 
tion of basic acetate of lead is added, and the mixture wellh 
shaken. 
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After standing for a few minutes the volume of liquid is 
made up to 100 cubic centimeters by the addition of water. 
The liquid is then filtered. A portion of the clear solution 
is poured into the 200-millimeter tube, and the reading of 
the instrument obtained. | 

The result divided by 2 gives the per cent. of milk 
sugar in the sample. 

Determination of Albuminoids. — The sum of the per- 
centages of the ash and the sugar subtracted from the solids 
not fat gives the percentage of albuminoids. 

A convenient form of laboratory note-book has been 
devised for the use of the department, of which a specimen 
page is given on p. 28. 


In determining the character of any particular sample of 
milk, consideration should be given to all of the factors of the 
analysis, and a reasonable margin below the legal limits 
allowed in determining whether or not the sample should be 
complained of; but in estimating the relation of a given 
sample to standard milk, a comparison of the percentage of 
solids found with thirteen (the solids in standard milk) will 
give the percentage of standard milk in the sample, the differ- 
ence being added water. 

It is to be observed that there is a difference between the 
percentage of added water 7m a given sample and the per- 
centage of water added ¢o one hundred parts of standard 
milk ; thus a milk which on analysis showed 10.40 per. cent. 
of total solids would indicate 20 per cent. of added water in 
a mixture of standard milk and water, — that is, five quarts 
of such adulterated milk would consi-t of four quarts of 
standard milk and one quart of water; but the percentage of 
water added édo the four quarts of standard milk would be 25 
per cent. instead of 20 per cent., as calculated from the total 
solids,

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DETECTION oF ANNOTTO. 


The methods adopted for the detection of annotto in milk 
were very fully described in the report for 1887, but the 
demand for that document having been so great that it is 
now out of print, these details being the subject of continual 
inquiry from other cities are here repeated from the report 
of 1887. 


Two methods for the detection of annotto have been devised in the 
laboratory of the department. The first method to be described is 
adapted to the preliminary testing of a large number of samples of 
milk, and is most simple and practical in its application; it can, how- 
ever, be employed only upon samples of sweet milk. ‘The second 
method is applicable to either fresh milk or milk which has been kept 
for months, as in case of sealed samples, and by its means may easily 
be prepared highly satisfactory exhibits, if it becomes necessary to 
present evidence of annotto to a jury. 

The methods about to be described have now been in use in the city 
laboratory for more than a year, and are thoroughly reliable and satis- 
factory. 

First Method. — One hundred cubic centimeters of milk rendered 
alkaline by the addition of five cubic centimeters of solution of carbon- 
ate of soda (one of carbonate of soda to three of water) are poured into a 
glass jar about one and a half inches in diameter and four to five inches 
in height. Into this jar is placed a strip of white filtering paper. 
(Schleicher and Schull’s, extra heavy, No. 598) about five and a half 
inches long and one-half inch wide. The jar is then set aside in a place 
not exposed to the light for twelve hours, or overnight; at the expira- 
tion of this time the strip of paper is withdrawn and washed by running 
water, when, if annotto be present, the paper appears a pale salmon 
color, which is best seen when the moist strip is laid upon a piece of 
white filter-paper. The still moist strip of paper dipped into a solution 
of stannous chloride develops a decided pink color. By this means 
amere trace of annotto coloring matter (one part of the solution as 
ordinarily used by milkmen to one hundred thousand of milk) is dis- 
tinctly perceptible. With the quantity of annotto solution ordinarily 
used to color milk (one teaspoonful to eight cans, each can holding 
eight quarts) the pink color is very strongly developed. 

It is essential that the milk be made strongly alkaline during the time 
the paper is immersed, for if the milk sours, the annotto coloring matter 
being insoluble in acid solutions is precipitated, and in this condition is 
not absorbed by the fibre of the paper. ‘lhe size of the paper for the 
quantity of milk taken should not be very much larger than in the rela- 
tive proportion given above, otherwise the coloring matter being spread 
over a larger surface is less distinctly noticeable. 

It is a convenient method of distinguishing the various specimens to 
write the name of the dealer with pencil on each strip of paper before 
immersing it in the milk. By the process as above given it has been 
found possible to make as many as fifty tests for annotto in as many 
specimens of milk, in a single day. The strips of paper are put into the 
milk, as soon as the samples are brought to the office, and examined the 
following morning. 

The coloring principle of annotto (bixin) is, by the means described, 
perfectly separated from all other substances present in the milk, and 
may be further tested upon the paper itself by any of the color reactions 
of annotto. The pink color produced by stannous chloride may be 
changed to the original salmon color by immersing the colored strip in 
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dilute solution of sodium carbonate. The strip should be well washed, 
to remove excess of alkali, and carefully dried without heat; it may then 
be further tested by sulphuric acid, which produces a bluish color more 
or less intense according to the depth of the original color. In the case 
of a mere trace of annotto, the color may be only a pale greenish shade. 
To prevent the acid from having too powerful corrosive action on the 
fibre of the paper, it is advisable to dilute the acid with one-half its 
volume of water, employing the diluted acid only when the mixture has 
become cold. The reaction of sulphuric acid is best seen under the con- 
ditions of the test to be presently described. 

The process as above given is best adapted to the preliminary exami- 
nation of a considerable number of samples, but for the separation of the 
annotto in a form adapted to preservation and of any desired intensity 
of color it is necessary to adopt a modified method. 

Second Method. — Four fluid ounces of milk are coagulated by the aid 
of heat with a few drops of ascetic acid. The coloring matter of the 
annotto being insoluble in acids is thus precipitated together with the 
easeine. The coagulum is separated from the serum by straining 
through a piece of coarse cotton cloth and the excess of liquid pressed 
out. ‘The caseine, which scarcely shows any indication of coloring mat- 
ter, is transferred to a porcelain mortar and triturated with one or two 
fluid ounces of sulphuric ether, which is added in small portions at a 
time, and is finally decanted from the readily subsiding caseine, and 
poured into a small globular separatory apparatus, having a glass stop- 
per at the top and stopcock at the lower portion of the apparatus. Five 
or ten c.c. of dilute solution of caustic soda (1 of soda to 100 of water) 
are added, and the stopper being inserted, the apparatus is given a vigor- 
ous shaking for a few seconds. The separatory funnel is then set aside 
to allow the liquids to separate, which takes place after the expiration of 
a few minutes. The lower layer of liquid, which consists of the solution 
of soda holding the annotto color in solution, is then carefully drawn off 
from the supernatant liquid and placed ina small, flat-bottomed porcelain 
capsule of about one inch in diameter and one-half inch in depth, or the 
alkaline solution of annotto is divided into two equal portions, each of 
which is placed in a small capsule of such size that the depth of liquid is 
not less than about one-quarter of an inch. 

Into each of the capsules containing the annotto solution is then placed 
a small dise of heavy filter-paper, five-eighths of an inch in diameter. 
These discs may be conveniently cut by means of a cork borer. The 
capsules with their contents are then set aside in a dark place for twelve 
hours. The paper discs are then removed and washed by soaking in 
fresh water. Where annotto is present the paper is found to be dyed 
and presents a more or less deep orange or buff color. One of these 
discs is then dipped into a weak solution of sodium carbonate (otherwise 
the action of the air alters the shade), and the other well-washed disc is 
immersed in solution of stannous chloride and becomes thereby changed 
in color toa rich pink. These discs dried on bibulous paper without 
heat may then be mounted upon suitable cards and preserved as exhibits. 
Starch paste freshly prepared is suitable for mounting and does not alter 
the color of the specimens, which is liable to be the case if ordinary 
paste or mucilage is employed. In addition to the two discs employed, 
it is desirable, if the sulphuric-acid test is to be used, to dye a small 
piece of paper of firmer texture, as being less liable to the corrosive ac- 
tion of the acid; a piece of paper one-quarter of an inch square is of suf- 
ficient size for this purpose. This is dyed at the same time with the 
discs. I have found Whatman’s heavy drawing-paper to be the best. 

_ As small a quantity of milk as 10 c.c. may be tested in this way with 
results as satisfactory as when a larger quantity of milk is used, but the 
paper discs must be of proportionately smaller diameter. ‘This test may 
be employed in any condition of the milk and in specimens of any age 
likely to be tested. 
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No other coloring matter with which I am acquainted, treated with 
ether and the subsequent agitation of the ether with soda solution, gives 
the series of reactions peculiar to annotto, 7.e. — 

1. <A buff color on paper dyed in alkaline solution. 

2. The buff color changed to pink by solution of stannous chloride, 
alum, or any acid, the color produced by the stannous chloride being the 
most brilliant. 

3. The pink color thus produced changed to the original buff by al- 
kaline solutions. 

4. The well-washed and dried paper dyed of a buff color changed to 
a transitory blue or, in the case of mere traces, a greenish blue, by appli- 
cation of a drop of concentrated sulphuric acid. 

The coloring matter of carrot or squash, while soluble in ether, is not 
taken up when agitated with soda solution. Saffron (crocus) yields 
very little yellow color to ether, while no buff color can be obtained from 
it by dyeing upon paper which is changed to a pink by solution of tin. 
The same is true of safflower. Turmeric gives a deep brownish red 
color with alkalies, which is by tin solution restored to its original 
yellow. 


DETECTION OF CARAMEL OR BuRNT SUGAR. 


A certain quantity of milk, about four to eight fluid ounces (a smaller 
quantity may be used if necessary), is mixed with an equal volume of 
ninety-five per cent. alcohol ; the milk should be poured into the alcohol, 
and not the alcohol into the milk, by which the caseine is nearly all pre- 
cipitated in a form which may be very easily separated by filtration, 
while the caramel, if present, passes into the alcoholic solution. The 
filtrate is perfectly clear and brilliant. Sometimes the first portions of 
the filtrate are more or less opaque, but by returning them to the filter 
the liquid which passes through at length becomes absolutely clear. This 
filtrate has a more or less deep yellow color, according to the season of 
the year, and in the spring and summer time has a decided grass-green 
color, especially when the liquid is observed by looking downwards 
through a considerable depth of it contained ina glass tube one-half inch 
in diameter and about twelve inches in length; the greenish liquid ob- 
tained from pure milk in the summer-time has a strongly marked fluo- 
rescence. ‘The presence of any amount of caromel sufficient to color the 
milk modifies this color, making it more orange, with sometimes a slight 
brownish shade, so that by the color alone, when observed under these 
conditions, the presence of caramel may be determined with considerable 
certainty. ‘The comparison is best made by the simultaneous observation 
of the filtrate from pure milk and from milk to which a small portion of 
caramel has been purposely added. 

To confirm the presence of caramel 100 c.c. of the filtrate obtained 
from milk suspected to contain burnt sugar are precipitated by not more 
than 2 c.c. of solution of sub-acetate of lead of specific gravity 1.23. 
The Liquor Plumbi Sub-acetatis of the pharmacopeceia is of the proper 
strength for the purpose. The solution of lead throws down certain al- 
buminoids and whatever of caseine remains after the first addition of 
the alcohol and also the caramel. The precipitate is flocculent, and 
except in cases where mere traces only of caramel are present shows a 
very slight brownish tint. The precipitate is carefully filtered and 
washed with distilled water; it is then dried upon the filter. Where car- 
amel is present the well-dried precipitate has a more or less deep choc- 
olate color, according to the amount of caramel which was originally 
present. Pure milk gives under these circumstances a precipitate which, 
when dried, has a light yellow color with no shade of brown, or in cer- 
tain seasons it may be almost colorless. Comparative experiments 
made with pure milk and with milk to which caramel has been added 
show very marked differences in the color of the dried precipitate, even 
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in eases where the proportion of caramel does not exceed one part in ten 
thousand. 

It sometimes happens that milk which is in process of testing for car- 
amel contains also annotto. In such cases the filter- paper through which 
the original alcoholic solution has been passed shows a pinkish color 
after remaining in contact with the moist caseine overnight. 


DETECTION OF Boracic AcID. 


Boracie acid, free or in combination, may easily be detected in the ash 
which has been obtained in the process of quantitative milk analysis. 
The amount of ash from five grammes of milk is quite sufficient for this 
purpose. The ash still remaining in the platinum capsule, after it has 
been weighed in the ordinary process of ash determination, is moistened 
with one or two drops of strong sulphuric acid, and after a few minutes 
there are added thirty to sixty drops of ninety-five per cent. alcohol; the 
capsule is then removed to a dark closet and the alcohol ignited. The. 
outer edges of the alcohol flame, when boracic acid is present, are tinged 
with a peculiar and characteristic apple-green color. After a short 
time, and as the capsule becomes heated, the alcohol flame changes to a 
yellow or orange (sodium or calcium), and the green tint due to the 
boracic acid is much obscured or altogether concealed. In such case the 
flame is extinguished and the alcohol rekindled by the flame of a Bunsen 
burner, held a short distance above the capsule, but still as far away 
from it as possible, so that the flame may act upon the vapor which is 
still rising from the heated alcohol. At the first flash of the ignition of 
the alcohol the green color is very strongly developed. Previous to the 
ignition of the alcohol the presence of boracic acid may be tested by dip- 
ping a small piece of tumeric paper into the acid alcoholic solution, 
when, if boracic acid is present, the paper on drying without heat 
changes from its ordinary yellow to a characteristic red color. Both the: 
flame and the tumeric-paper tests should be applied to each specimen. 
These tests have been long known as the usual qualitative tests for 
boracic acid, but I am not aware that it has been before pointed out that 
the quantity of ash which remains after the ordinary analysis of milk is 
sufficient to make a satisfactory test for boracic acid. We have found, 
however, that boracic acid rarely fails of detection in this manner, and 
with this quantity of material. In cases of doubt, or to confirm previous 
results, a larger quantity (twenty-five to fifty grammes) is evaporated 
to dryness on the water-bath, with the addition of one-half gramme of 
carbonate of soda. The dried residue is ignited and treated as already 
described. 


DETECTION OF SALICYLIC ACID. 


Salicylic acid may be detected in milk by separating the 
serum by filtration after the addition of a few drops of hydro- 
chloric acid. The serum should have a strongly acid reac- 
tion, and should be shaken up with a small quantity of ether, 
which removes salicylic acid if present. The solution may 
be tested by the addition of a few drops of neutral ferrie 
chloride, which produces a strong violet coloration. 

Microscopical Examination of Milk. -- When milk is 
examined by the microscope it is seen to contain thousands 
of spherical bodies (fat) flouting in a clear fluid. These 
spheres vary in size from mere molecules to about 5755 of 
an inch in diameter. In cream these fat globules are much 
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more numerous, and from crowding together many of them 
coalesce into larger masses, which are no longer spherical 
but form irregular masses of various shapes. 

Milk from a cow, for some days after calving, is character- 
ized by the presence of more or less numerous granular 
appearing bodies having a diameter three or four times as 
great as that of the fat globule. These bodles are called 
colostrum corpuscles and appear to consist of numerous 
smaller granules closely adhering to each other and forming 
a rounded mass to which some fat globules become attached, 

Cows having diseases of the udder may produce bloody 
milk. Microscopic examination of such milk shows the 
presence of blood corpuscles. Blood corpuscles from cow’s 
blood have an average diameter of 35/55 of an inch. 

When examined by a magnifying power of 500 diameters, 
they are seen to be of the form of circular flattened discs, 
the sides depressed so that they resemble double concave 
lenses with rounded edges.

Forms oF COMPLAINT. 


In view of certain decisions of the Supreme Judicial Court 
of Massachusetts, it has been found advisable, even in cases 
where milk is clearly watered or skimmed, not to make com- 
plaint for these specific defects, but to complain for deficiency 
of milk solids. In case of the presence of annotto or boracie 
acid these are charged as being as “a foreign substance.” 
Particular circumstances may require other forms, but those 
most commonly adopted are as follows : —

THE SALE OF SKIMMED MILK. 


Skimmed milk, when sold as and for what it really is, and 
not as pure milk, furnishes one of the cheapest foods, and one 
having a very high food-value. In some States the sale of 
skimmed milk has been prohibited, — not on account of any ob- 
jection attaching to the article itself, but because its sale is liable 
to become the cause of a great deal of cheating and misrepre- 
sentation. The Massachusetts Statutes do not forbid the sale 
of skimmed milk, but seek to regulate it by requiring that all 
cans and measures from or in which such milk is sold shall be 
distinctly marked with the words, “Skimmed Milk” in uncon- 
densed Gothic letters not less than one inch in length. 

Up to Nov. 1, 1888, the marks which had been used on 
cans and measures containing skimmed milk were made of 
tin, indented with the required name. ‘The letters were 
Gothic in form and of the required size, but being of the 
same color as the ground beneath them they were far from 
distinct, and after being in use for some time became nearly 
or quite illegible. Another abuse had been gradually devel- 
oping, and consisted in the very common practice of store-

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keepers to buy acheap milk — one from which about one-half 
the cream had been removed — and sell the article as pure 
milk. Some decided action seemed to be called for, and 
accordingly the following notice was mailed to afl milk ped- 
dlers and to all store-keepers who sold skimmed milk : — 


OFFICE OF THE INSPECTOR OF MILK, 
1151 WASHINGTON STREET, BOSTON. 


It has been the habit of many store-keepers to purchase an inferior 
quality of milk, ¢.e., milk from which a portion of the cream has been 
removed, and to sell the same without any statement or comment to all 
persons Who call for ‘ milk.” Acting under instructions from milk 
dealers who have found it to be to their own interests to encourage the 
sale of this inferior milk, retail dealers have been led to believe that in 
so doing they violated no law, provided the can and measure out of 
which the skimmed milk was sold was marked with a certain piece of 
indented tin, often nearly illegible, attached to the can or the measure. 
This is an error, and this notice is intended to call attention to the pro- 
visions of the Public Statutes relating to the sale of skimmed milk, and 
the decisions of the courts in relation thereto, in order that dealers may 
be fully informed of the requirements with which it is proposed to hold 
them to a strict compliance. 

It is contrary to the law in Massachusetts to sell skimmed milk, unless 
itis sold as skimmed milk, and out of a can, vessel, or measure distinctly 
marked with the words ‘‘Skimmed Milk” in uncondensed Gothic letters 
not less than one inch in length, conspicuously placed on the outside of 
such vessels. 

It has been held that a sale of skimmed milk to a person who called 
for ‘‘ milk,” even from a package properly marked, is a violation of the 
statute, because the demand for ‘‘ milk” implies a demand for milk of 
standard quality, and the dealer who undertakes to supply a customer 
under such circumstances is bound to supply only milk of standard 
quality and not skimmed milk. It is the intention of this department to 
enforce the provisions of the milk statutes in accordance with this con- 
struction, and to make complaint against all dealers who render them- 
selves liable. Dealers in skimmed milk will therefore be careful to sell 
skimmed milk only when it is distinctly called for, and in no case where 
‘‘milk” is called for, unless the customer is at the same time orally in- 
formed that the milk sold is not whole milk, but is skimmed milk. 
Violation of this rule will be prosecuted without previous warning. 

The marking of cans and measures containing skimmed milk must be 
distinct and conspicuous. ‘This department does not admit that a piece 
of indented tin is such a mark as the law requires; and no mark will be 
passed as distinct in which the letters are of the same color as the ground 
on which the letters are placed. It is proposed to give milk dealers a 
reasonable time to have their cans properly marked, “and this is to give 
notice that after Nov. 1, 1888, the marking of cans and measures must 
be in strict compliance with the statutes. “Specimens of cans and meas- 
ures properly marked may be seen at this office. 


In the mean time arrangements had been made to furnish 
a suitable label, — legible and not easily defaced. Two forms 
were adopted. One on enamelled tin plate having black 
letters on a white ground, and the other a Dennison tag 
printed on both sides with the words, “Skimmed Milk.” 


On receipt of the notice above mentioned, about one-half 
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of the dealers in skimmed milk abandoned its sale. Most of 
the remaining dealers at once complied with the law. Two 
or three prosecutions were, however, necessary. These 
cases were stubbornly contested, but resulted adversely to 
the contestants. 

There were now only occasional complaints to be made in 
regard to the sale of skimmed milk. All cans and measures 
are plainly and distinctly marked, and customers exercising 
ordinary caution cannot now be cheated by the sale to them 
of skimmed milk when they call for “ milk.” 

The following is a specimen of one of the labels now re- 
quired to be attached to all cans and measures in or from 
which skimmed milk is sold : —

OLEOMARGARINE AND BuTTER. 


During the year 1888 there weré registered in this office 


the names of 118 dealers in oleomargarine. 


There are at 


present in Boston 12 persons holding United States whole- 
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sale tax-receipts, and 106 persons who pay a tax as retail 
dealers. 

There have been made during the year seven complaints 
against six defendants for violations of the statutes relating to 
oleomargarine, as follows : — 


Sale of oleomargarine, not being licensed so to do. a ea E 
Sale of oleomargarine in an unmarked wrapper. Bee 


In six of these cases the defendants were convicted, and in 
one he was discharged. During the past year much interest 
has been taken by dealers and the general public in questions 
relating to the artificial coloring of oleomargarine and butter, 
to certain frauds alleged to be practised in the manipulation 
and reworking of butter, to false brands and _ fictitious 
dairies, and to the use of certain chemicals called preserva- 
tives. Farmers, butter dealers, oleomargarine dealers, and 
the public are deeply concerned in these matters, and it is 
proposed to consider some of them at considerable length. 
In doing so the Inspector deems it necessary to remark that 
he does not regard himself as occupying the position of an 
officer appointed in the interest of any class, whether milk 
producers, milk peddlers, milk contractors, butter merchants, 
oleomargarine dealers, or any other. 

«Lhe duties falling upon the Milk Inspector properly per- 
formed may incidentally be of great advantage to some or all 
of these classes: but the public interest is the only interest 
which it is the duty of the Inspector to consider, and where 
these interests or those of the public health are endangered, 
as they may be, by the acts or policy of any class of dealers 
who, while pretending to serve the citizens, are, in reality, 
preying upon them by fraudulent goods, fraudulent brands, 
and fraudulent misrepresentations of important facts relating 
to the public health — it becomes the duty of the Inspector 
to expose these frauds, and to oppose particular class inter- 
ests, no matter by whom represented and regardless of the ex- 
tent — in some cases no doubt very considerable — to which 
these interests may be backed by money or alleged influence. 

Oleomargarine is a food composed of oils and fats, in- 
tended for, and extensively used as, a substitute for butter. 
What are the interests of the public in relation to this 
product? The public is interested in two directions. The 
public demands that any and every article offered for sale as 
food shall be free from all injurious and unhealthful sub- 
stances, and the public demands also that any article of food 
shall be so sold that there is not the slightest misrepresenta- 
tion or deception in regard to its name, mode of manufacture, 
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and the character of the constituents entering into its com- 
position. 

The questions upon oleomargarine which interest the citi- 
zens of Boston are these : — 


I. Is oleomargarine as now sold in Boston a healthful, or 
is it an unhealthful, product? 

II. Is oleomargarine sold in Boston on its merits, or is it 
fraudulently sold as butter? Do people buy oleomargarine 
knowingly, or is it forced upon them by misrepresentation and 
fraud? 

I. Is oleomargarine healthful? ‘The materials used and 
the processes adopted in the manufacture of oleomargarine 
have been often described, and need not be given at this 
time. It is sufficient to say, that under the provisions of the 
Federal oleomargarine tax-law, the public is fully protected 
from any danger that objectionable or unhealthful constitu- 
ents enter into its composition. 

Section 14 of the National Oleomargarine Tax-Law pro- 
vides that the Commissioner of Internal Revenue may decide 
whether any oleomargarine intended for human consumption 
contains ingredients deleterious to the public health, and 
Section 15 requires that all oleomargarine which contains in- 
gredients adjudged to be deleterious to the public health 
shall be forfeited to the United States. 

In carrying out these provisions, Hon. Joseph S. Miller, 
United States Commissioner of Internal Revenue, in his Re- 
port for 1887, states that he had exacted monthly reports as 
to the materials employed in each factory, and required 
special reports as to these materials from each of the col- 
lectors in whose districts oleomargarine factories are located. 
These results he gives in detail on pages 137 to 140 of his 
report, and says : — 


The foregoing uniformly favorable testimony of sworn United 
States officers, whose positions guard them from bias, toward either 
the manufacturing interest on the one hand, or the dairy interest 
on the other hand, and the entire absence of complaint under section 14 
of the law, leads this office to conclude that the manufacturers of oleo- 
margarine, upon whose products the internal-revenue stamps and brands 
appear, are earnestly endeavoring to render their products not dele- 
terious to the public health. 


On page 176 of the Report of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue for 1888, Prof. Edgar Richards, Microscopist to the 
department, says : — 


The greatest cleanliness is observed throughout its manufacture, and 
the finished product, as well as all its ingredients, are perfectly pure and 
wholesome articles of food. 
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“The Maryland Farmer,” March, 1888, says : — 


The ‘‘oleo” manufacturers are taking very great care to have their 
goods made of the very best materials, and the criticisms of the past 
have made it absolutely necessary to secure the utmost cleanliness in all 
their processes of manufacture. 


“The Dairy World,” an agricultural journal of wide circu- 
lation and influence, says : — 


This law (National Tax Law) was designed to entirely probibit the 
manufacture and sale of oleomargarine, and as a prohibitory enactment 
has proven a signal failure. Why? We think it is because oleomarga- 
rine possesses considerable merit, and that the investigation before Con- 
gress brought its better qualities prominently before the public. This 
legislative agitation has educated the people, and the Government stamp 
has proven to be an official certificate of its healthfulness and not a badge 
of dishonor. Dairymen must now frankly admit that oleomargarine is a 
healthful product which has come to stay, and must therefore meet it by 
other means than chronic attempts at vicious, restrictive legislation. 


The Massachusetts Legislature of 1887 enacted the follow- 
ing order : — 


Ordered, That the State Board of Health be requested and required to 
make a special investigation and report to the next General Court upon 
the manufacture and sale of oleomargarine and butterine, especially with 
reference to their healthfulness as articles of food, and as to the question 
whether they are sold in compliance with existing laws. 


In the report of the Massachusetts State Board of Health, 
made in response to this order (Senate Document No. 140, 
1888), the following statements are made : — 


Scientific men, and persons who, either from their occupation or other- 
wise, are fully acquainted with the subject and are qualified to judge 
fairly of the product, are quite unanimous in their favorable opinions of 
oleomargarine as a healthful article of food. In the course of this in- 
quiry, I have found but one, and that a strong, opinion, that oleomarga- 
rine is of itself a good, healthful article of food, and much better than 
the poorer grades of natural butter. 

The following distinguished chemists, after carefully studying the 
manufacture, have made the most decided statements in favor of this ne 
article of food : — :

Prof. George F. Barker, University of Pennsylvania, 

Dr. Henry A. Mott, Jr., New York. -

I would further say that this question is one on which there is no differ- 
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ence of opinion among scientific investigators familiar with the chemistry 
of dairy products and fats. J have never seen a statement emanating 
from any person having any standing among scientific men, in which a 
contrary opinion zs advanced. 


The Board, through their reporter, Dr. Elliott G. Brack- 
ett, say in resumé : — 


The ingredients are those which find common use in many domestic 
ways, and in themselves, when of good quality, are wholesome, and in 
no way injurious when taken as food; and, as stated above, no grounds 
exist to reason that other than such quality is used. From these a mix- 
ture is made by a process of manufacture which is simple. and which 
would in no way make an unhealthy compound. This product so nearly 
resembles butter in appearance and taste that experienced persons are 
not able to distinguish them with any degree of certainty. 

Oleomargarine will resist rancidity longer than butter will under the 
same conditions. 

The risk of parasites from the use of oleomargarine is one of possi- 
bility more than probability, and is one of those many risks which we are 
at present, of necessity, daily incurring, but from which we seldom 
suffer any tangible effects. 

In nutritive principles, as shown by Professor Atwater, it compares so 
favorably with butter as to present a difference almost too slight to be 
estimated, except by the chemist. 

From the evidence we have of the digestion of the different fats, it 
would appear that there is a slight difference, and this in favor of butter. 
Such results are not conclusive of the actual digestion as accomplished 
by nature, but all agree in placing butter before oleomargarine, and also 
agree that this preference is slight. 


Jacob R. Ludlow, M.D., of Easton, Penn., says in the 
“Medical and Surgical Reporter :” — 


It is much better and more wholesome than much of the butter found 
in the markets. It is really a boon to the poor man, and the man in 
moderate circumstances, yet it is denounced and misrepresented by the 
dairy interest because its extended use has diminished their profits. 
The wise fools, calling themselves reformers, who, a few years ago, went 
lecturing about upon the injurious nature of fat as food, did a great deal 
of harm in exciting a prejudice against fat ham, bacon, pickled pork, and 
other forms of wholesome fats; and now a delicately prepared fat, so 
closely resembling butter as to be easily substituted for it, is to be driven, 
if possible, from the market for the sole purpose of adding to the profits 
of a special industry. I have no interest, pecuniary or otherwise, in 
either dairy-made or artificial butter, but as a practitioner of medicine, 
my attention is called to forms of food that may not make a recourse to 
cod-liver oil so often a necessity. 


Some years since, Mr. Henry Lomb, of Rochester, N.Y., 
offered certain prizes for essays upon subjects relating to 
the public health, and the matter was placed in the hands of 
the American Public Health Association. The Committee 
of Award consisted of the following distinguished sanita- 
rians :—

One of the prizes was awarded for an essay by Prof. 
Victor C. Vaughan, M.D., of the University of Michigan, 
entitled, “Healthy Homes and Foods for the Working 
Classes.” So highly were these essays esteemed by the 
Association, that a contract was made for an edition of over 
100,000 copies, in order that they might be given a wide cir- 
culation. Prof. Vaughan says : — 


Oleomargarine and butterine are valuable food-stuffs. They are not 
equal to the best grades of butter, but are far superior to the poor, partly 
rancid butter which is so gener ally sold in the large cities. . . . One 
of the greatest dietary needs of the working-man i is a sufficient supply of 
an inexpensive, wholesome fat. This will be lar gely met by these arti- 
ficial butters. 


In view, therefore, of the supervision of the United States 
Internal Revenue Department and the certificate in the shape 
of a revenue-stamp which is found upon every original pack- 
age of oleomargarine, and the unanimous and unqualified in- 
dorsement which this new food-product has received from the 
most eminent sanitarians and scientists in the country, it 
would appear to be settled beyond the possibility of question 
that oleomargarine as now made is a healthful food-product. 

An unprejudiced opinion upon the merits of oleomargarine, 
given before it was considered “sound agricultural politics ” 
to misrepresent it, was given by W. D. "Hoard (now Goy- 
ernor Hoard) of Fort Atkinson, Wis. Mr. Hoard is the 
editor of the widely known and strongly influential dairy 
journal known as “ Hoard’s Dairyman.” 

In the Annual Report of the Wisconsin Dairy Associ: ation 
for 1879 is an account of a visit to the International Dairy 


Fair at New York. Mr. Hoard said :— 


We ate oleomargarine all the while at Earle’s Hotel. Mr. Smith was 
the first man that made the statement; viz., that it was oleomargarine. 
He aroused my curiosity, and I inquired into the matter andascertained 
that it was true. That butter is better than nine-tenths of the butter that 
is made. Its grand feature of excellence was that it had no taste. Now 
that is a big thing. My observation has been that most of the butter 
tastes too far the other way. It tastes wrong. Instead of tasting right 
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well, it tastes wrong well. Now, that butter is negative butter. 
They have struck the ver y centre of the question. It is butter that has 
no taste— itis grease, and the people take it down and thank the Lord 
that it is no worse. Now you have got to beat that. 


IT. Is oleomargarine sold honestly? Is it bought know- 
ingly by persons for their own use as food? The laws of 
Massachusetts require that oleomargarine shall be sold only 
in packages which are distinctly marked with the name of 
the article in Gothic letters one-half inch in length. If the 
oleomargarine is sold in a tub, the package must be marked 
upon the top, side, and bottom; or, if at retail and in smaller 
quantities than an original package, the parcel must be 
marked in a conspicuous place upon the outside with the 
words “ oleomargarine,” “ butterine,” etc., as the article may 
be. These provisions are substantially all that is required of 
dealers by the Massachusetts Statutes so far as relates to 
sales, and we claim that they are strictly complied with. 
We do not deny that oleomargarine is, in particular instances, 
sold as butter; but this is the exception and not the rule. 
We assert that the records of inspections and other evidence 
on file at this office will prove that the laws of Massachusetts 
in relation to oleomargarine are as well enforced as any law 
now on the statute-book. 

There are a considerable number of retail stores in Boston 
where oleomargarine is advertised for sale by placards at the 
door or in the windows; such as, “Butterine, 17 cents per 
pound ;” “Fancy Butterine 20 cents;” “10 pounds Fancy 
Butterine $1.80.” With such signs so placed that it is im- 
possible that they should not be seen, and all sales of the 
goods being made in marked packages, no person of ordi- 
nary intelligence is likely to be deceived in regard to the 
article purchased. 

In contirmation of our statement that the law is strictly 
enforced in Boston, we may cite the results of two investiga- 
tions made independently of this office during the past year. 
One of these investigations was made by the Massachusetts 
State Board of Health in the spring of 1888. A special 
agent was employed and instructed to obtain samples of 
butter from dealers in all parts of the State. As the result 
of-this investigation, it appears by the report of the Board 
that of 41 samples purchased in Boston, 40 proved to be 
pure butter and only 1 oleomargarine. In the whole State 
256 samples were collected, and the number of fraudulent 
sales was found to be less than 7$ per cent. (7.4) of the 
number collected. In Boston this percentage was less than 
24 per cent. (2.4). 

According to the reports of the Paris Municipal Laboratory 
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for 1887, 16 per cent. of all samples of butter inspected 
proved to be adulterated ; and from the reports of the Public 
Analysts of Great Britain in 1886, it appeared that 17.3 of all 
samples of butter examined were adulterated. 

Prof. Edgar Richards in the report of the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue for 1888 says : — 


About the middle of April I was instructed to proceed to Philadelphia 
and New York and assist the local-revenue officers in the examination 
of samples of butter collected in those cities. This investigation was 
subsequently extended to other cities in May and June, and samples of 
all grades of butter handled by retail butter-dealers were collected and 
examined, the object being to ascertain to what extent and by whom 
olemargarine was sold without complying with the law. 


In Boston 1,181 samples were procured and examined. 
The result proved that only 2 were oleomargarine. 

For the purpose of ascertaining the quantity of oleomarga- 
rine actually consumed in Boston, and also the proportion 
used in boarding-houses, as well as the amount bought by 
citizens for their own use, this department undertook in 
December, 1888, to make a careful canvass of the retail 
dealers in oleomargarine in Boston and obtain their state- 
ments as to the amount sold, the price obtained, the class of 
persons purchasing, amount sold to restaurants, etc., and 
any other facts of interest. 

Inquiries made of dealers were, with but two exceptions, 
answered cheerfully and with apparent frankness. In a con- 
siderable number of instances the proprietors consulted their 
books for the purpose of making as correct a statement as 
possible. These statements are given in full. It will be 
observed that some of the names are those of well-known 
merchants and citizens whose standing in the community 
precludes the idea of any intentional misrepresentation on 
their part as to the facts stated. 

The general results obtained by consolidation of these 
statements and figures show that there are sold to the citi- 
zens of Boston for their own use 1,887,000 Ibs. of oleomar- 
garine per annum. Of this amount 1,187,000 Ibs. are sold 
to private families and individuals and 700,000 Ibs., or a 
little more than one-third, are sold to boarding-houses and 
restaurants. The average price is 17 cents, — large dealers 
selling at prices ranging from 15 to 18 cents, and smaller 
dealers selling as a rule at 20 cents per Ib. 

Oleomargarine is bought by all classes, — by the middle 
class perhaps to a greater extent than by the poorer classes. 
This varies as to locality. In some districts oleomargarine is 
bought exclusively by the working classes. The persons buy- 
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ing oleomargarine buy it as such and understand perfectly that 

the article purchased is not butter, but a substitute for it. 
The figures given are those only of retail sales — the 

statements of the amounts sold at wholesale to be sold 


a second time being, in all cases, excluded. The following 


statement is made on page 163 of the report of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue for 1888 : — 


From a personal inspection of the large retail dealers in the cities 
visited (Boston included), I am convinced that whatever prejudice may 
have existed, however erroneously against oleomargarine when the law 
first went into effect, has now for the most part disappeared, and the 
article is demanded and bought on tts own merits by an increasing num- 
ber of consumers. Some of these stores sell from one-half to one ton 
per week even in spring, when butter is cheap, in quantities of less than 
ten pounds to any one person at one time, put up in packages duly 
branded with the word ‘‘oleomargarine” as required by the law and 
regulations. 

In the lumber and mining regions of the upper peninsula of Michi- 
gan the large grocery stores deal in oleomar garine toa much greater 
extent than butter , as their customers prefer it, owing to its keeping in 
a sweet and palatable condition for a much longer time. The great 
lumber firms buy it direct from the factories for their ¢ camps in winter. 


The following are extracts from statements made by citi- 
zens of Massachusetts before the United States Senate 
Committee on Agriculture and Forestry in 1886 ;: — 


Statement of Geo. W. Slade. — Iam a member of the firm of Allen, 
Slade, & Co., Fall River, Mass., wholesale grocers. The firm has been 
in existence a little over twenty years. We deal largely in cream but- 
ter and oleomargarine and butterine. We commenced the sale of 
butterine about twelve or thirteen years ago, when it was first intro- 
duced into New England. Our business in these goods, at first small, 
has gradually increased. Our city has a population of about 60,000, of 
which number 17,000 are cotton-factory operatives, who, with their fam- 
ilies, number 35,000 to 40,000 persons (two-thirds of the population). 
These people consume oleomargarine almost exclusively. ‘The goods 
are sold in ten-pound tubs with the full knowledge on the part of the con- 
sumers of their character. They are all marked and sold in accordance 
with the Massachusetts law, being stamped with the word ‘‘ oleomar- 
garine ” or ‘* butterine ” upon the top and sides in one-half inch Gothic 
Jetters. . . . Fall River is in competition with the world in the 
manufacture of cotton goods, and we shouldregard any tax upon a food 
product, used largely by our operatives, as being quite as detrimental 
to our interests as a manufacturing city as a tax would be upon any of 
our improved machinery. 

Statement of William B. Clark. — 1am of the firm of Clark Bros., of 
Worcester, Mass., wholesale produce dealers. We make a specialty of 
handling oleomar: garine and have done so for seven years. So far as I 
know, the Massachusetts law is generally complied with. 

Consumers of these goods in Worcester and vicinity do not altogether 
belong to the poorer classes, though the larger number of them do. I 
am personally acquainted with several farmers in our neighborhood who 
sell their milk and do not make butler, who regularly purchase butterine 
to use upon the table. 

Our firm is interested in several creameries in Vermont, and we have 
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not seen that the sale of oleomargarine interferes with or lowers the 
price of fresh-made creamery butter. 

Statement of J. Merrill Currier.—1 am a member of the firm of J. 
M. Currier & Co., of Lawrence, Mass. Our business has been that of 
retail dealers in groceries and provisions since 1850. Among the arti- 
cles which we keep for sale are the best grades of butter, and Within the 
last five years we have dealt in oleomargarine. We commenced the 
sale of these goods because our customers “demanded them, and because 
if we did not ‘supply them we found that they would go to our competi- 
tors, so that we thus lost their trade for other goods. We have found 
the call for these goods to constantly increase, and that they give gen- 
eral satisfaction. We have less complaint from them than from our 
cream butter of prime quality. We account for this from its uniform 
character and quality. We have never heard that any person was made 
sick by it or that it was unhealthful. Many of our customers say they 
prefer it to creamery butter, which costs much more. Our customers 
for this article are principally laboring people wiih families, and I un- 
derstand they use it for the purpose of saving money with which they 
are able to procure other necessities. 

The law in our State, so far as I know, is very gener ally observed, 
and is thought to be a sufficient protection against. imposition. Hvery 
one who buys oleomargarine at our store knows what he is bur ying, and 
no one gets it unless he calls for it. 


The statement of Mr. Clark as to the use of oleomar- 
garine by certain farmers is corroborated by facts within the 
personal knowledge of the Inspector. 

It is also true that oleomargarine is bought and used in 
the families of certain officials connected with the United 
States Revenue Collector’s Department, the Massachusetts 
State Board of Health, and in this department. A Boston 
gentleman engaged in the sale of butter, and who sells 
nothing else, has stated that he uses oleomargarine in his 
family.

— Sells 12,000 lbs. per 
annum; pays about 15 cts.; sells for 20 cts. ; one-twentieth 
is sold to boarding-houses ; the remainder is divided between 
the middle and the poorer classes ; some call for “ butterine,” 
some for “twenty-cent butier,” and some for cooking 
butter.

pays about 13 cts. ; sells for 20 cts. ; it is sold mostly to the 
poor class ; they call for “ oleo.”

9,000 Ibs. per annum ; 7,500 Ibs. to boarding- houses; 1,500 
Ibs. is sold to the poorer classes; pays 134 to 14 cts. ; sells 
for 18 cts. ; customers all ask for “ butterine.” 

F. G. Haynes, 2682 Washington street. — Sells 6,000 
Ibs. per annum; pays about 14 cts.; sells for 20 cts. ; 4,500 
Ibs. sold to boarding-houses ; the remainder to well-to-do 
people for cooking-purposes. 

HT, W. Tisdale, 2249 Washington street. — Sells 1,620 
lbs. per annum; 1,400 lbs. is sold to the working class; the 
remainder to the wealthy for cooking; pays about 134 cts. ; 
sells for 20 cts. 

J. J. Sheehy, cor. Webber and Albany streets. — Has a 
wagon-route ; sells 13,000 Ibs. per annnm; pays about 14 
cts.; sells for 20 cts.; sells it as “oleo” to working people. 

J. Connors, 92 Hampden street. —Sells 10,8v0 lbs. per 
annum; pays about 15 cts.; sells for about 18 to 20 cts. ; 
sells to working people; they ask for “ oleo.” 

Thomas H. Lynch, 75 Norfolk avenue. — Sells 2,500 lbs. 
per annum; pays about 14 cts.; sells for 20 cts. ; sold prin- 
cipally to neighbors and working classes. 

J th 28. Mendum, 141 Hampden street. —Sells 3,600 Ibs. 
per annum; sells for 20 to 22 cts. ; sells to the working 
class ; some call for “ prints ” and some for “ oleo.” 

CO. H. Dolan, 48 Adams street. — Sells 12,000 lbs. per 
annum; no particulars. 

H. P. Stevens, 66 Chelsea street. — Sells 1,800 lbs. per 
annum; pays about 14 cts.; sells for 18 to 20 cts.; sold to 
the working classes; they call for “oleo.” 

O. G. Fuller, 304 Main street. — Sells 4,500 lbs. per an- 
num; pays about 14 cts.; sells for 19 cts. 

fH. Bh. Sprague, 19 Bennington street. — Sells 14,000 lbs. 
per annum; about 2,000 Ibs. sold to boarding-houses, the 
remainder to families; has one very wealthy customer who 
uses it right along for his table. 

H.W. Longfellow, 6 Franklin street, Allston. —No par- 
ticulars. 

Ff’. Kelley, Jamaica Plain. — Sells 4,000 Ibs. per annum ; 
no particulars. 

W. H. Maxwell, cor. Harrison avenue and Canton street. 
— Has a wagon-route and sells 3,600 lbs. per annum; all to 
boar ding-houses. 

Hill & Ellingwood, 5 Blossom street. — Sell about 1,000 
lbs. per annum; pay 14 cts.; sell for 20 cts. ; sold entirely 
to poor people; they ask for “ butterine” and “ oleo,” and 
they understand what they are buying. 

P. Finnegan, 181 North street. — Sells 4,150 Ibs. per 
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annum; pays 14 cts.; sells for 20 cts.; sold to sailors and 
poor people; they ask for “ oleo.” 

Merrill & Farrar, 64 Poplar street. —Sell 6,000 Ibs. per 
annum; pay 12 to 14 cts.; sell for 18 to 20 cts. ; sold to all 
classes ; people ask for “ cooking-butter,” for “oleo,” and for 
“butterine.” 

Geo. F'. Mansfield, 134 Leverett street. — Sells 1,009 lbs. 
per annum; sells to poor people who ask for “ butterine ; ” 
pays 13 cts.; sells for 20 cts. 

M. W. Merrill, 97 Leverett street. — Sells 13,000 Ibs. 
per annum; pays 13 cts.; sells for .16 to 20 cts.; 5,000 
lbs. sold to boarding-houses. The remainder to poor 
people. They call for “ butterine.” 

W. H. Mills, 207 Main street. — Sells 6,000 lbs. ; sells 
at different prices according to grade,—16 to 23 cts.; 2,000 
Ibs. sold to boarding-houses ; the rest to poor people. They 
ask for “cheap butter,” “cooking-butter,” and “ butterine.” 

H. B. Menslage, 25 Orleans street. — Sells 3,000 lbs. per 
annum; pays 14 cts.; sells for 20 cts.; sold almost wholly 
to poor people in }-lb. and 1 or 2 |b. lots; sells to one 
boarding-house. Persons know what they are buying. 

Jones & Robinson, 27 Meridian street. — Sell 4,680 lbs. 
per annum; pay 13 to 16 cts; sell for 20 to 23 cts.; sold to 
poor people and small boarding-houses ; sold mostly in 2-lb. 
rolls. | 

T. Simpson, 72 Bennington stieet. —Sells 7,000 Ibs. 
per annum; sells at 16 to 20 cts.; sold to private families 
in 3-lb. and 1 or 2 Ib. lots. They ask for “prints” and 
“ butterine.” 

The total amount of oleomargarine sold in Boston by 
wholesalers, as ascertained by statements made by them, is 
5,420,000 Ibs. Of this amount 1,887,000 lbs. is sold to 
retail dealers in Boston; remainder to dealers in other 
cities and adjacent States. 

These various statements made by the dealers in oleomar- 
garine in Boston, and the results of the special investiga- 
tions of the State Board of Health and of the United States 
Revenue Department, previously referred to, warrant the con- 
clusion that there is a legitimate sale of oleomargarine in 
Boston to persons who wish it for use as food in their families. 
Contrary to the oft-repeated statement, oleomargarine is not 
sold principally to boarding-houses. It is generally used in 
boarding-houses and cheap restaurants, but these are not 
the largest consumers. Oleomargarine is sold in Boston 
almost invariably for what it is. Persons doubting this 
statement, notwithstanding the evidence we have produced, 
are desired to visit the stores where oleomargarine is sold 
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and try the experiment. Let them try to be cheated. We 
assert that they will find it dificult. They will find in 
many cases the oleomargarine displayed and exposed for sale 
with placards and labels giving the name and, in some in- 
stances, the price. 

A large or a small quantity purchased by them will be 
found to be wrapped with a paper conspicuously marked on 
the outside with the word “butterine” or the word “ oleo- 
margarine” and in many cases with both of these words. 
If any one making the experiment should succeed in obtain- 
ing oleomargarine when they expected and asked for butter, 
delivered to them in an unmarked wrapper, — and this may 
happen in some small and out-of-the-way localities, —a re- 
port of the facts to this department will insure the prosecu- 
tion of the offender and without publicity or inconvenience 
to the person g giving the information. 

Theie is another standpoint from which oleomargarine 
may be considered ; namely, in its relations to agriculture. 
We do not believe that on this ground anything can be 
fairly claimed against oleomargarine. If oleomargarine be 
an unhealthful product, its use and manufacture ought to be 
prohibited. If it be sold fraudently as butter this should 
be punished. The maker of pure butter should be protected 
from the unfair competition of a product of an inferior char- 
acter which is sold as butter. But the dairy interests have 
no more right to claim protection from the com petition aris- 
ing from the sale of a butter substitute when it is sold as such, 
than the stage-drivers and tavern-keepers of a half century 
past had a right to protest against the development of 
railroads. 

Anxiety on this point, however, is unnecessary. Oleo- 
margarine competes only with cheap butter, not Massachu- 
setts butter. Some day the farmers of Massachusetts will 
understand whence the opposition to oleomargarine origi- 
nates, and they may perhaps learn that there is a class of 
butter, not made in Massachusetts, but sold in Massachu- 
setts, which is more of an enemy to the true interests of 
agriculture and the highest interests of the dairy, than oleo- 
margarine is or is ever likely to be. There are some facts 
in regard to Massachusetts agriculture which are highly in- 
teresting in this connection and warrant consideration. 


OLEOMARGARINE IN ITS RELATIONS TO THE AGRICULTURAL 
INTERESTS OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


Whatever interests the farmers of Massachusetts have 
taken in either national or State legislation touching imita- 
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tion butter has not been occasioned by their solicitude for 
the public health; neither has it been due to any special 
desire that consumers of dairy products should not be in 
any manner cheated But their claims to consideration rest 
upon the assumption that the manufacture and sale of oleo- 
margarine is detrimental to the agricultural interests of 
Massachusetts. 

It has frequently been asserted that every pound of oleo- 
margarine sold displaces a pound of butter; that this new 
product has caused a reduction in the price of butter, and 
unless relief was obtained, agriculture in Massachusetts was 
jeopardized to a degree that rendered its future a matter of 
great uncertainty. 

In illustration of the general character of the statements 
made as to the depression of agriculture due to the manu- 
facture of oleomargarine the following serve as characteris- 
tic specimens : — 

Mr. Gardiner B. Chapin, of Boston, addressed the Senate 
Committee on Agriculture at Washington, in April, 1886, 
as follows : — 


I have spent thirty-five years of my life with the farmers and as a 
commission-merchant in the city of Boston, having direct business rela- 
tions with the farmers themselves. We have probably on our corre- 
spondence books the names of five hundred farmers, who, at one time or 
another, have sent us butter direct from their dairies. I pretend to 
know the sentiments of the farmers in regard to this question. They 
say to me that unless they can be protected they cannot maintain them- 
selves in this business. They say it is seldom that they ask Congress 
or any Legislature to protect them in their products or the manner in 
which they raise and sell them; but they say that this protection means 
life or death to them. ‘That is especially true of the small farmers. I 
have talked with a great many of them, and they say that unless this 
thing is stopped their farms must grow up to bushes. I furthermore 
know it to be a fact, from personal observation, that they are suffering in 
this way. I have seen on one little road in New Hampshire the re- 
mains of nineteen houses, where the houses had rotted down and 
nothing but the cellars remained; the people had abandoned them and 
gone away. . . . They often come down to Boston and say to me, 
‘¢ Show me some butterine — show me some oleomargarine.” 

I take them to the place where they retail it, and they try it and shake 
their heads and say, ‘‘I have got through; that is enough.” 

When I visited my old home last year I found they were keeping up 
a school there for four scholars. The farmers, the young men, had 
been driven away from home by this same depression. ‘They leave 
their New England farms because they cannot compete with these 
manulacturers of oleomargarine or butterine. 


On the same occasion Mr. G. W. Martin, of New York, 
sald : 


Go to the New England States to-day, where we can produce the best 
butter in America, and you will find the land there growing up into 
bushes and brambles. The old farm of my father in Vermont is 
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nothing but a wilderness to-day, and his farm in Jefferson County will 
be a wilderness in ten years more if he is not protected but is driven 
to the wall. 


Col. R. M. Littler, of Chicago, said : — 


Every dollar I own I have dug out of the soil of Iowa as a farmer. I 
have just gotten my farm in a position where my cows and my chickens 
begin to pay me. 

Fora long while in old Iowa I had a nip-and-tuck race with the sheriff 
and constable. Sometimes the sheriff was ahead and sometimes I was 
ahead, but, as a rule, my crops were generally harvested before they 
were out of the oround. 

But with old Sukey , with her crumpled horns and milk, I made up my 
mind that we could furnish people with good butter at 20 cents a pound, 
and then the light began to dawn. We had no sooner made a cal- 
culation for a seal-skin sacque for the wife and a piano for the daughter, 
than, Armour & Co. commenced making butter that there was not 
any butter in; and they got to squeezing the life out of lard and cooking 
up the tallow and putting them into a churn with a little milkman’s 
milk, and set it revolving, and could turn out a product that they could 
put into the New Orleans market at 94 cents a pound, when I used to 
get 14 cents a pound. . . . Gentlemen, I am talking for my wife 
and children. ‘This is a fight between 7,500,000 acriculturists and a 
score and a half of capitalists and manufacturers who would see the 
world sink if they could get a golden canoe to float to heaven in. I feel 
this. It is my bread and butter; itis my life. . . . I think I know 
what I am talking about when I say that these men steal the livery of 
heaven to serve the devil in, and put on the market daily and weekly 
more of this fraudulent compound as dairy and creamery butter than is 
made of genuine butter in all the dairy States of the north-west. 

Tam talking not only for the farmers of the north-west, but for the 
farmers of the whole countr y: 500,000 agricultural laborers are idle, 
too, in consequence of this thing. . . . Itis making usa nation of 
dyspeptics, and, as some men say, a nation of tapeworm Bearers ; that is 
what the physicians tellus. . . . Isee the danger that threatens my 
section of the country, and I say as I stand before Heaven to-day and 
under the great dome of this beautiful Capitol of ours, that I do not 
think that any question ever was presented to the American Congress on 
which the weal and woe of this nation so greatly depends. 

Gentlemen, when the plough rests in the furrow and the farmer's 
mortgage is foreclosed, God help America, God help the United 
States. “Murray Hill may shine for awhile ; New York, with her summer 
resorts and her broadcloth, may get along for awhile ; but we, gentlemen, 
who own but one suit of clothes; we men who live and toil upon the 
prairies; we men who suffer and endure everything and have endured 
ev erything that we might have a country and have a commerce, — if we 
are to be ‘crushed by this hideous fraud, then I say, God help America! 


An examination of the statistics of agriculture as furnished

Hon. Carroll D. Wright, in his analysis of these and other 
figures given in the Massachusetts Census of 1885, says 
that “They emphasize the statement that Massachusetts not 
only holds her own, so far as the farmer is concerned, but 
makes a reasonable progress each decade of years.” In 
another place he adds: “Zhe facts clearly prove that agricul- 
ture is not on a decline in this State. The total value of all 
products is encouraging to the farming interests of the Com- 
monwealth, and answer emphatically the criticism that the 
Sarms of Massachusetis are losing their importance.” 

It is true that the average value per pound, bushel, etc., of 
farm products in 1885 is less than in 1875, but the reduction 
in the market-price of butter is less than the corresponding 
reduction in the market price of other farm products, and the 
decline in value of milch cows is still less. 

The percentages of decline in values of cows and farm 
products from 1875 to 1885 are as follows : — :

Commenting upon the depreciation of farm property dur- 


ing the past decade the “ Lowell Courier” says : — 


This sort of thing, however, is not peculiar to farms and farm business. 
There is hardly a corporation in New England whose mill-plant could 
not be bought to-day for one-third of what it cost, and abandoned mill- 
sites are about as plenty all over New England as abandoned farms. 
This is due to the changes in methods of doing business. How many 
railroads are there in the country in which the original stockholders did 
not sink the original capital ? 

The farmers mustn’t claim exemption from mutations which affect 
everybody. It is still true that the farmer, even on the New England 
hills, can make a better living and more money than he could half a cen- 
tury ago. 


Massachusetts:is not an agricultural State. This pursuit 
has contributed to her prosperity, but the principal source of 
this is found in her manufacturing industries. In 1885 the 
total values of Massachusetts manufactured and agricultural 


products were, in round numbers, —

A supply of wholesome food at a minimum price is an 
important element in the cost of manufactured products ; 
that is to say, where the expenses of living are lowest there 
can manufactured products be most profitably and cheaply 
produced. 

If oleomargarine be a healthful food, and ¢f it fills the 
offices demanded of a food-fat, — 7.e., the production of heat 
and muscular activity ,—and 7 it be sold at a lower price than 
other similar forms of food, and without deception as to its 
nature, its sale should be encouraged, and only such restric- 
tions placed upon its sale as may be necessary to prevent 
fraud and misrepresentation. 

The healthfulness and value as a food of olemargarine is 
beyond serious question, and the fact that it can be and is 
sold on its merits at a fair price is demonstrated in thousands 
of instances every day in the city of Boston. 

In comparing the values of the various agricultural 
products of Massachusetts, the startling fact appears that 
the value of the dairy butter produced for sale tis only 3.538 
per cent. of the total value of all farm products. 

Of the total value of Massachusetts farm products pro- 
duced in 1885 : —

It thus appears that the manufacture and sale of dairy 
butter in Massachusetts has a very unimportant relation to her 
agricultural interests ; and it follows that all statements as to 
the “great injury which oleomargarine has done and is doing 
to the farming interests of Massachusetts” are the grossest 
misstatements and exaggerations. This still more strongly 
appears when it is remembered that oleomargarine competes 
only with butters of the lowest grades — not the butter made 
-on Massachusetts farms. 

In certain States as Minnesota, New York, etc., the legis- 
latures have passed laws prohibiting the manufacture and 
sale of oleomargarine within their limits. The market 
reports from these States show that while the price of 
creamery and high-class dairy butter has not been materially

affected, — certainly not increased by such laws, — the price 
of low grades of butter has advanced from 2 to 5 cents per 
pound. 

The Dairy Commissioner of Minnesota in his Second 
Biennial Report prints letters from the president of the St. 
Paul Board of Trade and the president of the Minneapolis 
Produce Exchange, in response to inquiries touching the 
result of the operation of the Minnesota (prohibitory ) oleo- 
margarine law in which the former official says : — 


During the reign of oleomargarine we found it very difficult to dis- 
pose of anything in the butter line except it was fresh and sweet and 
put up in fine shape. . . . As to the low grades, such us sell now for 
shipping or packing stock at Il or 12 cents, two years ago sold for 5 to 
7 cents, and was hard to dispose of at that price. 


The other gentleman referred to writes: — 


I take pleasure in saying that while we were getting from 5 to 12 
eents for the common grades of butter before the Commission was 
appointed or the law enforced, we are to-day getting 12 to 18 cents for 
the same grade of goods. 


This letter is dated Jan. 25, 1888. The farmers of 
Massachusetts can judge something of the qualitv of the 
butter which in January, at an increased price of 5 cents, still 
sold for 12 cents per pound. Massachusetts farmers do not 
make this kind of butter. 

The Dairy Commissioner of New Jersey in his report for 
1886 says: — : 


Suffice it to say that if oleomargarine was always sold for what it is, 
and at a proper price, only the poorer and commonest grades of butter 
would be brought into competition with it. 


In a statement made to the United States Senate Commit- 
tee on Agriculture, June 7, 1886, Prof. Henry E. Alford, 
late professor of Agriculture in Massachusetts Agricultural 
College, says : — 


The competition of the so-called bogus butters is felt almost exclu- 
sively by butter of the lowest grades. 


As was testified before the Committee on Agriculture or 
the Massachusetts Legislature in 1887 : — 


Oleomargarine does not in any way and has not in any way come into 
competition with the butter manufactured in Massachusetts, which is 
Baneray of a high grade and character, but has resulted in very largely 

iminishing the sale of butter which is known to the trade in Boston as 
‘<hash butter,” ete. 
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One of the ablest and most influential dairy journals of the 
country, “The Jersey Bulletin,” has not hesitated to assert 
“that there is no competition between really first-class, sweet, 
nutty-flavored butter and “ oleomargarine.” 

The facts and figures above stated incontestably prove, — 

I. Massachusetts agriculture is not on a decline. 

II. Oleomargarine does not compete with the dairy butter 
made on Massachusetts farms. 

Ill. If it did so compete it could not seriously affect her 
agricultural interests, since dairy butter for sale forms only 
34 per cent. of the value of Massachusetts farm products. 

The farmers of Massachusetts have been wrought up to a 
high pitch of excitement and agitation on the subject of oleo- 
margarine, and they are, no doubt, in the large majority of 
instances, sincere in their convictions that oleomar garine is a 
* vile compound ” which has done them an incalculable injury 3 
but the facts which would warrant such excitement or support 
such convictions are wholly wanting. Political dairymen, 
backed by commission-dealers in low grades of butter, are 
wholly responsible for the widespread misrepresentations of 
the relations of oleomargarine to the agricultural interests of 
Massachusetts. 


CoLORED BUTTER AND ITS IMITATIONS. 


The Massachusetts Food and Drug Act of 1882, chapter 
263, provides that no person shall, within this Commonwealth, 
manufacture for sale, offer for sale, or sell any article of food 
which is adulterated ; and it further declares that any article 
of food shall be deemed to be adulterated within the meaning 
of the act if it is colored, coated, polished, or powdered 
whereby damage is concealed, or if it is made to appear bet- 
ter or of greater value than it really is. The coloring of milk 
with annotto or burnt sugar comes cleariy within these pro- 
visions, and the law as regards milk has been, and still is, 
strictly enforced to the great advantage of the public, who no 
longer are cheated by those who sell milk in imitation of 
Jersey. 

The extent to which deceptive coloring of milk formerly 
prevailed i in Boston, the means devised by the Inspector for 
its detection, and the marked effect which the suppression of 
this fraud had in securing the purity of the article supplied 
by milk dealers were fully detailed in the report of this 
department for 1887. Previous to and during the early 
stages of carrying out this reform, the advocates of colored 
milk claimed that the color did not injure the milk, —that milk 
was milk, just the same, even if colored; that the color was 
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added simply ‘*‘to please the eye” and prevent people from 
believing it watered when it looked blue, as is the case with 
pure milk at the bottom of the containing vessel; that un- 
colored milk could not be readily sold, or at least, that the 
use of color was of great advantage to dealers by preventing 
questioning and complaint on the part of their customers. 
To this it was replied that the objection to the coloring, even 
of otherwise pure milk, was that by the aid of color poor 
milk was made to appear richer ; that color in milk concealed 
inferiority and facilitated adulteration by making a very blue, 
watered, and adulterated milk appear as rich as that of a Jer- 
sey cow in the month of June. 

Every unprejudiced person, so far as we are aware, now 
agrees that the abolition of ‘color in mzlk has been a step of 
signal benefit to the public in securing them from fraud and 
misrepresentation. 

We are firmly of the opinion that all that has been said of 
colored milk applies with even greater force to colored butter 
and to all of its imitations and substitutes. 

The truth of this proposition so far as relates to butter sub- 
stitutes — as oleomargarine — will not be questioned ; but in 
butter the employment of artificial color is stoutly defended 
by many who derive advantage from its use as producers of 
butter, while the consumers, whose interests are far more 
important, are in no way benefited by butter color, but by 
its agency in most cases are deceived, and in many instances 
defrauded. 

We are aware that much high-grade and creamery butter 
is colored, at least during a portion of the year; but inferior 
butter, third and fourth class butter, renovated butter, re- 
packed and worked-over butter, as offered for sale in cities, 
are colored at all times. Herein, to a great extent, lies the 
deception. One of the largest produce commission-dealers 
in Boston, who deals almost exclusively in creamery butter, 
gives his reasons for coloring as follows : — 


A very large proportion of the genuine butter is made between the 
middle of May and the Ist of November, when most of the butter is 
enone The cows generally give but little milk in winter, and very 
ittle butter is manufactured, and what is made is mostly lacking the 
yellow color that butter has when cows feed upon grass. Were all of 
our customers and the consumers of butter familiar with the dairy busi- 
ness, and knew that butter was white in winter, there would be no ne- 
cessity to color this winter butter, as it does not improve it in flavor and 
adds no actual value. Buta large proportion of consumers know noth- 
ing about this matter, and, when we show them white butter, they at 
once exclaim, ‘It is mixed with tallow or lard,” and they will not buy 
it. This has been my experience in hundreds of cases, year after year, 
in times past, and the dairymen, and those interested in creameries, of late 
years have colored that white butter to give ita uniform color with sum- 
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mer butter, and to undeceive those that think it is tallow or lard; and the 
same condition of things existed when we found two different colors of- 
butter in the same tub. The prejudice is not against the white appear- . 
ance, but comes from a feeling that the article is tallow or lard because 
it is white. It is colored to make the consumer believe it is butter, — 
just what it actually is. 


This statement, which is so ingeniously put, expresses but 
a small part of the truth, and does not touch the real reasons 
which induce many producers to employ butter color. One 
of the most intelligent and widely-known authorities on 
modern dairying , Mr. T. D. Curtis, comes much nearer the 
point in an article upon this subject, published in the “ Prairie 
Farmer” of Feb. 25, 1888 : — 


It is unfortunate that artificial coloring, in imitation of Nature’s hue in 
June, does not impart her June flavoring. The color suggests the 
flavor, and the popular notion that high flavor goes with high color has 
some foundation in nature. Herein, probably, lies the secret of the pop- 
ular preference for high color. The palate is, in a measure, cheated 
through the eye. 

So long as dairymen can color their products artificially, they are not 
so anxious to feed in a way to color naturally. It is a fact that poor 
cows, poorly fed and kept, are apt to make poor butter, —a_ butter 
actually inferior in nutritive qualities. They require so much of the 
nutriment of their food to keep up and build up their systems, that but a- 
small share of it can be spared to go into either butter or cheese. When 
to this drawback is added an insufficiency of food, and that of poor 
quality, a low-flavored, pale-colored, and inferior butter is the result; 
and the dairyman who is guilty of this abuse of his cows hides the evi- 
dence of his sin from the eye of the public by resorting to artificial color- 
ing. His butter will still show its inferiority to the good judge, but doubt- 
less he realizes a better price for tt than it deserves or would get if tt went 
on the market in its true colors. 

A herd of well-kept and properly fed cows will turn out butter of a 
fairly good color the year round. In many of the choice herds of the 
country, not a drop of artificial coloring material is used from one end 
of the year to the other. The cows are in sound health, good condition, 
and have plenty of food of the right kinds and proportions to elaborate 
rich milk, containing all the necessary elements of color, flavor, and nu- 
trition. If coloring were prohibited, all dairymen would have to come 
to this kind of feeding and care of their cows, or else lose much more 
because of the inferiority of their products than they do now. The poor 
condition of the dairy herd would at once be apparent in the color of the 
butter, and this condition of the herd would be a warning to the con- 
sumer of the inferiority of the product. For the reasons here stated we 
would like to see the practice of artificially coloring dairy products dis- 
continued. 

It would be an advantage to the dairyman as well as to the public, and 
a blessing to the cows in better care and keep. A long and deep-rooted 
practice is not easily banished at once. We must educate the dairymen 
up to better things, and in time they will not be forced to color their 
products for the purpose of concealing the defects consequent upon their 
defective management. A natural color with good flavor will satisfy both 
the public eye and the palate. The practice of coloring dairy products 
cannot die a natural death too soon. 


Mr. James Cheesman, Secretary of the New England 
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Creameries Association, writing to the “New England 
Farmer,” Nov. 10, 1888, says : — 


Does the farmer realize that when he feeds his cows that he is handling 
the raw material that ruies the value of the butter? That straw, poor 
hay, bleached corn-fodder, with a little bran and meal, will make weak- 
bodied and low-flavored milk, and these qualities will be no higher be- 
cause his cream has passed through a creamery churn. 

Well-gotten hay, ensilage, or corn fodder, well preserved, retain their 
natural color, and the color means flavor. 


Mr. L. V. N. Blakeman, Stony Brook Farm, Berkshire 
County, Mass., says in the “ New England Homestead,” of 
March 31, 1888 : — 


The Guernsey cow and her grades make the most desirable butter 
color. Farmers do not realize this as they should. 

I have found it difficult to convince customers that my butter made 
from the milk of Guernsey cows was actually free from artificial color- 
ing, so richly colored is it even in winter. This richness is seen in the 
animal at every point. The skin is soft and golden, the horns and hoofs 
are clear amber, while on the inside of the ear and on the udder it 
fairly seems to glow. I have known cases where a few Guernsey cows 
have given high color to the milk of a whole herd of natives. This 
characteristic is also seen in the grade, which all farmers can have by 
crossing their best cows with good Guernsey bulls. When this is done 
the call for artificial butter color will cease. 


Dr Bennet F. Davenport, in the report of the Massachu- 
setts State Board of Health for 1887, says: — | 


The very general use of annotto, or other coloring matter in butter or 
cheese, is to be condemned as having but one fraudulent purpose, — that 
of making them to appear to be of a better or finer quality than they 
really are. In thecase of butter it is to make the inferior winter, or dry- 
feed, butter to appear to be June or grass butter. Inthe case of cheese, 
it is to make skim or poor milk quality cheese to appear to be as of 
whole or rich milk. 


Mr. Henry Talcott, Assistant Dairy and Food Commis- 
sioner of Ohio, in his report for 1887, in a circular issued to 
the farmers of that State, says : — 


It will not be safe much longer in Ohio to depend upon artificial color 
to bring the golden tint of Jersey butter, because our law-makers are 
very liable to put a stop to that kind of fraud, and it will soon require a 
little genuine Jersey blood in your cows to color the butter. 


Mr. W. S. Eberman, Secretary of the Minnesota State 
Dairy Commission, in his report for 1887-88, says : — 


The only coloring matter which is in common use for cheese is annotto, 
and this is largely used in the inferior brands of skim cheese, since nearly 
all of the better full-cream cheese are devoid of artificial coloring. The 
evident object of the addition is to give a supposed improved and richer 
appearance, although the natural color of most of the cream cheese 
largely defeats this. 
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The following extract from the opinion of New York Court 
of Appeals was given in the case of The People v. Arens- 
burg, relative to colored oleomargarine : — 


Those making and dealing in it should be protected in the enjoyment 
of liberty in those respects, but they may legally be required to sell’ it 
for and as what it actually is, and upon its own merits, and are not en- 
titled to the benefit of any additional market-value which may be im- 
parted to it by resorting to artificial means to make it resemble dairy 
butter in appearance. 


For the word “ dairy” substitute the word “natural” and 
this language may be applied with equal force and truth to 
artificially colored butter. 

The use of color in what is known to the trade as “ ladle- 
packed butter,” is universal. Ladle-packed butter, as 
defined by the classification of the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce, is ‘* Butter such as is collected by the dealer or ship- 
per in the various shapes of rolls, lumps, or whole packages 
salted and worked, and by the dealer or shipper resalted, re- 
worked, and repacked,” 

During the debate in the National House of Representa- 
tives on the oleomargarine tax law, Mr. Brown of Pennsyl- 
vania, referring to this sort of butter, said ; — 


The practice of coloring butter has grown to be an evil, not, perhaps, 
as great as that of the manufacturer of oleomargarine, but a deception 80 
great as in the aggregate to be an immense imposition upon the people 
of this countr Ve Tt comes about mainly through the packers and ship- 
pers perhaps. A grocer buys the butter of a “neighborhood, manufac- 
tured by A, B, C, and D; of cleanly and uncleanly housewifes; of 
people who make good butter, and people who make filthy butter. 

That butter is bought by the grocer, and packed every night or at the 
end of every week, as the case may be, and by the packer is colored. 
The parcels of ring-streaked and speckled butter brought in during the 
day or the week, are worked over and colored in packing. The mass goes 
into a firkin, and is shipped as the butter of a single family, or of a sin- 
gle producer, and presumably all originally of the same color. There 
could be no other purpose in applying the color chemicals except to 
deceive. 

If that is not a deception, then the manufacture of oleomargarine and 
palming it off as butter is not a deception. Why? The man who tests 
the firkin or other package of butter, if there is no coloring matter 
in it, is able to judge somewhat of the quality, and whether it is made 
at one place or at a dozen places, whether it is of one quality or of @ 
dozen qualities ; but when the packer colors the butter and mixes up the 
butter manufactured by the cleanly housewife with that made by the 
slovenly one, he has extinguished all means of detection. 

Both kinds of butter, the. good and the bad, go into the same package 
and are made of the same color, and the imposition on the public is com- 
plete. But for the use of the coloring chemicals the several qualities 
could never be mixed. | 

Inquiry by Mr. Funston. — ‘‘ Does the coloring change the quality of 
the butter?” 

Mr. Brown. — ‘‘ The coloring may not have anything to do with the 
quality, but no man can say that the purchaser is not deceived. If the 
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coloring matter were not in that butter, the purchaser would be enabled 
to know by examination whether the butter was made at one home or 
all over a neighborhood.” 


The objections to the coloring of butter, formally stated, 
are as follows : — 

1. It conceals defects, destroys one of the tests of good 
butter, and it makes butter from any source or of any season 
appear as much like Jersey butter or June butter as possible. 

2. Its use adds to the price paid by the consumer from 
three to five cents per pound, for which he receives no 
equivalent. 

3. Butter color as usually made is an actual adulterant. 
Its use violates every State law and the national law on oleo- 
margarine. It consists largely of oil foreign to butter, — 
generally cotton-seed oil, but sometimes linseed oil, lard oil, 
etc. The amount of foreign fats introduced into butter on 
the pretence that it is color, though small in individual in- 
stances, amounts, in the aggregate, to an enormous quantity, 
estimated at 500,000 pounds per annum. 

No more convincing proof of the truth of these objections 
can be found than is contained in the circulars and published 
advertisements of the manufacturers of butter color. From 
some of the more important of these we make the following 
extracts, crediting them to the manufacturers, in whose cir- 
culars they appear : — 


1. Butter Color gives the June or Jersey Tint. 


Thatcher’s Orange Butter Color will not make the butter red if you 
should get in a little too much, but it will look like a new milch Jersey 
cow’s butter.

When thoroughly mixed, put 
into a tin can suspended in a caldron of water heated to 150 
degrees Fahrenheit, and keep at this temperature for 10 
hours. Then add 


Salt . : : : 5 pounds. 
Saltpetre 30 


When cool, pour into suitable vessels which can be well 
corked, and add for each gallon of product 4 ounces of 
bromo chloralum. 


Take of 
Annottoine } , 4 : 6 ounces. 
Turmeric : “ ; ; 6 ounces. 
Good lard oil . ; ; : 1 gallon. 


The coloring matter and the lard oi] are boiled together 
for some time, and when cool the mixture is strained through 
a cloth. 

Prof. Albert R. Leeds has given in the report of the 
Dairy Commissioner of New Jersey for 1886 (page 64) the 
results of his analyses of several of the well-known butter 
colors of the market. He states that, — 

Fargo’s butter color “contained 3.10 per cent. of annotto, 
dissolved in cotton-seed oil.” 

Hansen’s butter color “ contained 2.66 per cent. of annotto, 
dissolved in cotton-seed oil, etc.” 
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Wells, Richardson, & Co.’s butter color yielded 4.80 per 
cent. of coloring matter. “The reactions given by the color 
were those of annotto. The solvent gave the tests for cotton- 
seed oil.” 

Statements of other butter-color makers are as follows : —

The inquiry naturally suggests itself, — If a dozen butter 
makers require butter color sufficient to add 2,480 pounds 
of cotton-seed oil to their product, how much is required by 
all the makers of colored butter in the country ? 

This question may be answered approximately as follows: 
The present annual produce of butter in the United States is, 
according to good authorities, not less than 1,350,000,000 
pounds. If only one-half of this butter is colored by the 
commonly sold butter color, and if 1 pound only of color 
is required for 1,200 pounds of butter, as stated by color 
makers, the weight of cotton-seed oil, lard oil, or other 
similar adulterant thus added to butter reaches the enormous 
figure of 562,500 pounds per annum, — more than 280 tons. 
Still further, assuming that one-half of the total butter pro- 
duction of the country (675,000,000 pounds) is artificially 
colored, and that, as the color makers claim, the addition of 
color increases the market price 5 cents per pound, it follows 
that the American people pay more than $30,000,000 per 
annum for the delusion of consuming an article, which, by 
its color, they are led to believe is June butter. . 

Much that has been said of artificially colored butter 
applies with equal force to artificially colored oleomargarine. 
Unquestionably this is colored to make it look like butter — 
not necessarily for deceptive purposes in all cases, but it can- 
not be denied that in many instances the color deceives. 
But this deception occurs in the case of artificially colored 
butter, as well as in its substitutes, and in the interest of 
common honesty we claim that in neither should butter color 
be permitted. 

If it be a fraud to color milk to make it look rich, it is 
likewise a fraud to color butter to make it look either 
“Juney” or Jersey. If it be a fraud to color spirit vinegar, 
so that it may pass for cider vinegar, it is equally a fraud to 
color oleomargarine so that it may pass for butter. French 
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brandy does not suddenly become “old and fine,” in conse- 
quence of the addition of a little color, and the same is true 
when a like process is applied to skim-cheese. Green glasses 
will not convert old hay into grass, nor will butter color 
added to baker’s cake become eggs. In all these cases, 
“pleasing the eye,” which is so often urged in excuse, is 
almost invariably accompanied by the deception of the un- 
derstanding, and a corresponding depletion of the pocket. 
Every description of fraud in any and all articles of food 
should be promptly and severely punished. Surely the pub- 
lic is in no way benefited by butter color. Only those who 
derive advantage from its use by receiving a higher price for 
their goods than they are really worth have anything to say 
in defence of artificially colored butter. 

We believe the time is near at hand when butter color 
must go. Let it go; and if the absence of a cent’s worth of 
color makes the butter a dollar cheaper (this is but a different 
way of stating what color manufacturers claim) the public 
will be only too willing to save the dollar. 

There is another standpoint from which artificial butter 
color may be considered. What would .be the effect of its 
prohibition? We do not refer to butter colors made with 
oil, — these are prohibited now by the National Oleomargarine 
Tax Law, and by section 1 of chapter 317 of the Acts of the 
Massachusetts Legislature of 1886,—but of any and all 
butter colors consisting of materials, dyes, or colors foreign 
to pure butter. Asa distinguished dairyman has said (his 
remarks we have quoted elsewhere), “So long as dairymen 
can color their products artificially they are not so anxious 
to feed in a way to color naturally.” 

What does genuine color in butter signify? It means 
good stock, good care, good feed, and, generally speaking, 
good butter. Genuine butter color costs money. The dairy- 
man whose natural-colored butter has been produced at the 
cost of so much invested. capital is entitled to the just fruits 
of his labors, and he should not be defrauded out of them 
by some less conscientious butter maker who is tolerably 
successful in counterfeiting nature. If butter with a good 
color brings a better price, let the increased price be paid to 
him who gets his color honestly — not to him who obtains it 
chemically. What would be thought of a butter maker who 
prepared in a chemical laboratory a Jersey butter flavor 
(this may not be impossible in the future), and with it cap- 
tured the prize at a dairy show where flavor counts for tifty 
points? It would be denounced as a fraud. 

Why is it not the same with a Jersey butter color, pre- 
pared in an apothecaries’ back-shop, which, when added to 
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butter, counts at a dairy show for ten to fifteen points? 
Surely the man who has obtained his butter color from his 
cows should be given the preference over the man who gets 
his color from a manufacturer of dyestuffs. 


MADE-OVER BUTTER. 


It is often stated that persons in restaurants, boarding- 
houses, and saloons are imposed upon by oleomargarine which 
is set before them upon the tables; that they are led to 
believe it is butter, and that they would not eat it if they 
knew it. This is undoubtedly true in many cases, though 
not to the extent claimed ; because it is very generally known 
that cheap restaurants and boarding-houses use oleomarga- 
rine, and in places where a breakfast is furnished for fifteen 
cents und a dinner for twenty cents, the patrons cannot sup- 
pose that their dietary consists of creamery butter any more 
than they believe their coffee maleberry Java or their 
steak sirloin. 

But every person has an undoubted right to know what 
he is eating, and any deception in this respect touching any 
and all articles supplied, no matter how healthful, should be 
prevented by every reasonable means. 

Deception is by no means confined to ¢mztation butter ; and 
if the true history of the origin and treatment of certain 
grades of butter — the only grades with which oleomargarine 
competes — were known, the “boarders” would not be 
long in deciding that as between made-over butter and 
butterine, or between renovated butter and oleomargarine, 
there was a very wide margin of difference in favor of the 
latter. 

Four grades of butter are recognized by the rules of the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce, viz.: “ Creamery,” “ Dairy,” 
“ Imitation Creamery,” and “ Ladle Packed.” The first two 
are the only ones known to the general public; of the re- 
maining two, and especially of the last one, probably not one 
person in a thousand has the remotest suspicion, as they are 
known by their peculiar appellations only to the trade. 
These goods are almost invariably branded with the name 
of some dairy or creamery and are sold as such to the public. 
The definition of these grades as defined by Chamber of 
Commerce rules is as follows : — 

Creamery. — Such as is churned, salted, and packed in a 
creamery, made from the cream obtained by either the sys- 
tem known as cream gathering, by which the farmer sets his 
milk, raises the cream, and sells it to the creamery, or by the 
system of setting the milk at the creamery. 
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Dairy. — Such as is made, salted, and packed by the dairy- 
man, and offered in its original package. 

Imitation Creamery. — Such as is churned by the dairy- 
man, and in its unsalted, unworked condition disposed of to 
the dealer or shipper and worked, salied, and packed by the 
dealer or shipper. 

Ladle Packed. —Such as is collected by the dealer or 
shipper in the various shapes of rolls, lumps, or whole pack- 
ages, salted, and worked, and by the dealer or shipper re- 
salted, reworked, and repacked. 

Simply stated, “creamery” and “dairy” butter are what 
their names are understood to indicate, — butter made and 
packed by a single establishment or by a single family; 
while “ ladle packed” and its congener are butter which has 
not only been made over, but is itself a compound or mixture 
of the butter from a hundred or a thousand different sources ; 
yet, as before stated, these goods are very generally branded 
“creamery” or “dairy” and are understood to be such by 
the consumer. 

One of the members of a long-established butter-commis- 
sion firm in Boston, in a published interview on this subject, 
says : — 


Ladle butter occupies the same relation to the dairy interests that the 
frontiersman does in the progress and development of the country. As 
the Western States began to be opened up by the farmers in scattered 
localities and a dairy was started, the first problem was how to dispose 
of their butter to best advantage. The first method was to pack in tubs 
and send to market, and it was no uncommon thing for dealers in this 
city to receive carloads of butter from such sources with hardly two 
packages of the same size or quality. This lack of uniformity made the 
goods ‘hard to sell and necessitated a low price. It became apparent 
that something must be done to put these goods into a more desirable 
and marketable condition, and as the producing localities become more 
thickly settled it becomes possible for the dairymen to bring their 
butter from the churn to some central location where it is gr aded and 
packed in uniform packages. When this business first started some one 
invented a machine which mixed and ground the butter into one mass, 
but this method has long ago passed into disuse ; but from this came the 
term ‘‘ hash” as applied to butter, and is now only occasionally resur- 
rected by some friends of ‘‘oleo” in their endeavor to push forward 
their product by disparaging an article which they endeavor to imitate. 

In regard to branding butter, it is not done with the intent 
of, nor does it “result i in, any deception. Like a great many other articles, 
— for instance flour, — some names which may not have much connection 
with the article itself are used. 


Taking this statement as the most favorable showing 
possible ‘for ladle- packed butter, it is still admitted that such 
goods are the mixed and made-over butter of many different 
families and that they are falsely branded. The public have 
an undoubted right to eat made-over butter if they wish to 
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do so, but the dealers have no right to keep them in igno- 
rance of the fact that it is made over, and they have no right 
to deceive the public by marking it “ dairy ” and “ creamery ” 
when it is not. 

But the conditions surrounding the repacking of Western 
butter are but very imperfectly described in the remarks just 
quoted. In many parts of the West there are districts far 
removed from any creamery, and many small farmers in these 
districts take their butter to the country store where it is 
exchanged at six to ten cents per pound for groceries, tea, 
sugar, etc. This butteris in all states of color and condition. 
It is received in every conceivable sort of package, — some- 
times in rolls, with coverings far from clean, in boxes, cases, 
candy pails, nail-kegs, etc. When the country storekeeper 
has accumulated a sufficient quantity the whole lot is sold to 
some collector employed by a butter “factory,” and being 
sorted into different lots according to quality, each lot still 
containing many kinds, is rechurned with fresh milk or but- 
ter-milk, ‘uniformly colored, and placed 1 in nice clean packages 
and shipped to commission-houses in the larger cities. It is 
not claimed that very poor butter is thus converted into first- 
class creamery, but it is certain that butter which in its 
original condition and surroundings would disgust most per- 
sons and would be refused by them even for cooking is, by 
processes of rechurning, washing, coloring, and repacking, 
and by the addition of ‘extra amounts of salt and sometimes 
preservative chemicals, made passable, so that it is used as 
food by persons who are entirely ignorant of its heterogeneous 
origin, and of the fact that it has “been “ improved ” by treat- 

ment. 

The condition in which butter is received and stored in 
many Western country stores has been frequently described 
by writers in agricultural journals, and from some of these 
we quote the following. A writer in the “ Prairie Farmer” 
(June 30, 1888), who describes himself as having spent 
twenty-five years in buying, selling, shipping, and ‘making 
butter and cheese, gives an account of his visit toa butter 
buyer in Wisconsin. He says : — 


A lady came in with some butter wrapped up in a snowy linen cloth, 
and the butter did look nice. She had put it in nice rolls and ornamented 
it off with the butter ladle. He bought it for ten cents a Sate weighed 
it, and dumped it into a dirty, greasy.barrel. When the lady saw her 
nice butter dropped into that mess she gave a start of actual suffering, 
from seeing her nicely made butter abused in that way. 

He took me down into his cellars, and in one corner of them was a 
strong platform about two feet from the floor, and piled on that was, as 
nearly as I could estimate, 2,000 pounds of his butter, left there to cool 
and resting against the rock wall. When the platform would not hold 
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any more he would have a man to work it and salt and pack it. I was 
shown oyer 10,000 pounds that had been treated in this way. 


The “ Orange County Farmer” (May 3, 1888), gives the 
following : — 


Outside of dairy districts it has been an impossibility for families to 
procure a first-class supply of butter. Farmers have not proper con- 
veniences for butter making. The milk is usually set in shallow pans in 
the cellar, with decaying vegetables and other refuse matter, or in the 
pantry, adjoining the kitchen, where it receives the dust of floors when 
sweeping, and odors from the cook-stove, particularly on washing days. 
The skimming and churning are done at no regular intervals, but only 
when most convenient. No wonder that a poor product results. 

The surplus above the requirements of the family finds its way to the 
grocery where the farmer does his trading. The butter table in the 
grocer’s cellar, when containing perhaps a dozen lots of butter, presents 
a mottled appearance, representing as many different shades of color as 
Joseph’s coat, and of qualities that are passably good, indifferent, bad, 
very bad, and horribly bad. 


Mr. T. D. Curtis, writing to the “Rural New-Yorker” 
(Feb. 25, 1888), says : — 


A great deal of butter is sold at the country stores, where the price is 
uniform for good, bad, and indifferent butter, for the reason that the 
buyer is afraid to properly discriminate in quality and price lest he offend 
some of his customers and lose their trade. If a fine article comes in, it 

oes at the same price as a lot greatly inferior, and is either mixed in 
with the rest, when it is worked and packed for market, or set aside for 
the use of the storekeeper’s family or some special customer. It is not 
improbable that the best of this store butter when packed goes into the 
market as private dairy. Asa horse trainer remarked in my hearing, 
‘¢ There are tricks in all trades but ours, and ours is all trick.” There 
are tricks in the butter trade, and the brand does not always indicate the 
origin. 


The bare suggestion that butter from such sources and in 
such condition as has been described is worked over, fixed 
up, and sold for food is sickening, but when in addition it 
appears that this butter is branded with the name of some 
fictitious “ dairy ” or “creamery,” the injury becomes in addi- 
tion an insult to every decent butter-maker in the country. 
This fraud, strange to say, is not at present forbidden by any 
Massachusetts statute. On this point, Mr. James Cheesman, 
Secretary of the New England Creameries Association, 


says :— 


The marked improvement in the quality of the butter produced at 
some of the New England creameries, its highly renumerative prices, 
and the depressing effect of ‘‘ hash butter,” or third-rate goods, whether 
creamery or farm made, afford an additional justification for selling high- 
class goods, under the protection of the makers’ brand. ‘The numerous 
attempts at fraud on the part of dealers in farm butter, by branding’ it 
**creamery ” has undoubtedly injured the reputation of creamery goods. 
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State associations should petition legislatures to enact a law compelling 
the use of brands for packages containing dairy goods. Inferior goods 
sold as creamery products is a fraud on the creamery interest as well as 
on the consumer, and should be punishable accordingly. 


That such frauds are continuously perpetrated is beyond 
question. Dealers have admitted the facts in public, claim- 
ing, however, that “they see no dishonesty in the transac- 
tion.” 

The “ American Cultivator” (Oct. 6, 1888), describes the 
operation of “fixing” butter for the retail trade, as given by 
an eye-witness, in a dark and dingy-looking cellar belonging 
toa large produce commission-house. The reporter says : — 


All the marks on the tubs are carefully scraped off and the butter 
weighed. ‘The top is then knocked off and the butter tried to see what 
kind of a brand it will stand. ‘Then as much salt or brine as the tub will 
possibly hold is packed on top of the butter. This is the first step. A 
new top is then nailed on, — this cover, by the way, having been soaked, 
and being therefore much heavier than the first one, — and the tub is now 
ready for marking or branding. Here are a few imaginary brands for 
which stencils have been prepared: ‘‘ Silver Stream Creamery,” ‘‘ Rocky 
Spring Creamery, warranted gilt edge,” ‘*‘ Fine Mountain Brook Dairy,” 
and so on. Sometimes the housewife who buys this ‘*‘ Silver Stream 
Creamery ” at thirty-five cents per pound raises a complaint at the quality 
of the butter. The reply usually is, ‘‘ Well, madam, this is genuine 
‘ Silver Stream Creamery ’ and it certainly ought to be good, — perhaps 
it was the weather after all.” Madam might have another idea of the 
subject if she but knew that most of these flower-named creameries had 
an existence only in dark and dingy cellars down town. 


Some idea of the extent to which the reworking of butter 
is carried may be gathered from the advertisement of a well- 
know manufacturer of butter-making utensils of a butter- 
worker like the wood-cut on p. 84, which is claimed to make 
the different colors and textures of butter the same in color 
and quality. The maker says : — 


It is invaluable in stores where butter isreworked and repacked. One 
firm in the West is using it who are handling from 10,000 to 40,000 Ibs. 
a day, ard in writing to order another worker say they ‘are highly 
delighted with the results obtained with it.” 


We desire that it be distinctly understood that the class 
of butter to which we have called attention is not Massa- 
chusetts butter, but comes in large quantities from the West. 
Massachusetts does not produce more than one-fifth part of 
the butter required for consumption by her population, but 
such butter as she does produce is, on the whole, of as good 
quality as any produced in the country. 

It is high time that some law should be enacted to prevent 
the fraud we have endeavored to describe, and which may 
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be called the bogus dairy fraud. “The Rural New-Yorker,” 
in its issue of Nov. 10, 1888, says : — 


The man who buys eggs by the barrel in Western New York, ships 
them to New Jersey, unpacks them, puts them up in neat baskets, and 
sells them for ‘“‘ fresh Jersey eggs” is a fraud anda dangerous character. 


We are of the opinion that what is thus affirmed of the 
handler of these “bogus Jersey” eggs, has a tenfold more 
important application to the manipulator of “bogus Jersey ” 
butter. 


We suggest that a law be enacted by which the use of 
words “dairy ” and “creamery ” shall be forbidden as brands 
upon any package of butter which is not in fact dairy or 
creamery butter as defined by the rules of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce; and it is further suggested that all 
“hash butter,” mixed and made-over butter, be plainly 
marked “ mixed butter ” or “ made-over butter,” and that the 
use of color — whether oil-color or any other — in such goods 
be expressly prohibited. Such provisions could not fail to 
prevent the misrepresentation and deception which now ex- 
tensively prevail —and without the slightest impediment — 
in regard to this class of goods, and would be another step — 
anda long step —in the direction of securing to the public 
“honest butter.” IZf the public demand oleomargarine they 
should be allowed to have it as such, and should not under 
any circumstances be cheated by any misrepresentations as 
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to its origin, composition, name, or place of manufacture. 
If the public demand butter, they should be furnished with 
the article they understand they are getting. When they 
see a tub marked such and such a dairy they suppose that 
the article is really dairy butter made on a farm as butter is 
ordinarily made. They little dream that the article before 
them with its false brand is the mixed and worked-over 
butter of a hundred different families, washed and cleaned 
up by treatment, colored by cotton-seed-oil color, and in 
many cases only kept from decomposition by liberal doses of 
boracic acid, salicylic acid, ete. Let the public have this 
butter if they desire it. The dishonesty and the fraud we 
complain of consists in keeping the public in ignorance of its 
true history, in the false colors under which these goods 
sail, and in the false brands under which they are worked 
off upon the public. 


RENOVATED BUTTER. 


Renovated butter is the name given to old or poor butter 
which, by various means, has been “improved” and made 
merchantable. The existence of this industry has been re- 
ported from several official sources. 

Hon. Joseph 8. Miller, United States Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, in his report for the year 1887, says of the 
chemical analyses of one hundred and thirty-one samples of 
suspicious butter made by the department under the provis- 
ions of sections 14 and 15 of the Oleomargarine Act, that many 
of these samples were found to be mixtures of butter fat with 
chemicals, intended for the most part to destroy racidity, and 
to make that which was old and stale appear new and fresh. 

United States Revenue Agent Brooks, as the result of the 
investigations made by the department in New York City, 
states, as reported in the “New York Morning Journal,” 
April 29, 1888 :— 


We have found numerous specimens of boiled butter that is rancid 
and spoiled butter, which has been melted and deodorized by means of some. 
chemical. 


The New York State Dairy Commissioner in his second 
annual report (1885, page 311) says :— 


There is a comparatively new traffic, and fraud as well, being carried 
on quite extensively in this country, viz.: The old, rancid butter is 
bought up at a low price — five cents a pound — heated and washed and 
probably deodorized, etc., until its unpleasant taste and smell are re- 
moved, and is then churned with new milk, salted, and sold as fresh 
butter. i . 
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Mr. Russell W. Moore, chemist to the New York Dairy 
Commissioner, in the report for 1886 (page 172) gives analy- 
ses of two samples of butter taken from an establishment which 

made a business of renovating and reworking old and poorly- 
made grades of butter. 

Mr. Marcus A. Perry, Assistant Dairy Commissioner, 
as awed NGaYs. fan 1 the fourth annual report (1887, page 425) 
Says: 


I frequently have complaints made to me of the poor quality of butter 
offered for sale and placed on the tables of hotels throughout the 
country, and very many persons making such complaints profess to 
believe that oleomargarine is being used in such places; but I find upon 
careful inspection of such places, that the article complained of generally 
proves to be a poor article of butter, or butter that has been ‘ renovated,” 
as itis called. I would respectfully suggest the propriety of calling the 
attention of the Legislature to this subject of ‘‘ renovating” butter. 


Dr. R. D. Clark, Department Chemist to the New York 
State Dairy Commission in the fourth annual report, 1887 
(page 250) states that many samples of suspected butter had 
been sent for analysis from various parts of the States and 
that in no case were they oleomargarine. He says: “ We 
believe, however, that many of them have been renovated 
butter, that is, old butter remelted and reworked into fresh ; 
and this enterprise seems to be growing.’ 

The details of the methods adopted by renovating-butter 
factories are kept secret but some idea of them may be 
gathered from the specifications of numerous patents on the 
subject which have been taken out in the United States and 
foreign countries. Some of the more important of these are 
the following : — 


TREATMENT OF Rancrip BuTTER AND OTHER MATERIALS. 


[ Specification forming Part of Letters Patent granted to 
Charles Marchand, New York, N.Y., numbered 338,538. 
Dated March, 1886. ] 


This invention relates more particularly to the treatment 
of rancid butter or butter of which the commercial value is 
lessened by unwholesome impurities contained in it. Here- 
tofore a number of chemical processes more or less perfect 
have been devised for the purification of rancid butter, but the 
mechanical operation of mixing the butter with the chemicals 
has been so performed as to” destroy the grains of butter. 
Heretofore the butter and chemicals have been churned to- 
gether, and the grain under these conditions is very soon de- 
stroyed; so that while the rancidity is removed, a greasy 
appearance is given, which renders the product unsalable. 
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The present invention enables the butter and chemicals to 
be brought into intimate contact without destroying the grain 
or appearance of the butter. It is based upon the fact, that 
butter can be subjected to a moderate pressure while at a 
temperature of between 57 to 62 degrees Fahrenheit, and can 
be worked under these conditions so long as the chemical 
treatment renders necessary. 

A temperature of 60 degrees Fahrenheit gives, according 
to my experience, the best results. The invention consists 
in bringing the butter and chemical together by squeezing 
the butter through an opening or openings repeatedly, if de- 
sired, so that it is subdivided and all parts brought into con- 
tact with the chemical. 

Moderate pressure is employed, less than suffices to break 
or destroy the granules, and about the temperature named i is 
maintained during the operation. 

The invention also consists in a process for treating butter, 
fat, or other plastic material for purification, washing, flavor- 
ing, or other purpose by repeated expression or squeezing the 
plastic material through one or more openings into the liquid 
so as constantly to expose new surfaces to the liquid. Prefer- 
ably the expressed material, if lighter than water, enters the 
liquid at or near the bottom so that it will rise through the 
liquid, and thus a more thorough admixture of the two mate- 
rials be effected. 

While this part of the invention is not limited to any 
special conditions of temperature and pressure, yet when 
butter is to be treated, the conditions above mentioned would 
naturally be employed in order to preserve the grain. The 
invention further comprises a special apparatus for carrying 
out the before-mentioned process. This apparatus consists 
of two chambers communicating with each other at the 
bottom by means of a series of small openings or tubes and 
pistons in said chambers for forcing the material alternately 
from one chamber into the other through the said openings 
or tubes. The pistons are connected so that they move in 
opposite directions. A series of openings is considered 
better than a single tube set with knives or rollers, since the 
butter or other material, after it has passed a knife or roller, 
being still confined in the tube, will or is apt to reunite and 
form a comparatively large stream ; whereas, with a series of 
tubes or openings, it enters the other chamber in numerous 
small streams and a much larger surface is exposed. . . . 
By repeated passage from one chamber to the other the 
butter becomes thoroughly impregnated with the chemical, 
by means of which its rancidity is “destroyed or the unwhole- 
some properties removed. Thus, without rotation or any 
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‘concussion analogous to churning, a thorough subdivision of 
the mass and the constant exposure of fresh surfaces to the 
action of the liquid is obtained without material injury to the 
grain, the appearance, or consistency of the butter. 

The following details, which are given merely by way of 
illustration, as they admit of indefinite variation, may be 
adopted in carrying out the process. A charge of 1,000 
pounds of rancid butter may be treated with 150 gallons of a 
suitable liquid, say one of the liquids heretofore used or pro- 
posed for purifying rancid butter, although whether a new or 
old liquid is used is not material. . °..' . The treat- 
‘ment is to be continued until the desired result is ob- 
tained, —say from half an hour to an hour, — in order to 
secure a thorough impregnation of the butter with the chemi- 
cal agent. During the operation the heat is maintained at 
the before-mentioned temperature, so that the butter is not 
altered. When the operation is finished, the liquid is drawn 
‘off by one of the pipes and the butter removed through one 
of the doors. The butter is then placed on an inclined table 
and allowed to drain for, say, three or four hours, by which 
time the chemical agents will ordinarily have completely ef- 
fected the purification. The butter is then removed to the 
apparatus shown ; water at, say, 60 degrees Fahrenheit is in- 
troduced, and the butter is then expressed from one chamber 
to the other, so that all the parts are completely washed and 
all or nearly all traces of foreign matters are removed. The 
washing is or may be repeated with fresh water until the de- 
sired state of purity is obtained. After the washing is com- 
plete the liquid is drawn off through one of the pipes and 
butter-milk or sour milk from which the butter has been re- 
moved is introduced. The pistons are then set in motion 
again and the butter is worked for, say, half an hour. This 
operation gives the flavor of fresh butter to the product. 


Process OF PuRIFYING BUTTER.

This invention relates to certain new and useful improve- 
ments in a process for the preservation of freshly made 
butter and the remanufacture of old butter, by which such 
old butter is renovated and made to resemble in every way 
that which is freshly made. It is well known that butter 
does not retain its fresh flavor, no matter how well put up, 
for any length of time; and one of the main objects of this 
invention is to remake such butter as has lost its fresh flavor 
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as to render it equally valuable with fresh grass butter, while 
at the same time the same process applied to freshly made 
butter has a tendency to preserve its flavor. 

The process consists in subjecting the butter to heat until 
melted, and keeping it at a temperature above the melting- 
point until all extraneous matter —like water, salt, ete. — 
settles to the bottom and a yeasty looking scum rises to the 
top. ‘This scum is then removed and the pure, transparent, 
melted butter decanted free from all sedimentary matter and 
immediately thrown into ice-cold water to solidify and granu- 
late. . . . After solidification and granulation have 
taken place and it is desired to preserve it in this condition, 
the butter is packed into proper receptacles solidly, so that 
no vacuities are left, there being added to the butter five per 
cent. in weight of pure salt and one per cent. of pure glycer- 
ine. The butter thus prepared is stored in a cool place until 
wanted for consumption. It is then again remelted, prefer- 
ably in a water-bath, the best temperature being about 100° 
Fahrenheit, and allowed to stand at that temperature, or 
above the melting-point, until the salt and glycerine and any 
water therein have settled to the bottom, leaving the melted 
butter floating on the top. Now this melted butter is mixed 
with three times its volume of fresh milk, care being taken 
that the milk and the butter are at or about the same tem- 
perature, and the mixture is then placed in an emulsifier, the 
action of which when agitated is to produce an emulsion of 
the butter and milk which resembles natural cream. This 
artificial cream so produced is now set at a temperature of 
about 65° Fahrenheit, and is thenceforward treated in all re- 
spects like natural cream for the manufacture of butter. 


METHOD oF Puriryinc Rancrip BUTTER.

The object of my invention is to restore to its original 
purity and sweetness butter which has become rancid; and 
this object I attain by treating the rancid butter with boracic 
acid or its compounds in the manner hereinafter set forth. 

In carrying out my invention I first make a saturated 
solution in water of boracic acid, employing by preference 
three hundred and twenty (320) graifs of boracie acid to 
the pound of butter. The rancid butier is then thoroughly 
worked in this solution, the operation being continued until 
all parts are exposed to the action of the solution. 

I have found in practice that with a solution of the above 
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strength, five minutes generally suffices to insure the effective 
action of said solution upon the butter, although if the solu-. 
tion is of a weaker character than that mentioned, a longer 
time will be necessary. After being subjected to the action 
ot the doracic-acid solution, the butter is thoroughly washed 
in pure water so as to free the mass from the acid and the 
butyrates and other impurities which have been freed from 
the butter by the action of the acid thereon, the impurities, 
with the acid, being held in solution of suspension by the 
water, thus leaving the butter in a sweet and wholesome 
state and ready for treatment with salt and coloring matter as 
when freshly gathered from the churn. 

The same solution may be used to treat successive batches 
of butter until it becomes so affected by the impurities which 
have been extracted from the butter as to fail to properly 
perform its duty; in which case the solution may be sub- 
jected to distiilation or other process, whereby the boracic 
acid is recrystallized or recovered, Compounds of boracic 
acid —such, for instance, as biborate of soda — may in some 
cases be used in place of the acid itself, although the use of 
the latter is preferred. 


' Process oF Puriryinc Rancrip BUTTER.

The object of my invention is to provide an economical 
method for removing the sour or rancid taste from old or 
“tubby” butter, and the recovery of the pure butter globules 
without injury to their organized granular character or their 
flavor. 

To this end my invention consists in the use of special 
brines hereinafter described, to correct the sour or rancid 
taste in the butter. In carrying out my invention I have 
a brine solution prepared especially for this purpose. It is 
known to-butter workers that the rancid or sour taste in the 
butter is due, not to any decomposition of the butter glob- 
ules, but to the fermentation of the foreign matters, which 
are held to the butter globules in the nature of a soluble 
slime. It is also known that these sour and rancid butters 
can be divested of their objectionable taste by treatment 
with heat to melt the butter; but this mode destroys the 
organization of the butter globules or grains, and causes 
them to form an oil which is not fit for table-use, and 
which cannot be restored to its former condition. To re- 
deem this damaged butter, without destroying the grain or 
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texture of the same, I employ a special brine, composed of 
certain harmless ingredients, as follows: water, 10 gallons ; 
saleratus, 1 pound; salt, 2 pounds; sugar, 2 pounds, dis- 
solved together. Then take for a second solution + pound 
tartaric acid and 1 gallon of water. In the first solu- 
tion I place the rancid butter, and then pour on the 
second solution and stir the whole thoroughly together. 
After allowing it to stand some 10 or 15 minutes, according 
to circumstances, this brine is run off, and the butter may 
be worked through a fresh brine, containing only the salt 
and the sugar. Jf the butter to be handled is very bad, a 
larger proportion of the saleratus and tartaric acid is used, 
and vice versa. The effect of the saleratus and the tartaric 
acid upon this kind of butter is to wash off mechanically the 
decomposing foreign substances from the surface of the 
globules by the active effervescence, and also, by its alkaline 
character, to neutralize the developed acids which make the 


butter rancid.

IMPROVED PrRocEsSs FOR RESTORING AND PRESERVING 
Rancorip Burtrer.

This invention and discovery relate to a new and useful 
improvement in a process for purifying and preserving 
butter, having especial reference to arresting fermentation 
and restoring and preserving rancid butter, and consists in 
the process hereinafter described. 

In carrying out my process, I melt the butter in a clean 
vessel, under a slow and regular heat; and while melting, 
I add 2 ounces of alum to every 5 pounds of butter, the 
butter being stirred gently while melting. When thor- 
oughly melted it is strained through a fine strainer into 
clean, cold water. The butter will rise to the surface quite 
pure and transparent. The alwm coagulates the albumen, 
the caseine, and other foreign matter, all of which are re- 
tained in the strainer, leaving the butter perfectly pure, 
clean, and of uniform consistency. When the butter is suf- 
ficiently cool to be in good working order, it is carefully 
taken out and worked, adding to each 5 pounds, 3 ounces 
of good dairy salt and 1 ounce of clean  saltpetre and 
1 ounce of pure white sugar pulverized. The butter is then 
packed in clean, sweet vessels and is fit for use. Claim: 
Treating rancid butter by the particular process herein de- 
scribed.

IMPROVEMENTS IN THE MoprE AND APPARATUS FOR MAN-— 
UFACTURING, CLEANING, AND fPurRIFYING ButrTER-— 
SCRAPINGS, ETC.

In proceeding, according to our present invention for the 
treatment of butter-scrapings, we place the same in long, 
narrow vessels, preferably of tinned metal, but vessels of 
other material may be used, and the vessels containing the 
scrapings are placed in water or ina chamber heated to a 
heat which ought not to exceed 130 degrees Fahrenheit, or 
a temperature just sufficient to melt the scrapings. 

We now take, say, about half the quantity of material in- 
tended to be operated upon, put it into cold water or other 
cold fluid, and agitate them, or we pour it on marble basins 
or any other cold surface. By this means the rapid chill 
produces solidity in the butter and imparts to it a smooth 
grain. We then place it in a solid state in a churn with some 
cream, milk, or buttermilk and churn until they become 
blended into one mass, when we pour in the remainder of 
the liquid scrapings, and churn again until the entire mass 
takes a consistency thicker than cream. We now pour all 
out on a marble basin or into tubs or other vessels and per- 
mit it to rest until it assumes the solid texture of butter. 
It is then submitted to pressure, and by this means much of 
the milk is worked out of it. This mode of expressing the 
milk, may, in the process patented by us in 1873, be sub- 
stituted for the washing process therein described, and the 
material thus far treated may be finished for the market accord- 
ing to this present invention. 

The mass having been submitted to pressure takes the 
texture and appearance of good butter and is fit for salting 
and packing. When it is desired to improve the quality 
still further, good butter may be blended with it and worked 
in by the pressing or revolving-roller process. 


Puriryinc Dirty Burrer or BuTrrerR—ScRAPINGS. 


[ Specification forming Part of English Letters Patent 
granted to William McDonnell and Charles McDonnell, 
numbered 2,482. June 15, 1876. ] 


The first part of this invention consists in cleaning and 
purifying dirty butter or butter-scrapings, as hereinafter de- 
scribed. For this purpose the butter is first melted at a low 
temperature so as only to make it liquid, and by any known 
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suitable means, or by preference, as follows: The butter is 
placed in a flat pan or tray with perforated sides, and formed 
with an outer gutter or channel into which the melted butter 
may pass, and whence it may escape by a spout or pipe. 
This pan is placed so as to form the cover to an ordinary 
water-boiler. The butter passing away as it melts, a fresh 
surface is constantly exposed to the heat, which may there- 
fore be kept very low. The melted butter is next passed 
into the lower part of a vessel, by preference, narrow below. 
This vessel may contain some heated water to a depth a little 
above the butter-inlet opening ; the melted butter thus passes 
up to the surface, much of its dirt and sediment falling to the 
bottom; the same happens even when there is no water in 
the vessel, — the dirt, being heaviest, sinks, but by the use of 
the water, the butter is kept sweeter, and some of the flavor 

caused by the melting is taken off. From this vessel, the 
butter, by overflowing , passes into a third vessel; it is now 
purified, but to bring i it to its original solid state without in- 
juring its grain or texture, and in order to improve its flavor, 
it is placed i in a churn or cistern with cream, milk, or butter- 
milk, or water, or pickle, and agitated or rechurned. The 
cream, milk, or water may be heated to nearly the same tem- 
perature as the liquid butter, when the texture of the butter 
will be smooth and even; but it is not absolutely necessary 
to use such temperature, as a low temperature will answer 
and quicken the process, only the butter does not come out 
so well blended, but rather in small, clarified balls or grains. 
When the latter method is adopted, some still liquid butter is 
poured on the materials, so as to bring the mass to a consist- 
ency somewhat thicker than cream. The butler ws then salted 
and packed for the market. 


CLARIFYING AND PuRIFYING BUTTER WHICH HAS 
BECOME RANCID. 


[ Specification forming Part of English Letters Patent 
granted to Daniel Hipkins, numbered 684. Feb. 28, 
1874. } 


Where my invention is applied to clarifying or purifying 
butter which has become rancid, and to prevent it, after hav- 
ing been remelted, from having a rough or granulated con- 
sistency, I melt such butter by means of steam or hot water in 
the way already described, and after allowing it to settle, and 
removing any deposit, I boil it with a suitable proportion of 
lime- water or other alkali, after which I again allow it to 
clarify by settling. I then treat the liquor thus clarified, in 
the method already described, by instantaneously reducing 
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it from a high to a low temperature, by immersion in water or 
other suitable liquid ; and after having been so treated, I find 
that its rancidity has been removed, and it has been brought 
to a state of purified butter, free from deleterious qualities. 


New AND IMPROVED MODE OF PURIFYING. AND SWEETEN— 
ING BuTTeER—* SCRAPPINGS,” AND Rancip OR DECAYED 
BUTTER. 


[Specification forming Part of Knglish Letters Patent 
granted to William McDonnell and Charles McDonnell, 
numbered 3,233. Oct. 6, 1873. ] 


The object of this invention is to prepare and clean dirty 
butter, or butter scrapings or “ scrappings,” or grease butter 
for the market, so as to renovate and recover the quality of 
decayed or rancid butter. 

The butter-scrapings are first put, with or without water, 
into a pan and melted; the dzrt then sinks to the bottom, 
while the butter floats in oil on the top. The butter is then 
drawn off, and after being strained is put into a churn with 
some cream, milk, or butter-milk, and churned, or it is first 
allowed to cool partially, and is then put, still in a liquid 
state, into a churn with some milk or butter-milk and 
churned. The result is that the butter, after having been 
separated from the milk, with which it first coalesces, is 
renovated as to taste, smell, and appearance. ancid or 
decayed butter after being softened by washing through or 
with heated milk or water or by direct heat to a consistency 
of cream, is likewise renovated by the process described. 
The butter produced as aforesaid from the butter-scrappings 
or from the rancid butter is then salted and packed for the 
market in the usual manner. 


CLARIFYING AND REFINING BUTTER. 


[ Specification forming Part of English Letters Patent 
granted to William Young, numbered 2,565. Aug. 
Cpe kelenh | 


My invention consists in clarifyiug and refining butter and 
other fatty matters, and cleansing them from hair, dirt, and 
other impurities. . . .«. In performing my invention, the 
butter or other fatty matter is fed into the cylinder through 
the opening C, and when the requisite quantity has been ad- 
mitted the piston D advances and presses the whole of the 
butter or other fatty matter through perforated metal plates 
or sieves, leaving the hair, dirt, and other impurities on the 
perforated plates or sieves, which are then removed to be 
cleaned, and others put in their place. The sieves that have 
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been used may be removed and fresh ones substituted while 
the piston is being drawn back, so that there is no necessity 
of stopping the machine. Another mode of performing my 
invention consists in applying a bladed screw, which works 
inside the cylinder, not quite touching the sides; this screw, 
in revolving, carries the butter or other fatty matter forward 
as it is fed into the cylinder, and forces it through the per- 
forated metal plates or sieves. By means of this screw the 
butter is cut up and mixed while in the cylinder, and is more 
thoroughly mixed and easily forced through the sieves. By 
means of these improvements the butter is cleansed from all 
impurities and thoroughly mixed, thereby making it of a 
uniform taste, color, and quality, and greatly increasing its 
value. 


DISINFECTION OF BUTTER AND ALIMENTARY FATS. 


[ Specification forming Part of French Letters Patent granted 
to Lunel and Marlier, Paris, numbered 62,269. March 
eC | 


We take water, 1,000 parts; nztrate of potassium, 10 
parts; bicarbonate of soda, 10 parts; tartaric acid, 5 parts ; 
hypochlorite of soda, 100 parts. ‘These salts are dissolved 
separately in the water and mixed, and the hypochlorite of 
soda added. 

The butter is washed in this solution and well agitated, 
and placed in a solution consisting of water, 1,000 parts; 
chloride of sodium, 25 parts. After this the butter may be 
salted. 

There is no mistaking the language of these patents. 
They point distinctly and unequivocally to a nefarious indus- 
try, — to a condition of things which has been most carefully 
concealed from the consumers of cheap grades of butter, and 
which constitute a fraud as villainous as anything which has 
ever been alleged in regard to oleomargarine. “ Renovat- 
ing” butter is no new thing—it has been practised for 
years. As long ago as 1872, the “New England Farmer,” 
speaking of this same sort of butter, which it was asserted 
was then being sold on the Boston market, said : — 


In the condition in which it is made it would not be tolerated in the 
winter logging-camp of a French Canadian. But butter must be had, 
and this inferior article is transformed into the semblance of butter, and 
goes to the tables of those who would be horrified if they knew the shape 
it was in but a few days before. All the arts of witchery have been ex- 
hausted upon it, by pounding, squeezing, washing, bleaching, coloring, 
and odorizing, until it is brought into an appetizing form in the shape of 
innocent-looking balls stamped with the portrait of a cow. 
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It is not claimed that there is anything wrong or dishonest 
in purifying and refining rancid and dirty butter, but to con- 
ceal from the consumer the fact that such butter has been 
“renovated,” cleaned, and restored, and to still further mis- 
lead him by false marks and brands, artificial coloring, and 
other devices, whose only purpose is to deceive, — these con- 
stitute a fraud which no person, except he be one engaged in 
the sale of such goods, would undertake to defend. 


BuTTER PRESERVATIVES. 


Imitation butter or oleomargarine, deceptive or artificially 
colored butter, made-over or ladle-packed butter, and reno- 
vated or poor butter chemically treated do not complete the 
list of frauds which are practised upon the public in the name 
of “honest butter.” There is yet another, —the fraud of 
adding certain injurious and objectionable chemical substances 
to butter for the purpose of preventing it from becoming 
rancid. These chemicals are commonly known as “ preser- 
vatives.” They are all objectionable. 

Good and properly made butter needs no preservative. 
In any event there is no justification for a person who adds 
injurious substances to any article of food. The public does 
not like to have chemicals in its butter, and butter containing 
preservatives could not be sold if the names of the chemicals 
used were plainly stated upon the package. Among these 
chemical substances may be mentioned the following : 
salicylic acid, salicylate of soda, boracic acid, biborate of 
soda, sulphite of soda, alum, elycerine, sulphate of potas- 
sium, phosphoric acid, and bromo-chloralum. 

Numerous patents have been taken out for so-called pre- 
servatives, and articles for this purpose are extensively 
advertised. Some of the more important of these are the 
following : — 


ANTISEPTIC BUTTER—COLORING COMPOUND. 


[ Specification forming Part of Letters Patent granted to John 
OC. Rorick, Wauseon, O., numbered 163,610. Dated 
May 25, 1875.] 


The object of my invention is to obtain an improved com- 
pound for coloring butter, which shall, at the same time, act 
as an excellent antiseptic and preserve the butter pure and 
sweet for an indefinite period of time. 

I put into a suitable can, which is suspended in a caldron 
of water, 50 pounds of lard, Sresh butter, or olive-oil to 
serve as a body for the coloring matters, and the antiseptic 
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which I employ. I then take 3 pounds of annotto, and add 
water to it and stir until it is about the consistency of thin 
paste, when [ add } pound of ¢umeric and stir it well with 
the annotto. When thoroughly mixed I heat the lard, butter, 
or oil, whichever one of these substances it is desired to 
use, to about 110 degrees Fahrenheit, and take about 5 
pounds of it and stir thoroughly with the annotto or tumeric, 
prepared as stated, and put the whole mass into the can re- 
ferred to, and stir the substances well together, adding at 
the same time 5 pounds of common salt and 3 ounces of salt- 
petre. ‘The substances are then brought to a boiling heat, 
and stirred from time to time, until the coloring matter is 
dark enough for use. It takes ordinarily from 12 to 24 
hours to properly cook the coloring matter, after which it is 
poured into cans which can be well stopped, and to every 10 
pounds 5 fluid ounces of bromo-chloralum are added, when it 
is shaken until cold. . . . One pound of coloring mat- 
ter will usually be sufficient for 100 pounds of butter. 


Process OF PRESERVING BUTTER. 


[ Specification forming Part of Letters Patent granted to John 
Harger, Toronto, Canada, numbered 240,126. Dated 
April, 1881. ] 


The object of this invention is to prevent butter from 
becoming rancid and to preserve its flavor so that it will re- 
main sweet for a long time even in very warm weather. The 
invention consists in the mode of preserving butter by incor- 
porating with the milk or cream before churning, and with 
the butter after churning, doracic acid dissolved in hot glyc- 
erine and sulphate of soda, dissolved in boiling water, as will 
be hereinafter fully described. 

In carrying my invention into practical effect, I dissolve 
one pound of boracze acid in five pounds of hot glycerine. I 
next dissolve one pound of sulphate of soda in five pounds of 
boiling water. These two solutions I then pour together to 
form my preserving compound. When the milk or cream is 
placed in the churn for churning I add thereto two table- 
spoonfuls for each gallon of milk or cream. The quantity of 
the solution used may be varied according to the season of 
the year, a little more being used in very warm weather and 
a little less when the weather is cooler. When the butter 
has been produced and the butter-milk worked out, I add to 
the butter two tablespoonfuls of the compound for each pound 

of butter, and thoroughly work it into the butter. Butter 
thus treated will keep fresh and sweet for a long time in any 
climate. In defining my invention, | would state that I am 
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aware that borax has been dissolved in glycerine for preserv- 
ing fruit, and that sulphate of potash has been used for assisting 
in the preservation of milk. Ido not know, however, that 
free boracic acid has ever been used in connection with szl- 
phate of potash for preserving butter by treatment of the 
same direct or by preliminary treatment of the butter glob- 
ules in the cream. Claim: The mode of preserving butter 
by incorporating with the milk or cream before churning, and 
with the butter after churning, doracic acid dissolved in hot 
glycerine and sulphate of soda dissolved in boiling water sub- 


stantially as herein shown and described. 


PRESERVATION OF BUTTER. 


[ Specification forming Part of Letters Patent granted to 
Henry Wilkins, numbered 226,467. Dated April 18, 
L880. | 


In carrying out my invention, I take of glacial metaphos- 
phoric acid in solution, say, twenty-four grains of acid for 
every pound of butter. This solution I thoroughly mix, 
blend, and incorporate with the butter by any suitable 
means. The preservative process is then complete, and the 
butter thus prepared may be placed in any suitable vessel for 
domestic or commercial purposes. 


PrRocESS OF PRESERVING BUTTER. 


[ Specification forming Part of Letters Patent granted to 
Frederick H. LL. Sacc, Neufchatel, Switzerland, num- 
bered 171,532. Dated Nov. 4, 1875.] 


In my process I avail myself of the antiseptic properties of 
alcohol, which prevents that change in the nitrogenous or 
azotic elements in butter, which produces rancidity. My 
process consists in malaxating or intimately mixing butter 
with, say, 2 per cent., more or less, in weight of alcohol 
at 90 degrees centesimal ; that is to say, 90 per cent. pure 
alcohol. The butter thus prepared is put in suitable recep- 
tacles, such as earthen, glass, metal, or wooden vessels. 
When it is desired to use the butter it is washed by kneading 
in fresh water, after which it will be found as fresh and pure 
as though newly made. By the process above described, the 
butter may be preserved for an indefinite length of time. I 
have thus kept butter for two years or more absolutely in- 
tact and pure. Jcan make use of all alcohols, either pure or 
mixed with coloring or aromatic matters. 
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IMPROVEMENT IN PRESERVING BUTTER. 


[Specification forming Part of Letters Patent granted to 
Jacob F. Saiger, Shelby, O., numbered 99,240. Dated 
Jan. 25, 1870. | 


My invention relates to means for preserving butter, and it 
consists in a novel combination of chemical substances 
intended and adapted to preserve butter from taint, without 
impairing its flavor. To this end I make a solution consist- 
ing of one ounce of boracic acid, one-fourth ounce of sulphite 
of soda, and one-fourth ounce of saltpetre, and mix said solu- 
tion thoroughly with eight pounds of butter. 

The quantity of said chemicals may be slightly added to or 
subtracted from; but the above formula is found by my ex- 
periments to be very nearly, if not quite, the best that can be 
given. Jam aware that sulphurous acid has been used for 
the purpose named, but I find by experiment that when 
used singly, in quantity sufficient to preserve butter from 
taint by decomposition, it imparts to it a slight sulphurous 
taste. By my formula such taste is avoided. 


PRESERVING BUTTER. 


[ Specification forming Part of English Letters Patent granted 
to Filippo Artinint, numbered 3.001. Dated July 1, 1880. 


I prepare the Jorze tartrate, which I employ as an antisep- 
tic in the following manner: I add from one to one and a half 
parts by weight of tartaric acid to from twelve to fifteen parts 
of boric acid, and dissolving these in water, I subject the 
solution to heat which may exceed 80 degrees Fahr enheit, but 
should not exceed 190° Fahrenheit. When the solution is 
hot, I add about one-half its volume of alcohol, whereupon a 
scum forms on the top of the liquid, and this being removed 
and dried, constitutes the improved antiseptic. . . . For 
the preservation of butter I mix from five to ten per cent. of 
the antiseptic, which is in the form of a crystalline powder, 
intimately with the butter in a manner similar to that in which 
salt is usually applied to butter. The antiseptic may, to a 
great extent, be washed out of the butter before use.

less insoluble nature. According to the present invention, a 
soluble compound of boracic acid is obtained by the admix- 
ture therewith of dorax, for which purpose the two substances 
are mixed together in water in the proportions of about one 
atom of borax to ten atoms of boracic acid. By this means a 
perfect solution and mixture is obtained with very little 
water, and which, on evaporating, gives a solid compound 
that is soluble in about ten parts of cold water, and that is 
applicable with very good effect in the dry state for preserv- 
ing meat, milk, fish, butter, and other articles of food. In- 
stead of borax an equivalent quantity of caustic soda or pot- 
ash or their carbonates can be used for rendering the boracie 
acid soluble. The best proportions of the above compound 
have been found to one atom of borax to six atoms of boracic 
acid, therefore 10 parts by weight of borax to 195 parts by 
weight of boracic acid. ‘These are dissolved in at least from 
250 to 300 parts of water, if the compound does not require 
to be filtered, which depends upon the purity of the raw 
materials used, or in 1,000 or 1,500 parts of water if 
it has to be filtered. The compound is then evaporated until 
it has attained the consistency of syrup, whereupon it is 
allowed to cool, and is dried and ground to a powder. 

: Claim: First, the preparation of an antiseptic 
consisting of boracic acid rendered soluble by admixture of 
either borax, caustic soda, or potash, or carbonates of soda or 
potash, substantially as herein described; second, the use 
of the antiseptic referred to in the preceding claim for the 
preservation of meat, fish, milk, butter, and other articles of 
food. 


PRESERVATION OF BUTTER. 


[ Specification forming Part of Eaglish Letters Patent granted 
to Wm. Robert Lake, numbered 2,261. Dated June 6, 
1878. ] 


For the preservation of butter I mix with 1,100 kilograms 
of the same, about 300 grammes of pure borax. In this case 
I mix or incorporate the borate of soda with the substance 
to be preserved. I may also proceed as follows; that is to 
say, I mix with the mass a small quantity of borate of soda 
or of the double sulphate of alumina and potash, or alum, 
and of sulphate of lime. Moreover, I cover with a thin 
coating of the same the surface exposed to the air. 
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COMPOUND FOR PRESERVING Meat, Butrrer, MILK, ETC. 


[Specification forming Part of English Letters Patent 
granted to Wm. Fisher Grier, numbered 3,107. Dated 
Aug. 4, 1876. ] 


My said invention, which relates to a new or improved 
compound for preserving meat, fish, poultry, game, eggs, 
butter, milk, and cream, and also vegetables, fruits, fermented 
liquors, and other substances and liquids affected by age, by 
an increased thermal condition, by changes in the state of 
the atmosphere and otherwise, consists of a combination of 
water, hydric borate, sodic biborate, glycerine, and in some 
cases white sugar, nitrate of potash, and common salt. 
These ingredients may be compounded together in variable 
proportions relatively with each other; but it is preferred 
that the following proportions be employed as best suited for 
the purposes of this invention; viz., in each gallon of pure 
water, and which is employed at atmospheric temperature, 
are dissolved of

or the sugar may in some cases be dispensed with. This 
liquid preservative I call “ glacialine,” and its especial value 
consists in the large proportion of hydric borate obtained in 
a solid or liquid state, the said substance being rendered 
much more soluble and more efficient by means of the other 
antiseptic ingredients above mentioned. . . . For the 
preservation of butter the milk must be washed out as com- 
pletely as possible with pure water, and the butter finally 
washed carefully with “glacialine.” 


There are offered for sale upon the market, and in some 
cases extensively advertised, a considerable number of prepa- 
rations more or less resembling the articles described in the 
patents cited. Mr. W. S. Eberman, Chemist to the Minne- 
sota State Dairy Commission, states in the second report of 
that department that in the analysis of thirty samples of 
cheese he found either borax or boracic acid in twenty-three. 

Professor Goessman of the Massachusetts Agricultural 
College in the fifth annual report of the Board of Control 
of the State Agricultural Experiment Station gives an analy- 
sis of dairy salt containing salicylic acid. 

An article known as “ Butter Preservaline” was procured 
and analyzed. This article is advertised to preserve milk, 
cream, and butter, and is directed to be used in the propor- 
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tion of 4 ounces of Preservaline to 25 pounds of butter. 
Its analysis showed it to consist of a mixture of boracic acid, 
biborate of soda, and common dairy salt. 

* Royal Dairy Salt —a wonderful discovery ”— was found 
to contain a good article of dairy salt with about two and a 
half per cent. of borax. On the circulars of this prepara- 
tion it is claimed to be free from either salicylic acid or 
boracic acid. 

* Ozone Antiseptic Compound,” for preserving milk, cream, 
butter, etc., was found to consist principally of biberate of 
soda. 

At one time it was generally believed that salicylic acid, 
boracie acid, and their compounds were not objectionable 
when added as preservatives to articles of food; subsequent 
investigation and experience has shown these opinions to be 
ill-founded. The use of compounds of salicylic acid, boracic 
acid, and other chemical agents has in recent years been 
condemned by very high authority. 

Dr. E. H. Bartley in a report to the Board of Health of 
the city of Brooklyn says : — 


Substances which are used temporarily as medicine for a definite pur- 
pose may become a poison when the action is kept up for months or even 
years. From these considerations and others, we may conclude that any 
substance which is abnormal to natural human food, and which is known 
to possess irritant properties and is not destroyed in the body, should be 
regarded as an injurious, a dangerous, adulteration when added to articles 
intended for human consumption. 


Salicylic acid and its compounds, as additions to food 
products, formed the subject of an elaborate and exhaustive 
investigation by a committtee of the French Academy of 
Medicine appointed at the request of the Minister of Com- 
merce. 

The committee, of which Berthelot was president and 
Vallin secretary, at the close of a voluminous report, say :— 


It is established by medical observation that small, daily doses of sali- 
eylic acid or its derivatives may cause serious disorders of health to 
certain persons, and especially to the aged and those who have any ten- 
dency to diseases of the kidneys or to dyspepsia. 

In consequence, it is reeommended that the addition of salicylic acid or 
any of its compounds, even in the smallest quantities, to any description 
of food be absolutely prohibited. — [Bulletin de 1 Academie de Medecine, 
Paris, 1886, page 603.] 


M. Muller, presiding judge of the Paris Court of Appeals, 
in affirming a decision of a lower court, says, in regard to 
salicylic acid in beer : — 


I consider that the addition of salicylic acid to beer constitutes a true 
alteration of the product, and that the admixture modifies the nature of 
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the substance offered to the public, and introduces a new element which 
does not enter into the ordinary manufacture of beer, but gives it a differ- 
ent character. I cannot allow that the addition is harmless and does 
not act to the prejudice of the purchaser, as beers of good quality need 
no addition of salicylic acid to prevent fermentation, and that this addt- 
tion tis really for the purpose of giving the beer an apparent superiority 
which it does not possess. 

The danger to health from salicylated beers has been actually proved 
by science. Salicylic acid is really a medicine, sometimes useful, often 
dangerous, the administration of which should be made under the direc- 
tion of an experienced person, and which the Government cannot rele- 
gate to merchants acting only in the interest of their business, as the 
purchaser may thus receive injury to his health by the employment of 
this pretended preservative agent, which, when taken in doses more or less 
frequently repeated, may act greatly to his prejudice. Considering then 
that the falsifications resulting from this fraudulent mixture tend to 
change the nature of the substance sold to the prejudice of the purchaser, 
it is decided that the lower court has made a correct interpretation of 
the law. 


Borax, boric acid, or boracic acid are largely used in many 
of the food-preserving compounds manufactured for sale in 
this country. What has been said of salicylic acid applies 
also to boracic acid. It is a drug and not a food. It has 
the properties of an irritant, is not decomposed in the body, 
but is eliminated unchanged in the urine. 

Dr. E. H. Bartley says in a report (1885) to the Depart- 
ment of Health of the city of Brooklyn :— 


A preparation containing borax, saltpetre, alum, and a red coloring 
matter composed principally of a native oxide of iron, has been used by 
some sausage manufacturers, both as a preservative and a coloring 
agent, to impart a bright, fresh meat color to the sausage. The use of 
this compound was also prohibited, and the sale of meat treated with 
it stopped. 

The objections to these preservatives, independent of the particular 
cases here mentioned, are, that they are composed in part, at least, 
of a substance foreign to the body or natural food; viz., boric acid. 
‘«Schmidt’s Jahrbucher” for 1882 mentions a case of undoubted poisoning 
following the injection of a 4 per cent. solution for chronic diarrhea. 
The ‘‘ Medical Times,” Aug. 24, 1883, contains the report of a case of 
fatal poisoning by the application of powdered boric acid to an ulcer 
on the thigh. The case is reported by Dr. L. D. Brose. 

The symptoms were those of gastro-intestinal inflammation with 
obstinate diarrhoea and vomiting, rapid, weak pulse, low temperature, 
intense acidity of the urine, and almost complete suppression of the 
same. At the autopsy, the liver and kidneys were the principal organs 
affected, and they were greatly congested. 

Dr. Foster has made this subject the basis of experiment. His con- 
clusions are, that borax or borie acid inereases the waste of tissue, as 
shown by the increase of urea, and I think uric acid, and that the 
kidneys are irritated by its excretion. 


Professor Schiff asserts that boracie acid applied to ner- 
vous centres causes them to lose their power of originating, 
but not of transmitting, impulses. 
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According to Peligot and Lebon, as reported by Girard in 
Documents sur les Falsifications, Paris, 1885, borax as a 
preservative of meats must be condemned, since it is poison- 
ous when taken in small but repeated doses, and in all cases 
produces intestinal disorders. 

The use of boracic acid, salicylic acid, or their salts as a 
preservative in milk is forbidden in Prussia, by an official 
decree dated Jan. 28, 1884. 

The Massachusetts Statutes forbid the addition of these 
substances or any others to milk, and the Supreme Court 
has said that the quantety of foreign substance intentionally 
added is not a material element to be considered in offences 
of this nature. 


New LE&EGISLATION SUGGESTED. 


In view of what has been in the preceding pages shown, 
relative to the frauds and deceptions practised upon the 
public in the sale of butter and its imitations, some addi- 
tional legislation seems necessary. We suggest the fol- 
lowing : — 

I. That artificial color, either in oleomargarine or butter, 
be prohibited. It is now contrary to law to color milk or 
vinegar. The enforcement of these provisions has done 
much to reduce adulterations and prevent deception, and 
the extension of sinailar provisions to butter and its substi- 
tutes could not fail to have a like result. If it be thought 
wise, and to prevent a too sudden change, the coloring. of 
strait creamery and dairy butter might not be forbidden at 
once, but only after the expiration of a certain time. But 
the prohibition of color in “hash butter” and in imitation 
butter cannot be enacted into a statute any too soon. 

It would be the height of unfairness to legislate upon one 
of these articles and discriminate in favor of the other. 
Color in either of these products has a tendency to deceive, 
and on this ground, and on this ground only, should it be 
prohibited. “Let oleomargarine, “hash butter,” and genuine 
Jersey be sold only in their natural colors, and the public 
would be well protected from fraud, while rival industries 
would be treated with exact and impartial justice. 

II. The use of the words “ dairy ” or “ creamery,” or the 
name of any breed of dairy animals, should be forbidden as 
brands upon any packages of butter not strictly dairy or 
creamery butter, according to the rules of the Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce as published in their annual reports. 
False brands of any sort should likewise be forbidden. 

III. All “hash butter,” made-over butter, renovated but- 
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ter, and butter known to the trade as “ladle-packed,” should be 
plainly marked on the side and cover of all packages of the 
same with the words “ mixed butter,” or “ made-over butter.” 

IV. Salicylic acid, boracic acid, borax, alum, sulphurous 
acid, or any of their compounds, or any preservatives other than 
good dairy salt, should be forbidden as additions to butter. 

“There is nothing in this world more rare, more largely 
sought for, nor more highly appreciated than unadulterated 
food.” This sentence closes a recent communcatiion on but- 
ter adulteration from the Hon. Joseph S. Miller, United 
States Commissioner of Internal Revenue. We fully approve 
the sentiment thus expressed, and commend the suggestions 
above stated to all those, whether producers or consumers, 
who believe in “ honest butter.” 


VINEGAR. 


The results of the inspection of vinegar in Boston show 
some improvement, though a slight one, over the results 
of the year previous : —

There is little or nothing in relation to vinegar inspection 
which calls for special mention at this time. There should 
be some further legislation which will authorize the taking 

of specimens of vinegar from all places where it is stored or 
kept for sale, and from wagons used for its conveyance, — 

legislation ‘similar to that now in force relative to milk. 
Under such a law, certain wholesale dealers could be 
reached who are now practically free from molestation, 
although they are the guilty parties who are really respon- 
sible for the sale of illegal vinegar when sold. As it is at 
present, the law reaches the, i in many cases, innocent retailer, 
while the morally guilty manufacturer or wholesaler escapes. 


Characteristics of Cider Vinegar made from Pure Apple 
Cider of Average Quality not less than Two Years Old. 


I. An acidity equivalent to not less than 4.5 per cent. of 
anhydrous acetic acid by weight. 

II. <A residue on drying at 2129 F. not less than 2 per 
cent. by weight. 
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II. The residue should be free from any substance 
having an acrid or pungent taste. It should be distinctly 
sour, from the presence of malic acid. The residue should 
be of a dark reddish-brown color: any blackening of the 
residue renders it probable that the sample contains free 
mineral acid. 

IV. The vinegar should, by the addition of a small quan- 
ti y of solution of sub-acetate of lead, yield, either at once or 
(nthe expiration of about ten minutes, a flocculent precipi- 
tate of a dirty brown color. 

This precipitate consists of malic acid in combination 
with organic and coloring matters, and after a time forms a 
considerable sediment at the bottom of the vessel. It i is, In 
particular cases, of a decidedly brilliant pinkish-red color, 
depending probably upon the variety and condition of the 
apple. 

V. Chloride of barium or nitrate of silver in solution 
should give at most avery slight cloudiness (mere traces 
of sulphates and chlorides) 

VI. <A portion of the dried residue upon the end of a 
platinum wire held in the flame of a Bunsen burner should 
give a flame of a clear violet color (potassium). 

We give analyses of twelve specimens of cider, show- 
ing the amount of alcohol, acetic acid, residue, and ash. 
Salicylic acid occurs in two specimens. It is added to keep 
the cider “sweet,” but for reasons already fully stated on 
previous pages, this poison should be prohibited under a 
severe penalty as an addition to any article of food or drink.

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% THE LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


RELATING TO THE 


SALE AND INSPECTION OF MILK, OLEKO- 
MARGARINE, BUTTER, AND VINEGAR. 


[Cuaprer 57, Pusiic STatures. | 


Section 1. The mayor and aldermen of cities shall, and the 
selectmen of towns may, annually appoint one or more persons to 
be inspectors of milk for their respective places, who shall be sworn 
before entering upon the duties of their office. Each inspector 
shall publish a notice of his appointment for two weeks in a news- 
paper published in his city or town, or, if no newspaper is pub- 
lished therein, he shall post up such notice in two or more public 
places in such city or town. 


Secr. 2. (As amended by Section 1 of Chapter 318 of the 
Acts of 1886). Such inspectors shall keep an office, and shall 
record in books kept for the purpose the names and places of busi- 
ness of all persons engaged in the sale of milk within their city or 
town. Said inspectors may, with the approval of the mayor or 
the selectmen, employ suitable persons to act as collectors of sam- 
ples, who shall be sworn before entering upon their duties. Said 
inspectors, or the collectors employed and qualified as aforesaid, 
may enter all places where milk is stored or kept for sale, and all 
carriages used for the conveyance of milk, and the said inspectors 
or the collectors may take samples for analysis from all such places 
or carriages, and at the same time a portion of each sample so 
taken shall, if the person taking the same be requested so to do, 
be sealed and delivered to the owner or person from whose posses- 
sion the same is taken, and a receipt given therefor to the person 
taking the same. ‘The inspectors shall cause the samples of milk 
so taken to be analyzed or otherwise satisfactorily tested; the 
result of such analysis or test they shall record and preserve as 
evidence. The inspectors shall receive such compensation as the 
mayor and aldermen or selectmen may determine. 


Sect. 3. In all cities and in all towns in which there is an 
inspector of milk, every person who conveys milk in carriages or 
otherwise, for the purpose of selling the same in such city or town, 
shall annually, on the first day of May, or within thirty days there- 
after, be licensed by the inspector or inspectors of milk of such 
city or town to sell milk within the limits thereof, and shall pay 
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to such inspector or inspectors fifty cents each to the use of the 
city or town. The inspector or inspectors shall pay over monthly 
to the treasurer of such city or town all sums collected by him or 
them. Licenses shall be issued only in the names of the owners 
of carriages or other vehicles, and shall, for the purposes of this 
chapter, be conclusive evidence of ownership. No license shall 
be sold, assigned, or transferred. Each license shall record the 
name, residence, place of business, number of carriages or other 
vehicles used, the name and residence of every driver or other 
person engaged in carrying or selling said milk, and the number 
of the license. Each licensee shall, before engaging in the sale 
of milk, cause his name, the number of his license, and his place of 
business to be legibly placed on each outer side of all carriag«s 
or vehicles used by him in the conveyance and sale of milk, and 
he shall report to the inspector or inspectors any change of driver or 
other person employed by him which may occur during the term of 
his license. Whoever, without being first licensed under the pro- 
visions of this section, sells milk, or exposes it for sale from car- 
riages or other vehicles, or has it in his custody or possession with 
intent so to sell, and whoever violates any of the provisions of this 
section, shall, for a first offence, be punished by fine of not less 
than thirty nor more than one hundred dollars; for a second 
offence, by fine of not less than fifty nor more than three hundred 
dollars; and for a subsequent offence, by fine of fifty dollars and 
by imprisonment in the house of correction for not less than thirty 
nor more than sixty days. 


Sect. 4. Every person before selling milk or offering it for 
sale in a store, booth, stand, or market-place in a city or in a 
town in which an inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such inspector or inspectors, and 
shall pay to him or them fifty cents to the use of such city or town ; 
and whoever neglects so to register shall be punished for each 
offence by fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 


Secr. 5. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 318 of the Acts 
of 1886.) Whoever, by himself or by his servant or agent, or as 
the servant or agent of any other person, sells, exchanges, or 
delivers, or has in his custody or possession with intent to sell or 
exchange, or exposes or offers for sale or exchange adulterated 
milk, or milk to which water or any foreign substance has been 
added, or milk produced from cows fed on the refuse of distil- 
leries, or from sick or diseased cows, or milk not of good stand- 
ard quality, shall, for a first offence, be punished by fine of not 
less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars; for a second 
offence, by fine of not less than one hundred nor more than three 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the house of correction 
for not less than thirty nor more than sixty days; and for a sub- 
sequent offence, by fine of fifty dollars and by imprisonment in 
the house of correction for not less than sixty nor more than 
ninety days. 


Secor. 6. Whoever, by himself or by his servant or agent, or 
as the servant or agent of any other person, sells, exchanges, or 
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delivers, or has in his custody or possession with intent to sell or 
exchange, or exposes or offers for sale as pure milk, any milk 
from which the cream or a part thereof has been removed, shall be 
punished by the penalties provided in the preceding section. 


Sect. 7. (As amended by Chapter 352, Acts of 1885.) No 
dealer in milk, and no servant or agent of such a dealer, shall sell, 
exchange, or deliver, or have in his custody or possession with 
intent to sell, exchange, or deliver, milk from which the cream or 
any part thereof has been removed, unless in a conspicuous place 
above the centre upon the outside of every vessel, _can, or package 
from or in which such milk is sold the words ‘SKIMMED 
MILK ’’ are distinctly marked in uncondensed Gothic letters not 
less than one inch in length. Whoever violates the provisions of 
this section shall be punished by the penalties provided in section 
five. 


Secr. 8. (As amended by Chapter 3810, Acts of 1884.) Any 
inspector of milk, and any servant or agent of an inspector, who 
wilfully connives at or assists in a violation of the provisions of 
this chapter, and whoever hinders, obstructs, or in any way inter- 
feres with any inspector of milk, or any servant or agent of an 
inspector in the performance of his duty, shall be punished by fine 
of not less than one hundred nor more than three hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment for not less than thirty nor more than sixty 
days. 


Secr. 9. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 318 of the Acts 
of 1886.) In all prosecutions under this chapter, if the milk is 
shown upon analysis to contain more than eighty-seven per cent. of 
watery fluid, or to contain less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, 
or to contain less than nine and three-tenths per cent. of milk 
solids exclusive of fat, it shall be deemed for the purpose of this 
act to be not of good standard quality, except during the months of 
May and June, when milk containing less than twelve per cent. of 
milk solids shall be deemed to be not of good standard quality. 


Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of every inspector to institute a 
complaint for a violation of any of the provisions of this chapter 
on the information of any person who lays before him satisfactory 
evidence by which to sustain such complaint. 


Srcr. 11. Each inspector shall cause the name and place of 
business of every person convicted of selling adulterated milk, or of 
having the same in his possession with intent‘to sell, to be pub- 
lished in two newspapers in the county in which the offence was 
committed. 


Secor. 12. (Section 8 of Chapter 352 of the Acts of 1885.) No 
person shall sell, exchange, or deliver, or have in his custody or 
possession with intent to sell, exchange, or deliver, skimmed milk 
containing less than nine and three- tenths per cent. of milk solids 
exclusive of fat.

Sect. 70. Every person who manufactures for sale, or offers 
for sale, any vinegar found upon proper tests to contain any 
preparation of lead, copper, sulphuric acid, or other ingredient 
injurious to health, shall for each such offence be punished by fine 
of not less than one hundred dollars. 


Sror. 71. The mayor and aldermen of cities shall, and the 
selectmen of towns may, annually appoint one or more persons to 
be inspectors of vinegar, who shall be sworn before entering upon 
. their duties.

Section 1. No person shall by himself, his servant or agent, 
or as the servant or agent of any other person, sell, exchange, 
deliver, or have in his custody or possession with intent to sell 
or exchange, or expose or offer for sale or exchange, any adulter- 
ated vinegar, or label, brand, or sell as cider vinegar, or as apple 
vinegar, any vinegar not the legitimate product of pure apple- 
juice, or not made exclusively from apple-cider. 


Sect. 2. All vinegars shall be without artificial coloring mat- 
ter, and shall have an acidity equivalent to the presence of not 
less than four and one-half per cent. by weight of absolute acetic 
acid, and in the case of cider vinegar shall contain in addition not 
less than two per cent. by weight of cider-vinegar solids upon ful, 
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evaporation over boiling water; and if any vinegar contains any 
artificial coloring matter or less than the above amount of acidity, 
or, in the case of cider vinegar, if it contains less than the above 
amount of acidity or of cider-vinegar solids, it shall be deemed 
to be adulterated within the meaning of this act. 


Sect. 4. Whoever violates any of the provisions of this act 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


DECISIONS OF THE SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT. 


COMMONWEALTH V. JOHN V. SCHAFFNER. 


SUFFOLK, Ss. 


Indictment charging that on May 15, 1887, the defendant ‘* un- 
lawfully did have in his possession milk to which a certain foreign 
substance had been added; to wit, annotto coloring-matter, a 
further deseription of which said jurors cannot give, with intent 
then and there unlawfully to sell said milk, etc.” 

Trial before Bacon, J. 

After the jury was impannelled and sworn, the defendant made 
a motion in writing that the indictment, for the reasons therein, 
be quashed, which the court overruled, because made too late, and 
the defendant excepted. 

It appeared that two samples of milk were taken from the 
defendant’s wagon, on the same day, and at the same time, sub- 
stantially. The defendant requested that the Government elect as 
to which sample it should rely upon; but this the Court refused, 
and evidence as to both samples was admitted against the defend- 
ant’s objection, and exception taken. 

The Milk Inspector, a witness for the Government, testified that 
upon testing the milk he found it to contain some annotto coloring- 
matter, and he was asked, in cross-examination, whether the quan- 
tity found would be injurious to health. This question, objected to 
by the Government, was ruled out, and the defendant excepted. 

Another witness for the Government, a chemist, testified that 
he had analyzed both these samples to ascertain the standard 
quality of the milk, and was asked to state what he found the 
quality of the milk to be. This the defendant objected to; the 
Court overruled the objection; the witness stated that ‘* the milk 
was of a low grade,”’ and the defendant excepted. 

One of the witnesses, offered by the defendant as an expert, 
was asked, on cross-examination, if he wrote a certain letter, to 
which he replied in the affirmative. To impeach the testimony 
of this witness, the Government then offered in evidence the letter 
which was addressed by the witness to one Tarbell, in relation to 
the coloring of vinegar (a copy of which is hereto annexed). To 
this the defendant objected; but it was admitted, and the 
defendant excepted. 

The evidence being all in, the defendant asked the Court to rule 
that the indictment was not sufficient to warrant a verdict of 
guilty, because it did not describe or set forth any crime or offence 


. 
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known to the law; but the Court ruled that it was sufficient, and 
so instructed the jury. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty, and to the above rulings 
and refusals to rule the defendant duly excepted.

OPINION. 


C. Auten, J. 1. The motion to quash was filed too late, so far 
as any informalities in the indictment are concerned, nor does 
it set forth specifically the objections relied on, in tbe first cause 
assigned. Pub. Sts, c. 214, s. 25. Commonwealth ». Fitchburg 
R R., 126 Mass., 472 ; Commonwealth v. Murray, 135 Mass., 530. 
The second cause assigned in the motion to quash was not relied 
on in the argument. 

2. The ohjection that, apart from mere informality, the indict- 
ment does not set forth an offence known to the law cannot be 
sustained. The St. of 1886, c. 318, s. 2, includes as an offence, 
and makes punishable, having in possession with intent to sell 
milk to which water or any foreign substance has been added. 
The indictment follows this language. It was not necessary to 
allege the quantity, Commonwealth v. Conant, 6 Gray, 482; and 
if it were, the objection on this ground would be merely formal, 
and came too late, and was not specifically set forth. 

3. It was clearly competent for the Court to admit evidence as 
both samples, and it was not necessary at that stage of the case, 
if ever, to require the Government to elect which sample it would 
rely on. Commonwealth v. Bennett, 118 Mass., 443; Common- 
wealth v. Pratt, 137 Mass., 98. 

4. It was immaterial whether the addition of the annotto color- 
ing matter was or was not injurious to health. The addition of 
pure water is punishable under the statute, 

5. It was competent for the chemist to testify that the milk was 
of alow grade. Testimony having been introduced to show that 
a particular foreign substance had been added, it was proper to 
show just what the milk was, independently of that. The defend- 
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ant contends that as it is a separate offence, under St. 1886, c. 
318,s. 2, to have in possession, with intent to sell the same, ‘* milk 
not of good standard quality,” this testimony must have tendered 
to prejudice the jury, and was on that account inadmissible. But 
all evidence relevant and muterial to prove the offence which is 
charged is competent, though it may also show the commission of 
another offence. Commonwealth v. Choate, 105 Mass., 451, 457, 
458; Commonwealth v. Scott, 123 Mass., 222, 235. 

6. The admission of the letter of the witness Bowker was 
erroneous. We are aware that in England, and in some of the 
United States, this latitude of cross-examination has sometimes 
been allowed, though not without protests that the practice ought 
to be restricted. Taylor on Evid., sections 1459-1461; People 
vw. Irving, 95 N. Y. 541, 542; Stephen’s Dig. Evid. (Chase’s 
Am. Ed.), 225, 277; 1 Chart Evid., sections 541, 542. In Massa- 
chusetts the rule has been that a witness cannot be asked on cross- 
examination, in order to affect his credibility, about his past in 
transactions irrelevant to the issue on trial. Holbrook v. Dorr, 
12 Gray, 357; Smith v. Castles, 1 Gray, 108, 112 ; Commonwealth 
v. Shaw, 4 Cush., 593. 

See also Commonwealth v. Quinn, 5 Gray, 478; Commonwealth 
v7. Mason, 105 Mass., 163, 168. The case of Commonwealth v. 
Hersey, 2 Allen, 173, which is apparently in favor of a large 
liberty, is not so in reality. The case is too briefly reported on 
this point. The indictment was for poisoning by strychnine a 
woman who was pregnant with child, under pretence that it would 
produce a miscarriage. 

A reference to the full report of the trial — Trial of Hersey, 122 
—126 — shows that the witness Morrill, called by the Government, 
testified on his direct examination that he was practising medicine 
in Boston, though not regularly educated as a physician ; ‘that the 
prisoner came to his office twice, at times near enough to the time 
of the aileged poisoning to be relevant and material, and said he 
had been looking over the newspapers and had seen Morrill’s 
advertisements of medicines for females; that conversation then 
ensued in respect to medicines and operations for procuring 
abortion, and the prices and danger thereof; after which the 
prisoner, at the last interview, asked if Morrill would sell him 
some strychnine. On cross-examination, the witness admitted 
certain medical advertisements published in Boston newspapers, 
which were shown to him, to be his; and the advertisements 
were allowed to be read to the jury, for the purpose of showing 
- the nature of his medical practice, and affecting his credit; and 
the report of the trial adds, to show ‘‘ that the statements there 
made and the testimony of the witness were contradictory.” Even 
if not directly contradictory, the advertisements were properly 
admitted in explanation of his habits, occupation, and way of life, 
and in illustration of his character, specially in view of his testi- 
mony in chief. Hathaway v. Crocker, 7 Met., 262, 266. 

In the present case the letter of Bowker was written nearly 
three years before the matters testified to by him, and had no 
relation thereto. It appears to have been assumed on all hands 
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at the trial that the suggestion made in the letter was derogatory 
to his character. ‘The course of the trial afforded him no oppor- 
tunity to object, or to explain it. It might be that the proper 
effect of the letter could only be determined by further evidence, 
to show whether his suggestion in the letter would or would not 
be dishonest or discreditable. The letter was admitted in order 
to impeach his testimony, and it may have had that effect with 
the jury. The case thus falls within the rule which has prevailed 
in this Commonwealth, and we are satisfied that both witnesses 
and parties ought to be protected from being obliged to encounter 
such collateral charges. 

For this reason only, the entry must be

COMMONWEALTH Vv. CHARLES W. BRAN. 


SUFFOLK, Ss. 


The defendant was complained of for the violation of the pro- 
visions of the law relating to the sale of oleomargarine, a copy of 
which complaint is hereto annexed, and made a part of this bill of 
excepticns. | 

The defendant pleaded not guilty, and the Government and the 
defendant agreed to the following statement of facts, to wit: 
‘*The defendant was a member of. the firm of W. B. Mendum & 
Co., and on Dee. 1, 1887, had in the store of said firm a tub of 
oleomargarine in the original package, marked, according to. the 
Statute, upon the side and bottom, but from which the cover, 
which itself had been marked according to law, had been removed, 
and the goods exposed for a time, there being no marks upon the 
tub except those above referred to; the cover was not merely re- 
moved at the time of sale and for the purpose of cutting out the 
oleomargarine, but the oleomargarine was intentionally exposed 
for sale for a short but substantial portion of time previous to 
the sale, there being then no mark upon the top of the tub as it 
was then exposed.” | 

The Court ruled that the above statement of facts constituted a 
violation of the law, and rendered the defendant guilty under said 
complaint, to which the defendant excepted. 

The jury found the defendant guilty, and the defendant now 
asks that these exceptions may be allowed. 


COMPLAINT. 


Second Count. 


And the said Babcock, on his oath aforesaid, further complains 
that the said Bean, on the first day of December, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred and eighty-seven, at Boston 
aforesaid, did expose for sale a certain article, substance, and com-

OPINION. 
SUFFOLK, Ss. 


Hormes, J. <A majority of the Court are of the opinion that 
the exceptions must be sustained. The oleomargarine exposed for 
sale was in the original package; namely, a tub. The only re- 
quirement of the statute which applied to it, while there, was that 
the tub should be marked upon its top, side, and bottom. St. 
1886, c. 317, section 1. 

The tub was so marked, and theretofore the letter of the law 
was complied with. The statute does not say that the tub must be 
kept covered all the time. It would be construing a penal statute 
very strongly against the accused to say that the top of the tub 
which was to be marked was not the cover belonging to the tub, 
but the superficial surface, whatever it might be, which was ex- 
posed for the time being, and therefore the oleomargarine itself, 
when the cover was off. The top of the contents of a tub is not 
called the top of the tub in the common use of the language. 

We may assume that to sell a tubful without the cover would 
be a breach of the law, because then the tub sold would. not be 
marked on the top, as required. But as we understand the facts, 
this tub had a cover duly marked, although the cover was not on 
the tub. The rights of the public would have been preserved if 
the defendant obeyed the law in making sales, as we must presume 
that he would have done. If he sold the whole tub at once, he 
would have put on the marked cover. If he sold a less amount by 
retail he would have attached a label. 


Exceptions sustained. 


DIGEST OF SOME OF THE MORE IMPORTANT 
OPINIONS OF THE SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT IN 
RELATION TO THE MILK LAW. 


Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 2, so far as it authorizes inspectors 
of milk to enter all carriages used in the conveyance of milk, and, 
whenever they have reason to believe any milk found therein is 
adulterated, to take specimens thereof for the purpose of analyz- 
ing or otherwise satisfactorily testing the same, is constitutional. 


Commonwealth v. Carter, 182 Mass., 12. 


1. A person may be convicted of selling adulterated milk, 
under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Gen. Stats., Chap. 49, Sect. 
151), although he did: not know it to be adulterated; and an aver- 
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ment in the indictment that he had such knowledge may be rejected 
as surplusage. 

2. It is not necessary, in such indictment, to aver that the milk 
was-cow’s milk. 

3. An indictment alleging a sale of adulterated milk to a 
woman is not defeated by proof that she was married and was act- 
ing as agent for her husband, if the seller had no notice, express 
or implied, of these facts. 

4. An indictment, under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Gen. 
Stats., Chap. 49, Sect. 151), which charges that the defendant 
sold a certain quantity of ‘‘ adulterated milk, to which a large 
quantity — that is to say, four quarts — of water had been added,” 
is not bad for duplicity. 


Commonwealth v. Farren, 9 Allen, 489. 


1. An indictment which alleges that the defendant ‘‘ did unlaw- 
fully keep, offer for sale, and sell” adulterated milk, charges 
but one offence. 

2. In support of such indictment, one who in a great many 
instances has used a lactometer for the purpose of testing the 
quality and the purity of milk, may testify to the result of an 
experiment made by him with the same lactometer upon the milk 


in question, although no evidence is offered’ as to the character 
of the instrument. 


Commonwealth v. Nichols, 10 Allen, 199. 


1. At the trial of an indictment on Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 
5 (Statute of 1868, Chap. 263) for selling ‘ adulterated milk, 
there was evidence that the defendant [who was a son of the 
owner of a milk-route]. with a companion who was in the same 
employment with himself, knowingly adulterated milk on its way 
for distribution to his father’s customers, and then, having charge, 
with his companion, of its distribution from the wagon on which 
it was conveyed upon the ronte, caused a can of it to be delivered 
to one of the customers by the hand of his companion. Held, 
that he had no ground of exception to instructions to the jury, that, 
in the absence of proof of any previous contract to supply milk 
to the customer, the delivery might be deemed an act of sale; nor 
to an instruction framed on a supposition that the jury might find 
that he was in the employment of his father, although there was 
no averment in the indictment to that effect.’’ 


Commonwealth v. Haynes, 107 Mass., 194. 


A person may be convicted of selling adulterated milk, upon a 
complaint under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Statute of 1880, 


Chap. 209, Sect. 3), without allegation or proof that he knew it 
to be adulterated. 


Commonwealth v. Evans, 133 Mass., 11. 
A complaint, under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging that 


the defendant, at a time and place named, had in his possession a 
certain quantity, to wit, one pint, of adulterated milk containing 
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less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, with intent then and 
there unlawfully to sell the same, is sufficient, without further 
alleging that the milk was analyzed, and found on analysis to 
contain less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids. At the trial 
of a complaint, under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging 
that the defendant had in his possession adulterated milk, to wit, 
milk containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, with 
intent to sell the same, it is immaterial in what manner the quan- 
tity of milk solids has been reduced below thirteen per cent., if 
the intent is to sell the milk as pure milk, and not as skimmed 
milk. 
Commonwealth v. Bowers, 140 Mass., 483. 


Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 9 (Statute of 1880, Chap. 209, 
Sect. 7), providing that ‘‘in all prosecutions under this act,” for 
selling adulterated milk, ‘‘ if the milk shall be shown upon analy- 
sis to contain more than eighty-seven per centum of watery fluid, 
or to contain less than thirteen per centum of milk solids, it shall 
be deemed for the purpose of this act to be adulterated,’’ is con- 
stitutional. 

Commonwealth v. Evans, 132 Mass., 1t. 


A complaint, under the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sects. 5, 9, 
alleging that the defendant, at a time and place named, had in 
his custody and possession a certain quantity, to wit, one pint, of 
adulterated milk, to wit, milk then and there containing less than 
thirteen per cent. of milk solids, with intent then and there un- 
lawfully to sell the same, is sufficient. 


Commonwealth v. Keenan, 139 Mass., 193. 


A complaint, under the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging 
in one count that the defendant, at a time and place named, sold 
a certain quantity, to wit, one pint, of adulterated milk. to wit, 
milk containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, and 
in another count, alleging that the defendant, at the same time 
and place, had in his possession a certain quantity, to wit, one 
pint, of adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing less than thir- 
teen per cent. of milk solids, with intent then and there unlaw- 
fully to sell the same, is sufficient, without further alleging that 
the milk was analyzed, and found on analysis to contain less 
than thirteen per cent. of milk solids. 

The Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 10, do not prohibit any person 
not an inspector of milk from making a complaint for a violation 
of the provisions of the chapter. 

A complaint, under the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging 
that the defendant sold one pint of adulterated milk, to wit, milk 
containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, is not sup- 
ported by proof that he sold the milk as skimmed milk out of a 
tank marked as required by Sect. 7, although the milk was 
watered. 7 

A complaint, under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging a 
sale of adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing less than thirteen 
per cent. of milk solids, is supported by proof of a sale of milk 
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which, by the removal of a part of the cream, has been reduced 
in solids below thirteen per cent., unless the milk was sold as 
skimmed milk, and out of a vessel, can, or package marked as 
required by Sect. 7; and it is not necessary that a complaint 
charging such an offence should be drawn under Sect. 6. 


Commonwealth v. Tobias, 141 Mass., 129. 


At the trial of an indictment on Pub. Stat., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, 
charging the defendant with having adulterated milk in his pos- 
session, with intent unlawfully to sell the same, an analyst in the 
employ of the Inspector of Milk may testify to the result of his 
analysis of the milk taken from the defendant from memory, 
using a memorandum made by him at the time of analysis to 
refresh his memory, without further proof that the requirements 
of the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 2, as amended by the Statute 
of 1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 3, have been complied with. 


Commonwealth v. Spear, 143 Mass., 172. 


At a trial of an indictment on the Pub. Stats., Sect. 5, charging 
the defendant with having adulterated milk in his possession, with 
intent unlawfully to sell the same, an analyst in the employ of the 
Inspector of Milk, who analyzed the milk taken from the defend- 
ant, testified that he reserved a portion of the milk so taken, by 
putting it into a bottle, which he corked and sealed. A chemist, 
to whom the analyst delivered the portion of milk so reserved, 
testified, for the defendant, that the bottle was not sealed. The 
defendant asked the Judge to rule, that, if the bottle was corked 
only, it was not a compliance with the requirement of the Statute 
of 1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 4, as to the sealing of such reserved 
portion. The Judge declined so to rule, and instructed the jury 
that they might consider the evidence as bearing upon the credi- 
bility of the Government witness. 

Heid, that the defendant had no ground of exception. 

If, at the trial of an indictment on the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, 
Sect. 5, charging the defendant with having adulterated milk in 
his possession, with intent unlawfully to sell the same, an analyst 
in the employ of the Inspector of Milk of a city testifies that he 
added, for the purpose of preserving it, a few drops of carbolic 
acid to the sample reserved from milk delivered to him for analysis, 
it is a question of fact for the jury whether the reservation of the 
sample was in accordance with the requirement of the Stat. of 
1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 4. 


Commonwealth v. Spear, 143 Mass., 172. 


At the trial of a complaint, under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 
5, alleging that the defendant had in his possession adulterated 
milk, with intent unlawfully to sell the same, the evidence showed 
that a wagon with the defendant’s name and number on it was 
standing upon a public street in a city at an early hour of the 
morning; that the defendant’s servant was on the wagon, and 
there were several eight-quart cans in the wagon; that a collector 
of samples in the employ of the Inspector of Milk for the city 
took a sample of milk from one of the cans, which was not 
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marked ‘‘ skimmed milk ;”’ and that an analysis of the milk taken 
showed that it was below the legal standard. 

Held, that there was evidence of an intent on the part of the 
defendant to sell the milk, which was properly submitted to the 
jury. 

Commonwealth v. Smith, 148 Mass., 169. 


A complaint on the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, alleging 
that on the first day of July, 1886, the defendant had in his pos- 
session ‘* one pint of milk not of good standard quality, that is to 
say, milk containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, 
with intent then and there unlawfully to sell the same within this 
Commonwealth,” is sufficient, without negativing the exception of 
the months of May and June. 

The Stat. of 1885, Chap. 352, Sect. 6, provides that Sect. 9 of 
the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57 (which relates to the sale of adulterated 
milk), ‘‘ is hereby amended so as to read as follows.” The Stat. 
of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, provides that Sect. 9 of the Pub. 
Stats., Chap. 57, ‘¢ is hereby amended so as to read as follows.” 
In each section, after the words quoted, there follows a sentence 
which covers the whole subject of the original section. Held, that 
the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, was a valid enactment. 

The Stat. of 1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 4, providing for the reserva- 
tion and sealing, before commencing the analysis, of a portion of 
the sample of milk taken for analysis, is impliedly repealed by the 
Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sections 1 and 38. 


Commonwealth v. Kenneson, 143 Mass., 418. 


An indictment on the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, alleging 
that the defendant had in his ‘* possession milk to which a certain 
foreign substance had been added, to wit, annotto coloring- 
matter,” with intent unlawfully to sell the same, is sufficient 
without naming the quantity. 

Evidence offered at the trial of such an indictment as to two 
samples of milk taken from the defendant’s possession at sub- 
stantially the same time is competent, and the Government cannot 
be required at the same time of the offer, if ever, to elect which 
sample it will rely on. 

The addition of the annotto coloring-matter, whether injurious 
to health or not, is punishable under the statute. 

Evidence that the ‘‘ milk was of low grade” is competent, 
although it may tend to prove another offence. 


Commonwealth v. Schaffner, 146 Mass., 512.

OF ALDERMEN. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, Jan. 21, 1889. 


The Special Committee appointed to prepare rules and 
orders for the government of the Board of Aldermen for the 
current year, submit herewith the accompanying draft of 
rules, which they recommend for adoption by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

The changes which the committee suggest are mostly verbal 
in character, and are made for the sake of clearness of ex- 
pression and conciseness, and do not in any instance alter the 
purpose or effect of the rule. 

They may be noted as follows, namely : — 

In Rule 2 the words “by motion regularly seconded ” are 
stricken out, as being superfluous. 

Rule 3 is redrafted. 

Rule 6 is redratted so as to bring it more into conformity 
with the customary practice of the Board in the transaction 
of business, and to the rule is added a clause relating to 
confirmation of orders changing the names of streets. 

In Rule 7 the word “motions” is substituted for the word 
“questions,” in the first line. 
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Rule 8 is redrafted, but its purpose is not changed. 

In Rule 9 the last clause is stricken out. 

In Rule 10 the words “or pending a verification of a 
vote” are inserted after the word “ repetition ” in the second 
line, and other verbal changes are made. 

In Rules 11, 12, and 13 slight verbal changes are also 
made. 

In Rule 24 a similar change is made, and the concluding 
clause is stricken out. 

In Rule 30 a transposition is made, the words “and those 
invited by members of the Board of Aldermen” are inserted 
after the word “ reporters,” in the third line, and all after the 
word “session,” in the fifth line, is stricken out. 

In Rule 31 a slight verbal change is made at the end.

RULES AND OrpbERS or BOARD oF ALDERMEN. 3 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


Ruxte 1. The chairman of the Board shall take the ehair 
at the hour to which the Board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being pres- 
ent, shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meeting 
to be read; and, in the absence of the chairman, the senior 
member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Rue 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the Board; and no other business shall be in order till 
the question on appeal shall have been decided. 

Rute 3. The chairman shall declare all votes ; but, if any 
member doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising 
vote to be taken; and when any member so requests, # 
verification shall be taken by yeas and nays. 

Rute 4. The chairman may read sitting, but shall rise 
to state a motion, or put a question to the Board. 

Ruue 5. When the chairman of the Board or the chairman 
pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call any 
member to it; but such substitution shall not continue beyond 
an adjournment. 


Mortons. 


Rute 6. Every ordinance, order, and resolution shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, both of which 
may take place at the same session, unless objection is made. 
Whenever the second reading immediately follows the first 
reading, the document may be read by its title only. Orders 
from the Board of Street Commissioners changing the names 
of streets, shall, however, have one reading only at the same 
session. 

Rute 7. The chairman shall propound all motions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
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motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in nam- 
ing sums and fixing times, the largest sum and longest time 
shall be pat first. 

Rue 8. After a motion has been put by the chairman, it 
shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 

Rue 9. When a question is under debate, the chairman 
shall receive no motion but fo adjourn, to lay on the table, to 
postpone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
endefintely ; which several motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they stand arranged. 

Rue 10. The chairman shall receive a motion to adjourn 
at any time, except on an immediate repetition, or pending 
a verification of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lay 
on the table, and the motion to take from the table, shall be 
decided without debate. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Ruitx 11. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting ; or 
he may give notice to the clerk, within twenty-four hours of 
the adjournment, of his intention to move a reconsideration 
at the next regular meeting; in which case the clerk shall 
retain possession of the papers until the next regular 
meeting ; and, when a motion for reconsideration is decided, 


that vote att not be reconsidered. 


Conpbuct oF MEMBERS. 


Rutr 12. Every member, when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the Chair; and, in debate, shall 
confine himself to the question, and avoid personalities. 

Rute 13. No member speaking sball, without his consent, 
be interrupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

Rute 14. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

Rute 15. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the Board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the Board is divided, or before the 
calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 
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MorIONS. 


Rue 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if 
the chairman shall so direct. 

Rute 17. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit it. A motion to strike 
out and insert shall be deemed indivisible; but a motion to 
strike out being lost shall not preclude amendment, or a 
motion to strike out and insert. 

Rue 18. No motion or proposition of a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

Ruxe 19. Motions and reports may be committed or re- 
committed at the pleasure of the Board. 

Rue 20. When a vote is doubted, the members for and 
against the question, when called on by the Chair, shall arise 
and stand till they are counted. 

Ruie 21. All questions relating to priority of business 
to be acted upon shall be decided without debate. 

Rowe 22. When a motion is made on any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the question shall be 
taken in the following order :— 


1. To a standing committee of the Board. 
2. Jo a select committee of the Board. 

3. Toa joint standing committee. 

4. 'To a joint select committee. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 23. The following standing committees of the 
Board, to consist of three members each, and the members 
of the joint standing committees on the part of this Board, 
named in the Joint Rules and Orders of the City Council, 
and all other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or 
specially directed by the Board, shall be appointed by the 
Chair : — 


Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — Bonds — 
County Accounts— Electric Wires — Faneuil Hall and County 
Buildings, to be composed of the Committee on Public Build- 
ings on the part of this Board — Lamps — Licenses— Markets 
— Paving and Repairs of Streets — Railroads — Sewers and 
Drains — Streets — Steam-Engines and Furnaces. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rute 24. Atevery regular meeting of the Board the order 
of business shall, unless the Board votes otherwise, be as 
follows : —

strances. 

. Papers from the Common Council. 

Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Reports of city officers. 

Reports of committees. 

. Motions, orders, and resolutions.

ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


_ Rue 25. Each committee elected on the part of this 
Board shall organize at its first meeting by the choice of a 
chairman, and shall report the same to this Board ; and in all 
cases where the Chair appoints a committee, unless otherwise 
provided for, the member first named shall be chairman, and 
in his absence the member next in order who shall be present 
shall be chairman pro tempore. ‘ 

Ruie 26. The chairman of the Board shall be a member 
of, and also chairman of, the Committee on Finance. 

Rue 27. Committees of the Board, to whom any matter 
is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask 
for further time. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 28. No money shall be drawn from the City 
Treasury, for the purpose of paying the expenses of any 
committee, or any portion of the same, while absent from 
the city of Boston, unless authorized by special vote of 
the Board. 


SPECTATORS. 


Ruxe 29. No person, except a member of: the Board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Board is in session. ! 

Rute 30. No person or persons, excepting members of 
the City Government and reporters, and those invited by 
members of the Board of Aldermen, shall be allowed in the 
chamber of the Board of Aldermen, or in the anteroom of 
the same, while the Board is in session. The City Messenger 
shall enforce this rule. 

Rute 31. The foregoing Rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed at any time, except by the 
vote of two-thirds of the members of the Board present and 
voting.

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In these tables it is shown that there is an increased num- 
ber of inmates, and, consequently, an increase of expendi- 
ture, with a slight increase of income. 

The number of city patients maintained at State institu- 
tions is 675, being one less than for the year 1887, and are 
distributed as follows: At Westborough, 105; Worcester, 
113; Worcester (chronic), 179; Taunton, 80; Danvers, 84; ~ 
Northampton, 20; Bridgewater, 14; Tewksbury, 50; School 
for Feeble-minded, South Boston, 23; together with 7 
boarded out in families by the State. There have been 
transferred from the above institutions 10 to the Boston 
Lunatic Hospital and 138 to the Retreat for Insane, Dor- 
chester. 

At the House of Industry the number of commitments has 
largely increased, there having been 12,624 persons com- 
mitted during this year, 1,986 over the number for 1887. 
The daily average for 1888 is 1,077, —— an increase of 79 over 
the previous year. The average at the House of Reforma- 
tion is 5 less, and that of the Truant School 32 less than for 
1887, making the average at all the institutions on Deer 
Island 42 greater than in the year previous. 

in their report for last year the Board informed the City 
Council that an addition to the House of Industry building 
was needed to properly accommodate the inmates; with the 
increase just shown, it has become an absolute necessity. The 
building has room to take care of 800 inmates only, and it is 
impossible to have good discipline, or to safely confine so 
many persons beyond the capacity of the building: there- 
fore the Board will again ask that an additional wing be con- 
structed, and request the City Council to appropriate the 
money therefor. 

The Lunatic Hospital is occupied to its capacity. Trans- 
fers of 62 quiet patients to the Retreat for Insane prevented 
overcrowding on several occasions during the year. Still, 
the female side is again crowded with patients of a class so 
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violent that none of them are proper subjects for treatment 
at the Retreat. There are remaining 83 males and 95 
females, 2 total of 178, — 18 more than remained Dec. 31, 
1887. 

The institution is in as good a condition as the location, 
plan of building, and excessive but necessary crowding will 
allow. : 

The Lunatic Hospital is the one institution of all under the 
direction of this Board which demands the most care and 
attention, because of the peculiar ailments of its inmates. 
They require the best of medical skill, as well as the best 
judgment of its officials, to fully accomplish the object for 
which the Hospital is established. Medical hospitals are 
necessary and important, but their importance is very slight 
compared with the necessity for hospitals for mental diseases. 
Every one has more or less knowledge of physical ailment 
and suffering, as so much of it can be and is treated at the 
home; but few, except those who are or have been connected 
with hospitals for the insane, know much of this terrible and 
fatal disease. It is, then, of the greatest importance that 
everything possible should be done to alleviate the sufferings 
of those in this affliction. Rich and poor alike are subject to 
its attacks, and their treatment should be the same. This 
can only be done in an institution consisting of well-arranged 
buildings, containing everything that science, skill, and 
sympathy can invent for the care, comfort, and cure of the 
patients ; placed where there is pure air, and amid pleasant 
surroundings. The Board regret that Boston has no such 
institution. Prominent in the good care given its poor, 
merciful in the treatment of its criminals, it is careless, to 
use no harsher term, in its duty to the unfortunate insane. 
For more than twenty years each succegding Board has 
called the attention of the-City Council to the want of larger 
and better accoinmodations ; but, for one reason and another, 
nothing, except an addition to the capacity of the Boston 
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Lunatic Hospital, with a few absolutely necessary improve- 
ments, have been made. In view of this fact, and that the 
cause of humanity demands it, the Board respectfully and 
earnestly ask that immediate action be taken by the City 
Council, so that no ward of the city shall be denied the care 
which charity and humanity require, and that the name of 
Boston be kept well up on the roll of commonwealths and 
cities which have of late years done so much for those suffer- 
ing from mental diseases. 

At the House of Correction the increase of commitments 
and average continues from year to year. The number of 
commitments for the year 1887 was 1,227; in 1888 it was 
1,458, an increase of 231; number remaining Dec. 31, 1887, 
569; on Dec. 31, 1888, 616, an increase of 47. The aver- 
age number’ for 1887 was 484; for 1888, 533, an increase 
of 49. This large number of inmates require more room 
than the buildings afford ; many prisoners have been obliged 
to sleep in open dormitories. This condition has been in 
existence during the entire year; and the Board respectfully 
call the attention of the City Council to the necessity of 
more prison room, and suggest that a building be erected, 
detached from the prison, for a hospital, as urged in the 
report for last year. The Board will request the City 
Council to make a special appropriation for that purpose. 
The income of the institution has increased, owing to the 
larger number of inmates constantly employed. 

The Marcella-street Home is in first-class condition, and 
the health of its inmates excellent. A large number of 
children between the ages of six months and two years have 
been boarded in families in neighboring towns. This new 
departure, in caring for this class of children, has proved.a 
perfect success. ,The expense does not exceed the cost of 
maintenance at the institution; the children have gained 
steadily in health and strength, and but two deaths have oc- 
curred among the 105 that have been cared for in families, 
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since early in May of 1888, when the first lot were placed 


POUL, 


Many of these children have found, and others will un- 
doubtedly find, pleasant permanent homes, as the families 
taking these infants become attached to them, and, after a 
time, do not wish to part with them; thus they cease to be 
pauper wards of the city, and grow up members of respect- 
able families. In consequence of the boarding out of these 
105 children, the average number of inmates in the report of 
the Superintendent shows a less number than last year. 

The Board is seeking to find good homes for all the chil- 
dren sent to this institution as soon as, in the judgment of 
the Board, it is proper so to do. As will be seen by the 
report of the agent, which is printed with this, the Board has 
been successful in procuring good homes for the children, 
the majority of whom have become useful, and some have 
reached a prominence in the communities where they lived. 
Were it not for the care that the city takes of those young 
unfortunates, the evil results which would follow are not 
difficult to conceive. She feeds, clothes, and educates them ; 
starts them out fairly equipped for life’s journey, fitted to 
become good members of society. We are pleased to say 
that the result of the care above mentioned is fully appreci- 
ated by those who have received it. 

The Almshouse at Charlestown shows a decrease of in- 
mates, the average for 1888 being 161, which was 195 in 
1887. The institution is in as good condition, and the 
inmates are in excellent health and as comfortable as it is 
possible to make them here. 

The Home for Male Paupers, at Rainsford’s Island, now 
contains 537, against 448 last year on same date. The insti- 
tution building is filled to its capacity, and the chapel is 
used at times for dormitory purposes; and we think it will 
be necessary, in a short time, to build an addition in order 
to be able to accommodate the constantly increasing num- 
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bers. The City Council passed an order authorizing the erec- 
tion of a new hospital, but it was so late in the season we 
have been unable to make any progress, and will commence 
early in the spring to construct this much-needed building. 
The general health of the inmates is very satisfactory. 

At Long Island the building for female paupers is occu- 
pied by 407 inmates, which is an increase of 74 over the 
number on Dec. 31, 1887. The institution is in excellent 
condition. The health of the inmates, considering the con- 
dition of the women usually sent here, is very good. Many 
of them are hospital cases when they arrive, and remain so 
until discharged from the institution; others, from age and 
other natural causes, are weak in body and mind, and, while 
not requiring hospital treatment, are, for the greater part of 
their residence here, under the physician’s care, through 
whose efforts and those of the management quite a number 
are enabled to leave here, so much improved as to be able to 
work and support themselves. 

In an institution of this character there is of necessity a 
great deal of work to be done to ensure cleanliness and good 
order; and much of it is done by such of the inmates as are 
able, and is performed with a cheerfulness which is pleasant 
to observe. Inasmuch as this is the only place where they 
can be cared for, and cared for so well, their appreciation of 
it is shown in the willingness with which those who are able 
perform the duties assigned them. 

The farm labor is performed by inmates of the House of 
Industry, and from an uncultivated island it has been trans- 
formed into a productive farm of 30 acres, with 14 miles 
of good roadways, 6 acres of lawn, hot-houses for the 
raising and maturing of plants; there is grazing sufficient for 
the working cattle, and cows which furnish milk for the 
institution. A new barn is very much needed, and we will 
again ask the City Council for a special appropriation to 
build one. 
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Water is still supplied from Deer Island, carried by the 
steamer “ Bradlee,” which makes two extra trips for that 
purpose each day. Weare gratified to state that in the 
early spring connection will be made with the city supply. 

The Retreat for Insane, Dorchester, is caring for 134 
cases, compared with 84 at the same time last year, the 
average for the year being 136, which was 69 in 1887 (for 
three months). The Board will continue to transfer from the 
Boston Lunatic Hospital such cases as can be properly 
treated at this retreat. The work of the institution is very 
satisfactory, and the results are evidence of the wisdom in 
establishing it. 

The farm is carried on as usual; from its size much can- 
not be expected in way of income; many vegetables are 
raised for use at the institution, and cows enough are kept 
to furnish all the milk used here, besides supplying much of 
that used at the Marcella-street Home, Lunatic Hospital, 
and the House of Correction. Considerable repairs on the 
buildings, and some other improvements, will have to be 
made the coming year. 

The steamer “J. Putnam Bradlee” has been constantly 
employed. Besides its regular schedule, carrying prisoners, 
visitors, and the materials for the use of the several institu- 
tions in the harbor, it has made extra trips each day, carry- 
ing water from Deer island to Rainsford’s and Long islands. 
The work required of this boat is more than it can perform 
economically, as such: constant movement of machinery is 
detrimental. There were transported during the year 52,333 
persons between the city and islands. The Board will 
renew the request made last year for additional steamboat 
service. 

There being no communication between the city and 
Rainsford’s and Long islands except by the steamer, telephonic 
connection is very necessary. Occasions are frequent when 
time and expense could be saved this department, and friends 
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of inmates who may be ill, if telephonic connection existed, 
and the Board will again request the City Council to appro- 
priate money for this purpose. 

Religious services, Catholic and Protestant, have been 
continued at the institutions as heretofore. Rev. A. M. 
Mandalari, $.J., who has been the Catholic chaplain at the 
institutions in the harbor for the past five years, resigned 
in the summer, the Rev. Francis Kavanaugh, S.J., appointed 
to fill the vacancy, and is now performing the duties. 

An allusion to the work done by the examining physicians 
for the insane at this office will close this brief review. 
There have been examined during the year 626 persons, of 
whom 382 were committed by the court to the various lunatic 
hospitals as insane. The examining physician, George F. 
Jelly, M.D., and the assistant, Thomas Waterman, M.D., 
are in attendance at the office each day from 10.30 A.M. till 
12 M., and are frequently called to the residences of the 
parties to be examined, and to the police-stations, many being 
unable to come to the office, while some are unwilling to do 
so. The Board especially commend both the gentlemen 
named for the skilful, sympathetic, conscientious, and cour- 
teous manner in which they perform this most trying duty. 

All the institutions under our charge are in excellent con- 
dition, and the inmates cared for as well as possible. 

The Board will be obliged to ask the City Council for 
additional appropriations to carry on the institutions for the 
remainder of the financial year. These amounts are neces- 
sary, principally on account of the large increase of inmates, 
which, with further reasons, will be furnished when the ap- 
plication is formally made. 

The attention of the members of the City Council is re- 
spectfully and earnestly called to the reports of the several 
superintendents, which are printed with this, which give with 
minuteness the matter which is spoken of in a general man- 
ner above. 
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The Board have endeavored, and feel that they have suc- 
ceeded in performing their full duty toward the persons 
committed to their charge, as well as to the community, and 
do not hesitate to assert, that the institutions, in their general 
character, management, and condition, will compare favor- 
ably with like institutions in this or any other country. 

This, we believe, is what is required of us by the City of 
Boston, that has never been second to any other city in its 
fostering care of the unfortunate classes that find their way 
to its institutions.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF DEER ISLAND 
INSTITUTIONS. 


Deer Istanp, Boston Harpor, Jan. 1, 1889. 
To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, — As Superintendent of Institutions at Deer 
Island, — namely, House of Industry, House of Reforma- 
tion, Truant School, and Almshouse, — I have the honor of 
submitting the following report for the year 1888 : — 

To quote the writings of another, who reports “ What I 
wrote last year, applies to this; so with me, there have been 
no changes in the general management, or about the island, 
worthy of mention. We have increased in numbers, but no 
increase in accommodations, no other provision for the em- 
ployment of inmates, than as per report of 1887. More 
dining-room, sleeping and shop room are much needed. We 
would add, for this year, that an additional oven for the bake- 
house will be a necessity, and that the two ovens now in use 
dre in such condition that they will probably have to be 
rebuilt. 

During the year nearly all the wooden buildings and the 
trimmings of the brick buildings have been painted at least 
one coat, the ceilings and walls of the hospital were re- 
paired and colored. Considerable repairs were made on 
hennery and straw-shed, and on piggery, also the coal-shed. 
Many smaller repairs and odd jobs have been made, so that 
it can be said the buildings, wharves, and sheds are in good 
condition; but we still are requiring something, and are 
keeping mechanics busy. 

In former reports I have alluded to the many and constant 
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recommittals. Often a party goes out one day to return 
the next, — recently eight men and three women were dis- 
charged one morning and committed the next afternoon, — 
generally for simple drunk, to be discharged after thirty 
days’ detention. Again, we have many committed for the 
first time ; often they come to the city from out of town, and 
are arrested. It would be a deed of charity, if selections 
could be made, were they put on their road home, rather 
than into court. Commitments to House of Industry during 
1887 were 10,638; during 1888 the number was 12,624, 
showing an increase of 1,986 over the preceding year. The 
table accompanying this shows the number of commitments 
for drunkenness, and the number of times they have been 
committed to House of Industry, which is worthy of consid- 
eration, and suggests the thought, whether the present man- 
ner of dealing with such cases is the best. 

There were made for our use and wear, 2,162 pairs bro- 
gans, 6 pairs boots, 984 pairs women’s shoes, 442 pairs slip- 
pers, 3,696 sheets, pillow-slips, and ticks, 3,119 dresses, etc., 
1,223 towels and rollers, 161 table-cloths, shades, and stand- 
covers, 3,848 pairs socks, 911 coats, 1,432 pants, 917 vests 
for men, 86 jackets, 188 pants for boys, 385 coats, 334 vests, 
237 pants for men and -boys when discharged ; 159=% dozen 
woollen shirts, 974 dozen cotton shirts, 10€4 dozen over- 
alls, 1,809 pairs suspenders, also a supply of tin and wooden 
ware, mattresses, and many other articles. 

There was given out to inmates on their discharge, to make 
them comfortable, 5,608 articles of clothing.

The preceding statistics embrace in detail the work per- 
formed in the medical department of the institutions under 
your charge from January 1, 1888, to January 1, 1889. 

During the past year 2,328 inmates of the House of 
Industry have been admitted to the hospital and have re- 
ceived medical treatment. Of this number 35 have died, — 
a mortality of about one and a half per cent. 

No deaths have occurred in the House of Reformation or 
the Truant School. The general health of the inmates has 
been excellent, and, with two exceptions, there has been no 
serious sickness. 

Since the completion of the Home for Paupers on Long 
Island, the only almshouse patients we receive are those 
who ‘are suffering with delirium tremens, and patients who 
are sent to us for observation as regards their sanity. 
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In the latter part of January the “ Cottage” was abandoned 
as a nursery, and the children were transferred to Ward A, 
_ which, previous to this time, had been used as a hospital for 
female paupers. This department — the nursery — has very 
few inmates, as we are only supposed to receive children 
under 18 months of age whose mothers are serving time in 
the House of Industry. 

During the summer the interior of the hospital was painted 
and the walls and ceilings tinted and decorated. This has 
had the effect of making the wards appear more cheerful and 
home-like. 

Dr. Geo. W. Rawson, our interne, left us Feb. 1, 
accepting an appointment as assistant physician to the Re- 
treat for the Insane. He was succeeded by Dr. C. H. Hare. 
On May 1, Dr. Thomas B. Shea assumed his duties as 
Assistant Port Physician. Dr. Cogswell, Port Physician, is 
still associated with me.

REPORT OF CHAPLAIN AND SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


To Cou. Jonn C. Wurron, Superintendent of Deer Island 
Institutions : — 


Sir, — Most obediently and respectfully I hereby render 
my annual report. 


RELiIGiIous WorRSHIP. 


General religious services, in these institutions, have 
always been limited to the Christian Sabbath. On that day 
Mass is celebrated at 9 o’clock A.M., followed by Sunday- 
school exercises, the officiating clergyman being, at the 
present time, Rev. Father Kavanaugh. At 2.45 P.M. another 
religious service is held, at which the chaplain officiates. On 
other days of the week prisoners may see any clergyman of 
their own faith, and thereby obtain additional spiritual help. 
All ministers and missionaries who desire to visit inmates 
are cordially welcomed by the Board of Directors and 
officers. It is well for the public to know that about three- 
fourths of the prisoners in the adult department are commit- 
ted for only thirty days. The chaplain is therefore obliged 
to draw his bow at a venture, and take most of them on the ° 
wing. 


DISCHARGED PRISONERS. 


The number of prisoners discharged daily — Sundays ex- 
cepted — will average about forty. Two agents are employed 
by the city to aid them, as far as possible, in procuring em- 
ployment. If any of them belong in other cities or towns, 
or even out of the State, and have no means to get to their 
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homes, these agents are instructed to render them all needed 
assistance. The lady who cares for discharged female pris- 
oners is always at the wharf when the city steamer arrives 
from the Island, ready to help the needy and destitute. She 
extends to all a kind, loving, and guiding hand. I am sorry 
to say that many turn a deaf ear to her good counsel, soon 
full into temptation, and return to the Island to drag out a 
hopeless life in prison. Many male prisoners do no better. 

Another thing is discouraging to the friends of the pris- 
oner, and that is, to see so many young men sentenced 
to the Islund for drunkenness, and often young men who 
have occupied good positions in society, and have held 
honorable and even lucrative business relations in the city. 
Is it not a crime against home, and friends, and society? I 
know a mother who is prostrated upon a bed of sickness be- 
cause her son is an inmate of Deer Island institutions. But 
men may reform, and do reform. It is a credit to the city of 
Boston that discharged prisoners are not neglected. Some 
will rise up to bless the hand that rendered help in the hour 
of distress and danger; if not here, we believe they will in 
the great hereafter. 

LIBRARIES. 

The juvenile department continues to be supplied with 
books from the city library. The women’s library has been 
replenished with books from the old House of Reformation 
library. Many of them are in very good condition, and 
fully meet the present wants of that department. 

The enterprising Hospital Newspaper Society of Boston 
deserves great credit for the interest taken in supplying hos- 
pitals with reading-matter. Boxes are placed in railroad de- 
pots, and the merchants.and business men are invited to deposit 
their daily papers in them on their arrival from the suburbs 
in the morning. Many of them do so, having read their 
papers on the way ; and we believe many more would, if they 
only knew how much pleasure that little act of kindness im- 
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parts to the inmates of the hospitals on the “Islands down 
the Bay.” Besides that, large numbers of books are collected 
and donated to the sick, aged, and infirm. JI have also re- 
ceived from Mrs. Grace Kuhn, the president of the society, 
871 Christmas and New Year’s cards, which I have helped to 
distribute with great pleasure ; and I assure the society they 
are highly appreciated and thankfully received. 


SCHOOLS. 


The annual examination was held April 11, under the di- 
rection of the School Committee of the Board, Patrick H. 
Farren, Iisq., chairman. The meed of praise bestowed upon 
the classes indicated a highly satisfactory examination. As 
a reward for good deportment, five boys were pardoned by 
the Board. 

Mr. Horace A. Moulton, teacher in the House of Reforma- 
tion, resigned October 1, and Mr. John A. Hickey was pro- 
moteéd to fill the vacancy. Mr. John A. Brett was appointed 
teacher of the Truant School. Both of these young men give 
close attention to business, and manifest a commendable 
interest in the education of the children. 

Vocal and instrumental music are still taught, although fre- 
quent changes greatly interfere with proficiency. Prof. 
Ripley has charge of a band of twenty boys. 

Usually the boys meet in chapel once a week, for instruc- 
tion in vocal music, under the direction of the chaplain. 
Miss Marion C. Whiton presides at the organ, with the accom- 
plishments of a skilful and finished artist.

The uniform good health of the inmates emphasizes your 
action in the general changes made, such as improving the 
methods for bathing, adding more water-closets, etc. 


HosPITAL. 


Under the able and efficient management of the physician, 
Wm. H. Devine, M.D., nothing is needed from me more 
than to refer to his report for particulars. 


LIBRARY. 


The untiring efforts of our librarian has aroused the in- 
terest of the prisoners to such an extent that it has marked 
effect upon their behavior, thus prompting their friends 
and others to making frequent contributions of books. The 
library is in good condition, as will be seen by the librarian’s 
report. 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 


We have maintained services as usual. In the morning, 
Catholic service by the Rev. Father Metcalf, and in the after- 
noon, Protestant service by Rev. Chaplain Clarke. 

The long and faithful service of the Chaplain has brought 
him into such an intimate acquaintance with the wants and 
peculiarities of the prisoners as to render his services highly 
successful. 


REPAIRS AND ALTERATIONS. 


The piggery has been remodelled by putting in a concrete 
floor and brick walls three feet high, which, with a few 
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minor changes, renders it, in my opinion, proof against the 
diseases peculiar to swine. 

In the hospital wrought-iron doors have been substituted 
for the old cast-iron ones, making them much more durable 
and secure. 

Repairs have been made upon the coal-shed sufficient to 
answer our purpose, without further outlay, for some little 
time. 

Under this head you will notice the expense has been re- 
duced to the minimum. 


INCOME FROM LABOR. 


The mind of the general public has been so worked upon 
by the agitation of the question of convict labor and the 
enactment of laws governing it, that it has produced a marked 
effect upon our institution, as shown by the decline in income. 
For a long time it was almost impossible to secure work that 
would prove remunerative. I am pleased to inform you, 
however, that I have recently completed arrangements 
whereby we can keep our prisoners constantly employed on 
terms that will largely increase our income in the future, and 
its effect during the past few months is already manifest in 
the fact that our income from work alone this year exceeds 
that of last by $2,500.62. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


In his report last year President Martin urged the erec- 
tion of an additional building to accommodate the increased 
number of prisoners, and now, as my report shows a still 
further increase, and as more than 130 now have to sleep in 
the open dormitories, you will appreciate the importance of 
acting in this matter at once. 

I respectfully suggest that an extension to the west wing 
will give us ample room, and relieve all our dormitories and 
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the solitaries in the female hospital. This change would in- 
volve a smaller outlay than almost any other plan. 


CONCLUSION. 
To the officers under my charge, and to you, gentlemen, I 
extend my sincere thanks for your codperation and support.

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Four male prisoners died from the following diseases : — 


Phthisis, 8; pneumonia, 1. 


One child died from cholera infantum. 
‘Twelve — a little less than one per cent. of the total 
number committed — have been transferred to lunatic hos- 
pitals ; two returned to the institution well. 
Considering the number of persons among the criminal 
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class predisposed to insanity, this percentage is small, and 
speaks well for the prison management. 

Besides those admitted to the hospital a great many have 
received treatment for minor ailments. Last year I strongly 
urged the necessity of having a detached building for soli- 
taries and the confinement of refractory prisoners. I hope 
that before another year has passed some definite action will 
be taken on this important matter, so that the hospital will 
be used for the sick only. Among such a large number of 
prisoners there is always to be found a class of men and 
women whose conduct renders them unsafe to be trusted at 
any work in the shops, or unfit to associate with the others. 

It has always been the custom to confine these unruly ones 
in the hospital building, where their uproar often makes 
life miserable for the unfortunate sick. Quite frequently 
patients tell me that they are much disturbed by these 
people; and, several times, patients have asked to be dis- 
charged from the hospital for this reason. 

All previous appeals have been made in vain, but I sin- 
cerely hope that next year every endeavor will be made to 
obtain an appropriation to give more facilities for the treat- 
ment of the sick. The Saturday afternoon recreation, which 
commenced about two years ago, has now had a good trial, 
and has been found conducive to the general health and 
happiness of the men. Its good effects have been noticed 
principally by the decrease in mental disorders. 

A night officer has been appointed for the male hospital ; 
this insures prompt attention to the wants of the sick, and 
relieves us of much anxiety in regard to patients with suicidal 
impulses. Mr. Crane, in charge of the male hospital, has 
been 2 valuable assistant, and has performed his duties faith- 
fully. Of Mrs. Ballard, the matron in charge of the female 
hospital, the same may be said. My duties have been made 
agreeable and easy by your codperation.

my work. ‘The men committed to my care and instruction 
are men, even though they are prisoners. Such have their 
own views, peculiarities, purposes, moral and religious sus- 
ceptibilities ; and these are based, more or less, upon their 
early training and history, and the circumstances by which 
they have been surrounded. There is an actual brotherhood 
among men, among all the differing nationalities, creeds, and 
education. This identity is as fixed as any mathematical or 
moral truth. Hence, then, the dignity and service of the 
office of Chapliin. The moral and religious instruction of 
the inmates of the prison must depend upon his power of 
adaptation to the wants of those to whom he ministers; and 
this power is not normal, but is acquired by close and con- 
secutive observation and manifold experience. It is not 
theoretical, but it is practical and personal work. 


CHAPEL SERVICES. 


These are ordered at 1 o'clock P.M. on Sunday, and are 
in accordance with the usages of the “Protestant Episcopal 
Church of America.”

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE BOSTON 
LUNATIC HOSPITAL, 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, — This report, which is the fiftieth in num- 
ber, only relates to the forty-ninth year of the Hospital’s 
history. By reason of changes in the time for issuing the 
annual report, an extra one has been rendered necessary. 
The next report will properly be the semi-centennial one, 
and will record the doings of the fiftieth hospital year. The 
first patient was received here Dec. 11, 1839, and the half- 
century will close in 1889. That will be an appropriate date 
for commemorating an event of some importance in the his- 
tory of the Public Institutions of Boston.

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A comparison of the preceding table with that of last 
year indicates a change of hospital population which is little 
short of a revolution. The average number in 1887 was 
235. In December, 84 patients were sent to the Retreat for 
the Insane; leaving 160 patients in hospital Jan. 1, 1838. 
Early this year, 62 more were sent; making a total of 146 
transferred to the Retreat. These patients were all of the 
quiet class, sleeping in the attics, giving no trouble, taking 
care of themselves, and doing more or less work. It might 
be inferred at first that so great a diminution in our num- 
bers would prove an immense relief. It must be remembered, 
however, that we retained all our noisy, violent, filthy, de- 
structive, and dangerous patients, and we hada large number 
of them. In the place of these 146 quict patients, we have 
received during the year 185 patients of quite a different 
class. The admissions last year were only 105. The result 
of admitting 185 recent, acute, and excited, or very sick cases, 
into a small hospital, whose total capacity is only 180, has 
been to seriously interfere with the comfort, discipline, 
classification, and proper treatment of the patients generally. 
The pressure has been most felt on the female side, where the 
numbers at one time ran up to our maximum of accommoda- 
tion. Commitments were suspended for awhile, and by 
transfers, discharges, and a large number of deaths. the num- 
ber has been considerably reduced. 

The lack of single rooms on the female side has been the 
constant and most serious defect in our accommodations. 
With only thirty such rooms, and more than twice that num- 
ber of female patients, whose comfort, safety, and even life 
depended on such seclusion, our task has been a difficult one. 
Health, comfort, and prospects of recovery have been con- 
tinually sacrificed to the mere personal safety of the patient. 
The restraint of the camisole, hardly needed at all in a well- 
arranged hospital, has been increased on the female side to 
the extent of 15 and even 20 per cent., solely in order to 
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make safe, patients sleeping in associated dormitories. The 
use of the chemical restraint of drugs has been similarly in- 
creased. In spite of constant vigilance and excessive re- 
straint, minor injuries and slight accidents have been of 
almost nightly occurrence. The constant irritation and wear- 
ing effect of this state of things cannot but have had a harm- 
ful influence on quiet and curable cases. | 

There have been discharged 167 patients, or more than 
the hospital contained at the beginning of the year. This 
fact shows the activity of movement in our population, and 
demonstrates the acute and serious character of the cases 
under treatment. The whole number also shows the same 
fact. It has been larger this year, with an average of 173, 
than last year, with an average of 235. The above state- 
ments tell their story of the extra labor and vigilance re- 
quired in the management of such an active and changing 
household. Every case admitted and discharged, and every 
death, means twice the labor and care demanded for a patient 
already domiciled, and under routine treatment. 

It would seem as if the percentage of recoveries must be 
diminished by such an uncomfortable state of things on the 
female side. It is smaller than ever before in the last eight 
years, being 18 per cent., against 31 per cent. last year, and 
an average of 33 per cent. the last seven years. Ina small 
hospital like this, receiving many emergency cases and some 
transfers, certain deductions must be made from the admis- 
sions before calculating the percentage of recoveries. For 
instance, from the 185 admissions must be taken 10 emer- 
gency cases not treated here, and 10 incurable cases sent 
from other hospitals to be sent to the Retreat; also, 10 
patients returned to us from the Retreat; we might also 
properly add the 8 dipsomanics, who never figure as recoy- 
ered, but only as much improved, in our tables. Deducting 
these, we find a percentage of only 18, which certainly needs 
accounting for. 
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In the first place, it may be said that, in restocking, as it 
were, a hospital only containing incurables, an average per- 
centage of recoveries could not be expected the first year. 
This diminished percentage may be still better understood 
when we consider the character of the cases admitted in con- 
nection with the large number of deaths. The number of 
deaths was 41, against 22 last year, or 13 per cent. of the 
whole number under treatment, deducting 20 cases not 
treated here, aguinst 7 per cent. in 1887 and 12 per cent. 
in 1886. Of the 41 deaths, 27 were of persons over 50 
years of age, and 17 over 60 years. ‘The oldest patient who 
died the past year was 96, and had lived here thirty years. 
The next oldest was 83, and had lived here continuously for 
forty-nine years. Such longevity in a hospital for the in- 
sane ought to offset a part of the death-rate for the past year. 
Of the 41 deaths, 11 were due to senile dementia and 12 to 
general paralysis. In only 8 of the 41 deaths was there the 
slightest chance of mental recovery. 

The admissions tell a similar story. Of the 156 first ad- 
missions, half were over 40 years of age, 46 over 50, 26 
over 60, and 12 over 70. Of the total admissions, 185 in 
number, there were 24 cases of general paralysis; 22 cases 
of senile dementia; 21 cases of dipsomania and chronic al- 
coholism; 23 cases of paranoia; 10 cases of epileptic 
insanity; 6 cases of post-apoplectic insanity; 6 cases of 
phthisical insanity ; and 37 cases of incurable dementia, —a 
total of 149 cases utterly hopeless, as to mental recovery, 
from the day of admission, and most of them doomed to an 
early death. No wonder we have to record so few recover- 
ies and so many deaths. This hospital has become a recep- 
tacle for the numerous cases too bad to be sent to the distant 
State hospitals, and that is its proper and legitimate use, no 
matter how it may affect our rate of recoveries. It is just 
about large enough for a receiving hospital for emergency 
cases and the very sick insane of Boston. 
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I fear that, in addition to the hopeless character of the 
cases received, part of the decrease in the percentage of re- 
coveries is due to the noise and excitement and restraint 
required on the female side by the lack of proper classifica- 
tion and a sufficient number of single rooms. If anything 
would retard or prevent recovery, it would seem that such 
a state of things would do it. Into the confusion of our 
middle ward two infants were born during the year. Here, 
also, the sick, the aged, the paralyzed and helpless, the 
surgical cases and the dying, were treated, too often ex- 
posed to the disturbing influence of a room full of excited 
patients. Decency requires a single room for the dying, to 
receive the last consolations of religion and the visits of his 
friends in; and this it has occasionally been impossible to 
provide. I am pleased to state that the sanitary condition 
of the hospital, with respect to the physical health of the 
patients, has been good. The heating and ventilation are 
sitisfactory, and no death or any serious sickness can be 
attributed to any insanitary condition of the wards. The 
epidemics of dysentery and erysipelas, and the frequent 
deaths from phthisis of years ago, are really things of the 
past. The plumbing has been recently renewed throughout 
the hospital; and the main sewer, which fell in this spring, 
has been reconstructed. It is only a question of a very 
short time, however, when the deposits of sewage on the 
flats will become a dangerous nuisance. In some states of 
the wind they are a nuisance to the senses now. ‘The inter- 
cepting sewer should be extended to reach the institutions 
here as soon as possible. 

The question of a revision of the lunacy laws of this State 
has excited much interest the past year, and may soon 
become the subject of legislative inquiry. Dr. Stephen 
Smith, ex-Lunacy Commissioner of New York, has published 
a “ Report on the Commitment and Detention of the Insane ” 
which recommends uniform legislation, on these subjects, 
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throughout the United States. This report is based largely 
on the suggestions of the superintendents of the insane hos- 
pitals in this country, — in answer to circular letters of in- 
quiry,—and contains many useful recommendations. A 
committee of the Boston Medico-Psychological Society, in 
September, recommended a change in the method of State 


supervision of the insane in Massachusetts. It advised a 
separation of the Board of Lunacy and Charity into two 
Boards, and the appointment of a medical commissioner in 
lunacy, who should have had a large experience in the treat- 
ment of insanity in some hospital for the insane. This rec- 
ommendation, so in accordance with foreign custom and 
with common sense, was unanimously approved of, but was 
indefinitely postponed, owing to the excellent appointment 
of Dr. Albert R. Moulton, of the Worcester Insane Hospi- 
tal, as Inspector of Institutions. 

The committee would also have recommended some 
minor alterations in the laws relating to the commitment of 
the insane, except for the fear that legislative interference 
might make matters worse instead of better. The present 
laws, as interpreted and applied, work fairly well. By 
slight evasions, and a loose or liberal interpretation, they 
fail to work any harm to the insane, as they might easily 
be made todo. The execution of them (in Boston, at least) 
is in the hands of intelligent, humane, and thoroughly com- 
petent officials, and the good of the patient is paramount to 
any exact interpretation of law. It is better, however, that 
laws should be so made that they can be literally obeyed ; 
and the Attorney-General of the State has recently set the 
example of a strict construction of the law relating to the 
legal status of the insane in the Tewksbury Asylum. 
Although immediate change is not imperative, it may do no 
harm to point out a few features in the present laws which, 
in the writer’s opinion, might be improved. 

Patients are now admitted here in six different ways. The 
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majority of them are regularly committed by the Judge of 
Probate, on the certificate of two physicians. There is little 
to criticise in the law by which this is done, except the pro- 
vision which forbids physicians connected with asylums from 
certifying. This is a reflection on their honesty not war- 
ranted by any experience in this country. The large num- 
ber of private asylums in England, kept dy medical men for 
profit, rendered desirable a law that no physician should 
certify a patient into his own asylum. ‘This law was trans- 
planted to this country, — where private asylums are rare, — 
and changed so as to forbid any physician connected in any 
way as officer, or trustee, or commissioner, or member of a 
board of lunacy even, with any hospital for the insane, pub- 
lic or private, from certifying a private patient into any hos- 
pital for the insane. 

This is not only a gratuitous insult to the specialty, but a 
hardship to the friends of the insane. Superintendents of hos- 
pitals — especially in country districts — are the only physi- 
cians whose knowledge of insanity is of much value. Such 
an one’s advice is naturally sought by the relatives of 
the patient, in obscure cases, and it is something of a 
shock to be told, after receiving his valuable opinion and 
advice, that his certificate is of no value. His opinion in 
court may settle questions of damages of large amount, or 
determine the disposition of large fortunes by will; the life 
or death of an insane criminal may depend on his judgment ; 
but having advised so simple a thing as hospital treatment 
for some private patient, two strange physicians must be 
called in, at added expense, to reéxamine the person, before 
he can be sent to a hospital for treatment. 

Fortunately, the provision of law, that the judge may see 
the insane patient, is not mandatory. If it was, it would be 
impossible, or, at least, harmful, to many patients to carry 
it into effect in Suffolk County. Here 500 or 600 patients 
are committed annually by one judge, and he is necessarily 
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obliged to give some formal reason for not seeing the patient. 
This provision is merely superfluous, as a judge could insis 
on seeing the patient without it. 

The second form of admission is upon emergency papers. 
This method, though of general application, is in use only in 
Suffolk County and at this hospital, no emergency cases being 
reported by the State hospitals. The emergency law was 
passed to allow excited and dangerous patients to be speedily 
admitted to hospitals for temporary detention, and to prevent 
the necessity of insane persons arrested by the police of 
Boston, on Sundays, holidays, and after business hours, 
when no judge can be found, being sent to the station-houses 
or City Prison. This was an excellent object, and the law 
is absolutely necessary for the safety of the public and the 
good of the insane. Instead, however, of being simple and 
easy of application, more papers are required, more time is 
necessary, and the method is more complicated than that for 
a regular commitment. 

In an emergency, having an excited lunatic to dispose of, 
few physicians remember the law, or know where to look 
for it, and either make out faulty certificates, which cannot be 
received, or send the patient with his friends or by the police 
to the hospital without any papers. Ina regular commit- 
ment, which many physicians have learned to understand, 
the two physicians sign the same certificate; while the 
emergency law requires them to sign separate ones, and also 
to add to the usual form the statement that the patient is sent 
as an emergency case, 7.e., that he is so insane that he cannot 
wait for the regular commitment process. 

We very seldom receive correct emergency certificates, 
except from the examining physicians to the Board of Direc- 
tors. This necessitates, when such a case arrives, the 
rejection of the faulty papers, and sending out into the city 
for two other physicians living nearest the hospital, who are 
strangers to the patient, but able to certify properly. This 
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puts the relatives to the expense of four physicians instead of 
two, and causes the prolonged detention of an excited patient 
in our reception-room. Humanity requires that these cases 
should be received, but we cannot admit them to the wards 
without the proper certificates. 

Another absurdity of this law is the requiring of a bond 
of $100, to be given by somebody representing the patient, 
to remove him within five days unless regularly committed. 
No superintendent would dare to keep the patient beyond the 
legal limit, as he would expose himself at once to a suit for 
illegal detention and heavy damages. In the great majority of 
cases, however, the bond is a mere form which might be dis- 
pensed with. It is either signed by some poor and irrespon- 
sible friend of the patient, or by some policeman, or, more 
often still, by one of the certifying physicians. 

Another absurd provision is that requiring that the Mayor 
or one of the selectmen should sign the application. In 
Boston, where most of these cases occur, the law is evaded 
in the following manner. If it were literally enforced very 
few emergency cases could be received. It would be as easy 
to find the judge as to find the Mayor or his representative. 
The Mayor of Boston delegates his authority, both under the 
emergency law and the law for regular commitment, to the 
Board of Directors for Public Institutions. In the latter 
case the clerk of the Board signs for the Mayor anacknowledg- 
ment that he has been notified, and puts it on file. In the 
former case he signs in advance blank applications for the ad- 
mission of emergency cases, and gives them in charge of the 
Superintendent of this hospital and the examining physicians 
of the Board. Suppose the police or the relatives of an 
excited lunatic had to find this official at short notice, by 
night, or on a holiday, or on Sunday, as usually occurs, how 
often would the delay prove dangerous ? 

These deviations from a strict interpretation of the laws 
relating to the commitment of the insane are at present hu- 
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mane and necessary, and I fully approve them. I think, 
however, that the red tape and complicated requirements of 
the emergency law stand in the way of its general useful- 
ness, especially in the small cities and towns. Before the 
physicians of a country village could have found and read 
the law, and made proper certificates, and invented a form 
of bond, and found a selectman who knew how to make an 
application, the lunatic might have murdered his family or 
burned the town. Practically the law is not used in the 
country or outside of Boston. The violent lunatic is seized 
by the local police or town constable, handeuffed, and put 
into the lock-up, to await the slow action of the regular 
process of commitment before a judge of probate in some 
distant town perhaps. The whole procedure in emergency 
cases should be simplified so as to consist merely in the 
sworn certificate of the physicians as to the dangerous condi- 
tion of the lunatic. 

The admission of voluntary patients is the third method 
to be considered. A recent law allows the Superintendent 
to receive as a “boarder” any person who makes written 
application to that effect, “whose mental condition is not 
such as to render it legal to grant a certificate of insanity.” 
This law, strictly construed, would prevent the admission of 
any insane person, or dipsomaniac, as a voluntary patient. 
This would only leave a certain class of nervous patients, 
who were apprehensive of becoming insane, and were desir- 
ous of early treatment, as a means of prevention, to be ad- 
mitted under this law. Applications of this kind are very 
rare at the public hospitals. The McLean Asylum, at Som- 
erville, has almost a monopoly of this class of patients, and 
Tam afraid many of the cases admitted there and elsewhere 
do not come within the terms of the law. 

A few inebriates have been admitted here as voluntary 
patients, by order of the Board and otherwise, and some of 
them have remained a long time under treatment, and have 
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apparently recovered. Some patients, no doubt, are made 
willing to come voluntarily by the threat of commitment 
held over them by their relatives, and the knowledge that 
they can go on three days’ notice by another written appli- 
cation for discharge. It is certain that some insane persons 
are admitted as voluntary patients; also, that many become 
insane and are committed before the three days’ grace are 
up. It seems a breach of confidence on the part of the 
Superintendent to have a voluntary patient committed, and 
yet it often becomes necessary. The opinion of Dr. Cowles, 
of the McLean Asylum, would be of especial value with 
reference to this law. It seems to me, however, that I 
should change it, so as to allow any person — sane or insane, 


or a dipsomaniac —admission on his voluntary application ; 
but with the definite understanding that he was liable to be 
committed if his case proved serious or intractable. The 


y) 


term “boarder” is somewhat obscure. Does it mean a pri- 
vate patient, or simply an inmate, without regard to the 
payment of board? If the latter, may not a desire to be 
comfortably cared for at public expense induce some _ to 
apply? The Jaw depends largely on the discretion of the 
Superintendent for its successful application. 

The fourth form of admission is under the Habitual 
Drunkard law. I discussed the defects of this law at length 
in my report for 1886, and will only renew here the recom- 
mendations then made, that dipsomaniacs should be sent to 
some special institution, for a definite period, and be made 
to work for their own support. They do not belong in hos- 
pitals for the insane, or, at least, would be better managed in 
a separate institution. 

The fifth method is by transfer from State hospitals for the 
insane. This has never been made use of in the history of 
the hospital until the past year. In fact, it was by Chapter 
319 of the Acts of 1886 that it was first authorized. This 
provides that the order of commitment of an insane person, 
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whose friends are unable to support him, holds good until 
his recovery, and he may be transferred, by the State or 
city authorities, to any “hospital, asylum, private dwelling, 
or other place,” at their discretion, provided he has had a trial 
of hospital treatment, and has been insane twelve months. 
After this initiation, he may be subject for a lifetime, if he 
does not recover, to the control of the State, civic, or town 
authorities. He may be transferred from one asylum to 
another, regardless of the convenience or contiguity of his 
friends and relations. Boston patients, for instance, may be, 
and are, sent to Northampton. He may be boarded out, in 
some remote village, possibly to be overworked, under fed, 
and seldom visited by friends or inspectors. Ignorant and 
economical selectmen may without medical advice seclude 
him in some remote poor-house, or they may board him or 
farm him out on some distant farm. This control only ends 
with the life of the patient, and he may be still held by his 
first commitment paper years after the physicians who exam- 
ined him and the judge who committed him are dead and 
forgotten. This is called “administrative commitment.” If 
exercised by medical men, experienced in dealing with the 
insane, and humane men, remembering that the love of home 
and friends is not always extinguished in the insane at the 
end of twelve months, and that many recoveries occur after 
one year, and even after five years of insanity, it may not 
work much harm to the insane. If the selection of the 
boarded-out insane is very carefully made, and their inspec- 
tion very thoroughly conducted by competent physicians, 
having experience in the treatment of insanity, not much 
harm may be done, and some money may be saved to the 
State. I think, however, the law is rather in the interests 
of economy and administrative convenience than for the best 
good of the insane. An insane person’s family and friends 
are the natural inspectors and supervisors of his treatment 
and condition. I see no reason why, because an insane per- 
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son is poor, and may never fully recover, he should be shoved 
about all over the State, like a pawn on a chessboard, be- 
cause this or that hospital is too full, or because he can be 
boarded out at $2.00 a week, while it costs $4.00 at the State 
hospitals. Since writing the above I have read Dr. Park’s 
last report, from which I extract the following: “Some forty 
chronic and incurable cases were transferred to the Tewks- 
bury Almshouse and the Westboro’ Hospital, and their 
places supplied by an equal number of similar cases from 
Danvers. Apart from the temporary pleasure of the day’s 
outing, including the ride on the cars, which was afforded 
them by this trip, no improvement in their mental condition 
can be expected as a result of their change of residence.” 

We have received eleven patients under this law. In 
three cases the original commitment papers were not for- 
warded with the patients, and they are held on an order from 
the Board of Directors. Uniformity in the method of trans- 
ferring would be desirable, as I have no means of knowing 
which is the proper one. Probably all the cases were trans- 
ferred by the Board of Lunacy and Charity, but the PAE 
at this hospital do not show that fact. 

The sixth method of admission is by the return of excited 
patients from the Retreat at Dorchester. We have received 
ten patients in this way, — under a general order of the 
Board to take all patients sent to us by the superintendent of 
that institution. Nine of them were originally sent there 
under a similar order. The other case was that of a man 
who has lived in four different hospitals in the last two years 
on one commitment. Ido not know whether the patients 
sent from this hospital to the Retreat were sent under the 
law of 1886 or not; if so, the original papers did not accom- 
pany them. . 

There is a law which is open to criticism, but we have been 
exempted from its operation. It directs that all those insane 
committed from Suffolk County unable to pay board shall 
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be sent in turn, and in equal numbers, to each of the State 
hospitals, and this hospital. At first commitments were 
made for six weeks to each of the above hospitals, including 
the Homeeopathic Hospital, without regard to the question 
whether patients desired homeeopathic treatment or not. 
This hospital was early exempted from the operation of this 
law by the Board of Lunacy and Charity, as a single week’s 
commitinents would have overwhelmed us on the female 
side. We have been ready to take male patients the whole 
year, and might have taken twenty-five more of them to the 
advantage of our weekly cost per capita. For several 
months all patients have been sent to Westboro’. According 
to the terms of the law, and in practice, only homeopuathists 
and paying patients are allowed to select their own hospital. 

Our expenditures for the financial year will exceed our 
appropriation some $8,000 or $10,000. The amount asked 
for was cut down 138 per cent. on account of the state of the 
city finances at that time. In 1887 the cost of subsistence 
rose in four of the city institutions, without any essential in- 
crease in the number of inmates, to the amount of $25,395.90. 
The weekly cost per capita at the Boston Lunatic Hospital 
was $5.03 in 1886, and $5.58 in 1887, with precisely the 
same number of patients, viz., 235. The total expenditures 
in 1887 were $68,189.14. 

In 1888 an appropriation of $58,000 was asked for on a 
basis of 200 patients at $5.58 per week. This was cut down 
to $50,000. The strict enforcement of such a reduction in a 
small insane hospital like this would mean simply shutting it 
up. Nochange inthe standard of living or the rate of salaries 
has been ordered, and the hospital work has gone on as usual. 
We shall gct through the financial year probably on the $58,000 
asked for, not including about $2,000 for extraordinary expen- 
ditures not foreseen when the appropriations were made. 
For instance, the main sewer caved in and had to be rebuilt. 
The cold-water supply-pipe to the boilers had to be relaid 
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with larger pipe, and deeper, to avoid the frost. The gales. 
twice blew down fences, which had to be rebuilt, —the one 
on M street at considerable cost. Repairs were made on 
the centre building, in the Superintendents quarters, at a 
cost of $235. 

The expenditures for the calendar year have been $61,089.- 
96, —a decrease of $7,099.18 over last year. The weekly 
per capita cost, however, has largely increased, owing to the 
low daily average of 173 patients, having risen to $6.79. 
A decrease in the daily average of 62 patients, costing 
$5.58 per week, does not mean a reduction of expenditures 
to the amount of $17,989.92. Asa matter of fact, the re- 
duction has been only $7,099.18, about what should be 
expected. The only saving worth taking into account in 
the reduction of the average by one patient would be the 
cost of the uncooked food he might require and one-tenth 
of an attendant’s wages. The first item cannot be over 
$2.00 per week, and the second over 50 cents. More than 
half the weekly cost of caring for the insane is made up of 
items of expense which cannot be saved in that way. 

A hospital for the insane is like a publishing house, which 
must have a certain plant and organization to do business at 
all. It cannot sell the first or the second hundred impressions. 
of a book as cheaply as its neighbors sell a thousand, unless 
it desires instant bankruptcy. We have an organization 
sufficient to manage a hospital for 800 patients, by adding 
attendants from time to time. An increase of 25 male 
patients would have made our cost per capita what it was 
last year. By a trifling extension of our wings, so as_ to 
accommodate fifty more patients, we could make our per 
capita cost about as low as at the State hospitals. But the 
wings cannot be extended for lack of land. 

This is the reason why it always has and always will cost 
us more per capita than at the State hospitals. For the 
year ending April 80, 1881, with a daily average of 162, the 
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weekly cost was $5.31. This was without any unusual alter- 
ations or repairs, and before the expensive systems of light- 
ing, heating, ventilation, telephones, and electric clocks had 
been introduced. The patients now have a better dietary, a 
larger proportion of attendants, who are paid more wages, 
and more is expended for amusements. Though compari- 
sons are odious, I think more is done for the patients here 
than at the State hospitals to compensate them for their 
poorer quarters. 

The above statements will, in part, answer the common 
question why it costs the city more than the State to care for 
her insane. It cost the four hospitals at Danvers, Worces- 
ter, Taunton, and Northampton, last year, $4.00 per week to 
support each patient. They are enabled to do this by rea- 
son of their large numbers, their location in the country, 
and the product of the labor of patients on the farm and 
elsewhere.. There are other differences in the plan of organ- 
ization which need not be considered here. If the city 
should copy exactly the conditions of the State hospitals, 
they would get precisely the same results. 

Is it not time for the city to give up this “ penny-wise-and- 
pound-foolish” policy of caring for her insane? <A great 
financial mistake was made in the name of economy when 
Mayor Norcross vetoed the Winthrop Hospital bill. For 
the sake of getting her insane boarded at $3.25 per week by 
the State, the city gave up her control of the insane and 
invested in the Danvers Hospital. Her share in the cost of 
that palatial building, the added cost of the transportation 
of her insane to the State hospitals for the past fifteen years, 
and the excessive cost of the patients still cared for here, 
would have built. a first-class hospital for one thousand 
patients. This mistake cannot be retrieved, but it is not 
necessary to go on in error forever. 

The city has in round numbers one thousand insane who 
ought to be cared for in or near the city limits, who should 
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be treated near home, and supervised by city authorities. 
On a farm, and by including the income from boarders, they 
can be cared for at even less than $3.25 per week, and save 
the cost of travel for themselves and their friends. It is 
simply a question of the cost of the new hospital. Instead 
of investing in another State hospital, why not build one on 
the plan recommended at length in my last report? The 
hospital at Kankakee, Ill., consists of twenty-five or 
thirty detached buildings, built as occasion required, in 
styles to suit the different kind of occupants. It forms 
an insane village or colony. Its adaptation to the varying 
wants of the insane is now admitted by the best authorities. 
It does not, like the Danvers Hospital, consist of a palace 
prison for dements who do not appreciate their surroundings, 
and for the harmless insane, who have no intention of 
escaping. The system is elastic, adapted to varied re- 
quirements, and is, moreover, and for that reason, eco- 
nomical. It has cost, at Kankakee, for 1,600 inmates $700 
per bed, instead of $3,000 per bed, as at Danvers. A 
hospital on this plan can be built in detail from year to year, 
and form a perfect hospital as far as it goes. The sale of 
Austin Farm would pay for the site. The sale of this build- 
ing and land would pay for the central administration build- 
ing and two wings. Let the fiftieth year of this hospital’s 
existence see a suitable location selected for a new hospital. 

The several holidays have been observed the past year in 
the usual way, and three harbor excursions made during the 
summer. We are indebted to Mr. Herbert A. Thayer, Mr. 
B. A. Robinson, Mr. Will Dorgan, Mr. D. P. Goodrich, 
Dr. W. R. Gilman, Dr. F. L. Day, Mrs. E. C. Fenderson, 
Mrs. E. Farracy, Miss A. M. Sherriff, Miss KE. V. Richard- 
son, and Mrs. Sarah E. Osborn, for assistance at our enter- 
tainments. We are indebted to Mr. Louis Prang for a large 
supply of Christmas cards, and to the Hospital Newspaper 
Society for cards and papers. Also, to the Hospital Flower 
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Society for flowers; and to Mr. C. F. Adams and others for 
papers and periodicals. 

Religious services have been Pondueted in the chapel every 
Sunday morning, except during two months in summer, by the 
Chaplain, Rev. Jonas B. Clarke, and Mrs. Sarah E. Osborn, 
organist. Those patients of the Catholic faith who were able 
and desirous have attended Mass every Sunday at the chapel 
of the House of Correction. We are indebted to Mr. Clarke 
for his services at several funerals the past year, and to the 
clergymen from the Gate of Heaven Church for attendance at 
funerals, and on the sick and dying. 

In March, Dr. E. B. Lane, our first assistant, resigned, to 
accept the position of first assistant at the Northampton 
Lunatic Hospital, at the same salary, with the support of his 
family in addition. He has since married, and has the good 
wishes of all his many friends here. His place was filled by 
the promotion of Dr. Robert Swift, who has performed his 
duties acceptably, except when prevented by serious ill- 
health. March 5, Dr. Charles G. Dewey was appointed 
second assistant physician. Dr. Dewey had had considerable 
experience as interne at Deer Island, and second assistant, 
both at Taunton and Northampton. He has performed his 
varied and perplexing duties regularly, methodically, and 
faithfully. It is the steady, systematic, routine work that 
tells in hospital practice, and it is the drag of this kind of 
work that tells on the strength of the hospital physician. 
Mr. F. L. Day, while externe at the City Hospital, has 
served here as interne for the last six months. He was pre- 
ceded by Mr. H. L. Plummer, of East Boston, and will be 
followed, January 7, by Mr. George A. Craigin, also externe 
at the City Hospital. 

Dr. Gannett has made five autopsies, the publishing of 
which will be postponed till another year. Clinical in- 
struction ‘has been given the past year by the Superin- 
tendent, who has been appointed Lecturer on Mental 
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Diseases at Harvard, in place of Dr. Charles F. Folsom, 
resigned. 

Thanking the Board of Directors for the greatly improved 
condition of the hospital buildings, and all officers and 
employees for their faithful codperation, this report is 
respectfully submitted.

HEALTH. 


The general health of the inmates has been good. We 
have had no epidemics and few contagious diseases during 
the year. What sickness we have had is such as any house- 
hold is liable to have. There have been six deaths in the 
schools, — four of these were diseased when admitted to the 
institution. The excellent health of the inmates is due in a 
great measure to the excellent sanitary condition of the build- 
ing and the close observance of regular habits. That our 
mortality is low is shown by the number of inmates that we 
have had during the year, and the number of deaths during 
the same period. 


SCHOOLS. 


The schools constitute the most important work of the 
institution. We have been particularly fortunate in having 
a most efficient corps of teachers, and the result is that the 
standing of our schools compares favorably with the same 
grade of public schools. The teachers have been unremit- 
ting in their labor, and the result has been very gratifying. 
The report of the principal of the schools is appended. 


INDUSTRIAL. 


No addition has been made to this department during 
the year, knitting stockings by machine in the boys’ depart- 
ment and sewing-machine work in the girls’ department 
being our only work. This branch of the institution is 
worthy of your consideration. The most progressive insti- 
tutions of the country are providing suitable industrial 
training for their inmates, and I sincerely hope that some 
movement will soon be inaugurated towards providing some- 
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thing of the kind at this institution. We have no means at 
present of furnishing suitable employment for the inmates, a 
great many of whom are at just the age that something 
should be done. There is nothing like industrial work to 
aid in the formation of habits of industry and self-reliance. 
Inculeate into a child the habits of industry, instruct them 
to believe that industry is the parent of virtue, while idle- 
ness is the parent of vice, and you have marked out a course 
for them which, if followed, leads to success and respecta- 
bility. While we might not be able to make skilled 
workmen of all, we could give them at least good manual 
instructions; and by that I mean teaching a lad how to 
handle certain tools, like carpenter’s or blacksmith’s, for the 
purpose of developing his hands and arms, just as other 
lessons are given to develop the brain. This is not exactly 
teaching a trade, but it will make the learning of one much 
easier. I would recommend the erection of a building on 
the lot owned by us, back of the main institution building, 
and the necessary appliances put into it for giving the boys 
instruction in carpentering, blacksmithing, gas-fitting, and 
shoemaking ; this could be done at an expense of about ten 
thousand dollars. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 

The only improvements that I would suggest about the 
buildings would be the placing of inside blinds on all the 
windows in »lace of the shades now in use, and the building 
of an addition to the Quarantine building, —an extension 
can be very easily and cheaply put to this building, and be 
a valuable addition to the accommodations now provided. 


Country Homes. 
This year has been the agent’s (Mr. John E. McCarthy) 
most successful one: he has placed in country homes 64 boys 
and 42 girls. Of the large number that he has placed in 
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homes in past years, fully ninety per cent. are doing well. 
This is a very important adjunct to the institution, and the 
results must be most gratifying to your Board, as well as to 
the agent. I have been with the agent on several of his visits 
to the children that he has put into homes, and can speak in 
only the highest terms of his judgment; the children were 
all in most excellent places. No work connected with the 
institution requires better judgment, or is of greater respon- 
sibility, than that of providing proper homes for the children. 


LIBRARY AND READING-ROOM. 


The library contains about 1,400 volumes, —200 have been 
added during the year, —and contains many instructive as 
well as amusing books. 

The reading-room is furnished with all the principal ju- 


venile magazines. 


BAKERY. 


We have baked 86,755 loaves of bread, using 777 barrels 
and 100 bags of flour. 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 


The religious services have been conducted for the Catho- 
lics by the Rev. Fr. Daily; for the Protestants, by Rev. D. 
W. Waldron. 


DENTAL DEPARTMENT. 


Dentists visited the institution the first half of the year. 


BOARDING. 


Quite a number of the inmates of this department have 
been boarded at farms during a great part of the year. This 
has no doubt greatly assisted the agent in securing places, as 
people living in the neighboring towns were able to see the 
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children and make a selection without making a journey to— 
this city. A more extended account of this branch will be 
found in the Nursery Report, as it was for the latter depart- 
ment that we inaugurated the plan. We have boarded them 
in very comfortable places. Great care has been used in 
selecting boarding-places, and no child placed where the few 
dollars’ maintenance-money obtained was apparently the only 
object in taking the children. 


EXPENSES. 


The expenses of running the institution have been 
$52,471.29, or $2.66 per week for each inmate. We have 
managed the institution as cheaply as practicable for the 
good of the inmates. The effect of running the institution 
with the sole object of getting it down to the lowest cost, 
without regard to the good of the inmates, could not help 
being bad. My argument is, that no institution of this kind 
can be productive of good when it is run with the sole object 
in view of seeing how little it will cost. | 

While we have boarded out a great many children which 
have been paid for out of the pauper expenses, it has made 
no material reduction in the running expenses of the in- 
stitution. For several years past we have been obliged 
each year to carry over a large amount of bills, which causes 
us again this year to exhaust our appropriation before the 
end of the financial year. I hope that your Board will be 
able to make some arrangement whereby we can start the 
coming year with a clean sheet. 

A temperance society, under the direction of Mrs. M. J. 
Magennis, has been organized during the year, and nearly 
all the inmates belong toit. Many of the children know, by 
bitter experience, the curse of intemperance, and gladly re- 
spond to the opportunity of taking a stand against the habit 
which has caused so many of them to become inmates of the 
institution. 
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ENTERTAINMENTS. 


We have given entertainments monthly, also on all the 
holidays; a list of those given will be found in the School, 
Report. These entertainments greatly break the monotony 
of institution life, and are productive of a great deal of good. 
The children look forward to, and thoroughly enjoy, the 
entertainments provided. We own a stereopticon, and have 
lately purchased a photographer’s outfit, and now make a 
great many views for our own lantern. 

In closing, permit me to thank your Board for the many 
acts of courtesy which I have received at your hands. To 
President Martin I am especially indebted for many sug- 
gestions.

Kye diseases. which in former years have caused us so 
much trouble, we have been almost entirely free from during 
the past year. We have not a case of ophthalmia in the 
institution at the present time. We have had 6 deaths 
during the year, from the following causes: 2 from heart 
disease, 2 from chronic bronchitis, and 2 from cholera 
morbus. 

Scabies and ringworm, two forms of skin diseases which 
have previously prevailed here more or less, are now com- 
pletely cradicated; the only cases that we have at present 
are children infected when admitted. During the early 
summer we had a number of cases of inflammatory diseases 
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of the bowels. We have had no epidemic, and only a few 
contagious, diseases. This is remarkable, and speaks well 
for our system of examination and quarantine of newly 
admitted children. 

The nurses have performed their duties faithfully and 
conscientiously. While, no doubt, it would be much better 
if we could have a hospital building detached from the 
main building, the amount of land that we have would not 
permit it.

During the autumn the number of pupils was so small it 
was thought best not to engage a teacher for the Kindergar- 
ten, and that department was dropped. If it could be found 
feasible to employ a teacher for that school during the next 
four months, it would be a great. relief to the Primary 
Schools. The Third and Girls’ Primary Schools are now 
both full. The greater part of those entering go to these 
schools. Promotions at the present time are objectionable. 
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To put about 20 boys and 30 girls in the Kindergarten 
will leave both schools in better condition to do good work. 
The greatest need for such a department seems to be during 
the winter months, when the schools are most crowded and 
the weather too severe to permit small children the freedom 
of the playground.

The greater part of the Readers are old and badly worn, 
and will soon have to be replaced. Besides those now in 
use, we have a large number of discarded books, the accu- 
mulation of years. I would respectfully recommend the ex- 
change of these for new books, as publishers stand ready to 
make the change for a small exchange price. We now have 
offers that will enable us to dispose of our old Readers and 
Geographies, and for $292 additional get books whose equiv- 
alent, purchased at the regular retail prices, would cost $775. 
The change is not recommended on the grounds of economy 
only. Fresh, new books have an interest for children that 
cannot be found in those old and soiled. For teaching 
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geography, better results can be obtained by use of a 
simpler text-book, supplemented by the stereopticon for 
filling in the details. 

Our magic lantern has been the source of much amuse-. 
ment and instruction. Sixty slides illustrating United 
States history have been procured, and found highly 
satisfactory. With a half-dozen views we are able to teach 
more history in a half-hour than could be accomplished by 
many hours of hard work with the text-book. Allow me 
to recommend to your consideration the purchase of more 
slides, The majority of these children will never have the 
advantages of a high school or college, but with the proper 
selection of views we can do much to prevent dense ig- 
norance on many subjects of which every one should know 
something, but such a multitude know nothing. If $200 
could be appropriated to this purpose the money would be 
wisely spent.

GENTLEMEN, —I respectfully submit the following report 
of the Nursery Department of this institution : — 

Forty-seven remained from last year, and we have received 
140 during the year; 10 babies have died, 105 have been 
discharged, and there are now 72 remaining. The general 
condition of this department has been good.

The great question in the management of a nursery is how 
to keep the babies alive. The mortality of babies outside 
of institutions is very large, and in institutions it is much 
greater. I will furnish a few statistics, compiled from works 
of Drs. J. Lewis Smith and C. H. F. Routh. It is said by 
Quetelet that a tenth of the children born die in the first 
month after birth, and one-quarter before the year is com- 
pleted. In England, where they keep an accurate regis- 
tration of births and deaths, it shows fifteen in every hundred 
infants, in the first year of life, die. 

In this country the percentage of deaths to births cannot 
be accurately obtained. Dr. J. Lewis Smith, one of the 
very best authorities on diseases of children, suys that in 
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New York, in 1865, there were in the city 95,020 children 
under five years of age, and during the five years ending 
with 1865, 49,000 children, five years of age and under, 
died, showing that one-third of all the infants born died 
under five years of age. In Boston, in 1885, there were in 
the city 42,792 children under five years of age, and during 
the five years ending 1885, 17,278 children, five years of age 
and under, died, showing that in this city over forty per cent. 
of all the infants born died under five years of age. 
Statistics prove unmistakably that the mortality of children 
is greatest in the first months of life, while that of the first 
year more than twice exceeds that of later years; it gradu- 
ally diminishes after the second year, and assumes ordinary 
proportions after the fifth year. Dr. Henock says that dur- 
ing his term of service in the Charité, 3,804 children were 
received from 1874 to 1878, of whom 2,227 were under and 
1,577 over two years of age; cf the former, 1,526, or about 
70%, died, and only 277, or 19%, of the latter, — of the 
1,384 children who had not passed the sixth month, 1,117 
died, or about 80%. In this city over 35 per cent. of the 
total mortality is of children under five years of age. 
The causes of this great mortality, and what we can do to 
lessen it, is the subject on which I wish to devote a little 
space. The causes are to a great extent unavoidable, but 
one cause is ignorance in feeding. No artificially prepared 
food is as good as the mother’s, hence, artificial feeding is 
very likely to result badly. We have been particularly for- 
tunate in having excellent milk furnished to us by the Austin 
Farm, and on this we have greatly relied. Of the different 
prepared foods, viz., Mellin’s, Murdock’s, Carnrick’s Soluble 
Food, Hard’s, and Bovenine, we have all in use, and from 
their several uses we have had very good results. In 
addition to good food, a baby requires to be taken out in the 
air, carried about, and exposed to the sun. This is a thing 
that can be done only to a limited extent in an institution. 
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Various plans have been adopted in different States and 
countries, in the care of foundlings, with varied success. | 
We are now trying a system of boarding. 


BOARDING. 


During the year we inaugurated the plan of boarding the 
babies in private families in the country. Great care has 
been used in the selection of places, and not more than two ’ 
infants placed in one family. Only those families that had’ 
farms, and were able to have the best of milk, were selected. 
The infants have been visited from time to time, and the 
slightest appearance or show of neglect has been sufficient - 
cause for immediate transfer of the little boarder to some 
other place. In only two instances have we been obliged to 
make a change, and in these cases the cause was ignorance 
of the proper methods of caring for the babes, and not to 
wilful negligence. The fact that we have boarded out 105 
babies and only two have died, is sufficient proof of the wis- 
dom and success of the plan. Babies cannot receive in large 
institutions the necessary attention which it is possible to 
give them in private families. This plan seems to me to be 
the only proper one to be carried on with satisfactory results, 
and I trust that it has been satisfactory enough to your 
Board to give the plan further trial of a year.

GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the report of 
this institution for the year ending December 31, 1888. 

The number of patients remaining in the Retreat Dec. 
31, 1887, was 84, — 43 males and 41 females. Since then 
77 have been admitted, — 35 males and 42 females. There 
are now remaining 68 males and 66 females ; total, 134.

Of the patients discharged, five (5) males were supposed 
to have fully recovered, or seven (7) per cent. of the admis- 
sions; and as the cases sent to this institution were deemed 
incurable, I look upon the year’s result with much satisfac- 
tion. The number of deaths (8), considering the condition 
of many of the patients when admitted, is below the average 
of similar asylums. 

The Dormitory System, while open to many objections in 
asylums where all classes of insane patients are received, 
has proved a success with us. The patients, as a rule, are 
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cheerful and contented, and there have been no attempts at 
elopement. Upon admission, a very sensitive person may 
exhibit a disinclination to mingle with so many ; but, find- 
ing that there is no class distinction here, he soon assim- 
ilates himself to the surroundings, and readily enters into 
the spirit of the sports and pastimes of his fellow-patients. 

With the delightful and healthy location occupied by the 
Retreat, and the necessity in the near future of being pre- 
pared for the greatly increased demand for admission that 
may be looked for as our city expands in territory — its ul- 
timate destiny — and its population is correspondingly multi- | 
plied, and, if a separate institution for the treatment of the 
chronic insane is to be continued, no more desirable loca- 
tion could be selected than this for the erection of a sub- 
stantial structure for their accommodation. The utmost 
capacity of the present buildings is for 160 patients; but 
overcrowding will commence when the number exceeds 150. 
Should the emergency arise, another wing could be con- 
structed, at a small expense, capable of accommodating 50 
or 100 patients. 

The advantages for out-door excicise are fully appreciated 
by the inmates who are in a condition to participate in them. 
The majority of the males readily join in games of football 
and base-ball, under the leadership of attendants. During 
the mild season the females amuse themselves in the grove 
by croquet, swinging, and other agreeable diversions. At 
this season, when the weather permits, nothing affords them 
so much pleasure as the long walks around the grounds. 
The sources for out-door amusement being limited at this 
season, I would suggest that a balustrade, with a slanting 
roof even with the ground floor, be built around both the 
male and female wings. This would afford a pleasant prom- 
enade for the inmates when the ground would not permit of 
such exercise. Other devices for their amusement and ben- 
efit, although entailing some little expense, will be sub- 
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mitted at the proper time; and J am confident that, with the 
zeal for the comfort and welfare of the patients evinced by 
-each member of the Board of Directors, they will be allowed, 
or my views in this respect be improved upon. 

Several of the males have been employed on the work of 
the farm during the tilling and harvesting season, and they 
were materially benefited by it. Owing to their physical as 
well as mental deficiency, but little can be expected of them, 
but their general condition is improved by the exercise. A. 

-few of the females assist occasionally in the kitchen and 
_-laundry, but as a general thing work is irksome to them. 

The products of the farm for this are by no means what 
are hoped for in the coming year. From observation and 
-study of agricultural affairs since I assumed charge of the 
Retreat, — previous to which I had had no experience in such 
matters, — and with the aid of a thoroughly practical farmer, 
J am confident the showing in this department will be more 
satisfactory. 

The grounds attached to the institution have been much 
improved during the past two months by the laying out of 
‘flower-beds, preparatory to the coming spring. Many shade 
and flowering trees have been planted, and a greenhouse, at 
a small outlay, has been constructed, where thousands of 
plants are now being propagated for the attractiveness and 
beautifying of the surroundings. 

The roofs of all the buildings, including the barn and other 
-out-houses, are very much in need of repairs. This, Iam 
confident, will be attended to at the earliest favorable op- 
portunity. ; 

I desire most earnestly to call the attention of the Board 
to the necessity for a change in the lighting of the institution, 
—from gasoline to the electric light. Gasoline at best, 
so far as my experience warrants, produces but a fluctuating, 
uncertain light; and when its hazardous properties are ex- 
-posed to the manipulations of patients, whose sole hobby 
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appears to be to turn on the gas whenever the eyes of the 
attendants are diverted from them (and we have a few such), 
I am convinced that it is anything but a safe illuminator. 
With an occurrence of this kind at night, the consequences 
might prove very disastrous. Aware of your favorable 
opinion as to the introduction of the electric light, I trust 
that it may soon be substituted for gasoline. 

Entertainments have been afforded the patients at different 
times during the year. On Washington’s birthday, by Mr. 
Geo. L. Cheeney, with his orchestra; on the evening of 
Thanksgiving day, by Mr. E. P. Dewey, of Marcella-street 
Home, who gave a very interesting lecture on America, 
illustrated by stereopticon views, to the great delight of his 
audience. To-night, the second of our New Year’s eve 
entertainments was given, under the direction of Mr. 
Cheeney, assisted by well-known musical and dramatic 
talent. After the concert and dramatic performance, many 
of the visitors and patients joined in several dances. The 
affair was a source of marked enjoyment to all who partici- 
pated. 

The Fourth of July picnic in the grove, in which the whole 
population of the Retreat took part, was the event of the 
year. With an abundance of fruit and confectionery, hot 
coffee and other refreshments, and the promiscuous inter- 
change of civilities, and with no deviation from strict deco- 
rum, the poor stricken creatures must have realized, for the 
time at least, that it was, indeed, Independence day. 

Our sincere thanks are tendered to Mr. Louis Prang for 
his very generous donation of chromos and Christmas cards. 

To the unwavering fidelity and devotion to duty of the 
Assistant Physician, George W. Rawson, M.D., who joined 
the institution in February last, much of the success attained 
is due; and it affords me much pleasure to thus acknowledge 
my obligations to him. I am also indebted to the officers and 
employees for their faithfulness in the discharge of their duties. 
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To Hon. John B. Martin, President, and his colleagues of 
the Board of Directors, I am under lasting indebtedness 
for their courtesy and codperation in the interest of the 
Retreat. |

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
HOME FOR PAUPERS, RAINSFORD'S AND LONG 
ISLANDS. 


To the Honorable Board of Directors for Public Institu- 
tions : — ; 
GrenTLEMEN, —I have the honor to present the following 
report for the year 1888 : — 


Among the improvements made on Rainsford’s Island the 
past summer is the sea-wall— now under construction — 
from end of wharf to barn, which will, on being completed. 
prove a source of benefit to the island. By sheathing and 
putting down a new floor in the attic, heretofore so much 
dreaded by the men as a sleeping-room, quarters have been 
secured for their comfort; have also repainted the inside 
of the institution and hospital; the chapel has _ been 
thoroughly renovated. The institution on Long Island, being 
virtually a new one, requires the expenditure of a large 
amount of time and labor; many improvements have been 
made during the past year both inside and out. The 
grounds have been graded, and about six acres, east and west 
of the building, have been laid out as a lawn, and several 
miles of good roads have been constructed. I would advise 
planting a number of érees on this island this spring. The 
past year we have been quite successful in raising our crops, 
and have caused to be built a cellar for the storage of vege- 
tables, etc. The children’s nursery has been very success- 
ful, thanks to the prompt attention of our physicians. The 
inmates of our institution seem satisfied ; their health, on the 
whole, has been comparatively good, though age and chronic 
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diseases are common to most of them. Our thanks are due 
to the clergy for their kind aid and assistance. I wish to 
extend my sincere thanks, in behalf of the inmates, to those 
who have kindly sent reading-matter, etc., to them, and I 
beg leave to assure those people that their kindness is 
greatly appreciated. To the president, Hon. J. B. Martin, 
and the Honorable Board, I return my sincere thanks, for 
the interest taken in these institutions by them. I also 
tender my thanks to the physicians and other officers for 
valuable assistance rendered in the management of both 
islands, which is working most admirably with regard to dis- 
cipline and economy, and I could not suggest where a saving 
could be made in either Rainsford’s or Long Island. Accom- 
panying this will be found the report of the resident physi- 
cian, Dr. Joseph I. McLaughlin.

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It is to be remembered that the above actually represents 
the number in the hospital proper, more or less bed-ridden, 
as, if it were meant to include the sick under treatment, it 
would be somewhat difficult to discover throughout the 
institution an inmate who has not been a subject of almost 
daily medical observation. Entering the door of the insti- 
tution at Long Island, a certainty springs up in the mind of 
the visitor, unless otherwise instructed, that he is inspecting 
the wards of the hospital itself, and not those of the insti- 
tution building, he sees so many crippled, blind, and para- 
lyzed; and, in fact, it might be truly said that our institution 
is an adjunct to the hospital, instead of the reverse. With 
all this, however, the health of the inmates has been com- 
paratively good, although in the autumn one case of typhoid 
fever made its appearance. This was traced to its probable 
origin (an unused well), and measures quietly taken to 
prevent its recurrence. In the Nursery we were fortunate 
enough to be free from any of the usual or severe children’s 
diseases, except that in the month of May a mild epidemic 
of chicken-pox set in, originating in an infant but two or 
three days an inmate. At the present writing we have 
quarantined in the hospital two cases of whooping-cough 
and one of phyctenular conjunctivitis in children, though we 
are in constant dread, for want of better facilities, that the 
quarantine will be self-raised. In your report of last year, 
earnest mention was made of the fact that some different 
arrangements be made in communicating with the city other 
than that afforded by the steamer “J. Putnam Bradlee.” It 
would be of incalculable assistance to us at Long and Rains- 
ford’s Islands if such could be accomplished, as, knowing the 
isolated condition in which the islands are left once the boat 
goes, the need is apparent. Occasions, by no means few in 
number, have arisen during the past year in which telephonic 
communications, at least between our two islands, would 


have been of the greatest benefit, to the medical department 
especially, 
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During the year a great source of annoyance arose from 
the absence of convenient rooms in which refractory or 
demented patients could be temporarily placed, as in the 
wards at Long Island it has been an experience on several 
occasions that one noisy patient has been capable of driving 
sleep away from an entire ward. Could this be remedied a 
ereat good would be accomplished, and it would be also a help 
to those concerned in maintaining a proper order of affairs. 

You may have remarked, also, how, oftentimes, since 
the establishment of our institution, there was a difficulty 
connected with the obtaining of capable hospital attendants 
to perform the work we wish them to do, so many aged and 
feeble are there here. An efficient corps of nurses or attend- 
ants, trained to intelligently perform the work connected 
with the care of the sick, is an object we earnestly look for- 
ward to seeing obtained. As it is now, our only available 
nurses are compelled to perform both day and night duty. 

The delay attendant upon the construction of a new hospi- 
tal for the Rainsford’s Island sick has been somewhat discour- 
aging, although, at last, our hopes and anticipations show 
prospect of a not distant realization. Never before has 
there been such a large number of inmates on that island, 
and never before have we felt such a want of room and 
proper accommodations for the sick. 

In May last our former assistant physician, Dr. Thomas 
B. Shea, left us to assume the duties of Assistant Port Physi- 

4 cian; his successor being Dr. Daniel S. Harkins. We here 
Ua publicly take the chance offered to extend our thanks to 
them for the appreciative interest they have always shown 
in the performance of their duties, and to you also we are 
deeply grateful for the kindly encouragement and assistance 
you have so frequently given.

The year has passed without any unusual events, except 


deaths, which must be expected, as most of our people are 
old and feeble, unable to support themselves, and only waiting 
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for Father Time to claim them. Their pleasures of life are past, 
sickness and infirmities incident to old age are upon them, 
and we can only administer to their wants, make life pleasant 
while it, lasts with care and comforts of a home, which Boston 
always provides for her poor. It is surprising to me that 
our death-rate is not larger, as there are many here now 
who, one year ago, we thought could not live to see the end 
of another year; but their prospects are as good now as they 
were then. A good, substantial diet is the best medicine for old 
people, although our visiting physician, Dr. R. W. Sprague, 
attends to their wants with skill and forbearance, tries to 
prolong life while there is hope, and makes it painless at the 
end; his report to me is annexed. A new water-closet and 
bath-tubs have been placed in the third story of the institu- 
tion, —a sanitary necessity and a great convenience to our 
hospital. New curtains have been furnished to all the win- 
dows, but new windows have not been added, as our appro- 
priation would not allow of the same. They are much 
needed, as those now in use are decayed and liable to fall to 
pieces by their constant use. The stable has been re-shingled 
and renovated, and is now in fair condition. The food has 
been of sufficient quality and quantity, with no cause for 
complaint. The matrons have ably assisted me, and attended 
to the duties required of them. Our religious services have 
been conducted the same as in years past. The Rev. Father 
Supple, or some father from St. Francis de Sales Church, 
of Charlestown, has attended to the spiritual wants of those 
of Catholic faith, and Christian friends from various churches 
of the district to those of Protestant faith. We are again 
indebted to kind friends for favors the past year, and would 
mention the Rev. D. W. Waldron, for a generous supply of 
oranges and candy on Thanksgiving day, also a choice lot 
of cards at Christmas; to Mrs. Kuhn, of the Hospital News- 
paper Society, for newspapers, magazines, and Christmas 
cards; to Marcellus Carpenter, for a donation of three dozen 
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brierwood pipes for the men; to Mrs. Dyer and many friends 
from Charlestown and Somerville, who visit our hospital, 
with fruit and flowers for the sick, and make it pleasant for 
them in many ways; to Mr. Carney and friends, for their 
social visits and pleasing entertainment on Christmas after- 
noon. In conclusion, gentlemen, allow me to thank your 
Board for the uniform courtesy extended to me, promptness 
in providing the necessities; to the president, Hon. John 
B. Martin, for his frequent visits and kind advice in regard 
to economy and discipline, which has enabled me to make a 
creditable showing.

Str, — As Visiting Physician to the institution under your 
charge, I submit the following report for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1888: — 

General good health has prevailed among the inmates. 

This fact shows the improved sanitary condition of the 
building, and reflects credit upon the Directors. 

Chronic diseases of all kinds (with the exception of lep- 
rosy and goitre) have been treated during the year ; also, six 
fractures. ! 

There were 14 deaths (12 of females and 2 of males), from 
the following causes: Senility, 5; paralysis, 3; phthisis, 
3; apoplexy, 2; debility, 1. 

The average age of the decedents was 72 years, and this 
fact alone ought to be sufficient proof that those who come 
under the care of the Directors for Public Institutions of 
the city of Boston are well cared for. 

In closing, permit me to thank you and Mrs. Gerrish for 
the many courtesies extended to me personally, and the 
kindness and attention paid to the patients under my care; 
also, the matrons, for the faithful manner in which they have 
cared for the sick.

REPORT OF AGENT FOR DISCHARGED MALE 
PRISONERS. 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The fifteenth annual report of the trans- 
actions of the agency, which embraces the aiding of discharged 
male prisoners, investigating applications for the release of 
inmates, and the procuring of homes for pauper and neglected 
children from the Marcella-street Home, also, boys and girls 
from the House of Reformation, for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1888, is herewith presented. | 


AIDING DISCHARGED PRISONERS. 


Eighteen hundred and fifty discharged prisoners have re- 
ceived assistance in the various forms of meals, clothing, 
lodging, gratuities, and tools to work with at their several 
trades; all have received sympathy and advice, and have 
been aided in reaching their homes, or to seek employment 
in distant parts of this and other New England States. 
Transportation, 812; lodging, 41; meals, 540; clothing, 
26; tools, 12; gratuities, 77; various other ways, 440. Of 
those assisted, 1,436 were discharged from the House of In- 
dustry, 372 from the House of Correction, and 62 from the 
House of Reformation. 

The help that has been rendered to these men, through 
this agency, has done much good in their time of need, and 
has been gratefully received and acknowledged in many cases 
by letters, which are on file at the office. 

Miss Sarah P. Burnham, the agent fer discharged female 


prisoners, has rendered timely aid and assistance to about 
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eight hundred women discharged from the House of Indus- 
try and House of Correction ; these she has aided directly by 
furnishing them food, clothing, and transportation to their 
homes, or to places of employment. 

The practice of visiting the institution each week, and 
oftener when necessity requires, continues for the purpose 
of consulting with those about to be discharged, and also 
those for whom applications for release on probation have 


been made. 
PARDONS. 


Those released from the House of Industry and House of 
Correction, sent there for minor offences, such as drunken- 
ness, vagrancy, etc., under the Statutes of 1880 and 1881, 
which read as follows: “Chap. 221, sect. 3: When it shall 
appear to the county commissioners of any county, or in 
Suffolk county, to the board of directors for public institu- 
tions, that a person imprisoned under the provision of sec. 
2 of this act in any jail, house of correction, or other place 
of confinement in their respective jurisdiction, has reformed, 
they may issue to him a permit to be at liberty during the 
remainder of his term of sentence, and the board that has 
issued such permit may revoke the same at any time previous 
to the expiration of the original term of sentence.” 


First OFFENCES. 


There are what is known as first-offence cases, — people 
who are sentenced for short terms for drunkenness, as, for 
example, a man from other cities and States visits Boston, 
gets drunk, and is arrested, is sentenced to pay a fine, and 
for lack of funds, which he has spent for drink, is sent to 
Deer Island for thirty days; meantime, his family suffer for 
the money he would be earning at home. After he has 
remained at the island say fifteen days, and becomes thor- 
oughly sober, he is, perhaps, pardoned and sent home; 
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justice is about as well satisfied as though he remained 
imprisoned two weeks longer, the city is relieved of the 
cost of his support for a fortnight, and he is restored to the 
suffering family, — 424 of those released during the year 
were of this class, making 603 pardons granted out of a 
total of 13,832 commitments to House of Industry and House 
of Correction, which are classified in the following table : —

Included in the above are 41 cases, which were recoin- 
mended by the Probation Officer and approved by the judge 
who passed sentence. 

But 22 of those placed on probation from the House of 
Industry and House of Correction violated the condition of 
their release during the continuance of their sentence. 


House oF REFORMATION. 


Those discharged from the House of Reformation come 
under Statutes of 1879, which read as,follows : — 

“Cyaprer 64, Section 1. The board of directors for 
public institutions of the city of Boston are authorized to 
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remit the punishment of, and place upon probation, any per- 
son now or hereafter committed to the houses of employment 
and reformation for juvenile offenders established in said 
city of Boston upon such conditions, with such restrictions 
and under such limitations as they deem proper. 

“Secor, 2, If any person whose punishment is remitted 
and who is placed upon probation as provided by sect. 1 of 
this act, shall, in the opinion of said board of directors, 
violate any condition, restriction, or limitation of such = re- 
ission or probation, said board of directors may, at any 
time, without further warrant or authority, cause him to be 
arrested and remanded and confined for the unexpired term 
of his sentence.” 

It is, perhaps, generally understood that the boys and 
girls sent to the House of Reformation are sent for the re- 
maining years of their minority, and no release for them 
therefrom can be had but by pardon granted by the Governor 
of the State or the Directors of Public Institutions; the 
particular mode adopted in each case being determined by 
the general character and deportment of the boy and girl 
while connected with the institutions, and by such facts as 
the Board have been able to learn touching the homes to 
which they are destined and its surroundings; the purpose 
being to hold them as still belonging to the institution and 
subject to its control, and to be remanded back should the 
Board see cause for so doing; and, furthermore, in hope 
that liability of recall may serve as a restraint in case of 
special temptation. 

Kighteen of the inmates of this department were indentured 
during the year, they having no homes or friends, or if any, 
not such as are fit to have control of them. 

Five members of the brass band have procured good homes 
and employment from persons who took them for their 
knowledge of music. Six boys bave graduated from the 
printing department to good positions in printing-oftices in 
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cities and towns throughout the State, making a total of 74 
graduates from this department since its establishment in 
1877. 

Many boys and girls go out from this school with good, 
earnest resolutions and desires to lead honorable lives; per- 
sonal interest in them is needed, and if properly located, 
generally do well. If thrown upon their own resources, and 
unable to find employment, they are sure to fall into their 
old habits and associations and go astray. 

Eighty per cent. of those from the House of Reformation 
who go to country homes do well. In fact, it is the turning- 
point in the lives of many. 

In addition to other duties, we have, in this and in former 
years, placed a large number of boys and girls in good posi- 
tions who had been discharged from the institutions to 
parents or friends. 


Law RevatTinc TO NEGLECTED CHILDREN. 


“Srorron 3. Whenever it shall be made to appear to any 
court or magistrate that within his jurisdiction any child 
under fourteen years of age, by reason of orphanage, or of 
the neglect, crime, drunkenness, or other vice of his parents, 
is growing up without education or salutary control, and in 
circumstances exposing him to lead an idle and dissolute life, 
or is dependent upon public charity, such court or magistrate 
shall, after notice to the State Board of Health, Lunacy, and 
Charity, commit such child, if he has no known settlement 
in this commonwealth, to the custody of said board, and if 
he has a known settlement, then to the overseer of the poor 
of the city or town in which he has such settlement, except 
in the city of Boston ; and if he has a settlement in said city, 
then to the directors of public institutions of said city, until 
he arrives at the age of twenty-one years, or for any less 
time; and the said board, overseers, und directors are 
authorized to make all needful arrangements for the care 
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and maintenance of children so committed in some state, 
municipal, or town institution, or in some respectable family, 
and to discharge such children from their custody whenever 
the object of their commitment bas been accomplished.” 


PLACING CHILDREN IN Homes. 


The whole number of children from the Marcella-st. Home 
for whom homes have been procured during the year is 106: 
boys, 62; girls, 44; making, at present, 457 children sub- 
ject to visitation, and a total of 840 provided for since the 
establishment of the Home, April, 1877. 

The carefulness exercised in seeking persons suitable to 
take children, and the thoroughness in examining the places 
offered, generally secure good ones. 

There has been no change in the methods of visitation ; 
all the children have been visited once, and many several 
times, which required many hours of work and miles of 
travel. These visits were important, because they revealed 
causes of difficulties and their remedies; they corrected and 
prevented abuse. Thirty-nine children who were previously 
placed in homes were removed. Some because those with 
whom they were placed failed to comply with the rules, and 
others for not answering the places. Only seven of those 
thus removed were returned to the Home, the remaining 
thirty-two being transferred to other places. 

It has been our practice when once placing a child out of 
the institutions to keep him out, and a list of places is con- 
stantly on hand for such contingency. 

The demand for children over twelve years of age is 
greater than the supply. During the year there were fifty- 
one places unfilled because there were none of the ages re- 
quired to put in them. 

The plan adopted by the Directors in May last, of board- 
ing out children under eight years in country towns, with a 
view to obtaining permanent homes, has met with good suc- 
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cess; and of 29 boys and girls placed to board in this and 
other States, 17 found homes either in the family where they 
were placed, or with others. 

It is proved that these children need the influence of a 
good home in some respectable family more than the disci- 
pline of an institution. 

They grow up better men and women, become attached to 
the community in which they live, and their standards as 
citizens much improved. 

In finding homes, it has been my purpose to procure those 
that would be permanent. It works badly to change places 
often, and the child removed from one family to another forms 
no attachment for either, and finds no place it can call home. 

Of those from the Marcella-street Home, ninety per cent. 
have done well. Some who have been placed out in former 
years are becoming prominent citizens as lawyers, doctors, 
teachers, and in many trades and occupations, and are far 
exceeding our expectations. 

The health of the children has been excellent; and of the 
457 in indenture at present under your care, there has been 
but one death during the year. Several, by their own care- 
lessness, have received broken limbs or other injuries, but 
have recovered, and are doing well. 

Correspondence with the children and the families in which 
they live is encouraged, and during this year 3,500 letters 
and communications have been received and replied to.

. RULES AND ORDERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


In Common Covuncin, Jan. 24, 1889. 


The Joint Special Committee on the Joint Rules of the 
City Council, having considered the matter, beg leave to 
report, in part, at this time, and submit herewith the ac- 
companying draft of rules for adoption by the City Council 
as the rules for the ensuing year. The draft embodies the 
rules that have been in force during the past year, with the 
following changes, which the committee have considered 
desirable, namely :— 

In paragraph 3, of Rule 2, the second clause is changed to 
read as follows, — 

“They shall examine all bills and vouchers for expendi- 
tures chargeable to such appropriation, and, if the same are 
correctly certified to, shall authenticate them by the signa- 
ture of their Chairman, and send the same to the City Audi- 
tor on or before the twentieth day of each month.” 

In Rule 18 the following is added to the second para- 
graph, namely : — 

‘And the Clerk of Committees shall furnish the City 
Messenger a copy of the vote, in each case, authorizing the 
use of such carriages.”

Rute 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement 
of the municipal year the following Joint Committees, the 
members of which shall be appointed by the respective 
branches in such manner as they may determine.

5. A Committee on Public Buildings, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

6. A Committee on Cemeteries, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

7, A Committee on the City Olerk’s Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

8. A Committee on the City Collector’s Department, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

9. A Committee on Common and Public Grounds, to 
consist of three Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council. 
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10. A Committee on the HL/ngineer’s Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

11. A Committee on Hast Boston Ferries, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

12. A Committee on the Mire Department, to consist of 
two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

13. A Committee on Harbor, to consist of two Aldermen 
and three members of the Common Council. 

14. A Committee on Health Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council.

22. A Committee on Markets, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

23. A Committee on Overseers of the Poor, to consist of 
two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

24. A Committee on Public Park Department, to con- 
sist of three Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council. 

25. A Committee on Paving Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

26. A Committee on Police Department, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

27. A Committee on Printing, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

28. A Committee on the /2egistrar’s Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

29. A Committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist 
of three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council.

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30. A Committee on Sewer Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

31. A Committee on Laying out and Widening Streets, 
to consist of three Aldermen and five members of the Com- 
mon Council. 

32. A Committee on the Surveyor’s Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

33. A Committee on the City Treasurer’s Department, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 7 

34. A Committee on Water, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

All departments not above specified shall for these pur- 
poses be in charge of the Joint Standing Committee on 
Finance. 

Rute 2. There shall also be appointed annually, in 
like manner, the following Joint Standing Committees to 
perform the duties assigned them : — 

1. A Committee on Appropriations, to consist of seven 
Aldermen and seven Councilmen, to whom shall be referred 
the estimates of the departments prepared by the Auditor in 
February annually, and also any suggestions thereon from 
His Honor the Mayor. 

They shall, on or before the fifteenth day of March, report 
an order appropriating such sums as they deem necessary for 
the lawful public uses, and setting forth in detail, as far as 
convenient, the purposes. 

2. A Committee on Claims, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five Councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report monthly the number and 
nature of the claims approved by them, and the amount of 
money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A Committee on the Contingent Expenses of the City 
Council, to consist of three Aldermen and five Councilmen, 
to whom shall be referred all matters involving expenditures 
from any appropriation for such purposes. They shall ex- 
amine all bills and vouchers for expenditures chargeable to 
such appropriation, and, if the same are correctly certified 
to, shall authenticate them, if correct, by the signature 
of their chairman, and send the same to the City Auditor on 
or before the twentieth day of each month, to be paid in 
accordance with the provisions of the Revised Ordinances of 
1885. 

They shaii report in print to the City Council, on the first 
of every month, the Auditor’s statement of expenditures from 
said fund, in reasonable detail, and the amount remaining 
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unexpended. They shall have the supervision of City Hall 
and the Clerk of Committees’ Department and the City 
Messenger’s Department. 

4, A Committee on Finance, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five Councilmen, to whom shall be referred all appli- 
cations for expenditures which involve a loan, or a transfer 
of any part of an appropriation named in the general appro- 
priation order, or from the Reserved Fund. 

5. A Committee on the City Hall Reference Library, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three Councilmen, to have 
charge of said library, and to expend any sums appropriated 
therefor. 

6. A Committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three Councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the General Court 
and represent the interests of the city ; provided said com- 
mittee shall not, unless directed so to do by the City Coun- 
cil, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding 
City Council. It shall report in print to the City Council 
all bills, resolves, and petitions presented to the Legislature 
affecting the City of Boston or any department thereof. 
Such printed report shall be made at the next meeting 
of either branch after such application is made, or earlier, 
at the discretion of said committee. 

7. A Committee on Ordinances, to consist of three Alder- 
men: and five Councilmen, to whom shall be referred all or- 
dinances introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them 
by vote of any standing committee. Unless specially in- 
structed they shall merely pass upon the question of the 
form and legality of the ordinance so referred, but they may 
append an order that such ordinance “ ought not to pass,” 
and give their reasons therefor. Such reports shall be 
made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which the 
reference was ordered in the ordinance received from a 
committee. 

To them shall be referred all requests of the Corporation 
Counsel for additional legal assistance, as provided in the 
Revised Ordinances of 1885, Chap. 25, § 3. 

They shall also constitute the Standing Committee on the 
Law Department. 

8. A Committee on Printing, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five Councilmen, who shall have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the City 
Council, or either branch, as one of its contingent or inci- 
dental expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding 
for the same purpose. They shall annually appoint an agent 
to transact the business, and, unless otherwise ordered by 
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vote of the City Council, they shall employ the person ap- 
pointed as Superintendent of Printing under the provisions 
of Chap. 33 of the Revised Ordinances of 1885. When so 
employed he shall receive for both positions only the salary 
fixed by ordinance for the Superintendent of Printing. 

The committee shall fix the number of copies to be printed 
of any document printed as above, the minimum, however, 
to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make 
rules and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution 
of the same by the City Messenger. ; 

They shall constitute the Standing Committee on the De- 
partment of the Superintendent of Printing, provided in 
Joint Rule No. 1. 

9. A Committee on Underground Wires, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 38. The member of the Board of Aldermen first 
named on every Joint Standing Committee shall be its chair- 
man; and, in case of his resignation or inability, the other 
members of the same Board in the order in which they are 
named, and after them the members of the Common Council 
in the order named, shall act as chairman. The chairman 
shall call meetings of the committee at his discretion, or at 
the written request of a majority of the members. Every 
Joint Special Committee may choose its own chairman. 

Rute 4. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records of their proceedings to be kept in books provided for 
that purpose: and at all meetings of committees the records 
of the previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of com- 
mittees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be 
taken by yeas and nays and recorded. 

Rue 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the 
consent of all the members thereof, be called upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

Rute 6. Any Joint Committee may expend from the ap- 
propriation for Contingent Expenses an amount not exceeding 
two hundred dollars in any one year, for purposes con- 
nected with the duties of said committee for which no pro- 
vision has been otherwise made, except for refreshments or 
carriage-hire. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rute 7. In every case of disagreement between the two. 
branches of the City Council, if either branch shall request 
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a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
branch shall also appoint such a committee. Both commit- 
tees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their chairmen, 
meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective 
branches in relation to the matter in controversy, shall con- 
fer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. | 


Rute 8. No report of a Joint Committee shall be received 
by either branch of the City Council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. 

Rute 9. Either branch of the City Council may commit 
or recommit to a Joint Committee; the reference of a 
matter by either branch to its successor, or to the next City 
Council, or a reference with instructions, shall require con- 
current action. The report back upon a matter so referred 
to a Joint Committee, and the action of the branch thereon, 
shall be noted on the record, but shall not require action 
by the other branch. The report of a committee upon any 
subject referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the 
City Council or by the committee, be presented to the branch 
in which the order of reference originated. It shall be the 
duty of every Joint Committee to which any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within four weeks, or to 
ask for further time. | 

Rue 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
City Council shall be written or printed, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch. 
Every report of a committee shall be signed by a member 
belonging to the body to which it shall be presented, unless 
otherwise directed by the committee. Every order and no- 
tice of reference shall have indorsed upon it the name of the 
member offering it or making the motion. Such member 
shall be informed, by the clerk of the committee to which 
the matter is referred, of the time fixed for its consideration, 
if he give notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request 
of the chairman of any committee of which he is clerk, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by it, and he shall notify 
each member of the City Council of all public committee 
hearings. He shall post daily in the corridor of the City 
Hall, and in the chamber of the Board of Aldermen, and in 
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the City Messenger’s office, a list of the committee meetings 
to be held that day. 


ORDINANCES, ORDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rue 12. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, originat- 
ing in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice shall 
be given, under the signature of the clerk, to the branch in 
which the same originated. 

Rute 13. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “ Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be * Resolved ” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Ruts 14. Whenever the City Council shall order an ex- 
penditure by any committee, board, or officer, either in 
addition to the estimates on which the appropriation was 
made, or for an object not included in such estimates, it 
shall provide for the payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the Reserved Fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new 
appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for 
Incidentals excepting the amounts necessary to pay judg- 
ments, or to settle claims against the city, and transfers. 

Rute 15. When application shall be made for an addi- 
tional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application 
has been referred to, and reported upon, by the Committee 
on Finance. 

Rute 16. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
ot the City Council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay. 

Rute 17. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman 
of 2 committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGES. 


Rute 18. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
members to whom such refreshments or carriages are fur- 
nished, and the dates of furnishing the same. No member 
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of the City Council shall incur any such bills, unless the 
same be furnished while performing some duty with which 
he has been charged by a committee of which he is a 
member, and by the vote of such committee authorizing such 
special expenditure. All bills for refreshments shall be pre- 
sented at the time incurred, and shall be approved by the 
members of the City Council incurring the same; provided, 
however, that all bills contracted by sub-committees shall be 
submitted to and approved by the full committee. 

All carriages shall be ordered through the City Messenger, 
who shall examine and audit the bills therefor within twenty 
days from the date they are incurred, and the Clerk of 
Committees shall furnish the City Messenger a copy of the 
vote, in each case, authorizing the use of such carriages. 

All bills for refreshments, or carriages, shall be paid from 
the appropriation for the Contingent Expenses of the City 
Council, and, if containing items incurred more than three 
months previous to the date of their presentation to the 
Auditor, shall go before the City Council for approval. The 
prices paid for all carriages hired under this rule shall be in 
conformity with the rates established by the Board of Police. 


Notice To OtTHEer BRANCH. 


Rute 19. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the City Council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branch sending them indorsed there- 
on, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
shall be transmitted to the other branch, signed as herein- 
before directed. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 20. Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 

Rute 21. Any member of a Joint Committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
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document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation 


for Printing. 
REPEAL. 


Rute 22. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of 


the City Council present and voting thereon.

Section 1 of Chapter 128 of the Acts of 1876 provides 
that “the Sealer of Weights and Measures shall annually 
give public notice, by advertisement, or by posting notices in 
one or more public places, to all inhabitants or persons hav- 
ing a usual place of business therein, who use scales, weights, 
or measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, 
merchandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, 
to bring in their scales, weights, and measures to be adjusted 
and sealed.” 

The same section also provides that “in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures no fees shall be charged for such service.” 

In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section, 
it is customary for the sealer to notify annually, in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publishing 
the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this office 
their scales, weights, and measures, to be tested and sealed. 

Section 2 of Chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876, amended 
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by Section 2 of Chapter 151 of the Acts of 1877, provides 
that, “at any time after said notice, the said Sealer of 
Weights and Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and 
shops of persons mentioned in the foregoing section, who 
have neglected to comply with the notice given thereunder, 
and having entered the same, with the assent of the occu- 
pants, shall adjust and seal their scales, weights, and meas- 
ures, and shall be entitled to receive for said service the 
compensation set forth in Chapter 51, Section 14, of the 
General Statutes.” 

The customary notice having been published, after a rea- 
sonable time the deputy sealers were instructed to visit the 
places where scales, weights, and measures were in use ; 
and, having informed the owners thereof that it was optional 
with them whether their scales, etc., should be tested at this 
office, or at their place of business, and in the former case no 
charge would be made for such services, proceeded there- 
after, with their consent, to test and seal the same.

The Commissioner for West Boston, Canal, and Prison 
Point Bridges submits for himself and associate the Eigh- 
teenth Annual Report of the matters pertaining to West 
Boston and Canal bridges, and the Twelfth Annual Report 
on Prison Point bridge. 


West Boston BRIDGE. 


Only the usual and most necessary repairs have been 
made. The condition of the southerly sidewalk, from the 
draw to the solid filling at the Cambridge end, is so poor 
that it will be necessary to rebuild it next year, and to re- 
new a part of the floor plank. It will also be necessary to 
repair the adjoining roadway, and to put new caps to all 
those bents of piles which were not recapped in 1886, about 
fifty bents in number. 

The piles in and near the channel and under the draw 
have been examined by a diver and found in good condition 
below low water, and uninjured by the pile-worm. 

The earth filling of the Charles-river embankment, Bos- 
ton side, next the bridge, was originally supported by sheet 
piling, which was in turn supported by the bridge. 

The bridge had not sufficient strength in this direction, 
and was slowly yielding under the pressure. 
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The Park Commissioners of Boston have deposited a suffi- 
cient amount of gravel filling under this portion of the 
bridge to make a suitable slope from the bulkhead, and to 
sustain the bank. The bank of gravel is protected by rip- 
rap. The draw will need a considerable amount of repairing 
during the coming year, the under floor, the ends, and end- 
bearings being in poor condition. 

No settlement has yet been made with the Park Commis- 
sioners for the property taken from the bridge for the em- 
bankment. 

Permission has been granted the West End Street Railway 
Company to erect poles” and wires for running their cars over 
the bridge by electricity, using the overhead -wire system. 


CANAL OR CRAIGIE’S BRIDGE. 


The pier upon which the draw-tender’s house stands has 
been replanked during the year, and the usual repairs have 
been made upon the draw. It will be necessary to replace 
a portion of the floor of this bridge during the next year, as 
it has become decayed to a considerable extent. The paving 
blocks on a large portion of the roadway will require reset- 
ting next year. 

The piles under the oldest part of the bridge (some of 
which were driven in 1808) have been examined by a diver, 
and found in good condition below low water, and have not 
been injured by the pile-worm. A considerable number of 
the older piles are in poor condition above water, and will 


require repair from time to time. 


The appended official communication has been received 
from the War Department in relation to the draws in the 
West Boston and Canal bridges. 


Prison Port BRIDGE. 


The draw has been put in good condition, and the usual 
repairs made. 


The usual statement is appended of the number of draw 
openings, and the number of vessels passed through.

Take notice that: 

Whereas, The Secretary of War has good reason to believe that 
the bridges across the Charles river, known as West Boston bridge, 
and Canai or Craigie’s bridge, and controlled by you, are obstruc- 
tions to the free navigation of the said Charles river (which is one 
of the navigable waters of the United States), by reason of in- 
sufficient height above mean low water, insuflicient width of 
spans, narrow draw openings and faulty construction, and that the 
navigation through or under them is rendered difficult for the pas- 
sage of steamboats and other water-eraft; and 

Whereas, To the first day of January, 1891, is a reasonable 
time in which to so alter the said bridges as to render navigation 
through or under them, free, easy, and unobstructed ; 

Now, therefore, in obedience to and by virtue of the 9th and 
10th sections of an act of the Congress of the United States en- 
titled, ‘* An act making appropriations for the construction, repair, 
and preservation of certain public works on rivers and harbors, 
and for other purposes, which took effect Aug. 11, 1888, I, 
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William C. Endicott, Secretary of War, do hereby notify the said 
Commissioners on West Boston, Canal, and Prison Point bridges 
to so alter the said bridges as to render navigation through or 
under them, free, easy, and unobstructed, and prescribe that said 
alterations shall be made and completed on or before the first day 
of January, 1891.

Section 9. That whenever the Secretary of War shall have good 

reason to believe that any railroad or other bridge now constructed, 
or which may hereafter be constructed, over any of the navi- 
gable water-ways of the United States is an obstruction to the free 
navigation of such waters, by reason of insufficient height, width 
of span, or otherwise, dr where there is difficulty in passing the 
draw-opening, or the raft-span of such bridge, by rafts, steam- 
boats, or other water-craft, it shall be the duty of the said secre- 
tary to give notice to the persons or corporations owning or 
controlling such bridge to so alter the same as to render naviga- 
tion through for under it, free, easy, and unobstructed ; and, in 
giving such notice, he shall prescribe in each case a reasonable 
time in which such alteration is to be made. If, at the end of 
such time, the alteration has not been made, the Secretary of War 
shall forthwith appraise the Attorney-General of the United States, 
whose duty it shall be to institute suit, in the name of the United 
States, without delay,in the Circuit or District Court of the United 
States for the circuit in which such bridge is located, which court 
is hereby invested with jurisdiction for this purpose, to recover 
from the owners or managers of such bridge the fines mentioned 
in the succeeding sections of this act. 

Sect. 10. That the owner or owners, or manager or managers, 
of any railroad or other bridge obstructing the free navigation of 
any navigable water-way of the United States who shall wilfully 
fail or refuse to remove the same, or to cause the necessary alter- 
ations to be made in the same, so as to render navigation through 
or under it, free, easy, and unobstructed to rafts, steamboats, or 
other water-craft, after receiving notice to that effect from the 
Secretary of War, and within the time prescribed by him, shall be 
subject to a fine, as penalty therefor, of $500 per month for the 
time he, or they, are in default, and the amount so recovered shall 
be placed to the credit of the improvement fund of the water-way 
obstructed by such bridge.

STREETS. 


There are employed in sweeping and cleaning the streets 
192 men, 35 carts, 10 sweeping-machines, and 6 water-carts ; 
of this number 90 men are sweepers. The principal streets 
are cleaned daily, and others twice a week. During the 
winter months the teams are employed in moving house-dirt, 
and the sweepers in cleaning crossings and removing snow 
from public squares and buildings. The number of miles of 
streets cleaned, 185 per week ; the cost of labor for doing 
this work for the year, $104,596.57. 


HousE—OFFAL. 


There are employed in removing house-offal 126 men and 
58 wagons. The offal is removed from dwelling-houses three 
times a week during the summer months, ands twice a week 
during the winter ; from hotels, markets, and restaurants it 
is removed daily. There are 55 districts, and each team is 
assigned a route. The men employed in collecting offal are 
required to enter the premises, collect the offal, and empty 
the same in wagons; when filled, to drive to one of the offal- 
depots owned by the city; it is there sold to farmers of 
adjoining towns within a radius of 20 miles. 

The cost of labor for this work for the year, $85,760.78. 


OFFAL DEpor. 


A new building is required in the Roxbury District. The 
one now in use is near the Marcella-street Home, and it has 
been complained of by the Superintendent as being very 
offensive to the inmates of the Home.

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HovUSE-DIRT AND ASHES. 


There are employed in removing house-dirt and ashes 203 
men and 98 carts, with two men to each team. This material 
is removed from hotels, tenement-houses, and stores twice in 
each week, and from dwellings once a week. There are 71 
routes, one team being assigned each route; 11 extra teams. 

The ordinance requires that house-dirt and ashes shall be 
kept in some convenient place for collection. The men are 
required to enter the premises and place such vessels as con- 
tain the ashes upon the sidewalk, or in passage-ways in the 
rear; the teams follow, and are loaded; the empty vessels 
are returned by the men to their original position. 

The cost of labor for doing this work for the year, 
$141,797.70. 

Bills for the sale of ashes are forwarded to the Collector. 


CESSPOOLS. 


The work of cleaning cesspools has been performed by the 
Sewer Department since July 1, 1888. 

The cost of cleaning cesspools by the Health Department 
from Jan. 1, 1888, to July 1, 1888, was $4,685.44. 


MECHANICS. 


There are 16 mechanics, who are employed in manufactur- 
ing and repairing carts, wagons, sleds, water-carts, sweeping- 
machines, harnesses, and horse-shoeing.

There is required at the South, West, and Roxbury yards 
more stable accommodations ; many of the horses are kept in 
buildings outside of the stables, which are without drainage 
or ventilation, and are unfit for such use. The city is grow- 
ing, and more teams must be employed. 

I would most respectfully call attention to the sweeping 
and cleaning of the streets, and their condition during the 
day, which is not satisfactory to me, and for the following 
reasons : — 

That the several horse-railroads are distributing gravel 
daily upon their tracks. 

The drivers of dump-carts are in the habit of overloading 
their teams ; consequently a portion of their loads is distrib- 
uted on the streets. 

The sweeping of store-dirt and paper into the gutters adds 
much to the unfavorable condition of our streets. 

Paper, rag, and coal-pickers pull rubbish from the ash- 
barrels on the sidewalks, and in so doing throw much into 
the streets and upon the walks. 

The distribution of shop cards and notices (as an advertise- 
ment) has become a growing evil, and daily the sidewalks of 
our principal thoroughfares are covered with such material.

ON 


RULES AND ORDERS 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


In Common Council, Jan. 31, 1889. 


The Committee on Rules of the Common Council ap- 
pointed to consider what alterations, if any, were needed to 
be made in the rules of that body, having attended to that 
duty, respectfully submit the accompanying draft of rules 
for adoption by the Common Council. 

The changes recommended by the committee in the rules 
in force during the past year are noted as follows : — 

In Rule 17 the course of proceedings is changed to facili- 
tate the introduction of the reports of committees. 

In Rule 44 clauses are added requiring that members 
certify to the correctness of the bills they incur, and also 
requiring the Clerk of Committees to furnish the City Mes- 
senger copies of votes authorizing the use of carriages. 

Mr. Fraser reserves the right to dissent from portions of 
the report.

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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


oO Nie Vir OPN e CrOnUAN © Ti. 


Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
the regular meeting of the Common Council shall be held 
on every Thursday, at half-past seven o’clock P.M., and, 
on the appearance of a quorum, the Council shall be called 
to order. In the absence of the President the oldest senior 
member present shall take the chair, and a President pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not 
effected on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote 
shall elect. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rute 2. The President shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the Council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment ; and members so appointed shall take rank ac- 
cording to the date of their appointment. 

Rute 3. The President may at any time call another 
member to the chair ; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. In all cases the President may vote. 

Rute 4. The President may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the Council Chamber during ses- 
sions of the Council, and he shall forbid smoking in the 
Council Chamber during a session. 


CLERK. 


Rue 5. The Clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the Common Council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of tue Chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the City Council; and shall prepare a 
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schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the President may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the Board of 
Aldermen ; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
after such notice he shall keep the papers pertaining thereto 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


Conpuct OF MEMBERS. 


RuLe 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the Council so vote. No member shall speak a second 
time on a question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member shal! interrupt another while speak- 
ing, except by rising to call to order, in which case the 
speaker shall not lose his right to the floor. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member cf the 
Council except by a respectful designation ; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
President. 


: QUORUM. 


Rue 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or on a roll-call, 
quorum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the 
doubt of a quorum being present, the Chair shall ascertain 
and declare whether a quorum is present. If there is no 
quorum present he shall immediately declare the Council 
adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. All matters relating to the elections of members 
shall be referred to the Standing Committee on Elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a Standing Committee on 
Judiciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the 
power to obtain the opinion of the Corporation Counsel on 
all matters that shall be referred to them. 

Rute 11. All committees of this Council shall be noti- 
fied of their meetings by the Clerk of Committees. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the Council without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours 
from the time the notices are mailed by the clerk or de- 
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spatched by special messenger, unless all the members con- 
sent; and they shall keep a record of their doings. The 
member first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee, in which case the Council shall 
be notified of the change; and the same rule shall apply 
to the members serving on Joint Committees. 

RuLeE 12. Special Committees of this Council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Rute 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. 

Rute 14. Committees of this Council, to whom any mat- 
ter is referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask for 
further time. 


* 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rute 15. When the Council shall determine to go into 
a Committee of the Whole the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Rute 16. The rules of proceedings in the Council shall 
be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous question shall not be 
moved. 


COURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Rute 17. At every regular meeting of the Council the 
order of business shall be as follows :— 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by any member. 

Second. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

Third. Reports of Committee on Finance. 

Fourth. Reports of Committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Fifth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. They shall be 
read once, and may be referred or specially assigned, and, 
if no objection is made and no suspension of the rules is 
necessary, they may be given a second reading and passed. 

Sixth. Untinished business of preceding meetings. 

Seventh. Communications and reports from city officers. 

Highth. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and 
memorials.

Ninth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 
Tenth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 


Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shal] 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the fifth 
order of business. Papers shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order, and only one member in a division shall 
be recognized until each division has been called. 


Rute 18. All papers addressed to the Council shall be 
presented by the President, or by a member; and, unless the 
Council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
President, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented. 

Rute 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first the document may be read by its title only, 
unless objection is made. 

Rute 20. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
money, shall have more than one reading on the same day ; 
but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document 
or to provide refreshments during a session. 


Motions. 


Rue 21. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

Rue 22. In naming sums and fixing times the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

Rue 23. When a question is under debate the President 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others : — 


1. To adjourn. 

2. The previous question. 

3. To lay on the table. 

4. To close debate at a specified time. 

5. To especially assign to a time certain. 
6. To refer to a committee. 

7. To amend. 

8. To refer to another Board. 

9. To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
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debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. | 

Rute 24. When a matter has been especially assigned 
to be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of pro- 
ceedings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and 
take precedence of all other business. 

RuieE 25. Whena motion is made to refer any subject, 
and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be 
put in the following order :— 


A Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Special Committee of the Council. 
A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Special Committee. 


Ruue 26. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Rute 27. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a mo- 
tion to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not 
exceed ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than 
three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the 
main question shall not be discussed. | 

Rute 28. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Rute 29. When the previous question is ordered the vote 
shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon 
the main question. 

Rue 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
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no member shall be allowed to speak more than once, with- 
out leave of the Council. 

Rue 31. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 


APPEAL. 


Rute 32. No appeal from the decision of the President 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. The question shall be put as follows: “ Shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of the 
Council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 

VOTING. 


Rue 33. If the President is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the President shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
President shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
Council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Rue 34. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no 
debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by 
the assent of one-fifth of the members present. 

Rute 35. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted ; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 36. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the Clerk, before ten 
o'clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 
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weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsider- 
ation at the next meeting at which said motion is reached in 
the order of proceedings. 

Rute 37. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rute 38. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions : — 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rue 39. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the City of Boston, who are primarily elected by the City 
Council, shall be chosen in this branch by ballot, at a meet- 
ing subsequent to the one at which they are reported as 
nominated by a committee, or as elected by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Rute 40. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks 
cast shall be reported, but shall not be counted in the returns. 
Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted and re- 
ported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole 
number of ballots cast. Where a plurality elects, if an in- 
eligible person receive a plurality there shall be no choice. 


Seats OF MEMBERS. 


Rue 41. No person, except a member of the Council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Council is in session. The seats of the members of the 
Council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of members 
and the numbers of the seats simultaneously ; and each member 
shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number 
so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except 
by the permission of the President. 
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SPECTATORS. 


Rute 42. The City Messenger shall allow no person upon 
the floor of the Council Chamber, or in either of the anterooms, 
except members of the City Government and reporters, with- 
out the permission of the President ; and, while the Council 
is in session, no person except members of the City Govern- 
ment and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side. The President shall order such 
accommodations on the floor for reporters and spectators 
as he shall deem proper; provided, however, that no specta- 
tors shall be seated behind the members of the Council. 

Rute 43. The Council Chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the Council only, unless by special vote of the Com- 
mon Council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
President may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the Council at. its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules; except that the 
President may allow committee-meetings to be held therein 
at times when the Council is not in session. The Clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the Clerk of the Common Council 
for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the Council 
Chamber and the Clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the Council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and such other purposes as the President may direct ; 
provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the City Messenger, subject to the 
direction of the President; but. no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the Common Council. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGE—-HIRE. 


Rute 44. No bill for refreshments or carriage-hire shall 
be incurred by any member of the Common Council, except 
in the discharge of official duty, and by the vote of the 
Common Council, or a Committee thereof, specifying the 
duty to be performed, the amount to be expended, and the 
method, and all such bills, after being duly certified to by 
the members incurring the same, shall be submitted to the 
auditing committee as hereinafter provided. AIl carriages 
shall be hired through the City Messenger, who shall obtain 
and verify the bills within twenty days ‘from the date when 
they were incurred, and the Clerk of Committees shall furnish 
to the City Messenger a copy of the vote, in each case, author- 
izing the use of such carriages. When the Common Council 


ES 
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is in session at eleven P.M., the City Messenger is directed to 
provide carriages to convey members to their respective homes, 
if they so desire. The President is hereby authorized to 
incur bills for refreshments or carriage-hire while in the dis- 
charge of his official duties. The prices paid for all carriages 
hired under this rule shall be in conformity with the rates es- 
tablished by the Board of Police. All bills so incurred for 
refreshments and carriage-hire shall be charged to the Contin- 
gent Fund of the Common Council, and shall be audited, before 
presentation to the City Auditor, by a committee of three 
members of the Common Council. Said committee shall 
satisfy themselves of the correctness of such bills, both as to 
authority and amount, and may require evidence before ap- 
proving them for payment; such audit shall be completed 
monthly, on or before the twenty-fifth day of the month, and 
no bill shall be considered unless presented within three 
months of the date of incurring the same. 

The City Auditor shall report in print every three months, 
giving in detail the bills allowed and the votes authorizing 
the same. 


SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT, AND REPEAL. 


Rue 45. No rule or order of the Council shall be dis- 
pensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds of the 
members present consent thereto.

THIRTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF MOUNT HOPE 
CEMETERY. 


To the Honorable City Council : — 


The Board of Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery beg 
leave respectfully to submit their report of the affairs of this 
institution during the year 1888. 

There was a decrease of $2,628.92 in the receipts com- 
pared with the income of the preceding year. There was 
also a decrease in the sale of lots, the receipts for which 
amounted to $3,437.33 less than were received in 1887. 
The expenditures, however, during the same period, were 
$2,066.28 less than the outlay in the preceding year. 

There was an unexpended balance in the treasury on the 
first of January, 1888, of $3,174.94. Subsequently an 
appropriation of $10,000 was made by the City Council, 
making the total amount at the disposal of the Trustees, 
exclusive of the current revenue of the cemetery, $13,174.- 
94. The total receipts from the sale of lots, single graves, 
from the care of lots, sale of flowers, laying foundations to 
headstones, etc., were $22,082.58, which, with the appro- 
priation and the unexpended balance, made $35,207.52. 
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The expenditures during the year, for all objects, 
amounted to $34,860.86, leaving a balance in the treas- 
ury on the first day of the present year, of $346.66, or 
$2,828.28 less than the amount on hand on the first of 
January, 1888. 

Although no unusual works were undertaken during the 
year which required large expenditures, there were the con- 
tinually accumulating minor matters, urgently needed, which 
absorbed, in the ageregate, no inconsiderable an amount. 
Tiis difficult for those who are not familiar with the routine 
work of a large cemetery, and have had no experience in its 
management, “to understand the necessity for what they con- 
sider so large an expenditure. This misapprehension is, 
perhaps, a natural one, and arises from a lack of knowledge 
of the true nature of the work performed. 

The most expensive part of the work of Mount Hope 
Cemetery is due to the rocky nature of the ground. There 
IS Sci weely a portion of the cemetery fitted for the prepara- 
tion of lots that does not require blasting, more or less 
extensive, which not infrequently produce but a small sum 
above the amount expended in their preparation. This 
indispensable work, being beneath the surface of the ground, 
generally escapes notice, and leaves ample opportunity for 
censure and fault-finding. 

The work performed in the cemetery during the year was 
of the usual routine character. There were 200 feet of 
avenues and 700 feet of walks constructed, corresponding 
with the substantial character of the similar work in every 
other part of the cemetery. 

An acre of land, near the new lake, has been filled in with 
gravel, and the whole tract covered with loam. 

A section of the cemetery in the vicinity of Maple Grove 
has been made available for burial purposes by the laying 
of 400 lineal feet of substantial drain. This was a much- 
needed improvement, although its cost was considerable. 

The number of lots graded was 32, and the total number 
now prepared for sale is 57. 

There were 210 graves prepared for sale in Maple Grove 
which, with the 140 previously prepared, and 34 in Cyprus 
Vale, make the total number of single graves for sale, 380,— 
a sufficient number to meet the wants of purchasers for some 
time to come. 

The City Cemetery was enlarged by the addition of 400 
graves. This portion of the ground is designed to furnish 
burial places to persons of limited means, as well as to those 
who are destitute. Little income, scarcely above the neces- 
sary outlay, is received from this portion of the cemetery. 
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The number of monuments erected during the year was. 
21, and the number of headstones 158. These were of the 
same general character, and some were tasteful in design 
and workmanship, and all are an acquisition to the ovounds. 

The grounds were embellished by the planting of 750 
ornamental trees and shrubs. Much care has been taken in 
the selection of these trees, which are of « choice variety, 
and will prove in the near future very attractive. 

The total number of interments in the cemetery during the 
year was 1,616. Of this number 1,064 took place in the “City 
Cemetery, 547 of which were buried at the expense of the 
city. The fact that from these interments no other income 
is received than that paid for the bare opening of the graves 
should receive consideration. 

In previous reports the Trustees have called the attention 
of the City Council to the advisability of providing additional 
land for the burial of the poor. In the meantime they have 
endeavored to find a suitable spot for the purpose, but the 
means at their disposal would not admit of their securing a 
definite result. They would, therefore, renew their former 
suggestions, that this important and necessary measure re- 
ceive immediate attention. 

In closing their report the Trustees beg leave to advert to 
an investigation of the affairs of Mount Hope Cemetery, or- 
dered by the City Council some months since. Recently 
the committee who had charge of the investigation made 
their report, which reflected severely on the Trustees. The 
result reached by the committee, in the estimation of the 
Trustees, was neither deserved nor justified by the evi- 
dence presented at the investigation. They would most 
respectfully say that the positions they have held were with-. 
out recompense, and afforded no other personal benefit than 
that arising from a conscientious discharge of duty. They 
are not aware that they are not upright and honorable men ; 
neither are they willing to admit that, because they have the 
honor to fill an important position in a city department, they 
have been derelict in the performance of their duties, or that 
they are or have been deserving of censure. Doubtless they 
have sometimes erred ; but there could have been no possible 
improper motive for such mistakes, if any were made. Time 
and labor, and often at much personal inconvenience, have 
been willingly devoted to the interests of the trusts commit- 
ted to. their keeping, which they claim to have been judi- 
ciously and honestly administered. 

The Trustees would further say, that, while they are not 
able to determine how much of the decrease in the receipts 
of the cemetery during the last year was owing to the in- 
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vestigation before alluded to, they have no doubt that much 
of it was consequent on that action. Mount Hope Cemetery 
has been unfortunate from the time it became the property 
of the city. Assaults have been made on it as a property, 
and on its management, which have tended to prejudice the 
public mind, and to retard its growth and usefulness. Con- 
stant agitations in the Legislature and in the City Council, 
to transfer it from the city to private hands, or otherwise to 
change its management, doubtless have had the effect of 
depreciating the property, as well as deepening the prej- 
udice existing against it. Already another movement is 
in progress in the Legislature, similar to those before made, 
to transfer the property from the city. The Trustees desire 
to add, that they have no personal objections whatever to 
any course that may be pursued. Their interests and de- 
sires extend no further than their official connection with the 
cemetery; but they entertain a very decided opinion that 
the present movement, like all of the preceding ones, and 
perhaps others that are likely to follow this one, will prove 
equally unfortunate.

GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the ordinance relating 
to Public Buildings I have the honor to submit the following 


RE FOR TD. 


The Public Buildings in charge of this department, belong- 
ing to the City of Boston, number 132, together with 4 leased 
buildings, variously occupied for city purposes. The City 
Hall is occupied entirely by the various departments and 
offices of the city. 

The Fire Department requires for its service the use of 59 
buildings, occupied as follows : — 


33 Engine-houses. 
7 Chemical-Engine houses. 
8 Hose-houses. 
7 Hook-and-Ladder houses. 
1 Repair-shop, 1 Stable and Store-house. 
2 Fuel-houses. 
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The buildings in use by the Police Department number 19, 
14 of which are in use for Police station-houses, and the 
remainder for lock-ups. 

This department also has the charge of the City Hall 
(Charlestown District), Faneuil Hall and Faneuil-Hall mar- 
ket-house, Charity Bureau, Old State-House, and stables of 
the Health and Paving Departments. 

Estates numbered 7 Pemberton square, and 12 and 14 
Beacon street, are occupied for city offices. 

The Park Commissioners occupy rooms in the New Eng- 
land Life Insurance building. 

The amount expended the past year for rents, taxes, and 
heating for this outside property has been $22,171.58. 

The above-mentioned buildings occupy 1,124,807 square 
feet of land, and their assessed value is $6,500,000. 

The school-houses owned by the city number 170, occupy- 
ing 3,189,222 square feet of land, the valuation of land and 
buildings being $8,750,000. 

In addition, 14 buildings are leased for school purposes, 
at a rental of $5,627.17, and containing 25 school-rooms. 

The Court-House, Probate building, and County Jail are 
used for county purposes alone. 

The Municipal District Courts number 7, and occupy 
rooms in city buildings in various sections of the city. 

The County buildings cover 162,728 square feet of land, 
and are valued at $1, 925, 500. 

The expenditures for repairs, alterations, improvements, 
heating, furnishing, care, and cleaning have been as fol-

IMPROVEMENTS. 


During the past year nearly all of the armories within the 
city limits have received more or less attention, and the 
items for repairs, fitting, and furnishing have been large on 
that account. Before another year transpires the State will 
have completed an armory, thus relieving the city of a large 
proportion of its expense in this direction. 

By direction of the Board of Aldermen building No. 
30 Pemberton square and rooms in 89 Court street bave 
been hired and fitted up for county purposes, thus increasing 
expenses on county account over that of last year. 

It will be noticed that the item of expenditure for improve- 
ments on heating and ventilating apparatus for school build- 
ings is a large one, namely, $42,640.21. 

The large increase in the number of pupils that fill our 
school buildings have called for extraordinary expenses in 
this direction. Notable changes in the methods of heating 
and ventilation have been made the past season in the Nor- 
cross, Warren, Sherwin, Dearborn, Frothingham, Stoughton, 
Minot, Old Mather, Dorchester, and Parker-street school- 
houses, and in all the buildings where steam-boilers are 
located they have been thoroughly renovated, as well as the 
furnaces in the older buildings. 

It can be readily understood that, in many of the older 
school-buildings, their construction and the conditions that 
surround them are against good ventilation ; also, it is much 
the easier process in buildings heated with steam, than with 
those provided with heat from a furnace. Hence, it has been 
the policy of the department not to confine itself to one 
method or one system of ventilation, as experience has 
proved, where the conditions are so various, different means 
must be employed. 

Furthermore, in the older buildings, there is not one, to 
my knowledge, wherein some appliance does not exist for 
ventilation, if used with judgment; also, very many of the 
school-teachers prefer window ventilation over any other, 
using that in preference. 

Improvements are continually in progress by which both 
the heating and ventilation of our school-buildings can be 
improved as fast as the means to perform will admit; and 
a still larger appropriation for these items will be required 
the coming year, if it is proposed to supply each pupil in our 
school-buildings with the amount of fresh air deemed requi- 
site by the Chief of the District Police. 

As a further protection from. fire and panic in our school- 
houses, the boxes of the Boston Auxiliary Fire-Alarm Sys- 
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tem have been placed in ninety-two of the buildings during 
the past season. This has been done at the request of the 
chairman of the Committee on School-houses on the part of 
the School Board, and the work has had the approval and 
supervision of the Fire Commissioners. By means of this 
application the school-teacher, in case of fire, has but to 
- touch an electric button in the room, and immediately the 
firemen and fire apparatus respond to the call. Although 
this appliance is new in Boston, it is not in other large cities 
in the country, where it has proved a success.

Albany-street Paving Wharf, containing 54,450 square 
feet, inclusive of area covered by building. The building 
contains a blacksmith shop, carpenter’s shop, tool-rooms, 
and shed for breaking stone and storage of material. A new 
stable was fitted during the year 1887 in that part of the 
building formerly occupied by the carpenters. 

Fort Hill Wharf, placed in the charge of Street Depart- 
ment May 18, 1474, to be used for the landing and storage 
of paving-blocks and gravel, until such time as said wharf 
shall be wanted for the extension of Oliver street. 

Lot on Chelsea, Marion, and Paris streets, East Boston, 
containing 43,550 square feet. 

A Water Lot, on Condor street, 70 feet on said street, 
running to Commissioners’ line, about 800 feet. 

Ledge Lot, on Washington street, corner of Codman ave- 
nue, containing 184,671 square feet.

Ledge Lot, on Myrtle street and Bird place, containing 
81,0€8 square feet. Upon this lot are a blacksmith’s shop 
and large shed. This lot was purchased by the town of Dor- 
chester, of Stephen Baker, in 1867. 

Ledge Lot, on Codman street, containing 299,000 square 
feet, purchased by the Street Department, of Hutchinson 
Brothers, in 1870. Upon this lot is a large shed, containing 
a steam-engine and crusher; also a stable and ‘tool- house. 

Upon the almshouse lot on Haneock street, Dorchester, 
there are one large stable, one small stable, two sheds, and a 
tool-house, occupied by the Street Department. 

Downer-avenue Lot, containing 35,300 square feet, pur- 
chased by the Street Department, in 1871, of Nathan and 
Henry N. Sawyer, for the protection of the almshouse lot. 

Gravel Lot, corner of Forest Hills avenue and Norfolk 
street, containing 47,798 square feet, purchased by the town 
of Dorchester, of Benjamin Clapp, in 1860. 

Gravel Lot, in the town otf Milton, on Brush Hill road, 
containing 64,523 square feet, purchased by town of Dor- 
chester. 

Lot on Child street, Ward 23, containing 14,457 square 
feet, set apart for the Street Department, in 1875, upon 
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which was erected a stable, with sheds, at a cost of 
$4,995.08. 

Gravel Lot, on Morton street, Ward 23, containing about 
one-third of an acre, purchased by town of West Roxbury, 
of Michuel Cook, in 1876. 

Ledge and Gravel Lot, rear of Union street, Ward 25, 
containing about 37,000 square feet, purchased by town of 
Brighton. 

Gravel and stones on lot on Market street, Ward 25, pur- 
chased by town of Brighton, of George Sparhawk. 

On Rockland street, Seana 253 adjacent to engine-house, 
a brick building, shed, and tool-house, transferred to the 
Water Department June 11, 1888.

BETTER PAVEMENTS. 


It is impossible not to recognize the necessity and demand 
for improved pavements, and the subject cannot enter into 
the deliberations of the City Council too soon. 

The Superintendent of Streets has already recommended 
that $500,000 should be appropriated each year, for the next 
three years, for block pavements alone; and he would reit- 
erate, that more blockstone paving should be laid as speedily 
us possible ; particularly, in those macadamized streets which 
are heavily travelled and are cut up by horse-car tracks. 
Although an expensive pavement to lay, it would prove, 
eventually, the most economical — (the best is always the 
cheapest) ; for, while such streets are surfaced with anything 
less durable, they will be a constant expense to the city. 
Had it been within the discretion of the Superintendent of 
Streets, he would have done more of such work during the 
past year. 
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The small appropriation allowed to his department and 
the vast amount of repair-work called for, to keep even the 
principal thoroughfares in safe condition for travel, pre- 
cluded the contracting for such expensive work. To keep 
even these main avenues in fair condition, meant much ex- 
pense, for they branch in every direction and are many 
miles apart ; — this means scattered work, long and expensive 
hauls. The forces of the Street Department are, often, ten 
miles apart. 

It was with a view to laying better pavements, as well as 
for other obvious reasons, that the Superintendent sent in his 
estimates for the year’s work at the necessary figure of 
$1,903,800, of which sum the City Council allowed him but 
$675,000, which was about $75,000 less than the amount he 
had asked for to keep the highways simply in repair. 

To even the ordinary citizen it must be very apparent, 
that expensive and extensive work was not to be thought of 
under the circumstances. 

The question of better pavements must, nevertheless, be 
met— the sooner, the better for the city. Travel has in- 
creased amazingly, and our ordinary side streets, even, show 
unusual wear and tear. The merchant is clamoring for re- 
lief from the rough and dangerous cobblestone, and prays for 
the substitution of the square-block pavement. Such ave- 
nues of travel, as Warren street, Dudley street, Blue Hill 
avenue, Dorchester avenue, Centre street and Huntington 
avenue, und every macadamized street, through which the 
horse-cars run, should be paved with granite blocks. The 
Street Department should be treated consistently with these 
views; for, unless it receives appropriations commensurate 
with its vast and increasing needs, the streets of our great 
and growing city will cease to be pointed to with public 
pride.

and the Inspection and Waste and Meter Departments : — 


EXTENSION OF MAINS. 


A large amount of work on “Extension of Mains” has 
been done during the past year. Some twenty miles of 
pipe-laying was required to supply the demand. I xcepting 
the previous season, the quantity of work completed has 
exceeded that of any year since 1875. The additional main 
to East Boston has been completed, with the exception of the 
connecting siphon at Warren bridge. When this part of 
the work is finished that district will have an abundant 
supply. 

New mains have been laid connecting Charlestown with 
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the Cochituate and Sudbury river systems; and when the 
new siphon at the draw of Warren bridge is built, the con- 
nection will be complete, and the Bunker Hill District can be 
supplied with these waters whenever deemed necessary. 

Much of the work of laying a main to Moon Island, for 
the sewerage works, and from thence across the bay to 
Long Is Jand, for the pauper institution, has been accom- 
plished, and the remainder will be finished early in the 
spring. The Quincy Water Company offered to furnish 
water to these places. The offer was considered very care- 
fully by the Board, but it was finally decided that it would 
be better for the city to supply its own institutions with 
water rather than depend on any private corporation. Not 
the least reason for this decision was that ultimately it would 
result in a saving to Boston to take that course. 


STOPCOCKS. 


Five thousand sidewalk stopcocks have been placed during 
the past year, making 30,000 now in service. ‘This work 
has proved of great convenience and saving to the depart- 
ment. 


HIGH SERVICE. 


The new pumping-station at Chestnut Hill (a cut of which 
appears in another part of this report) is finished, excepting 
afew details. The two Gaskill engines have been in use, 
more or less, during the past year pumping water into the 
Fisher-Hill reservoir. A new gate-house has also been 
built and the adjacent grounds graded and sodded. The 
reservoir and grounds will now ‘present an appearance in 
accordance with other parts of the works. 

Considerable territory in the city proper has been added 
to high service. Some five and one-half million gallons 
are now being pumped daily. This service will be extended 
from time to time as the needs of the community require. 

The old pumping-station on Elmwood street, Roxbury, 
has been discontinued. The machinery and boilers will be 
sold and the proceeds turned into the sinking-fund. 

High-service pipes have been laid to the draw on Warren 
bridge, also on the other side in Charlestown, and it only 
remains to make the connection under the draw to complete 
high service for that district whenever deemed advisable. 

The City Council will be asked for an appropriation to 
extend the high-service system in Roxbury and Dorchester, 
and to lay an additional main from Parker Hill to the Com- 
mon. ‘This last item is necessary in order to increase the 
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pressure and to guard against the inconveniences which would 
result in case of accident from our h: aving but a single main. 

A wooden house with an observatory has been built 
around the high-service tower on Mt. Bellevue (a cut of 
which appears in this report), and the grounds will he 
oraded the coming season. A similar tank has also been built: 


afi Breed’s Hill, East Boston, to accommodate residents of 
that locality who are unable to secure a supply from the 
ordinary service. We intend to surround this with a build- 
ing much the same as at Mt. Bellevue. 

‘A new pumping-station has been built on Condor street, 
East Boston, to which the pumps from the old building are 
being removed. The Brighton pumping-station has “been 
discontinued. The pump will be removed to East Boston, to 
be used in supplying the tank on Breed’s Hill. 

When the work in hand and contemplated is finished, in 
all probability very little will remain to be done in the way 
of high service for some years to come, with the exception 
of extending mains wherever required. 


LAKE COCHITUATE. 


The wet season last summer made it a difficult matter to 
keep Lake Cochituate drawn down sufficiently to enable the 
contractor to pursue the work on the shallow flowage. 
However, 60,000 yards of earth were excavated from the 
Pegan and Hanchett meadows; shallow places have been 
made deep; the banks have been gravelled; and the dis- 
agreeable vegetable growths removed. For this work 
$30,000 were transferred from the high-service appropria- 
tion, by order of the City Council. There still remain a few 
spots that need attention. The results of the work last year 
and this have been so satisfactory that the Board hopes to 
be able to eradicate all shallow flowage from the lake. The 
dyke separating the lake from the Pegan meadows has been 
removed, thereby creating a better circulation; and this 
work, together with the removal of shallow flowage, must re- 
sult in a vast improvement in the quality of the water. 

Preparations have been made towards constructing a new 
dam at the outlet of the lake, the old one being deemed in- 
adequate for the service. 


POLLUTION. 


Since our last report the town of Framingham has begun 
to build a svstem of sewerage works which, when completed, 
will be of great advantage to our W ater-supply. Marlboro’ 
obtained an act from the last Legislature giving that town the 
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right to construct a sewerage system. It is hoped that other 
towns in the neighborhood of the Sudbury and Cochituate 
sources will follow their example. Money has been appro- 
priated by the City Council to aid these towns in diverting 
their sewage from our water-shed. More will be asked for 
when other towns display a disposition to imitate Framing- 
ham and Marlboro’. 

A constant watch is kept by this department on the terri- 
tory surrounding our water-supply to detect any pollution of 
the water. A full record of each case discovered is on file. 
Several cases have been turned over to the Law Department 
for prosecution. We hope by vigorous proceedings in this 
direction to prevent pollution in the future. 

The matter of the Mystic-Valley sewerage is now being 
agitated, and it is hoped that a successful solution of this 
important question will soon be reached. In the meantime 
everything possible is being done to keep pollution out of 
the streams and ponds leading to Mystic lake. 


FILTRATION, 


Some attention has been given during the past year to the 
matter of filtration. The Board has visited several places to 
examine into the different systems, and will pursue their 
Investigations in order to gain knowledge that may be applied 
with advantage to portions of our water-supply. | Experi- 
ments have been made during the summer at Basin 2 and at 
Chestnut Hill, but the results have not been such as to 
warrant a report upon them at this time. 


INDIAN-BROOK-BASIN. 


The Board again desires to call the attention of the gov- 
ernment to the urgent necessity for beginning the work of 
constructing the new basin, No. 5, on Indian brook, in the 
towns of Ashland and Hopkinton. The former City Engi- 
neers, Messrs. Joseph P. Davis and Henry M. Wightman, 
and the present engineer, Mr. William Jackson, have, at 
various times, made careful studies of this subject, and all 
agree that the waters of this brook should be stored as a part 
of the city’s supply. Ina report to the Board (City Docu- 
ment No. 101, 1881, pages 56, 57, and 58), Mr. Wightman, 
speaking of the available storage-places on the Sudbury river 
and its branches, says : — 


First. Whitehall pond (a compensating reservoir built by the city 
at the time the Cochituate works were constructed and afterwards sold), 
situated near the head-waters of the rivers, with a water-shed of about 
five square miles. 
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This pond will store about 900,000,000 gallons, and is a valuable 
storage-basin; but the city, under ordinary circumstances, obtains now 
as much advantage from it as it would if it owned it, as all the water 
that is run from it is intercepted by the city’s dams on the rivers below. 
Its use by the mills is at a time, usually, when the city needs the water, 
that is, in the dryer months. 

Second. A basin on the lower part of Indian brook could be obtained, 
but it is not a very favorable site, and its capacity would be small com- 
pared with the others on this branch of the river. 

Third. On the main stream, above Ashland, a large basin could be 
built, but it would interfere with manufacturing establishments. and 
would require the raising of the road-bed of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad for a long distance. 

It is doubtful whether the city could obtain the necessary rights to 
interfere with the railroad; but, even if it could, the delay in obtaining 
them would amount to one season at least, and the cost of these rights, 
and of mill damages, independent of the cost of construction, would, 
obviously, be very high. 

Basin No. 7, on Angle brook, will contain about 1,500,000,000 gal- 
lons, and will add about 5,000,000 gallons per day. 

Its water-shed is 7.765 square miles. 

It would not fill in a dry year, but its flow-line has been determined 
so as to secure the least area of shallow flowage in proportion to its size 
of basin. The dams will be about 1.200 feet long, the maximum 
depth of water at the dam 20 feet, and the flowage area, with marginal 
lands and islands, will be 873 acres. 


In a report to the Board, dated March 3, 1888, City En- 
gineer Jackson, speaking of the development of the Sudbury- 


river supply, with particular reference to the proposed basin 
No. 5, says: — 


In Mr. Whitman’s report, before quoted, he refers to a basin on the 
lower part of this brook; but further investigations show that, higher 
up the stream, there is an excellent opportunity to construct a large 
basin. 

This basin lies in the towns of Ashland and Hopkinton, the dam being 
in Ashland. Indian brook rises in the southerly part of Hopkinton, and 
flows in a northerly direction about five miles, joining the Sudbury river 
in Ashland. 

The water-shed above the proposed dam is about 5.9 square miles in 
area, and, with the exception of a part of the village of Hopkinton, the 
territory is sparsely settled and largely covered with timber. 

The village of Hopkinton is situated about one and a half miles from 
the head of the proposed basin, and a considerable portion of it, say 
three-quarters, drains in the direction of the basin; but the drainage is 
almost wholly soil-filtered before reaching the stream, and the propor- 
tion of cases which would need to be treated as ‘‘ pollutions” is very 
small. It is quite practicable to adopt the comparatively inexpensive 
system devised by the Massachusetts Drainage Commission for disposing 
of all the sewage outside the water-shed ; and, sooner or later, this will 
undoubtedly be accomplished. 

The elevation of the basin is assumed at grade 295, 50 feet above the 
valley at the dam, giving a capacity of 1,600,000,000 gallons, equal to 
154 inches of rainfall on the water-shed. 

The area flowed is 235 acres, and consists of wood and rather poor 
farming lands. The side-hills are steep and rocky, the meadows in the 
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lower part of the valley are cleared and cultivated, the upper part being 
swampy and covered with timber and boulders. 

The dam will be similar in construction to Dam 4; it will be about 
400 feet long at the level of the meadow, and 1,500 feet long at the top 
of the embankment. It is assumed that the foundation will be like that 
found at Dam 4. Should, however, the borings develop different condi- 
tions, the plan for the dam may have to be modified.. 

The basin will flow three roads; these it is proposed to provide for 
by changing their location, as described in a special report to your 
Board. 

The basin may be considered good for a daily average supply of 


4,500,000 gallons. This figure is based upon the yield of ‘the Sudbury 
river from Jan. 1, 1878, to Feb. 1, 18x84. 

The estimated cost of this basin is $775,000. 

The location of this basin is a very favorable one, both as regards its 
storage capacity and the purity of the water collected. 


The Board has already purchased 321? acres of the land 
required for the basin, at a cost of $22,175, which is at the 
rate of about $69 an acre. This amount includes the build- 
ings upon three small farms, which, when sold, will realize 
a few hundred dollars. About ninety acres additional land 
remain to be acquired. 

It being necessary to discontinue and relocate certain high- 
ways lying within the flow: age area of the proposed new 
basin, a petition from this Board was duly presented to the 
county commissioners of Middlesex county praying for such 
discontinuance and relocation. Several herrings were had, 
at which representatives of the town of Hopkinton and other 
parties were present, and an amicable agreement was reached 
satisfactory to all parties. On the 29th of December, 1888, 
an order was passed by the county commissioners granting 
the petition of the Board. Damages to private parties 
amounting to $75 were awarded; and it was further ordered 
that. the city should pay the town of Hopkinton the sam of 
$1,000, as a fair and just sum towards the expenses of main- 
taining the additional Soya of roads necessitated by the 
changes referred to. It was also ordered that the city shall 
Iny ont and construct the ay on or before the first day of 
January, 1890. 

It will thus be seen that the work must be commenced 
very soon; and while the work upon the highw rays is being 
earried on, an engineer ing force should be employ ed in m: aking 
tue borings and other surveys necessary, properly to deter- 
mine the site for the new dam. With the utmost energy in 
pushing the construction, the Engineer states that it will 
require three full seasons to build the reservoir; and as the 
water ought to remain at least one year without being used, 
it will be four and possibly five years before it can be 
properly added to the city’s supply. 
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MYSTIC-VALLEY SEWAGE. 

For several years one of the vexed questions occupying 
the attention of the Board has been the proper treatment of 
the sewage of the Mystic-valley sewer built a dozen years 
ago. During the past year plans were made by the City 
Engineer and experiments made with results which justified 
the erection of a plant for chemically treating the sewage, 
which we are pleased to say is now in successful operation, 
and which we think will effectually abate any further 
nuisance in the lower Mystic lake. The works are built on 
the city’s land in Winchester, a short distance below the 
old engine-house, and consist of a new engine-house, 
with four large tanks, covered by an auxiliary building, 
a chemical-room, in which is situated the pump for rais- 
ing the sewage into the tanks, and three tanks or vats 
for dissolving the chemicals. The large tanks adjoin 
the engine-house, and are each 40 feet in width by 60 feet 
in length, and are arranged with one end and one side ad- 
joining each other, covering an erea of 80 feet by 100 feet. 
The floor of the tanks slopes towards an open drain, which also 
slopes towards a large brick well, into which all the sludge 
from the tanks is drained. The sewage is first pumped out 
of a well built at the end of the branch sewer by a centrif- 
ugal suction-pump. As the sewage rises in the suction- 
pipe, the precipitant (crude sulp.-alumina) 1s applied from 
a small pipe extending from one of the chemical vats, and is 
thoroughly mixed with the sewage as it passes through the 
pump. It is then discharged into a flume built on the top of 
the tanks, which conveys it to either tank desired. These 
tanks are filled successively, and the sewage is allowed 
to rest three hours before emptying. At that time it is found 
that all the matter in suspension and a large proportion of 
the matter in solution has precipitated, covering the bottom 
of the tank with sludge. The tanks are then emptied and 
the sludge drained into a well, from which it is taken to ad- 
joining land for removal. The Superintendent estimates the 
total amount of sewage passing through the sewer each 
twenty-four hours at 400,000 gallons, and it has been de- 
monstrated to his satisfaction that by running the works from 
seven or eight in the morning to two o’clock the next morn- 
ing, all that absolutely requires treating can be treated. An 
illustration of the plant is given in this report. 


CONSUMPTION AND WASTE OF WATER. 

The consumption during the past year shows an average 
of 88 gallons daily per capita on the Cochituate and Sud- 
bury systems, and 76.5 on the Mystic, —an increase over the 
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previous twelve months of 10.9 percent. on the combined 
supplies. This extraordinarily large increase in the use of 
water was due mainly to the excessive cold weather in the 
early winter months. In January and February the con- 
sumption averaged over 50,000,000 gallons daily on the 
combined supplies, as against less than 40,000,000 gallons 
during the other months. This rate of increase, if main- 
tained, would speedily bring us up to the limit of our pres- 
ent means of supply. W hile we are confident that this 
ratio will not continue, 1t should be borne in mind that not 
only is the city growing rapidly, but the number of transient 
and suburban people who use our water is largely on the 
increase, and should be included in any estimate of popula- 
tion. It should also be stated that as a basis for ascertain- 
ing the number of gallons consumed daily per capita the 
population of Boston, including Charlestown, has been 


figured as 420,000, which is believed to be a low estimate. 
METERS. 


Since the appearance of our last annual report, the Report 
of the Meter-Testing Commission has been made public, and 
has attracted much attention on account of the thoroughness 
of the description given of the merits and faults of a large 
number of meters subjected to trial. The test failed to in- 
dicate that any one meter was so far superior that the com- 
missioners were willing to recommend it as the best, but it 
showed that there were several which could be relied upon 
to perform reasonably accurate service. <A perfect water- 
meter is yet among the improvements of the future. 

This Board has purchased meters in small quantities from 
time to time during the past year, to supply the places of 
the defective Tremont meters which are being removed from 
service as rapidly as possible. At the end of another year 
there will probably be very few in the department. We 
have now in use about 3,500 meters of different patterns, 
and we advocate the policy of frequent examinations with a 
view to keeping them in good running order. In many 
cities the policy is followed of allowing meters to take care of 
themselves, but the delicate mechanism of the parts justifies 
care and supervision if accurate results are to be expected. 
Especially in view of the fact that no meter has as yet been 
invented which, in our opinion, is entirely reliable, those 
in service should not be allowed to perform any great length 
of duty without being taken out for testing. We believe 
that the policy suggested, if attentively adhered to, will save 


the city a considerable amount annually in the way of 
revenue. 
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QUALITY OF THE WATER. 


The guality of the water on the Cochituate and Sudbury 
systems has continued to be very good, as indicated by the 
accompanying report and table compiled by Prof. E. 8. 
Wood, our analyst, which gives a comparative statement as 
to the condition of the water-supply during the past two 
years. Beaver Dam brook, to which he refers, will certainly 
improve as soon as the Framingham sewerage system is 
completed, when the sewage of that town will no longer 
reach the waters that flow into Lake Cochituate. It is hoped 
that Natick, Marlborough, and Westborough will soon intro- 
duce similar systems, should the Framingham works prove as 
successful as is anticipated. 

The quality of the Mystic, probably owing to the heavy 
and frequent rainfalls, has been more satisfactory than we 
expected.

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From these figures it will be noticed that, with two exceptions, the 
waters differed but slightly in the two years,—no more, in fact, than 
would naturally be expected in the averages calculated from the results 
of so small a number of analyses per year. 

The two exceptions referred to are the waters of Beaver Dam brook 
and Cold Spring brook. Inthe water of Beaver Dam brook the amount 
of albuminoid ammonia averaged 0.0195 parts per 100,000 in 1887, and 
(0.0325 parts in 1888, which increase is explained by the unusually large 
amount of impurity in this water in January, April, and October, as 
will be seen by reference to the quarterly reports. Beaver Dam brook 
water has not yielded such large amounts of albuminoid ammonia since 
1883 and 1884. In the case of the water from Cold Spring brook, the 
amount of albuminoid ammonia increased from 0.0258 parts per 100,000 
in 1887 to 0.0384 parts in 1888 ; this increase was shown chiefly in the Oc- 
tober analysis, when it reached 0.0624 parts per 100,000, and at the same 
time the water contained 8.10 parts per 100,000 of total residue. ‘This in- 
crease in the amount of impurity in the Cold Spring brook water may, 
perhaps, be explained by some necessary disturbance to the bed of the 
stream a short time previous to the collection of the water on October 1. 

With reference to the color of the waters it will be noticed that in all 
of the basins and reservoirs the water was less deeply colored in 1888 
than in 1887 with the exception of Basin 2, in which case the color 
averaged the same in the two years.

We shall also 
ask for appropriations for building a new stable at the 
Albany-street yard ; for continuing needed improvements at 
Lake Cochituate, including a new dam at the outlet ; and for 
two new boilers, and repairs upon the engines at the Mystic 
pumping-station, These items will be placed in the regular 
appropriation bill, to be paid from revenue in each case. 

Accompanying this will be found the reports of the Water 
Registrar, the City Engineer, and the Division Superin- 
tendents, to which attention is respectfully called.

Sir, — In accordance with the requirements of the Revised 
Ordinances, I respectfully submit the following report on the 
condition of the Water-Works : — 


SOURCES OF SUPPLY. 


The rainfall during the first seven months of the year was 
a little below the average, but since August 1 it has been 
unusually heavy, the total rainfall for the year at Lake 
Cochituate being the largest recorded since 1869. 

The rainfall and ie antities collected on the several water- 
sheds are as follows:

The quality of the water from the Sudbury and Cochituate 
supplies has been good, and that from the Mystic has caused 
less complaint than usual. 

The fluctuations in the amount of storage in the different 
lakes and reservoirs are shown graphically by an appended 
diagram. The condition of the different reservoirs during 
the year is given below. 


SuppurY-RiveER RESERVOIRS AND LAKE COCHITUATE. 


Reservoir No. 1. — Water was wasting at the dam on Jan- 
uary 1, and, with the exception of two days in January, con- 
tinued to waste until June 8, when the stop-planks were 
placed upon the dam. On June 28 wasting began again, and 
continued till Juiy 138. The surface of the reservoir con- 
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tinued near high-water mark the balance of the season, waste 
beginning again on August 23, and continuing until the pres- 
ent tinie. 


Reservoir No. 2. —— This reservoir was full until June 24, 
it then gradually fell until August 4, when the surface of the 
water had fallen to grade 160.53, or 6.6 feet below the top 
of the flash-boards, which was the lowest point reached 
during the year. Water has been flowing over the dam from 
September 23 to the present time. 


Reservoir No. 3. — Water was flowing over the dam from 
January 1 to January 25, from February 22 to February 238, 
from March 28 to June 6, from June 26 to July 10, and 
from August 24 to the present time. The lowest point 
reached during the year was on March 20, when the surface 
of the water was at grade 169.41, or 5.83 feet below the 
crest of the dam. 


Reservoir No. 4. — On Jan. 1, 1888, the water ‘in the 
reservoir stood at grade 207.89, or 7.32 feet below the top 
of the flash-boards. The reservoir gradually filled during 
January and February, and the water remained in the 
vicinity of high-water mark until the Ist of August, when 
the reservoir was drawn upon to supply the city... On Au- 
gust 21 the water was at grade 211.20, and after that date it 
began to rise, reaching the top of the stop-planks on Sep- 
tember 28. Since that date the reservoir has remained 
practically full. 


Farm Pond. —The surface of this pond has been kept 
at an average level of 149.11 feet above tide-marsh level. 

The conduit through the pond was in use from June 23 to 
July 10, and from December 15 to December 31. During 
the balance of the year the water was taken through the pond. 

The Framingham Water Company has pumped 61,500,000 
gallons from the pond, or a daily average of 168,033 gallons. 


Lake Cochituate. —On Jan. 1, 1888, the surface of the 
lake was at grade 125.63, or 8.73 feet below high water. 
It began to rise during the latter part of February, until, on 
March 31, it reached grade 131.20, but soon began to fall. 

Excepting August, water was wasted at the outlet of the 
lake during a part of each month, from March to December, 
inclusive, so as to allow the work to be done at the Pegan 
meadows. 

On August 20, a contract was made with Auguste 
Saucier for the removal of 60,000 cubic yards of material 
on Pegan meadows for the improvement of the shallow 
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flowage, so as to give a depth of 6 feet on the meadows at 
high water. 

The accomplishment of this work was attended with much 
difficulty, on account of the unusual amount of rainfall, and 
the contractor is to be complimented for the fidelity with 
which he has carried out his agreement. 

The plans for building a new dam at the outlet of 
the lake have been revised during the year, and late in 
the season the work of construction was commenced ; but the 
necessity of wasting large volumes of water, in order to 
allow the work on the Pegan meadows to be completed, has 
delayed the work, and, excepting the coffer dam, but little 
has been done.

AQUEDUCTS AND DISTRIBUTING RESERVOIRS. 


The Sudbury-river aqueduct has been in use during the 
whole or portions of 862 days, and the Cochituate aqueduct 
has been in use 358 days. The former has delivered into 
Chestnut-Hill and Brookline reservoirs 7,224,700,000 gal- 
lons, equal to a daily average supply of 19,789,600 gallons ; 
and the latter has delivered 4,968,503,1U0 gallons, or 
13,575,100 gallons per day. 

Both aqueducts have been cleaned during the year; the 
details of this work will be found in the report of the Super- 
intendent of the Western Division. 

In the Cochituate aqueduct from February 22 to June 27, 
and from September 27 to December 31, a depth of 6 feet 
of water was run; from June 27 to July 8, a depth of 6 feet 
6 inches was run; for the balance of the year the depth of 
water run in the aqueduct followed the level of the lake. 

The Chestnut-Hill, Brookline, Fisher-Hill, Parker-Hill, 
and East Boston reservoirs are in good condition. 

Fisher-Hill reservoir has been in use during the whole 
year. The grading of the grounds was finished during the 
early part of the summer, a drain-pipe was laid from the 
back side of the reservoir lot to connect with the drain in 
Fisher-Hill avenue, shrubs were planted, the walks and 
slopes resurfaced, and the slopes and grounds seeded with 
grass. 

The loam surfacing of the slopes slipped in three or four 
places during the very severe storm of September 26, and 
another small slip occurred during the storm of November 
26. These slips are common to new embankments with a 
clayey subsoil, but will not probably occur after a strong 
sod has formed. 

Parker-Hill reservoir was shut off from the distribution, 
and the high-service districts were supplied directly from 
Fisher-Hill reservoir, from Dec. 3, 1887, to July 2, 18838. 
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Since that date a circulation has been kept up in the reser- 
voir by throttling the inlet gate. 

West Roxbury has been supplied directly from Fisher Hill 
during the entire year. 

The average monthly and yearly heights of all the reser- 
voirs are shown by an annexed table. 


HicgH-SeERvVICcCE PuMPING—STATIONS. 


The Elmwood-street pumping-station was discontinued on 
May 8, at 11 P.M., after having been in use since March 1, 
1570, and the force of engineers and firemen was transferred 
to Chestnut Hill. The daily average amount pumped at this 
station, from January 1 to May 8, was 3,659,400 gallons. 

The Brighton pumping-station was closed in January, and 
the engineer transferred to Chestnut Hill. The pumps have 
been taken down, and one of them will be transferred to the 
new station at East Boston, to pump the water for the Breed’s 
Island high service. 

The Brighton pumping-station was built in 1876 for the 
temporary supply of the high-service district of Brighton 
until the Chestnut Hill pumping-station should be built. 

At the East Boston station the daily average amount 
pumped from January 1 to October 30 was 353,200 gallons ; 
since the last date, with the exception of one day in 
December, no water has been pumped, as, on account of the 
increased supply furnished by the new 24-inch main, the 
reservoir can be filled from the low-service mains at night. 
During extreme cold weather pumping will have to be 
resorted to. 

At the West Roxbury pumping-station the daily average 
amount pumped was 40,560 gallons. The daily amount of 
water used varied from an average of 20,800 gallons in April 
to 74,800 gallons in January; but nearly one-half of the 
apparent consumption during the winter months was due to 
the opening of a connection between the West Roxbury high 
service and the general high service, to prevent the freezing 
of the water in the pipe over the Park-street bridge. 

The tank on Bellevue Hill has been enclosed by an obser- 
vatory tower, which it is expected will prevent any trouble 
from ice in the tank. 


New HicH-Servick Works. 


Work upon the pumping-machinery and boilers was so 
far advanced January 21, that fires were started under one 
of the boilers, and engine No. 1 was run for a short time. 
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On February 1, engine No. 2 was started, and they were 
run irregularly nearly every day until May 9, when they 
were put into regular service, the pumps at Elmwood street 
being abandoned. The pumps are completed, excepting 
some minor details and painting. ; 

A duty trial was made of engine No. 1, together with 
boiler No. 2, on August 9 and 10, and trials were made of 
engine No. 2 with boiler No. 1 on August 22 and 23, and 
on September 26 and 27. Engine No. 1 developed a duty of 
103,284,500 ft.-lbs. from 1,100 lbs. of steam at 212°, and 
engine No. 2a duty of 105,004,300 ft.-lIbs. The best result 
obtained from the boilers was an actual evaporation of 10 
Ibs. of water per pound of coal used, or an equivalent evapo- 
ration of 11.57 lbs. from and at 212°.

In June several districts were changed from low service 
to high service. In the city proper, 3.5 miles of streets 
were so changed ; in Roxbury, 3.9 miles; in Dorchester, 2.2 
miles; and in West Roxbury, 0.6 miles. 

The amount of water used by the high service increased 
from 3,691,000 gallons per day in 1887 to 4,932,700 gallons 
in 1888. The increase during the last half of the year, after 
the territory supplied was enlarged, being 1,597,600 gallons 
per day, or 42.8 per cent. over the consumption for the cor- 
responding months in 1887. 
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DESCRIPTION OF CHESTNUT—HILL PUMPING-STATION. 


The buildings consist of an engine-room, 84 feet 10 inches 
by 64 feet 8 inches, with a basement ; el boiler- room, 79 feet 
10 inches by 56 feet 2 inches; anda coal-room, 65 feet 4 
incbes by 62 feet, connected with the boiler-room by an ex-. 
tension 43 feet 8 inches by 19 feet 10 inches. 

West of the pumping-station is a circular screen chamber, 
which is connected with the Cochituate aqueduct by a brick 
conduit 4 feet by 4 feet 4 inches in section, and with the 
48-inch pipe from the Sudbury conduit by a 36-inch iron 
pipe. <A third connection can be made with Chestnut-Hill 
reservoir by a 48-inch pipe when desired, the pipe for this 
connection being laid from the screen chamber to the centre 
of Beacon street. Through these connections water can be 
drawn directly from either the Cochituate or the Sudbury 
conduit, or from the reservoir, as may from time to time 
seem best. 

Double screens made of copper wire can be placed in 
grooves built into the masonry, and iron sluice-gates and stop- 
planks are arranged for controlling the flow of the water. 

A brick conduit 4 feet by 5 feet in section connects the 
screen-chamber with the pump-wells in the basement of the 
engine-room. There are three wells; two of them are each 
18 feet by 10 feet and 16 feet deep, and the third, which was 
provided for a future pumping-engine, is 21 feet by 10 feet 
by 16 feet. 

These wells are connected with the conduit through 32 feet 
by 3 feet iron sluice-gates. 

In order to pr ovide for the possible extension of the 
engine-room for a fourth pumping-engine, a gate-opening 
for a proposed pump-well bas been built into the foundation 
wall on the west end of the building, and the bottom of a 
foundation wall between the present building and the screen- 
‘chamber has been built, so that an extension to the present 
building can be built at any time without interfering with the 
operation of the present pumping-plant. 

Each well can be emptied through a 12-inch drain-pipe, 
which also receives the waste water from the condensers of 
the engines. 

The basement has a concrete floor, and in it will be fitted 
up a repair shop. 

The pumping-plant consists of two Gaskill horizontal com- 
pound engines, each having a capacity of 8,000,000 gallons 
in 24 hours ; they were built by the Holly Company, of Lock- 
Party ad 
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The high-pressure cylinders are 21 inches diameter, the low- 
pressure “cylinders 42 inches diameter, the water -plungers 25 
inches diameter, and all have*a stroke of 86 inches. The 
plunger displacement is 802 gallons per revolution, and the 
maximum piston speed, as per “contract, is 115 feet per minute. 
The foundation of each pump consists of a solid block of 
American cement concrete 14 feet 5 inches in thickness, and 
on each foundation are built four brick piers 6 feet 8 inches 
high, surmounted by a granite coping 12 inches in thickness. 
The engines and pumps are secured in position by 1?-inch 
bolts, which are built into the entire depth of the brick foun- 
dations. The force mains from each pump are 24 inches in 
diameter, and they unite outside of the building with a 30- 
inch pipe which extends to Fisher-Hill reservoir, — a distance 
of 5,800 fect. Branches and gates have been placed in the 
force main, so that a third and fourth pumping-engine can be 
connected with the force main without stopping the pumping. 
Branches have also been located for a second torce main. 

The steam is furnished by two horizontal tubular steel 
boilers, ie inches in diameter, 18 feet 5 inches long. The 
shell is ;% inch thick, and each boiler contains 151 tubes, 3 
inches in diameter. Each boiler contains 2,171 square feet 
of heating surface and 49 square feet of grate surface. A 
feed- water heater is placed in the flue between the boilers. 
It is made of 80 brass tubes, each 25 inches diameter and 15 
feet long, supported by racks on a portable carriage. It has 
a heating surface of 931 square feet. The main steam- pipe 
from the boilers to the engine-roon is 10 inches in diameter. 
The smoke-flue from the boilers to the chimney is of brick, 
and is carried under the floor of the boiler-room. 

The chimney is located in the extension of the coal-house. 
It is 150 feet in height above the floor of the boiler-10om, 
and the foundations extend to solid earth at a depth of 26 
feet. The foundation is 27 feet 10 inches square at the 
bottom, and is stepped in to 20 feet square at the grade of 
the bottom of the flue where the brick masonry begins. 

The foundation is of Portland cement concrete'to a height 
of 6 feet above its base, and the upper portion is of rubble 
masonry laid solid in American cement mortar. A door is 
placed in the chimney at its base for the removal of soot, 
and an opening for a second smoke-flue has been built and 
bricked up until needed. The chimney is drawn into a 
circular form above the opening for the flues. The outside 
shell atthe base is 15 feet in diameter and is 28 inches thick ; 
it has an outside batter of 0.288 inches per foot, and its 
thickness is gradually reduced to 16 inches at a point 96 feet 
above the floor. The flue is circular, its inside diameter is 5 
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feet 6 inches, and its wall is 12 inches thick at the base and 
4 inches at the top, which is 20 feet below the top of the 
outside shell. The chimney has a cast-iron cap, and is fitted 
with two }$-inch copper lightning-rods. 

The ‘coal-room contains four bins 51 feet long, 14 feet 6 
inches wide, and 13 feet high; they will hold about 1,000 tons 
of coal. 

The coal is raised to an elevated run, from which it is 
dumped into the bins. Scales are provided, so that the coal 
can be weighed before dumping. 


East Boston AND BREED’s ISLAND HicH SERVICE. 


The works will soon be in working order. The pumping- 
station is built of brick, with brownstone trimmings, and is 
located on Condor street, nearly opposite Brooks street. 

The supply is taken through a 16-inch suction-pipe, which 
connects with the 24-inch pipe which crosses Chelsea creek 
near this point. 

A 12-inch force main is laid from the pumping-station to 
the reservoir on Brooks street; and another 12-inch force 
main is laid from the pumping-station, a distance of 1],000 
feet, to a wrought-iron tank on the summit of Breed’s Island, 
or Orient Heights. This tank is 24 feet in diameter and 40 
feet high. The bottom of the tank is 154.60 feet above 
water-works base. 

The two pumps now located in the old pumping-station at 
the reservoir lot will be moved into the new building, to fur- 
nish the supply for the East Boston high service, and one 
of the pumps from the discontinued Brighton pumping- 
station will be used for the Breed’s Island service. 

The piping is so arranged that all the pumps can be used 
for either district.

The foundations of the tank and the laying of the water- 
pipe were done by the day. 


Mystic Laks. 


Water was wasted over the dam from January 1 to Jan- 
uary 22, from February 5 to February 9, from February 20 
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to June 3, from June 14 to June 16, and from September 26 
to December 31. 

The lowest point rerched during the year was on Sep- 
tember 17, when the surface of the lake was at grade 4.26, 
or 2.74 feet below high water. The yield of the watershed 
of the lake is shown by a table on page 52. 


Mystic—V ALLEY SEWER. 


The new settling-tanks have been completed and are in 
successful operation. The works consist of a pump-well 
connected by a brick sewer with the main sewer, a sewage- 
pump, an engine, an engine-house, four settling-tanks, a 
sludge-well, a sludge-pump, and a series of settling-basins 
for receiving the sludge. 

In the engine-house are three vats, so arranged that the 
precipitant is fed to the sewage from one vat placed lower 
and between the other two, in which the precipitant is dis- 
solved; each vat is provided with a steam-pipe for heating 
the water used, and with an appliance for stirring, which is 
run from the engine. 

After the precipitant is fed to the sewage, it is raised by 
pumping to the settling-tanks, where, after a tank is filled, 
it is allowed to settle for about three hours. The claritied 
liquid is then drawn off by means of narrow stop-planks, 
which are removed one by one. At this season of the year 
the tanks can be filled six times before it is necessary to re- 
move the deposited sludge. This is removed through sluices 
which connect with a sludge- well placed in the middle 
space between the four tanks. From this sludge-well the 
sludge is pumped into a flume, by which it is carried to the 
settling-basins. 

The | average flow of the sewer is about 400,000 gallons in 
24 hours, 75 per cent. of which is between 8 A.M. and 8 
P.M. After 12 P.M. the flow from the sewer is practically 
clear water. 

The results of several experiments show that 1 volume 
of sludge is deposited in the tanks to 30 volumes of sew- 
age received. The sludge contains about 4 parts of dry 
solids to 96 parts of water; the water disappears in the 
settling-basins, and we have remaining a product sufficiently 
dry to He easily handled, and containing 4 parts of solids to 12 
parts of water. On this basis the amount of « dry product ” 
would be 10 cubic yards daily. The cost of the works, in- 
cluding the preparation of the settling-basins and incidentals, 
was $10,410.18. 
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The accompanying plan and view shows the arrangement of 
the works. 


Mystic ConDUIT AND RESERVOIR. 


The conduit has been cleaned twice during the year, and 
is in good condition. 

The eastern division of the reservoir was cleaned in 1884, 
and the other division should be cleaned out this year. The 
stone masonry of the western division has been repointed. 


Mystic PumpinG—STaATION. 


The repairs to the roof of the pumping-station were com- 
pleted early in the year. The flat roof of the coal-bunker, 
which was badly decayed, has been replaced by a shed roof. 
The four old boilers have about outlived their usefulness, 
and it would be economy to replace them with a new plant. 

The table on page 43 shows the work done by the pump- 
ing-engines during the year.

The total length of pipe laid on the Sudbury and Co- 
chituate works was 23.22 miles, and 3.04 miles have been 
abandoned, making a net increase of 20.18 miles in the total 
length in use. On the Mystic works the mains have been 
extended 9,980 feet, and 6,225 feet of 4-inch wrought-iron 
and cement pipe have been abandoned. 

The 24-inch main to East Boston, the laying of which was 
commenced in 1887, has been completed between City square 
in Charlestown and Chelsea creek in Chelsea, and the new 
30 and 16 inch mains have been laid, with the exception of 
the portion on Warren bridge. The new 30-inch main has 
been connected with the old 20-inch pipe at each end of the 
bridge, and the pressure on the pipe in East Boston is in- 
creased 10 or 12 pounds. The 30-inch main starts from the 
40-inch main on Boston Common opposite Mason street, and 
runs diagonally across the Common to the corner of Park 

d Beacon streets, thence through Beacon, Bowdoin, Alls- 
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ton, and Bulfinch streets, Bowdoin square, Chardon, Portland, 
Traverse, Haverhill, Causeway, and Beverly streets, to War- 
ren bridge, where it connects with the old 20-inch main. <A 
connection has also been made with the old 24-inch main in 
Chardon street. These two connections with the new main 
have increased the head in the pipes at the north end of the city. 

The 16-inch high-service main was laid from the corner of 
Mt. Vernon and Joy streets, through Joy, Myrtle, Derne, 
Bowdoin, and Cambridge streets to Chardon street, and from 
this point to Warren bridge the 16-inch and 30-inch pipes 
are laid in the same trench. On the Charlestown side the 
30-inch and 16-inch pipes start near the crossing of the freight 
railroad on Warren avenue, and are laid in the same trench 
to City square, where the 30-inch is reduced to 24-inch, 
and connections are made with the 20-inch Cochituate and 
the 16-inch Mystic mains. The 24-inch and 16-inch pipes 
continue through Park street to Conimon street, where the 
pipes separate, the 16-inch running to Monument square, 
through Common and Winthrop streets, and the 24-inch 
through Common, Adams, and Chelsea streets to Chelsea 
bridge. The new 24-inch pipe was laid through the filled 
portion of Chelsea bridge, but the new 24-inch and the old 
24-inch pipes are connected and carried over the bridge 
proper in one line of 30-inch pipe. In Chelsea the new 
20-inch pipe was laid in Broadway, Williams, and Marginal 
streets, and is connected with the old 20-inch and 24-inch 
pipes crossing Chelsea creek to East Boston. When the 
30-inch is laid across Warren bridge, there will be two inde- 
pendent lines to East Boston, with the exception of the 
sections on Chelsea bridge. 

A contract was made with the Gloucester Iron Works on 
July 17 for furnishing 440 tons of 6-inch water-pipe for the 
supply of Long Island, and on August 3 a contract was made 
with Geo. W. Townsend for furnishing and laying a line of 
6-inch pipe, with John F. Ward's flexible joints, between 
Moon and Long Islands. Each Jength of pipe between 
Moon and Long “Tslands was encased by four spruce planks, 
11 feet 4 inches long and 34 inches thick, and the space be- 
tween the case and the pipe was filled with lime and cement 
grout, to protect the iron from the sewage that is discharged 
near that point. The pipe is placed below the surface of 
the bottom of the channel wherever there is less than 10 
feet of water at mean low tide. The length of the line is 
3,415 feet. The pipe was laid for a distance of 10,270 feet 
on Moon Island and through Squantum. All further progress 
was delayed by complications with the town of Quincy. <A 
contract was made with J. N. Hayes & Co. for building the 
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siphon and pipe-box at Neponset bridge for $8,000, but the 
work was delayed for the same reason. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The pipe-yard on Albany street has been enlarged by 
taking the adjoining wharf formerly occupied by the City 
Hospital Department, and a sea-wall, 168 feet in length, 
was built on the water-front to replace the old wall, at a cost 
of $5,965.90. 

The following is a report from Mr. Desmond FitzGerald, 
Resident Engineer, of the work intrusted to his charge : — 


BOSTON, dan. 1, 1382: 


Wiiuiam Jackson, Esq., Chief Engineer Boston -Water- 
Works : — 

Sir, — I submit herewith a brief report of the engineering 
work accomplished during the past year by the force on ad- 
ditional supply and improvement of the old sources. 

Early in the year borings were begun at Basin 5 to ascer- 
tain the depth of the bed-rock below the surface of the valley, 
at the site of the dam. ‘Two test-pits were partially sunk, 
but their indications were so different from the water-borings 
that it became evident that little reliance could be placed on 
the ordinary wash-out system. The ground is so full of large 
boulders that it will be necessary to use the diamond drill. 
On March 10 all work on the new basin was suspended from 
lack of appropriations. 

During the summer, surveys were made of the Course brook 
and Pegan meadows, at Lake Cochituate, and plans perfected 
for their improvement, by lowering the grade of the bottom, 
and filling the shallow portions. On August 20 a contract 
was made by the Water Board with Auguste Saucier for the 
removal of sixty thousand cubic yards of material at the 
Pegan meadows, and this work has just been satisfactorily 
completed. | 

Plans for new location of the highways on the site of Basin 
5 have been made during the year, and have been accepted 
by the County Commissioners of Middlesex County. 

Some experimental work on the subject of filtration has 
been prosecuted by the force under my direction, but the 
results are not sufficiently advanced to report upon at the 
present time. |

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In GENERAL. 


The high-service district in the city proper is now sup- 
plied by a 24-inch pipe from Parker- Hill reservoir to Pynchon 
street, a distance of 2,900 feet; thence by a 20-inch pipe to 
Berkeley street, a distance of 4,520 feet, where the 12-inch 
pipe for the South Boston supply is taken off; thence by a 
16-inch pipe to the 16-inch by 16-inch branch on Boston 
Common, a distance of 2,600 feet. During this season a 
large territory has been added to the high-service district in 
the city proper, and it is also proposed to make connections 
so that « portion of the Charlestown district can be supplied 
when the Mystic supply runs short. Estimating the max- 
imum flow at present to be 1} times the average consump- 
tion, there is a loss of head at the 16-inch by 16-inch branch 
of 25 feet, besides a sudden momentary additional loss of 
head of 30 feet, caused by the large draught of elevators. 
To remedy this excessive loss of head, it is necessary to 
provide an additional line of pipe from Parker-Hill res- 
ervoir. The additional line of pipe is also desirable in the 
contingency of an accident to the present line. I therefore 
recommend that a 20-inch main be laid from the present 24- 
inch pipe in Fisher avenue, at Parker Hill, to the 16-inch by 
16-inch branch on the Common. 

In the Roxbury and Dorchester high-service districts the 
present consumption is about 2,500, 000 gallons daily, and in 
the higher portions of the districts the. supply is at times 
unsatisfactory. To remedy the trouble now existing, and to 
provide for the future wants of this growing district, it is 
necessary to lay anew main from the 16-inch pipe at the corner 
of Parker and Centre streets, to the vicinity of Eggleston 
square, where, by being extended as necessity may require, 
it can be connected with the 12-inch pipes in Washington 
street and Walnut, Humboldt, Elm Hill, and Blue ‘Hill 
avenues; also the 12-inch pipe in Seaver street should be 
connected from Walnut avenue to Maple street; and the 
connection between the 16-inch pipe in Centre street and 
the 24-inch pipe in Perkins street should be changed to 
16-inch. 

The sizes of pipes recommended above are based on the 
assumption that, when required, a main will be laid for 
the supply of Dorchester by way of Forest Hills and the 
proposed reservoir in West Roxbury. 

The capacity of the combined Sudbury and Cochituate sup- 
plies, as at present developed, is 35,500,000 gallons daily for 
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a dry year. The consumption for the past year was 33,310,- 
700 gallons daily, an increase of 11.6 per cent. over the con- 
sumption of the previous year. Assuming that the increase 
for the next year will be equal to that of last year, the 
consumption will reach 37,174,700 gallons daily. That is, 
our consumption would he more than the dry years’ ca- 
pacity of our supply as at present developed. It is, there- 
fore, evident that, for the protection of the city against a 
probable season of short supply of water, it is necessary to 
begin the further development of its resources at once. 

After authority is obtained to proceed with the work of 
building an additional basin, several months will be required 
for necessary investigations and studies before the actual con- 
struction of a storage-basin can be proceeded with. The 
work of construction ean, under the most favorable condi- 
tions, be completed in three working seasons; nearly one 
season will be required for the preliminary work, and the 
basin should be allowed to be filled one year before water is 
used from it; thus five years are required for the completion, 
ready for use, of a storage-basin. 

The figures below give the daily average rates of consump- 
tion for the past five years from the Sudbury and Cochituate 
works : —

The above shows an increase for the four years past of 
32.8 per cent. Assuming the same rate of increased con- 
sumption, we should have in1892 a daily average consumption 
of about 44,250,000 gallons. It is not believed, however, 
that the increase during this period will be at this rate, but 
a comparison of the rates of increase in the past five cor- 
responding periods shows that it is reasonable to expect that 
the increase may not be less than 10 per cent. This per- 
centage is based upon the assumption that it is safe to allow 
for a considerable reduction in the amount of water wasted, 
the waste of last year being largely increased by the long- 
continued cold weather during the early months. We may 
anticipate with reasonable certainty that in 1892 our water- 
works will be called upon to supply at least 36,750,000 
gallons daily to the district now supplied by the Cochituate 
and Sudbury works; and should any additional territory 
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now supplied from other sources be supplied from these 
works, this amount would be proportionately increased. 

The capacity of the additional basin, for which the land 
has been partly acquired, is 4,500,000 gallons daily, and it 
will be seen from the above that, even with the development 
of this basin, the works, with no allowance for possible ad- 
ditions to the territory now supplied, will have but a com- 
paratively small surplus capacity. 

It is, therefore, necessary that the construction of an addi- 
tional basin should be proceeded with, and I wish to urge 
upon your Board the importance of using every effort to ob- 
tain the necessary authority from the City Council. 

Appended to this report will be found the usual tables of 
rainfall, consumption, yield of water-sheds, etc.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
WESTERN DIVISION.

Sir, — The annual report of the Western Division of the 
Boston Water-Works is submitted herewith. 


SupDBURY—RIVER BASINS. 


Owing to the large rainfall of the past year all of the 
basins have been well supplied with water. They are now 
full, and large amounts of water are daily wasting over the 
dams. The quality of the water has been unusually good, 
although at times some differences have been noted in the 
water as it flows into the basins and out of them, in favor of 
the former. 

Possibly the large volumes have not allowed the water to 
remain in storage for sufficient time for the beneficial effects 
of air and rest to affect the quality. 

On June 19 a small amount of alge appeared in Basin 3, 
but early in the autumn almost entirely disappeared. 

Algee have not appeared in sufficient numbers in any of 
our waters this year to give any trouble. A rough prelimi- 
nary survey has been made of the Sudbury river, in the 
neighborhood of the Cedar swamp, with a view to its 
improvement; another survey has been made for a new 
channel for Cold Spring brook, from Dam 4 to Main street. 

The above are the principal facts in regard to the Sudbury 
supply. A more detailed account will be found under each 
basin. 


Basin I. 


On Jan. 1, 1888, the water was at elevation 157.79, and 
was wasting over stone crest of dam, and so continued until 
June 8, when flash-boards were put in place. On June 28 
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water was wasting over the top of the flash-boards, and con- 
tinued to waste until July 10. The surface then fell to 
elevation 158.51, on August 5 and 6, but on the 23d was 
again wasting over flash-boards or through waste-gates until 
September 29, when flash-boards were removed. After this 
it wasted over stone crest or through waste-gates until 
December 19, when, waste-gates being finally closed, water 
ran over stone crest the remainder of the year. The highest 
elevation reached was 159.87, on March 22. The lowest 
elevation was 155.75, on December 9. The flow of one and 
one-half millions of gallons has been passed into the river 
every day in accordance with the law. The usual amount 
of care has been given to the maintenance of the works 
around the basin. The 48-inch main in the bottom of the 
reservoir has not been repaired. It is in bad condition, but 
no favorable opportunity has offered for examining the 
joints. 

No water has been drawn from Basin 1 to supply the 
city during the year. 


Basin 2. 


On Jan. 1, 1888, the water was at elevation 165.94, and 
was wasting over stone crest, and continued to waste till Jan- 
uary 21, when the water lowered a little, but was wasting 
again on February 1, and continued to waste, with the 
exception of a few days in March, when waste-gates were 
opened, until June 8, when flash-boards were put in place. 
On June 16 water was wasting over flash-boards, and so con- 
tinued till the 20th, when an extra set of temporary flash- 
boards were added, the tops of which were at elevation 
167.50. The water then rose to elevation 167.49, on 
the 23d. 

The water in the basin stood at elevation 160.53, on 
August 4, 164.85 on the 26th, and at 161.43 on September 
10. The temporary flash-boards were removed on Sep- 
tember 22. Water was wasted over flash-boards until 
November 26, when all of the flash-boards were removed. 
With the exception of six days in December the water then 
flowed over the stone crest the remainder of the year. 

The highest elevation reached was 167.64, on November 
11,and the lowest, 160.53, on August 4. 

The only work of any importance that has been done at 
Basin 2, during the year, with the exception of the ordinary 
routine work ‘attending the maintenance of the dam and 

gate- house and the management of the water, was the laying 
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of 1,300 linear feet of stone paving on the PAStOThY side of 
the basin, on the Nevins’ place. 

In November an experimental plant to test the Warren 
filter was put up at the dam, and observations made under 
a variety of circumstances to test the capacity of the filter 
and its ability to remove the micro-organisms existing in the 
water. 

Water has been drawn from this source for the supply of 
the city between the following dates : — 


January 1 to January 23. September 17 to September 26. 
June 23 to July 10. September 29 to October 16. 
July 23 to September 12. | October 20 to October 22. 


Basin 2. 
On Jan. 1, 1888, this basin stood at grade 175.46, and 


water was wasting over the stone crest. 

The basin continued to overflow until the 25th. On Jan- 
uary 23 the supply for the city was drawn partly from this 
source, and after the 30th wholly from this source, until 
June 8. On February 20 the grade of the surface was 
171.11, and water was flowing over the crest on the 22d and 
23d. On March 20 the water had fallen to 169.41, but it 
soon rose, and on the 28th was again wasting over the dam. 
Waste continued either over the crest or through the waste- 
gates until June 7. Between June 8 and June 20 a portion 
of the supply only was taken from Basin 3. On June 14 
the surface was at elevation 174.69, and on the 26th rose 
above the stone crest, and waste continued until July 11. 
Between July 10 and July 23 a portion of the supply for the 
city was taken from Basin 3, and the water was lowered to 
grade 173.43,on August 6. On August 24 the basin was 
again full and wasting over the crest of the dam until the end 
ot the year. The highest point reached has been 176.30, on 
January 2, and the lowest 169.41, on March 20. A portion 
of the supply was drawn between October 16 and October 
20, and between October 22 and November 2. 

From the latter date to December 13 the whole of the | 
supply was drawn from this source, owing to the favorable 
able quality of the water, and a partial supply from December 
13 to the end of the year. No new work has been done at 
this point. 
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Basin 4. 


On Jan. 1, 1888, water in this basin stood at grade 207.89, 
and rose gradually to 215.21, on March 1, when stop- planks 
were removed from overflow, and water wasted over the 
stone crest until March 17. 

The waste-gates were opened at this date to carry on some 
experiments for flow through the gates, and the surface fell 
to 211.95, 0n the 21st. On April 4 the stop-planks were 
replaced, and on the 8th the water reached 215.00. From 
this time until August 4 the basin remained full, the overflow 
" being carried over the crest, or through the gates, as occasion 
demanded. On August 3 the supply for Basin 2 was drawn 
from this source, and so continued until the 22d. 

On the 21st the surface had fallen to 211.20, but on 
September 28 was again above 215.00 and wasting over the 
flash-boards, until November 21, when the boards were 
removed and the water allowed to run over the stone crest 
for the remainder of the year. The highest elevation has 
been 215.31, on April 9, and the lowest, 207.89, on Jan- 
uary 1. 

A considerable amount of engineering work has been done 
at this basin in the way of experiments to ascertain the co- 
efficients of the waste-gates, and also to determine accurately 
the amount of water flowing over the stone crest with 
varying heights of basin. Two weirs, 20 feet in length, were 
erected, and many experiments made, from which tables and 
curves of flow will be plotted. 


Farm Ponp. 


On Jan. 1, 1888, this pond stood at elevation 149.24, and 
has been kept at about high-water mark (149.25) through the 
greater part of the year. 

Between September 12 and October 16 the surface was 
drawn down about 1.8 feet at the request of the Selectmen 
of Framingham, for the convenience of the contractors who 
were building the sewers for the town. The highest eleva- 
tion was 149.80, on December 28, and the lowest, 147.27, on 
September 17. 

Water was drawn through Farm-pond aqueduct from June 
23 to July 10, and from December 15 to end of the year; 
at other times the water was drawn directly through the 
pond. 

The Framingham Water Company have pumped 61,500,000 
gallons from Farm pond, an average of 168,000 gallons daily. 
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LAakE COCHITUATE. 


On Jan. 1, 1888, the lake stood at elevation 125.63, 8.73 
feet below high water. On March 14, the water having 
risen to 128.91, the waste- gates were opened at the outlet 
dams on account of projected work at the Pegan meadows 
later in the year. On March 31 the surface was at 131.20, 
but early in April it began to fall gradually, and by means 
of waste-gates was kept below. 128.00 for a large part of the 
summer and autumn. 

A total of 4,229,200,000 gallons has been wasted during the | 
vear. Plans were made for the removal of 60,000 eubic yards 
of material from the Pegan meadows, and on August 20th 
your Board made a contract with Auguste Saucier, of South 
Framingham, for the execution of the work at the very low 
price of 29 cents per cubic yard, which included the facing of 
the embankments with gravel. This work has been carried 
out. The old dike extending across the lake was removed, 
as it was found by experience that the damming up of this 
shallow water produced an excessive growth of vegetable 
life. The old gravel and rock dams in Pegan brook were 
also removed. A new culvert, at a lower elevation, was built 
under the road at the upper portions of the meadows. 

The town of Natick endeavored to stop the city from 
taking away the dike, as they wished to build a road upon 
it across the lake, but the courts refused to grant an injunc- 
tion. This whole work has been prosecuted under the most 
, adverse conditions. The excessive rains interfered materially 
with the execution, but the contractors have carried out their 
agreement. It was intended to have done some shallow 
flowage-work at the mouth of Course brook, but the rainy 
weather prevented. 

Work on a new dam was begun late in the season, but 
beyond laying out the lines and erecting a coffer-dam little 
was accomplished. It was necessary, in order to complete 
the Pegan brook work, to waste water in such large amounts 
over the site of the new dam that it was impracticable to 
excavate for the foundation. The highest point reached 
during the year was 131.40, on December 21. The lowest 
elevation was 125.61, on February 4. 

Water was wasted from Lake Cochituate through the 
outlet gates between the following dates, viz.: From March 
14 to April 1; April 23° to April 25; May 13 to May 22; 
June 4 to June 7; July 4 to July 12; September 27 to end 
of the year. 
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SupBURY- RIVER AQUEDUCT. 


This structure has been in service during the entire year, 
with the exception of about twelve days, when the flow was 
stopped to clean the aqueduct and for other purposes. It 
has carried to the city a total of 7,224,700,000 gallons, ora 
daily average of 19,739,600 gallons, —a considerable in- 
crease over last year. 

On June 5, 21, and 22 the aqueduct was swept its entire 
length. The cleaning from Farm pond to the West Siphon 
Chamber was done by machine. From the East Chamber to 
Chestnut-Hill Reservoir hand-labor was used. 

The brick-work in the upper portions as far as Bacon’s 
Waste Weir was very dirty, being covered with a black 
muddy deposit. There was no spongilla. 

In the Beacon-street tunnel, about six cart-loads of rock 
were removed, which had fallen from the roof. In the last 
cleaning, which bas recently taken place, we found a large 
quantity of heavy pieces of rock which had fallen in the 

neighborhood of Stations 803 and 804. It is evident, from 
what has recently taken place in this direction, that it is un- 
safe to put off the time for bricking up portions of this tunnel 
any longer. Plans have already been made for this work, 
and I earnestly recommend that the arch be put in during the 
coming season. 

The Waban embankment, which is one of the highest on 
the line, has been coated with 180 cart-loads of loam. 

Hurd’s embankment has been treated in the same way. A 
considerable amount of painting along the line has been 
done by the ordinary maintenance force, such as the iron- 
work of roofs, floors, and gratings in gates, houses, etc. 

A careful examination has been made recently of the point- 
ing of the masonry structures along the line of the Sudbury 
and Cochituate, aqueducts executed a few years ago, prin- 
cipally in 1880. It has been found that wherever elastic oil 
cement was used in the pointing, it is still intact in good con- 
dition and free from cracks; but that, excepting in vertical 
joints, the cement pointing (whether either Portland or Amer- 
ican cement was used) is more or less cracked. I believe it 
to be better to point such masonry, as platforms, steps, 
stone-roofing, projecting belt, and capping courses, with elas- 
tic cement. The joints should be large, of good width and 
depth, to receive as large a quantity of cement as the char- 
acter of the work will allow. 

The larger the joint the longer its continued elasticity. 
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THE CoOcHITUATE AQUEDUCT. 


From January 1 to February 22, the depth of water 
maintained in this structure depended upon the depth of 
water in the lake; there not being sufficient water in the lake 
to give a depth of six feet in the aqueduct; but on the latter 
date, the surface of the lake having reached grade 127.00, six 
feet of water were run until June 27, when six inches more 
were added to the flow. 

On July 8, the level of the lake having fallen to this point, 
and continuing to fall, the level maintained in the aqueduct 
followed the surface of the lake until September 27, after 
which a depth of six feet. was maintained in the aqueduct un- 
til the end of the year. 

On May 14, 15, and 16, the whole length of the in- 
terior was cleaned from the lake to Brookline reservoir. 
From the lake to Station 130, the brick-work was covered 
with a deep coating of black mud, but there was very little 
spongilla. When the spongilla was found it occurred under 
the muddy deposit, which latter was different in character 
from that usually noticed. 

In the Brookline tunnel, sewage still percolates through the 
seams of the rock, and this is an evil which it is difficult to 
reach. Our experience in this matter is of great value wher- 
ever tunnels for water-works purposes are built near thickly 
settled communities. It is very difficult, if not impractica- 
ble, to arch a tunnel after the aqueduct comes into use; and 
wherever there is the slightest doubt about the possibility of 
a tunnel acting as a drain for a considerable territory over 
and about it, there should be no hesitancy in making it, in 
the first place, as water-tight as possible by permanent lining. 

On December 18 and 19 a second cleaning of this struct- 
ure took place. The brick-work as far as Station 40 was 
covered with black mud, under which was a reddish deposit 
of spongilla. From Station 40 to Dedman’s brook there 
was a considerable amount of red and white sponge. 

Owing to the impossibility of wasting water at Webber’s 
brook, the aqueduct could only be cleaned as far as the inter- 
mediate gate-house at Chestnut-Hill reservoir. 

The usual amount of care has been bestowed upon the 
fences, mowing the bushes, and repairing the embankments. 
At Newton Highlands an embankment which was wearing 
away was covered with a foot of soil, sodded, and fenced to 
preserve it from cattle. 

The Cochituate aqueduct has been in continuous use, with 
the exception of seven days, during the entire year. 
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CHESTNUT—HILL RESERVOIR. 


A great deal of new work has been done at this point dur- 
ing the past year. The building of the high-service pumping- 
station has necessitated an entire remodelling of the grounds 
in this vicinity. An extra force of men has been ‘kept at 
work during a large part of the season. The old buildings 
and sheds have been removed, driveways laid out, and an 
undulating lawn built which required the purchase of several 
thousand yards of loam. The grading has been completed, 
but the planting of shrubs and the sowing of grass remains 
to be done next spring. 

A new row of sheds and a general work-shop building 
containing a carpenter shop and blacksmith shop, have been 
begun. 

All the gate-houses, driveways, and other works around 
this reservoir are in good condition. 

The water has been in constant use during the year, and 
has been of excellent quality. The experiments on filtration 
begun at Basin 2 are now carried on at this reservoir, but 
will require another year for completion. 

The usual meteorological and other observations have been 
made. 

The maintenance of the driveway has been charged to our 
ordinary maintenance account, no special approprition hav- 
ing been made by the City Council for this purpose. 


BROOKLINE RESERVOIR. 


Everything in connection with this reservoir is in good 
order. About half the water used in Boston has been sent 
through the Brookline reservoir. 

The water has been of excellent quality throughout the 
year. No improvements have been made. 


FisHer—Hi~tt RESERVOIR. 


At the request of the City Engineer, I took charge of the 

completion of the work in and around this reservoir. 

The banks were graded and the grounds laid out and 
planted on the boundaries with some 2 000 shrubs and trees. 
The grounds are now in excellent condition. A table of 

rainfall at Chestnut-Hill reservoir is added.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
EASTERN AND MYSTIC DIVISIONS.

Str, — I respectfully submit the report of the Eastern and 
Mystic Divisions of the Boston Water-Works for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1888. 


SuDBURY AND COCHITUATE WORKS. 


Distribution. —The supply and distributing mains con- 
nected with the Cochituate works have been extended 20.2 
miles, and 2.25 miles have been relaid. The length of mains 
now connected with the works is 456.7 miles. The laying 
of the new 30-inch main from the Common to Charlestown, 
with 24-inch extension to East Boston, has been completed, 
with the exception of the section on Warren bridge, and by 
means of connections between the new and old mains is now 
used for the improvement of the East Boston supply. 

The effect of the new main has been to increase the pres- 
sure throughout East Boston about 12 Ibs. per square inch, 
so that the supply in that district is now equal to that in other 
sections of the city. 

The 16-inch main, for the supply of high service in Charles- 
town, has been laid, with the exception of the section across 
Warren bridge. Where the 30-inch and 16-inch pipes pass 
under the tracks of the Boston & Maine R.R., at Travers 
street, wrought-iron pipes, 50: feet in length, imbedded in 
Portland cement concrete, were used in place of the ordinary 
cast-iron pipe. 

About two miles of pipe have been laid on Moon Island 
and in Squantum, for the supply of the city institutions on 
Long Island; and the flexible pipe, 3,415 feet in length, be- 
tween Moon and Long islands, has been laid by G. W. Town- 
send, the contractor. 

On account of the change of grade of Beacon street in 
Brookline, the 48-inch pipe has been lowered for a length of 
1,190 feet. 
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Hydrants. — One hundred and seventy-nine fire hydrants 
have been established, and sixty-one hydrants have been 
abandoned, making a net increase of 118 for the year. The 
total number now connected with the system is 5,108. 

Although many of the small Boston hydrants have been 
replaced by those of the Post or Lowry patterns, there yet 
remain 1,400 in service. Many of these hydrants should be 
replaced by improved patterns of larger size; and I suggest 
that at least 100 of them be changed during the coming 
season. 


Services. — During the past year, 1,814 services, with an 
aggregate length nearly 10 miles, have been Jaid, and 102 
services have been abandoned, making the net increase for 
the year 1,712. 

The work of placing sidewalk stopcocks on the old service 
pipes has been continued, and 3,405 stopcocks have been 
set. 

The present method of laying pipes by the heating, gas, 
telephone, and electric-light companies throughout “the 
business portion of the city, as affecting the pipes of this 
department, demands serious consideration. 

In many cases the pipes or masonry conduits of these 
companies are laid in such a manner that access to our mains 
and services, for repairs or other necessary work, is a practi- 
cal impossibility. Many changes have been made in our 
pipes to accommodate the work of the Boston Heating Com- 
pany, and these changes have seldom, if ever, been made 
without detriment to our system. No pipe or conduit 
should be placed within two feet of our mains without special 
permission from this department, and all locations in the 
streets should be approved by the City Engineer before 
work is begun. 


High-Service Works. —On May 8 the pumping-engines 
at the Elmwood -street station were stopped, and all the water 
for the high-service supply has since that date been pumped 
at the new station at Chestnut Hill. The old machinery at 
the Elmwood-street station has been sold. 

Between June 19 and July 3 the territory supplied from 
the high-service works was increased by the addition of the 
district bounded by Tremont, Boylston, Washington, and 
Court streets in the city proper, and several districts in 
Boston Highlands and Dorchester. The high-service district 
in Brighton has been supplied from the Chestnut-Hill works 
since the latter part of January, 1888. 

The grounds around the West Roxbury pumping-station 
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have been graded and sowed and a sidewalk-curbing set. 
The grounds about the tower on Bellevue Hill should be 
graded during the coming season. 


Pipe- Yards and Buildings. — The Albany-street pipe- 
yard has been enlarged by the transfer to this department of 
the adjoining wharf. The new portion of the yard has been 
graded, a new and substantial sea-wall built on the water- 
line, and new fences on the street. A new stable and en- 
larged buildings for storage of materials are very much 
needed at this yard. New stables have been built in 
Brighton and East Boston. 


Fountains. — Six drinking-fountains have been presented 
to the city by Godfrey L. Cabot. Five of these have been 
set at the following points: Columbus avenue, opposite the 
Boston & Providence depot; Fort-Hill square, Post-Office 
square, Winthrop square, Leverett street, near Charles street. 
A circular granite fountain for horses has been erected in 
Custom-House square by the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, from a fund given by Dor- 
othea L. Dix. A circular iron fountain for horses has been 
erected at Mattapan, and a small fountain for men has been 
set at Madison park. The total number of public drinking- 
fountains now in charge of this department is as follows : —

Water- Posts. —In order that the use of fire-hydrants for 
filling watering-carts might be avoided as far as possible, 
the number of water-posts has been increased during the 
year from 84 to 119. 


Mystic Works. 


Mystic Lake and Water-shed. —Owing to the excessive 
rainfall of the past year the water in the lake has been drawn 
but 2.74 feet below high water, and waste has been allowed 
over the outlet dam during the greater portion of the 
time. 

During the summer there is a very large vegetable growth 
in the shallow water of Wedge pond and on the river above 
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Whitney’s dam. As this is very obnoxious to the eye, 
and probably does not tend to improve the quality of the 
water, about 20 men were employ ed in its removal, and in 
cleaning around the shores. The interior of the gate-chamber 
at the lake has been painted and the keeper's house ‘re- 
paired. 


Mystic- Valley Sewer. — Works for the chemical treat- 
ment of the tannery sewage have been in process of con- 
struction during the past year, under the direction of the 
City Engineer, and are now in working condition. The 
quantity of sewage has largely increased within a few 
years, and the settling. basins at some of the tanneries are not 
of sufficient capacity. The result is that a large amount. of 
solid matter, which should be retained in the catch-basins, 
is carried into the sewer and there deposited. During the 
spring this deposit, which was found to be from six to twelve 
inches in depth, was removed by scraping and flushing. 

A new stable has been built, a roadway to the new build- 
ings partially constructed, and the old buildings and tanks 
are now being removed. 


Conduit. —The conduit is in good condition. It was 
cleaned on June 22, and again on November 20. 


Pumping-Station. — The repairs on the engine-house roof, 
which were in progress at the date of the last report, have 
been completed, the walls of the engine-room have been 
painted, new windows set, and the old tin roof of the build- 
ing, which was in very poor condition, has been es by 
one of tar and gravel. 

The coal-shed has been improved by the Reine of a 
shed roof for the old flat covering, which was. badly de- 
cayed. 

Engines Nos. 2 and 3 have been overhauled and put in 
good condition. Sufficient repairs have been made on Engine 
No. 1 to enable its use during the present winter; but if these 
works are to be used for supplying Charlestown, this engine 
should be replaced by a new one of larger capacity. Boilers 
Nos. 1, 2, and 3 have received some small repairs, and are in 
good condition. The four old boilers should be replaced by 
new ones during the present year. 

The grounds and buildings about the pumping-station are 
in good order. 


Reservoir. — The stone-work on the western division of 
the reservoir has been pointed with Portland cement, the in- 
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terior of the gate-house has been painted and the roof re- 
paired. 

The grounds are in good condition, with the exception of 
some of the fences, which should be rebuilt. The reservoir 
should be cleaned during the present year.

Fifty new services have been laid in Charlestown, and 748 
in Somerville, Chelsea, and Everett, making the total num- 
ber to Jan. 1, 1889, 17,607. 

An ornamental iron fountain has been set at the junction 
of Charles River and Warren avenues. 


DETECTION OF WASTE. 


The detection of waste by the Deacon meters and sidewalk 

stopcocks was begun on April 9 and continued until Novem- 
ber 1. There are connected with the works 74 meters, 
through which are supplied about 370,000 people, divided 
into 151 sections. 
_ The growth of the city and the extension of the high-ser- 
vice territor y has rendered necessary the rearrangement of 
some of the sections and the setting of additional meters. 
For this purpose ten Deacon meters have been purchased, 
and a portion of these will be set for use during the present 
year. 

In connection with the operations of the meters, night ex- 
aminations have been made of all the services which have 
been provided with shut-off cocks in the sidewalk. The ser- 
vices in South Boston and the city proper, with the excep- 
tion of the Back Bay district, have been tested twice, the 
Charlestown, East Boston, Chelsea, and Back Bay services 
once.

DIVISION OF INSPECTION AND WASTE. 


Orrice, Ciry Harn, Jan. 1, 1889. 


To Tnomas F. Donerty, Esq., Chairman Boston Water 
Board: — 


Sir, — The following report of this division for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1888, is respectfully submitted. 

The inspection force on the Ist of January, 1888, con- 
sisted of thirty-one inspectors and three chief inspectors. 
During the year two inspectors resigned. One appointment 
was made through the Civil-Service Commission, to fill one 
of the vacancies, the other was not filled, leaving the present 
number of inspectors thirty. 

Three inspectors were sent to the Mystic Division January 
2 to deliver bills; they were employed there for over two 
weeks. 

Early in March five inspectors were again detailed to the 
same district, under the Water Registrar, to deliver delin- 
quent notices. 

On April 21 twelve inspectors were detailed for duty in 
the Cochituate Division, and five to the Mystic Division, 
under the Water Registrar, to take statistics for assessing 
the water-rates. The latter were employed in the manner 
indicated until October 29; the men detailed to the Cochitu- 
ate Division reported back for waste duty early in August. 
All the rate bills and notices in the Mystic Division were 
served by inspectors. 

The work of checking the waste indicated by the Deacon 
meters and Church stopeocks was begun in the middle of 
April, and was continued until the end ‘of October. 

During the summer months the rules relating to the illegal 
use of hand-hose were rigorously enforced. ‘To properly 
perform this duty it was found necessary to employ seven men 
for temporary duty, as seventeen of the regular inspectors 
were working for the Water Registrar. The additional men 
were appointed through the Civil-Service Commissioners. 
They began duty June 11 and continued work until October 
26. 
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On April 10 the inspectors were placed in the North and 
West Ends, and a general house-to-house inspection to check 

raste was begun; it was continued with the available force 
until the present writing. The entire work of the Cochituate 
Division will be finished i in a couple of weeks. East Boston, 
Brighton, Dorchester, and West Roxbury are the districts 
now being inspected. The results of the inspection, in which 
is included the house-to-house visits, the Deacon meter and 
Church stopcock work, showed that in 123,718 examinations, 
13,485 premises (nearly 11 per cent.) were found to have 
Batective fixtures, and were wasting water. The City Ordi- 
nance in relation to repairs, ete., was enforced in each ease. 

The consumption during the year as compared with the 
vear 1883, before this division was organized, as will be seen 
by the statistics of the Engineer of the Water Board, in- 
creased materially during the first three and a half months, 
viz., from January 1 to the middle of April. This was 
owing to the very cold weather, the frost being from four to 
five feet in the ground during most of the period named ; 
faucets were generally left open nights to prevent freezing. 
During the following months there was a marked saving, 
averaging 8.40 per cent. on the consumption of 1883. 

During the year 507 fines were inflicted for non- -repair of 

water fixtures , Wilful waste, and violations of hose recula- 
tions. Of these only 66 were collected, 501 were abated for 
various causes, in most cases the persons fined being ullowed 
additional time to comply with the ordinances, make repairs, 
etc. 

During the same period the water has been cut off for non- 
payment of fines, etc., from ten water-taukers, and let on 
again to ten. 

The amount of cash received for fines and turned over to 
the City Collector was $132, viz. : —
